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Thirty-fifth Annual Sermon. 



JPreached before the Board of Missions, at Calvary Church, New York, 
on Sunday evening, October 2Sd, 1870, by the Rrv. Charles H. 
Hall, D.D., Rector of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Brooklyn, 
Long Island. 

St. Matt, xxviii. 20.—" And, lo/I am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world. Amen." . . 

These are the last words of the Gospel of St. Matthew. The first, 
readers of this book, rose from the perusal with this promise in their 
minds. To all of us,^the departing Saviour seems to be represented as 
if uttering these words,, even .as . He vanishes out of the visible world. 
Like the dying cadences of a Divine 6ong which has been thrilling in our 
ears, with the mysteries of " God manifest in the flesh" — these are the 
sweet notes of the finale, Christ Jesus always with us ; always repre- 
sented to us in works and words of mercy, or produced to our faith in 
His Church by all the means which seem to tell us of Him — not as One 
who is content to be worshipped as sitting at the right hand of the Ma- 
jesty on high, but with us, at our side, in our closets, in our houses and 
streets, our churches, our poor and suffering brethren. When He comes 
again in person, the doctrine is the same. " I was an hungered, and ye 
gave Me meat." "Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of 
these My brethren, ye did it unto Me." This principle is an elementary 
part of Christian philosophy, as our Lord declared. " It is expedient for 
you that I go away." " Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, because thou 
hast seen Me, thou hast believed : blessed are they that have not seen, and 
(yet) have believed." It is not to be conceived that the actual presence 
of the body of Jesus of Nazareth in one spot at a time on the earth, 
though we should attach to it all the influences possible to a glorified spi- 
ritual congeries of superhuman powers — the light of angels and their 
tongues, the visible beauties which wo would fain attribute to personified 
holiness, and the eloquence with which no man ever spake — could be now 
desirable compared with this universal consciousness of the common 
faith in His effectual presence to all who are His disciples. If He were 
dwelling in one single city, it would at once break up the order of indi- 
vidual piety, and render Christianity liable to the evils of the sacred 
vagabondage of Mahommetanism, minus the evils of enthusiasm in error, 
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as compared with enthusiasm for a real king of thought and truth. The 
whole end of piety would be changed. Our Mecca might be Jerusalem,, 
but our piety would be found now, as in the middle ages, exalting the 
wandeiing palmer into the saint, and giving to the returned pilgrim the 
authority which now belongs to the oracles of God. Social life would 
be disturbed to its foundation, and civil progress retarded. We should 
find in all nations many of the defects and the superstitions which are 
visible in the Russian Church. Crusades of peaceful myriads would be 
seen thronging the narrow roads from Bey rout and Jaffa to El-Kods, and. 
human civilization be this day set back a thousand years. It was expedi- 
ent for men that Jesus should depart from earth and be no more seen 
in the disturbing elements of miracles of physical power — that the other 
universal spiritual and mystical presence might be recognized, as under- 
lying individual and organic life. St. Paul has developed this idea as an 
active consciousness in his own missionary work, in the 1st Epistle to the 
Corinthians. That weakness and foolishness, by which God confounded 
the wise and mighty things of human life, were the visible instruments 
used by the " mind of Christ." The Spirit of Christ in him was omni- 
potent. In that strength he could do all things. 

This spiritual Presence is as real — may I not say, more real ? — than a 
bodily one would be. The powers of the former were limited and par- 
tial. Jesus spake in parables to those who could not understand " whither 
He was going," nor " what the rising from the dead could mean." He prom- 
ised them after His departure, a spirit to lead them into all the truth, " and 
to lift them by regeneration into the fellowship of the Sons of God." 
His teaching up to His death was preparatory. He Himself contrasts 
His own times and teaching, with the more perfect method to be instituted 
after His departure. " These things have I spoken unto you in proverbs, 
but the time cometh, when I shall no more speak unto you in proverbs : 
but I shall show you plainly of the Father." (St. John xvi. 25.) The 
Comforter shall lead you into all truth. After His sending the Holy 
Ghost, the teaching was absolute and final. He came to show the Way, 
the Truth, and the Life. He ascended up on high to give gifts unto men, 
by which, that which He had taught and shewn might become possible to 
their renewed spiritual nature. Hence, the text was only asserting that 
principle which necessarily underlies the Gospel of Grace. " Lo, I am with 
you alway, p cvcn to the end of the world." The spiritual eye sees Christ 
present in the Church and the world, by His Holy Spirit. The mystical 
Body, is the necessary complement of the natural body — Jesus is now at 
verily with us, as He was with the disciples, when, in their still groping 
prejudices, they were asking, " Lord, wilt thou, at this time, restore again 
the Kingdom to Israel?" Every man's mission is from this living Christ. 
The whole work of the Church is to develope in all ways the results of 
his faith in Him — not solely, as for three years " speaking as never man 
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spake" — but as always leading the true progress of the human race and 
speaking to every age the things which no man can speak of himself. 
Our formal commissions may date back to the original gift, even by a 
living principle of unity of gift — yea, finality of gift, in that faith once 
for all delivered in its primary and fundamental principles to the Saints, 
but, lie fails, and that Church fails to know the mind of Christ, which 
has not a sense more or less recognized in its standards and words and 
works, of immediate Divine mission, from union and Communion with the 
living Christ. " Behold, He liveth," is a part of the Catholic deposit. 
He once lived to bless the leper, to give sight to the blind, to restore 
Lazarus, to hold His arms aloft upon the cruel Cross, and draw all men un- 
to Him. ' But He no less liveth now, to unite in one all His people, to 
be in them and with them, to aid them to develope a Christian medical 
science to heal the sick, to establish all means of restoration and guid- 
ance for the Church, or, in the faith of the Cross, to see the dead in tres- 
passes rising to undying life at the preaching of the Gospel. One set of 
miracles and teachings were the sign by prolepsis of the other — one was 
short and apparent to our senses, the other is the age of the regenera- 
tion, wherein His immediate witnesses sit on twelve thrones, judging, that 
is, guiding and developing the first order and regimen of the twelve 
tribes of the true Israel. I turn from the mere insisting on this law, as 
probably well received by all who hear me, to the dogmatic assertion of 
the maxim which I shall use as a postulate in all that follows — that the 
life of the Church lies in realizing and developing the mystical ^vresence 
of Christ. 

The life of the Church is not simply increase in numbers, widely ex- 
tended realms of nominal believers, powerful princes and potentates, or 
vast machineries of visible charities. All these are her means, the 
•outer shell of the inner life. She may be without them, and draw upon 
her the Master's tenderest love. She may have them, and be as loath- 
some to Him as were they of Laodicea. Her life is hid with Christ in God. 
The elementary idea of Church force is to kindle in the common mind 
'the love of Christ, the living Head over all. Only as she does that, is 
she using her life-force. She may exist — may be in partial syncope, and 
be sustained by her outward habitudes and orders ; but she lives only as 
she reveals Christ as the continual Bread sent down from Heaven, 
whereof if a man eat he shall live for ever. All her other modes of life 
are to accomplish this one end. There are certain glories of Christ 
which are revealable only by the Church. When the dew of Hermon is 
seen to fall on the little hill of Zion, then is a Spirit in the air which is 
not of earth. We confess this consummate result in all our highest 
social relations, as surpassing any one's single might or device. We 
take a youth out of a village and send him to school, say to West Point; 
we educate him diligently and generously at the common expense ; we 
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spare no pains, no abundance of intellectual wealth in his teachers, no 
lack of instruments and help, to fit him for one final point and issue of it, 
all, in the hour of common danger that he may be true and faithful in 
leading men on to the awful work of war, for the safety of us all. The 
country is idealized and personified by us to this end. She waves her 
fiag of stars before his eyes, and goes with him in fancy whithersoever 
he is sent, and gives zest to self-denial, lightens toil, and makes his death 
on a field of battle glorious. What in this case fancy derives from sub- 
jective laws of our nature, in the Christian soldier is fact. Before his 
faithful eye there appears the Bride — the Lamb's wife — composed of all 
the saintly powers and dreamings possible here below — the reflex image 
in this lower scene of the Invisible — that image which lifts him out of 
his selfishness and darkness. Before his closing eyes there is the Rider 
on the white horse, conquering and to conquer. In every state of his 
life, in toil and trouble, self-denial or martyrdom, there is present as a 
fact and law, that nothing can obscure or deny, the " love of Christ," as 
His spiritual life-force — the undoubting faith in His promise, " Lo, I am 
with you alway even unto the end of the world. Amen." 

There are two processes ever going on in this work, one the indi- 
vidual growth in grace, the other the Catholic moulding of the entire 
household of faith : 

1. In the single soul, the belief in Christ as living is the originating 
power of whatever form of holy life that soul puts on. The one idea of 
God's love in giving His only begotten Son to die for men, entering into 
the heart, like seed into inert garden mould, once vitalized by the Spirit 
of God and seized by the heart's affection, groweth into blade, and plant, 
and ear. It is among the mysteries of generation and germination ex- 
actly when and how the foreordained power of life begins to act ; but 
when active, it takes in all that is in man. He meditates, repents, and 
prays until Christ is found in him, " the hope of glory." Once found, 
and, as it were, able to go alone, this child of grace confesses that in 
Christ he lives and moves and has his being. This new creature (itnaig) 
engrosses all that is in him. Christ is in him, by faith and spiritual 
union — a supereminent presence, to bring all things in subjection unto 
Him. This is individual piety. Its simple maxim, which reaches every 
Christian soul, is, " Think, speak, do, just what you believe in your soul 
Christ would do in your place ;" or, in other words, what He would have 
you do — which is the same thing. 

2. The other process and theory is, the organic law of the Christian 
body, that the Church be moulded into the most complete and perfect 
ideal of Christ as in her. That this was the philosophy of St. Paul, no 
one will doubt who recalls his eloquent description of the Bride of 
Christ when conceived of as without " spot, or wrinkle, or any such 
thing." He is the head ; she, in all her various, different uses and offices, 
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is the mystical Body — one with Him, elaborated by the Divine wisdom 
to the same end — the revelation of the mystery of godliness— God mani- 
fest in the flesh. The law of her being is the same as of the individual 
soul, to represent her Lord to all nations. " Ye shall be witnesses unto me," 
(Act 1, 8,) is her Lord's account of her mission. The limit of the Apostolic 
preaching was " teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded." The writer of the first Church record and register of bap- 
tisms and growth, was so impressed by the then current faith that he ut- 
tered this desire of his age, in opening the Acts, by alluding to his own 
Gospel as containing the epitome of all "that Jesus began both to do and 
teach ;" his second treatise relating the continuance of that same doing and 
teaching. She then has one principle of life as potent to her, as the inner 
law of her members, the vis of her mature womanhood, to do for her Lord 
that which He had begun when in the flesh. That Missionary inspira- 
tion of the Apostle to the Gentiles, who was destined to break asunder 
the crumbling walls of Judaism, runs in this one great line: " His know- 
ledge in the mystery of Christ, which in other ages was not made known 
unto the sons of men as it is now revealed unto his holy apostles and pro- 
phets by the Spirit," and of which he " was made a minister," and which 
he was to " preach among the Gentiles," was " the unsearchable riches of 
Christ," even to " make all men see what is the fellowship of the mystery," 
" to the intent that now unto principalities and powers in heavenly (places) 
might be known by the Church the manifold wisdom of God." This was 
the organic law of the Church. Of the individual he speaks in a verse or 
two following, as of those " strerigthened with might by his Spirit in the 
inner man : that Christ may dwell in your hearts by faith," " that those 
hearts may be filled with all the fulness of God." From this source pro- 
ceeds "the one Body" and the "one Baptism:" the one common life of 
the Church Catholic, and the life of each single 6oul. They both are 
under the one law and stimulated by the one faith, that we all come " in 
the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ." 
** Lo, I am with you alway," was not said to the individual John, or An- 
drew, or Peter, by himself and for himself alone. Though the faith of 
each man would be subjective as a lively consciousness, yet the ideal of 
Christ living demands the body mystical and objective. The promise 
was to all in one common gift. The one flame came down upon their 
assembly in one Donation. Christ is known to us now in all fruits of 
His Spirit, revealed to us by all the living energies of the Church Cath- 
olic, " the blessed company of all faithful people." The processes are 
dual, the faith in His presence is dual. Each particle receives its mould 
from the Spirit which rules in all. Each is a lively stone, built into form 
and place by the idea of the Master Architect, " Lo, I am with you QieO 
'vpuv) y with you ail, all the days." 
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This, then, is the law of the only life of faith, of which, as Christians, 
we have any knowledge. It is necessarily the law of what we call Mis- 
sionary work. 

This work in its ideal, I suppose to be to reveal a living Christ to the 
world, by the Church as an organic whole. It is not committed to any 
one person to do this, as it is done by the Spirit working all things, not 
in one but in all. Even Paul bows to this law, and confesses that he 
was not sent to baptize, and never seems to have travelled as an Apostle 
on a missionary journey without the company of one who had been 
sent to baptize. I am aware that some imagine him as depreciating this 
law of organic growth, but it is a stupid sectarian blunder, not to be 
found in his words. If St. Peter had said it, this notion might be true, 
though it would be hard to excuse the inspiration of St. Peter. In the 
very commission which sent the eleven to baptize all nations, is the pro- 
mise of the text, " Lo, I am with you in doing what I command." The 
one " born out of due time" might tell of Christ. He remanded his con- 
verts at once to the authority previously established. 

This word Missionary is a word of convenience. It has no intrinsio 
propriety. It loses its character as we analyze it. We apply it to the 
very few of our fellow-Christians who are sent out by certain societies, 
which claim to represent the Church in her organic function. We seem 
to give increased force to the word with the distance traveled. A man 
becomes more of a Missionary the farther he goes from home. If he is 
in the next village, it is impossible to indicate him thus. If he is in 
Kansas or Dacota, he rather rises in Missionary dignity ; but if he puts 
an ocean between him and us, then he is an Israelite indeed. But enthu- 
siasm apart, when the brother has sailed for many months over the sea, 
and at last reached the foreign shore, and goes up into the inland village 
of China or Africa, and gets at the native, whom he had always had be- 
fore his mind, and sits down beside him, to be a Missionary to him — what 
has he to tell, what gospel work has he to perform to that soul but what 
he had to souls at home ? I grant bis learning another tongue — his meeting 
prejudice and ignorance and peculiarities in his special case, but he 
is to get the light down into the soul of another man of a Christ as 
present with that man — who Christ was — what He now is. It is the 
same work we do here at home, only that here it is divided up among 
many. There, at first, he must deal with individuals — here, we rise to 
organic forces. In the heathen city, " Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
woman named Damaris, and a few others " may cling to him. Here, we 
look for the conservation of churchly life, to hold the half-formed par- 
ticles until life is perfected. There is one law of our nature ruling the 
births of children in this land, in China, or in Africa. The one law of 
the new birth is universal, to work with God's Spirit on any given soul, 

that it may feel this gospel throb of a new life in the Spirit of Christ 
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All Christians are Missionaries. We said only half the truth when 
we said, as a Church, that the Missionary field is the world. The com- 
plement of that maxim which must be said with it is, that all Christ- 
like men are Missionaries, and their circles Mission fields. A rector here 
has bis portion of the common vineyard. Common reason must step in 
here to avoid the fanaticism of a half truth. Every Christian must con- 
fess his own share of responsibility, and feel that he has, in his way, to 
show forth Christ, not merely as by the preacher's vocation, but as un- 
derlying all life in the Church. St. Paul saw this rule when he com- 
manded the believers of Rome (xii. 6) " we, being many, are one body in 
Christ, and every one members one of another. Having then gifts dif- 
fering according to the grace that is given to us," let us use them each 
and all according to the proportion of the faith, whether preacher, 
prophet, or giver of wealth. Each has exactly the same rule in his work, 
to preach or minister or give, just ad he believes in his heart that Christ 
would do in his place. Each particle of blood in the least of the arteries 
of a human body has its own individual mission as it* flows, and only 
that ; but its mission is being embraced in the cosmic order, the great 
plastic law which moulds all the body into one shape by rule. Each 
believer is a Missionary as he shows out the living Christ, but he obeys 
always a Spirit of Christ, which brings all things into subjection to that 
fulness of stature of Christ which St. Paul indicated. There are coral 
islands in the Pacific, built up by insects, which bear no sort of propor- 
tion to the mighty results which they produce. Each mite works out its 
little cell by a law impressed on its jellied germ, but God guides the end 
into walls of power to withstand the roaring waves, and furnish fields 
where men may dwell. We do each our little share in the living Temple. 
The Spirit of Christ moulds it into perfect beauty. 

Now, two ideas are at times exaggerated in carrying on this Mis- 
sionary work, which run into party watchwords, and check the vigor of 
the only proper Missionary scheme. They characterize schools of ex- 
hortation. We find the literature of each school running into set lines 
of thought, and leaning to common idioms, which are defective. 

1. One is, the idea that the only motive of all true Missionary effort, 
is the active sense of desire for the individual salvation of ignorant sin- 
ners. It is a motive ; it is not the only, nor the paramount one. Indi- 
vidual, subjective faith manifests its law in seeking the conversion of 
sinners ; but when converted, the organic laws of Church life come into 
play, and claim to represent Christ, in moulding all into one common 
body, with its objective sacraments and ordinances. The Missionary 
preacher with earnest sympathy seeks " to save that which is lost.' 9 The 
Church absorbs each converted one into a particle of her life, that she may 
show in him the " fulness of the stature of Christ." Perhaps the 
Methodist Missions illustrate the powers and the defects of this peculiar 
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leverage. The Jesuit Missionaries, some of the best of them, also occur 
to the mind. Its power has been at times prodigious in the development 
of the most intense energy. Its victories have been matters of record, 
but its defect is manifest in the results. If there be a want of recogni- 
tion of the organic law of the Church, which takes in a higher principle 
still as its rule — even the moulding of the body of Christ — the lack ap- 
pears of power to keep that which is gained. The former principle runs 
over the ground of a nation like wildfire, marked with wonderful re- 
vivals, and demonstration of zeal for the salvation of souls. The cold, 
blackened earth is often left by the passing flame, ready to spring up 
with thorns and briers, unless there be the constant cultivation of a pro- 
founder principle than either love for individuals, or fear for their losses. 
That higher principle is love for Christ — love for His Church ; the deep 
faith, that our one duty is to reveal Him — to do all that He sent us to 
do, and make Him so sensibly felt as that all may believe the evidences 
of the fulfillment of His own words, " Lo, I am with you alway,^t?en un- 
to the end of th'e world." 

The other exaggeration in the work of Missions is to depend on the 
organization of the Church as sufficient of itself. The Church follows 
from the preaching of Christ crucified ; not Christ from the Church. 
It is the Church which preaches in her agent ; but she preaches Christ. 
The Church puts into operation her energies to save; but she seeks to 
perfect the saving by the culture of her own intrinsic laws. The success 
will be measured by the extent of the machinery and its apparent working. 
If we can send the entire corps of workers — bishops, priests, and deacons — 
and add to them teachers of civilization, our motive power seems perfect. 
What more is needed than the visible agents of all our churchly 
ideas? I seem to feel that this motive may be, if not has been, exag- 
gerated. For the history of the Church seems often to shew the process 
of evangelizing nations to have gone by another rule. It was ages 
after Christ before extensive Church machinery for Missions came into 
being. The first nations were converted without Domestic and Foreign 
Societies — by individuals going out, without such aid. Certainly, the 
advocates of the other side will often point to the life of the first great 
Missionary, as an illustration of the vigor and success of individual 
efforts, and the model of the primitive Missionaries. His zeal 
surely felt the force of his own assertion. "Paul, an apostle — 
not of men, neither by man, but by Jesus Christ, and God the 
Father, who raised Him from the dead." That withstanding of 
Peter u to the face," at Antioch, was the necessary collision of the two 
waves of life and power in the Church, which had been set in motion by 
the One Lord. Peter, the representative of organic life, or the con- 
servative power of the faith — Paul, with his preaching " not after man" 
of the aggressive missionary zeal, were representatives of two waves of 
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life which will perhaps constantly manifest the imperfection of the 
human mind in scheming for the progress of God's work in the world. 
We, certainly, can easily fancy the most- perfect machinery visible of 
Church life, as falling utterly powerless, or actually encumbering the 
work. Possibly it must be that God will shew His own "stretched- 
out" arm by this antagonism, as it were, ever saying to us, " not by 
might, nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts." 

My only point of practical force, is to propose what I believe to be 
the one great motive to Missionary life. I claim that the enduring one 
is, " Lo, I am with you ! " — the faith in the presence of Christ. Imagine 
the Missionary going out, full of agitating fear of the pains of the lake of 
fire — working always like one who would snatch brands from the burn- 
ing. Or, again, another who is full of the dreams which exalt men in 
the dreaming, of a visible kingdom, its " ageless walls " and palaces of 
beauty ; its concentring rings of ministers and potentates ; its spiritual 
magistracies, all pointing to one central representative idea of unity. I 
claim that the true Missionary, while insensible to neither theory of his 
life, has a deeper and wiser motive in the maxim , " Christ strengthen- 
ing me, the power of God, the wisdom of God. Christ in me the hope 
of glory, Christ shown by me, the true Revelation ! " Such a man is a 
living power himself. He may stand in the very position of the first 
Missionaries who carried the Gospel over the Roman world. He savfcs 
souls as His Master did ; he has a continual presence to calm the excite- 
ment of his personal fears. He organizes or submits to order as he goes, 
and goes the freer, because at the call of his brethren, he is ready to 
return to Jerusalem and report what the Lord has wrought by him and 
Barnabas. I question whether there is not a field open to men to enter 
and occupy, who with a faith in their vocation by a present Christ can 
afford to neglect the home machinery, and like the early Jesuit Mission- 
aries to the Hurons, go forth to work, trusting to the "Providence that 
feeds the little birds." I have looked to see men called to Mission work 
who believe in this inner life enough to go alone — or two and two — into 
the outlying regions, and be heard of only when they come back for a 
Bishop to confirm their converts or ordain their helpers. I honor all 
this extensive machinery, under whose patronage I am speaking now. 
It is like a vast net, held by strong hands, able to catch every sand of 
precious metal in the most delinquent parish, and potent to rebuke the 
lack of zeal of the lazy and the indifferent. It is, undoubtedly, a great 
power. But there is a greater even than this — One, who can say, " The 
cattle upon a thousand hills are mine, what need I take of yours?" — 
who can rebuke us all, by raising up a few zealous men, who, despising 
our party lines, and careless of our party zeal, shall go out with " Christ 
in them," as their guide and purveyor. Thus far, too much freedom 
has been manifested by individualism in disorganizing. God alone can 
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reconcile true liberty of the person with the royal law of submission to 
the Church of God. We are too much afraid of individual zeal, and our 
tendency is to cramp it. We train and drill our men to keep step with 
our schools — nor trust them to work freely. 

Ood grant us these men — even though they come dressed in " raiment 
of camel's hair and a leathern girdle about the loins," and eating insects 
and wild honey, and alarming us, lest they carry not all the XXXIX. 
Articles to the rough miners of the West, or the Grebos and Fans of 
Africa. Perhaps we have drilled our heralds too thoroughly heretofore. 
Possibly a man — good enough to feel his only power to be in Christ — 
may be needed to shew where our lack has been. Much of our internal 
dissension has been due to the cold decision of our file leaders, to keep 
us to one or the other theory— either raising their banner for Christ 
meaning thereby a doctrine of Christ, who was once on earth > 
or for the Church, meaning all this machinery of our Protestant 
Episcopal civilization. If either theory is sufficient, it will prevail; 
if neither is sufficient, each will prevail only so far, as it may be 
necessary to prepare for a better. Christ certainly uses us — whether we 
recognize Him or not. We have been sincere — in a measure, and we have 
had small successes in consequence. When we consent to accept Him, as 
present in the Missionary, and the man be left to work with the faith of 
that idea we shall go on to greater victories. I see St. Paul toiling over the 
plains around the Kara-Dagh, alone but for Barnabas, and sustained from 
day to day by a Home Committee of Angels only, and he carries with him 
the power to conquer. I see a lazy Missionary beneath the shade of soft 
whispering trees, borne in a palanquin on the shoulders of his converts 
to where his wife and children bathe his heated brow, and comfort him 
under the tropical heat, and I wonder not that he does not conquer 
much of anything. i 

FlnaXLy — the motive power to keep up a Missionary spirit, is the at- 
traction which lies in the real interpretation of Christ as now living, by 
the parties doing His work. You may send your Agents to my parish as 
often as you choose, and they may beg or scold as eloquently as they can, 
the people of Christ, who have knowledge of Jesus and "have been with 
Him," will give you, of their pelf, just so far as they can be induced to be- 
lieve in your systematic illustration of this principle. You may run 
ahead of the annual schedule of receipts, and call on them to come to the 
rescue, and invent all innocent ways of swelling the sum-total in the 
treasury; the result of attraction which really tells on the Church, is in 
the residum of fact, of the faith in Christ's presence. Any conversion 
of the world without Him, now living, is out of the question. Yet I fear 
many never think of Him, so much as of some doctrine about Him. No 
school of Christ has promise to conquer the world. To Him in person 
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are given the heathen. He lives now to guide His children, to be with 
them, but to keep the scepter of power in His own hands. When — and I 
am certain that no one knows this power better than the Agents of these 
Boards — when we see Him, we feel the celestial force of the attraction. 
We give freely to those who shew us the " King in His beauty." We do 
not give freely, but grudgingly and of necessity, by any other motive. 
Our success as a Church in Mission work, has been measured by our 
fidelity to Him, above all parties in the Church. Our defects and failures 
are due to the distractions of mere partisan motives. Every organized 
division is a schism, which defers the great result May He confound 
divisions and parties, even if we all are compelled by His mastership, to 
go with shamed faces. One race, the Red-men, He is now using to bring 
our societies together into unity of action. May he drive us to a centre, 
where we may find Him sitting on His throne, " be the Earth never so 
unquiet." 

The glorious privilege and duty of those engaged in Mission work, is 
to realize themselves and to reveal to others, the whole Christ, not the 
Catholic Church, for herself, but as revealing the Invisible. Christ now 
lives with us. The Temple in which He abides is no less real, for being 
built of " lively stones," whose builder and maker is God. What I sup- 
pose a truly pious Pope might feel, as he looks out from St. Peter's over a 
world belonging to His Master — he only a " vessel of clay " — and useful 
merely to symbolize and make tangible the universal Body of Christ, the 
Church — so we may be allowed to aspire to in its reality which is as much 
ours as it can be his — the vision of Christ working in all and through 
all — now Christianizing a people by self-denying individuals who go 
through fire and danger to preach Jesus — now organizing a nation with 
the polity of civilized men : here raising up a Martin — and there infusing 
heathen races among His own children, each individual of all working his 
own little portion ; He, Head over all, blessed forever. The Missionary 
idea is the same to-day as it was when St. Paul started out from Antioch 
on the Orontes, to preach, in all manner of preaching — Christ and His 
Cross. The secret of success in the Missionary and the Home Commit- 
tee, and every home Christian, is that, with which Jesus (according to St. 
Matthew) departed from the visible world, " Lo, I am with you alway 
to the end of the world. Amen."

Pynchon, and Peterkin, and 
the Rev. Mr. Anstice, and Messrs. Ruggles and Shattuck to constitute 
that Committee.

The Report of the Missionary Bishop of China and Japan* was 
read by the Rev. Dr. Denison, who also submitted the Rev. Robert 
Nelson's Report to the Foreign Committee ; f and that of the Mission- 
ary Bishop of Africa, J by the Rev. Dr. Howe, which were respectively 
referred to the Special Committee on the Foreign Committee's Report.

Spirit of Missions and Home and Abroad, as follows :

REPORT ON IIOMB AND ABROAD. 

In the Report of the Special Committee on the Report of the Domes- 
tic Committee, at the meeting in October last, a suggestion was made 
which looked to the publishing, by the Secretaries, of a monthly News- 
paper in the interest of Domestic and Foreign Missions. It was suggested 
moreover, that, in the event of the starting of such a Paper, its value 
would be increased by such compends of facts relating to the Missionary 
work of our Mother Church of England, and of religious bodies not in 
communion with ourselves, as may encourage and stimulate to larger and 
bolder ventures for the cause of our Master, in preaching His Gospel and 
planting His Church. 

This suggestion engaged the attention of the Secretaries after the 
adjournment of the Board, and correspondence was opened with Rectors 
of Parishes throughout the United States, to ascertain, 

fflrst, How far such a paper was a thing desired by the Clergy. 

Secondly, Whether, if published, it would be better to make it free 
or to charge for it the moderate sum of Ten Dollars for 100 copies per 
annum. 

Thirdly, How many copies were desired. 

The responses were very numerous and largely in favor of subscription 
at the price named, with orders for 35,000 copies. 

The Secretaries felt no hesitation whatever in commencing at once 
arrangements for its publication, and the first number was issued on the 
15th day of March last, and was made to supersede the Domestic Mis- 
sionary and the Foreign Quarterly Paper, News from the Foreign 
Field, the year for each of which ended at that time.

The hour having arrived, the Chair announced the order of the day, 
which was the Report of the Special Committee on the Domestic Com- 
mittee's Report. 

The Report, so far as completed, was read by the Right Rev. the Bishop 
of Long Island, and by Mr. William Welsh, as follows : 

Your Committee are deeply impressed by the hopeful and earnest tone, 
and the intelligent appreciation of the demands of the field, which char- 
acterize the Report of the Domestic Committee. It embodies the con- 
victions of men who have studied the great work before us in all its 
aspects. 

Missions are at once a cause and an effect of the Church's life. With- 
out them that life would stagnate and rot in its own Divine channels of 
activity. They embody beyond any other department of effort the capa- 
bility and the desire of the Church to spread Goi/s saving health among 
all nations. They are the thousand tongued witness of the Church's 
ideal universality, and of her yearning to become in truth, what she has 
been from the beginning in design. In them, as in nothing else, do we 
translate into great plans and mighty achievements the prayer that falls 
daily from every Christian's lips — Thy Kingdom come. In them we find, 
too, the one unanswerable reply to all suggestions of at once the learned 
and the ignorant unbelief of the age. They are all the while converting 
into an experience and organizing into victory supernatural energies 
whose very existence it is the aim of the world, the flesh, and the devil, 
to disparage or deny. In them, too, the Church, as no where else, perpe- 
tually refreshes her own consciousness of the gifts entrusted to her keep- 
ing, and renews the memory of obligations which her eternal Head 
wrought into the very charter of her being. 

The Annual Report, though it uses strong language on the subject, 
does not overrate the urgencies of the hour or the present enormous 
wastage of sublime opportunities to plant the Cross in the rapidly devel- 
oping Empires of this Continent. The words we use stand for magni- 
tudes whose vastness imparts almost a paralyzing vagueness to our res- 
ponsibilities. Trite phrases are upon our lips which a generation ago 
would have been accounted the flighty talk of visionaries, and yet which 
to-day are but feebly descriptive of the literal facts confronting us. The 
growth of the race in the powers of the world, the wonderful expansion 
of all interests affecting the present life, the unrivalled energy, intensity, 
and variety of modern movements in all that elevates or degrades man 
as simply a being of this world, have broken up old moulds of thought 
and with them old measures of Christian duty. The world has shifted 
largely in its relation to the Kingdom of Christ, while the children of 
that Kingdom either fail to see it, or, seeing it, fail to adapt themselves 
and the Divine gifts put in their keeping, to the momentous demands of 
the hour. Let us find what comfort we can in the evidences of Mission- 
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ary interest set forth in the Annual Report. And yet we ought not to 
shrink from confessing the almost criminal backwardness of the people of 
God in this field of duty. Verily some new tonic drawn from the whole- 
some medicines of Christ's doctrine is needed to arouse them to nobler 
plans and greater .labors. 

And just here the question is raised, alluded to constantly in our 
public statements and our Missionary Papers, often discussed, but never 
settled; or if settled, not in a way to lift the dead weight which lies on the 
Church's heart. We refer to the question, how is the Church at once in 
her organic and her individual life to be lifted and to be kept up to a 
healthy average of earnestness and vigor in the Missionary work ? 

Many expedients have been tried. There has been a very world of 
printing and preaching on the subject. There is no telling what time and 
brain-force have been spent in Meetings, Committees, Reports and Ad- 
dresses. The answer to the question has never been obscure nor indeed 
unknown to thoughtful minds. But there has been until very recently, 
a strange neglect of all practical effort in the direction whither it points. 
Nothing is clearer to-day than the utter hopelessness of all plans for 
developing and maintaining a high standard of Missionary work which 
are not based upon the systematic training of the young life of the Church. 
Those now on the stage have been reared under a comparatively loose 
discipline as regards this work. Owing to this cause there are multitudes 
among us whose hearts never have been, and in all probability never can 
be warmed into enthusiastic interest, and hence it is idle to expect that 
the vast wealth in their hands or the great social and moral forces which 
they wield, can ever be thoroughly utilized by the Church. 

It is not for your Committee to discuss at length, what is meant by 
systematic Missionary training of the young. It must be if attempted 
on any adequate scale, largely the work of the parochial Clergy. It 
should be a standing topic of catechetical instruction. It should figure 
in the foreground of the Sunday-school. It should find a leading place 
in our literature for the young. It should be carried on in every 
Christian household. So soon as our children can enter at all into the 
meaning of the Lord's Prayer, they should be taught that the time has 
come for them U> work in some form for what they prav. Let us have 
this sort of effort widely diffused and the results will soon become 
apparent. We shall have among us what we have not now, a knowledge 
of the missionary motives, methods, aims and responsibilities of the 
Church, a knowledge broadcast in the generation to succeed us, which 
will render it (what it is not now) an impertinence to surround our 
Missionary Councils with maps outlining the missionary field and inviting 
them to take primary lessons in ecclesiastical geography. The present 
ignorance which dries up the hearts and shuts up the pockets of the laity 
will disappear before an intelligence which in all spheres of human action 
is the necessary condition of sympathy and interest. Besides knowledge, 
we shall have deep and settled convictions of personal duty which, when 
the Church calls for living laborers to go out into the harvest, or for 
means to keep them there, will rise and glow with the fire of an un wasting 
zeal. With such knowledge and convictions there will be planted among 
us a stronger, clearer faith in the promises which God has made to His 
Church, and the sufficiency of her indwelling power to win the glorious 
conquests for Christ which all Prophecy predicts, and forward to which 
her own deep instincts evidently point; we shall have that faith which is 
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in itself power, flowing like a circulating sap of life through all the 
branches of the vine. With knowledge, with earnest convictions, with 
firmly laid principles, with faith, we shall have a spirit of prayer in the 
closet, at the family altar, in the Public Sanctuary — such as will fan into 
one mighty flame of zeal the now sleeping embers of Missionary life. 
And then, as the consequence of all these, we shall see the people of God 
giving into our treasury for conscience sake, giving on principle, giving 
by method — giving in a way to sanctify their wealth and to honor their 
stewardship. The Domestic Committee tell us what they are doing toward 
this training. Let this Board approve their endeavors. Let none of ub 
deem it a small thing to be sending out 40,000 copies a month of the 
Young Christian Soldier, and with them 20,000 Mite-Chests. Would 
that every child in the Church had these little reminders of duty, these 
silent but powerful educators of sympathy and liberality. 

The Annual Report again brings up the question of Special Agencies 
to arouse the activity of the Church. In the judgement of your Com- 
mittee it is idle to say much about or to rely much upon these, until we 
have learned to use well those always with us as a part of the Church's 
very Constitution. The Report alludes pointedly — but not too much 
so — to the feeble support given to the general Missionary work by many 
of the Parochial Clergy. It is lamentable to be obliged to admit the 
facts brought to our notice in this quarter. Your Committee would 
speak with humility and deference ; but they feel that the time has come 
when some emphatic and formal notice of this sad neglect of duty in 
bo many parishes, should be taken by the chief overseers of the flock. 
We suggest that this Board respectfully request each Diocesan Bishop 
to ascertain, with all due care, the extent of the neglect prevailing on 
this great subject, and to devise some means for putting an end to it — 
means lying fairly within the admitted discretion of his high office. A 
little more Episcopal authority, a little more Episcopal sympathy and 
persuasion, thrown habitually in this direction, would do much to 
remedy an evil which renders it positively painful to go over the statis- 
tics of delinquency annually presented to this Board, and through it to 
the Church at large. This Committee thoroughly endorse all that the 
Annual Report sets forth in regard to the selfish narrowness and isola- 
tion of Parishes ; and if they might take such boldness upon themselves 
without risk of rebuke, they would extend to Dioceses much of what ia 
said about Parishes. No one that has not felt it as a trying experience^ 
can understand how quickly and how strongly every hard working 
Bishop drifts into the absorbing conviction that his own planB, his own 
enterprises for Charity, for Education, for Missions, are in 6ome way hin- 
dered or set aside by the general work which appeals for support to the 
energies and resources of the whole Church. This is natural, perhaps 
inevitable. It is alluded to, not with the intention of finding fault or 
making suggestions, but simply to express the hope that those who are 
most affected by it may themselves provide the remedy and the check. 

There is one great encouragement, which your Committee can only 
allude to, but which merits fuller consideration than can here be given 
it. Our Treasury may be empty, nay burdened with debt. Here and 
there the Missionary pulse may be low. In one quarter we may see in- 
difference, in another idleness and stagnation. But the Church has one 
treasure which goes a long way toward compensating for all these draw- 
backs. Your Committee refer to her Pioneer Bishops and Clergy, who, 
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as a whole, are toiling at the front with a zeal, courage and self-denial 
seldom surpassed in any age of the Church, and besides these, to the 
patient, cheerful, enterprising, inventive, indomitable Secretary of the 
bomestic Committee, whose seven years of unwearied labor and elo- 
quent pleading have almost changed the aspect of the Home field. May 
all these noble men be long spared to cheer us, and to push on the great 
work. 

The appreciative and timely words of the Report touching the depar- 
ture from us of the beloved and venerated Apostle of the North-west, 
leave to your Committee no other duty in this connection than simply 
to recall them to the affectionate remembrance of the Board, and to ask 
that they be re-affirmed with the formality of a special Resolution. As 
to the general work before us, your Committee, in view of what they 
have presented in this Report, would ask the Board to consider and adopt 
the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That the Bishops of our several Dioceses be respectfully asked to call the 
attention of their Clergy to the necessity of arousing the Parishes to a more generous 
rapport of oar Domestic and Foreign Missions, and to invile the co-operation of the 
members of the Board of Missions for their respective Dioceses in the work of dif- 
fusing information and awakening a livelier interest. 

Resohed, That the Domestic Committee confer with the Bishops of our Missionary 
Jurisdictions, upon the possibility of so managing their Stations, and apportioning their 
rands as to secure the foundation and support of Associate Missions, in a centre or 
centres to be selected by the Bishops. 

Resolved — That the Domestic Committee be requested to consider fully the Mis- 
sionary needs not only *f our Territories, but those also of our organized Dioceses, 
East, West, and South, as yet unable to care for their own Missions, and to urge upon 
the Church the duty of larger offerings for the work in such Dioceses. 

Resolved— That the whole body of our Bishops and other Clergy be solemnly in- 
voked to devise, as speedily as practicable, such measures as will ensure a more thorough 
and general Missionary training of the children of the Church. 

Resolved— That the Domestic Committee be requested to procure from our Mis- 
nonary Bishops in the Home field, and other Missionaries working in connection with 
the Domestic Committee, as complete statistical and other information as practicable, 
with a view to publication in the Spiiut op Missions. 

Resolved — That the Domestic Committee be requested to inquire into the validity 
of the title by which property, belonging to the Church, in the various Missionary 
Jurisdictions, is held. 

Resolved— -That this Board hereby add their tribute of love and veneration t« those 
already paid in many parts of the Church to the memory of the Rt. Rev. Jackson 
Kemper, D.D., LL.D., late Bishop of Wisconsin, who, full of years, full of honors, and 
full of labors, entered upon life on the 24th of May last, in the 81st year of his age. 

Resolved — That for such a life of devotion to holy duties, the record *>f which is a 

Erecious legacy to the Church, the Board express their thankfulness to God, and their 
•pe that an example so illustrious for every virtue Uiat can adorn the Episcopate, and 
for every work essential to the Missionary success of the Church, may bring forth liv- 
ing fruit among us, to the glory of God and the honor of His Holy Church. 

INDIANS. 

Your Committee, to obtain full and accurate information, has, in addi- 
tion to the Report submitted to it, availed itself of the Minutes of the 
Domestic Committee and of the recent Report on Indians, made to the 
Secretary of the Interior by Mr. Wm. Welsh. 

It appears that the President of the United States, for whom the 
Church daily offers special prayers, having been moved to desire the help 
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of various religious bodies to assist in promoting the civilization and 
Christianization of the Indian, has asked the Domestic Committee of the 
Board of Missions to nominate certain Indian Agents and to supervise 
their work. It further appears, that the Domestic Committee, after due 
consideration, has accepted this proposal, with the express stipulation 
that the Agents so appointed are to be wholly free from the control or 
interference of politicians, and that the President has cordially and fully 
accepted this condition. Agents for the Ponka Indians, the Yankton 
Sioux Indians, and the Upper Brule and Ogallalla Sioux at Whetstone 
Agency, have been nominated by the Domestic Committee and appointed 
by the President. These three Reservations are in Dakota Territory on 
the Missouri River, quite near to to the Santee Sioux Reservation, where 
the Church has a very successful Mission which is now under the supervi- 
sion of the Domestic Committee. On the Yankton Reservation there 
ate also most promising Missions of the Church ; but thus far the 
Domestic Committee, from poverty, or from lack of faith, has declined to 
assume any responsibility in regard to them. 

The Ponka Indians, moved by the obviously beneficial influence of our 
holy religion upon their next neighbors, the Santee Sioux, are pleading 
most earnestly that a like benefit be extended to them. Although the 
faith of the Church in the conversion of Indians was culpably feeble, 
whilst they were roving, or were on Reservations under the influence of 
immoral agents and employes, yet, now it is rapidly strengthening, as 
our Chief Kuler has resolved to exert all the power that is vested in him 
to locate Indians permanently, and to protect them against all political 
or other demoralizing influences. This feeble faith of the Church was 
evidenced by the fact, that, until within two years, the Board of Missions 
assumed no responsibility in regard to Missions to Indians, except by con- 
tributing $700 per annum, at the earnest solicitation of the late Bishop 
Kemper, to the Oneida Mission at Green Bay. 

In January, 1869, the Domestic Committee assumed the responsibility 
of providing about $3,900 per annum for the estimated current expenses 
of the Mission to the Santee Sioux in Nebraska. It did not assume any 
liability for the cost of buildings, or the extension of Missionary opera- 
tions. That responsibility had for a long time rested on the faithful Mis- 
sionary, the Rev. S. D. Hinman ; but two years since it was transferred 
to a layman, who had been selected by the Missionary with the concur- 
rence of Bishops Clarkson and Whipple. It appears that for the first 
year the Domestic Committee was not subjected to any permanent pecu- 
niary outlay for this Mission ; as all deficiencies, beyond specific contri- 
butions, were paid by the Indian Hope Association of Philadelphia. 

Since thje entire destruction of the Mission Buildings by a whirlwind, 
and the rapid growth of the Yankton Mission, the Philadelphia Auxiliary 
Association has been unable to repay the Domestic Committee for its out- 
lay, which, however, has not exceeded the sum of $2,500. 

In view of the foregoing facts your Committee offer the following 
Resolutions for the consideration of the Board : 

Besolredr— That this Board cordially approves of the action of the Domestic 
Committee, in nominating Indian Agents at the request of the President of the United 
States, in agreeing to supervise their work, and in pledging itself to invoke the assist- 
ance of Christian people to aid in civilizing and Christianizing our home-heathen. 

Resolved— That this Board sincerely hopes that the Domestic Committee will stir up 
the Church to its duty to the Indians, thus rolling off a just reproach for past neglect, 
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and drawing down a larger blessing upon our Missions to Heathen beyond the borders 
of oar land. 

The Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Nebraska, presented the following Reso- 
lution which was by permission of the Committee, on Motion appended 
to their Report. 

Whereas, Missions on specific reservations to Indians speaking another tongue, 
cannot now be satisfactorily and efficiently conducted under the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties of existing Dioceses ; and 

Whereat, The House of Bishops has already made preliminary arrangements for 
a separate Indian Jurisdiction ; and 

Whereat, The Bishop, now temporarily in charge of the same, has intimated his 
intention to request that this shall be made the sole and separate duty of another 
Bishop: Therefore, 

Resolved, That the House of Bishops be requested to make some arrangement that 
will enable and induce the Rt. Rev. II. B. Whipple, D.D., to assume the Episcopal 
charge of Missions in the specific Indian Jurisdiction located on the Missouri river, 
and also of Missions to Indians in other reservations, with the consent of the Bishop 
in whose Diocese or Jurisdiction such reservations are located. 

The Hon. S. B. Ruggles gave notice that, after final action on the 

above Resolutions, he should offer for consideration the following : 

Resolved, — That in view of the civilizing influence of the Domestic Missions of this 
Church, in expediting the Christian settlement of the various portions of the United 
States, a Committee of thirteen Luy Members of this Board be appointed to co-operate, 
either collectively or individually, with the Secretary of the Committee of Domestic 
Missions, in appealing to the Directors and Managers of the principal Railway lines 
and other companies for transportation of passengers in the Lnited States, to permit 
the passage of the Missionaries of this Church, either free of charge, or at such mode- 
rate rates of fare, and subject to such regulations, as may be just and reasonable. 

The Chair appointed the following persons to constitute that Com- 
mittee: Hon. S. B. Ruggles, N. Y: S. H. Huntington, Conn: William 
Welsh, Penn: J. II. Schoenberger, Pittsburg: H. P. Baldwin, Mich: 
Hon. George Green, Iowa : F. S. Winston, N. Y : W. II. Aspinwall, N. Y : 
J. H. Swift, N. Y: John Bohlen, Pa.: G. C. McWhorter, C. N. Y: 

On Motion the consideration of the Special Committee's Report on 
the Report of the Foreign Committee was made the order of the day at 
half past seven o'clock this evening. 

The Resolutions appended to the Domestic Committer's Report being 
in order, pending discussion, the Board took a recess until quarter past 
twe o'clock. 



Quarter past two o'clock p. m. 

The Board met and was called to order by the Rt. Rev., the Bishop 

of Illinois. 

On Motion, 

Resdted % —T\\Kl a Committee of three be appointed to enquire what vacancies 
exist in the Board of Missions and to nominate persons to fill such vacancies. 

The Chair appointed the Rev. Dr. Geer, the Rev. E. M. Rodman, the 
Rev. W. H. Hare, and Hon. S. B. Ruggles to constitute that Committee. 

The consideration of the first Resolution appended to the Report of 
the Special Committee on the Domestic Committee's Report being 
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resumed, the Rev. Dr. Babeock offered the following Resolution as a 
substitute for the Resolution of the Committee. 

Resolved, — That it be recommended to and urged upon the members of this Board 
in their respective Dioceses to organize, as Special Committees, to infuse into the 
Parishes of their Dioceses a larger spirit of missionary zeal, and, as much as possible, 
secure general and liberal contributions to the Treasuries of The Board. 

Resolved, — That it be recommended to the Rectors of all Churches, throughout the 
land, to have monthly meetings in their several cures, for the express purpose of im- 
parting Missionary intelligence pertaining to the three departments of the Missionary 
field. 

These Resolutions were temporarily withdrawn, to give place for a Mo- 
tion to divide the first Resolution. 

This being done the first member was on Motion adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Potter, offered the following substantive Resolution in 

place of the latter member of the first Resolution under consideration. 

Resolved, — That the Members of the Board of Missions in the various Dioceses be 
considered ipso facto, Diocesan Cojnmittees for the promotion of an interest in Missions, 
Foreign and Domestic, the Bishop of the Diocese being Chairman ex officio and the 
Senior Clerical Member, Secretary ; and that it shall be the duty of the Members to 
meet, unless otherwise ordered by the Bishop, at the aumial call of the Secretary, to 
devise and carry out measures for securing the co-operation of Parishes in the work 
of Missions. 

A Motion was then made and carried, to reconsider the first member 
of the Resolution, and the Rev. Dr. Babeock, introduced the Resolution 
previously offered as a substitute for the whole. 

The whole subject, with the different Resolutions pending, was then on 
Motion re- committed, with permission to report as soon as the Committee 
are prepared to do so. 

The second Resolution was read. Pending discussion, the House took 
a recess until half past seven p. m. 

Tuesday Evening, half past 7 o ) clock. 

The Bishop of Illinois in the chair. 

The Board re-asserabled. The order of the day was, on Motion, tem- 
porarily suspended. 

Pending discussion on the second Resolution, the Committee reported 
on the subject which had been re-committed to them, that they adhere to 
their Resolution as at first proposed. 

The Resolution was then adopted. 

The second Resolution was then read and adopted. 

The third Resolution was, on Motion, referred to a Special Committee, 
to report at the next triennial meeting of the Board. 

The Chair appointed the following to constitute that Committee: The 
Bishop of Pennsylvania, Rev. B. H. Paddock, D.D., Rev. W. H. Hare, 
Rev. Dr. Twing, Orlando Crease. 

The fourth and fifth Resolutions were adopted. 

The following Resolutions were unanimously adopted in silence, the 
vote being taken by the House standing : 
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Resolved, That this Board hereby add their tribute of love and veneration to those 
already paid in many parti of the Church, to the memory of the Rt. Rev. Jackson 
Kemper, D.D., L.L.D., late Bishop of Wisconsin, who, full of years, full of honors, 
and full of labors, entered upon Life on the 24th of May last, in the 80lh year of 
his age. 

Resolved, That for such a life of devotion to holy duties, the record of which is a 
precious legacy to the Church, the Board express their thankfulness to God and their 
hope that an example so illustrious for every virtue that can adorn the Episcopate 
and lor every work essential to the Missionary success of the Church, may bring forth 
living fruit among us to the glory of God and the honor of His holy Church. 

The Right Rev., tbe Bishop of Pittsburgh, then read tbe remainder 

of the Report of the Special Committee on the Domestic Committee's 

Report, as follows : 

THE REPORTS OF MISSIONARY BISHOPS. 

BISHOP OF NEBRASKA AND DACOTAH. 

This Report tells of very special trials sent to its faithful Bishop and 
Missionaries during the year. Fire and hurricane have been the instru- 
ments; but the comfort is, that these mark the trials as the discipline of 
Him whose love and grace will sustain His own devoted Ministers and 
make them in the end all the stronger for His work. Already we see 
this grace triumphant over the trials. Losses largely repaired, new 
Churches built, Schools gaining strength, and opening prospects full of 
promise, make this Report full of encouragement. 

The special suggestions about Indian Missions commend themselves 
to the favorable consideration of the Board; but as your Committee 
understands that the Missionary Bishop will himself make his views 
more fully known to the Board, no further remark is needed here. 

MISSIONARY BISHOP OF COLORADO, &C. 

Here the same noble story, as for years past, still goes on. When we 
hear of the trials and triumphs of the work of the Church in this juris- 
diction, we can only renew our thanks to God and to His zealous Minis- 
ters, and to those who sustain the work by their gifts. The marked 
liberality of some friends deserves our special acknowledgments. No 
investments for the Gospel can be more provident and fruitful than such 
helps and endowments as Bishop Randall's Report tells of. May the 
example beget many like beneficences to all our Western Missions. 

THE INDIAN MISSIONS, 

that might and ought now to be established in Bishop Randall's field of 
labor, deserve the most prompt and earnest attention of the Board and 
of the Church as a most important part of the missionary work for our 
Indians. 

THE BISHOP OP MONTANA, &C. 

This Report proves that the most sanguine hopes entertained when 
Bishop Tuttle was sent out are to be fulfilled. The ample fulfilment has 
clearly begun, and the energy, wisdom, and success which mark the 
work of the Bishop and his fellow-missionaries must give the Church 
great encouragement to continue and increase its support of this Jurisdic- 
tion. The fearful social and civil problem which Mormonism presents, 
can be fully solved only by such work as our Mission has so prudently 
and vigorously begun. It is easy to see that Bishop Tuttle justifies all 
the confidence and help given to him. May that help be this year 
greatly enlarged! 
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THE BISHOPS OF OREGON, &C., AND OP NEVADA, LC. 

The last General Convention elected two new Missionary Bishops. 
One of them has been at work about a year and a half, the other but one 
year. Let their Reports witness how needful and how profitable these 
appointments have been proved. 

Bishop Morris has revived the several works of education and of mis- 
sions begun by his predecessor, and has inaugurated new works full of 
promise. The Bishop's skill and zeal in organizing work tell most fav- 
orably now in his field; and we rejoice to hear of the aid given to his 
efforts by Churchmen in the East. That aid ought to be continued and 
freely enlarged. 

Bishop WhiJJaker's work is just beginning, but its opening manifests 
the great neeflrof a Missionary Episcopate in that field; and the Mission- 
ary Bishop's Report shows that he has zealously and wisely betaken 
himself to his task. The great railroad that unites the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, traverses Nevada, and the towns sure to spring up alpug its line 
ought to be rapidly added to the four organized Parishes which the 
Bishop reports. He says, " We need six more men." May the Holy 
Spirit give to him and to all our Missionary Bishops the men they 
need, and ample means to carry on His work through every part of our 
vast land. 

If the reports which your Committee has received were read by the 
Clergy to their Congregations on some of their finest Sundays, and to 
some of their fullest Congregations, there is little doubt that Missionary 
zeal, earnest piety, and hearty Churchmanship would all be advanced 
among us. Our people want facts more than mere exhortations. The 
Reports of the Missionary Bishops would give both in a most effective 
way. 

The Committee has but one Resolution to offer about these Reports ; 
it is this : 

Besolved, That this Board commends these Reports to the careful reading of all 
our people, and the words and the needs of our Domestic Missionary Episcopate to 
their prayers and help. 

The Resolution appended thereto was adopted. 

On Motion, 

Resolved, That we deeply sympathize with the Rt. Rev., the Bishop of Colorado, 
in his late serious accident, and pray for his speedy restoration to health, and a return 
to his work in renewed vigor. 

The Resolutions appended to so much of the Report of the Special 
Committee on the Domestic Committee's Report as refers to the Indians, 
were read. The first and second were adopted, and the third and fourth 
were laid upon the table for future consideration. 

The Rev. Dr. Geer, on behalf of the Committee on vacancies, made 
the following Report : 

The Committee notice a vacancy, occasioned by the elevation to the 
Bishopric of Rev. Dr. Pierce, and nominate Rev. L. P. Townsend ; they 
note also the deaths of Rev. Thos. M. Martin and Rev. Dr. Mahan, 
and Geo. F. Nesbitt Esq., and nominate the Rev. W. H. Van Antwerp, 
and the Rev. J. V. Lewis, and Mr. John Jacob Astor. 
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The persons so nominated, were thereupon duly elected members of 
the Board. 

The order of the day being called for, the Right Rev., the Bishop of 
Easton, on behalf of the Special Committee on the Foreign Committee's 
Report, made the following Report : 

The Committee to whom were referral the Annual Report of the 
Foreign Committee, and also the Reports of the Foreign Missionary 
Bishops, have had the same under such consideration as time and oppor- 
tunity allow. 

We cannot read these documents without the liveliest sympathy for 
the anxiety, the embarrassment, the disappointment which have attended 
these representatives of the Church in the execution of the trust confided 
to them. They have a right to expect that they will be sustained by the 
Church at large in the effort to carry on a Foreign Missionary work in 
some sort commensurate with the prestige and the ability of our widely 
extended communion ; and it is enough to dispirit them when they 
elicit but little sympathy, and when the response to their appeals is in- 
adequate to sustain them in their well-devised and prudent undertakings. 
They have been at much pains to lay before the Church the facts of the 
case, and to diffuse all the information necessary to form a judgement 
concerning the work. We see not how tftey can devise any appliances 
other than those which they have used. We trust they will not relax 
their zeal, and that this Board and the individual members of it will use 
their influence and exert their efforts to keep alive Qie interest of the 
Church in the Missionary work abroad. 

We trnst, moreover, that they will make this work as Catholic as 
the Church itself* Our Foreign Missions, in order to succeed, must carry 
the hearts of the whole Church with them. Plainly and frankly, we 
believe the time has come when in the conduct of this work there should 
be a fair and full representation of the whole body of the Church, regard- 
less of arbitrary lines by which its members may be distinguished. 

Our Missionaries, during the last year, seem to have labored with 
even more than wonted energy and success. They do all that could be 
expected in view of the paucity of their numbers, and the scantiness of 
their resources. We cannot speak of the work otherwise than lovingly 
and hopefully. 

We entirely concur with the Foreign Committee in the opinion that 
the day has not yet arrived when the congregations in Africa can be 
safely entrusted to the exclusive guidance of teachers of their own race. 
While every effort should be made to raise up a native ministry, they 
must long oe dependent for direction and supervision upon those who 
can be thoroughly trained and educated in this country. We deeply 
regret, the ill-health of the 1 Bishop, which disables him from giving per- 
sonal supervision to his work, and trust that rest may yet repair the 
waste of so many years of exposure and labour. 

We do not doubt that the Foreign Committee has made the most 
judicious arrangements in their power for the Missionary operations in 
Greece, and would leave them in their hands without suggestion. In 
the present state of the funds no order can safely be taken for supplying 
the wants of those faithful servants, Dr. and Mrs. Hill. The Foreign 
Committee will not be unmindful of them, and they have kind friends 
who will scarcely permit them to suffer need. 
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We shall await with interest another year's report from Haiti, hoping 
that now disturbing causes are removed, the work of the Church may- 
extend and prosper. 

In conclusion, the Committee recommend to the Board for adoption 
the following Resolutions : 

Reserved, 1st, That the Board of Missions commend anew to the members of the 
Ct-.urch, the Missionary work, abroad as most necessary to be done, as being now pro- 
secuted with earnestuess and self-devotion, and as full of promise, if it be heartily 
sustained. 

2. That the Board assures the Missionary Bishop of China and Japan, and those 
who are his co-workers, of their cordial sympathy; and that it commends the demand 
of the Bishop for a Missionary and for a Physician connected with tne Mission, as 
most reasonable. 

3. That the suggestions of the Missionary Bishop to Africa, respecting the organ- 
izations of the Church in that country, be referred to a special Committee, with 
instructions to report at the next meeting of the Board.

Resolved, That the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, per annum, be appropriated 
by this Board, to the maintenance of Dr. and Mrs. Hill, the aged and devoted ex-Mis- 
sionaries of this Church in Greece. 

The Report of the Special Committee on the Home Mission to colored 
people, was made the order of the day at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning. 



Wednesday Morning, Oct. 26<A, 1870. 

The Board assembled in the Church of the Holy Saviour. 

After Prayers offered by the Right Rev. the Bishop of Iowa, the 
meeting was called to order, and the Minutes of yesterday's session were 
read, amended and approved. 

The following Members, not present at the previous sessions, appeared 
and took their seats.

Dr. Twing presented the Report of the Missionary Bishop of 
Arkansas.*

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On Motion of the Rev. Dr. Haight, 

Removed, that a Committee be appointed to report at the next meeting of this 
Board, a re?ision of the By Laws and an Order of Business. 

The Chair appointed Committee on Rules of Order and Order of 
Business, 

Rt. Rev. Bishop of Long Island, Rev. Dr. Haight, 

Hon. S. B. Ruggles. 
On Motion, the Rev. M$. Atwill was invited to take a seat in this 
House, and at his option, communicate such information in reference to 
Missions among Colored People, as he has to impart ; which at a subse- 
quent period he fulfilled. • 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of Maine read the Report of the Special 
Committee on the Report of the Committee of Home Missions to Colored 
People, as follows : 

REPORT. 

The Committee to whom was referred the Fifth Annual Report of the 
Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, have been much grati- 
fied by the facts therein presented. Considering how little practical 
encouragement this Commission has at any time received from the 
Church in the prosecution of its labors, and the many obstacles and ad- 
verse influences with which it has been forced to contend, its members 
might well have felt themselves justified in declining to continue their 
labors for another year. Nothing is more disheartening than to be 
placed in relations of responsibility to a vast work, and then to be left 
without the means of performing that work : nothing can be more unjust 
than to assign men to a work under such apparent conditions that great 
results may be expected from their labors, and then to leave the most 
important of those conditions unfulfilled. 

And this has been the case of this Commission from the first. It was 
organized and constituted by the action of the whole Church, after due 
deliberation, after much earnest discussion, and the manifestations of an 
apparently deep and general interest in the objects to be promoted 
through its instrumentality. 

Different opinions were expressed in the course of these deliberations 
and discussions, both as to the desirableness of any such special agency, 
for the prosecution of educational and religious work among the Freed- 
men, and as to the features of the particular plan and measure proposed. 

These opinions were fully considered, and that course was taken, 
which on the whole seemed to be most desirable, and to meet with the 
most general favor. The Commission was constituted, and constituted 
according to the mind of those whose sympathies seemed to be especi- 
ally enlisted in behalf of the Freedmen. 

Its practical workings have been such from the very outset, as to 
obvia'te the objections and to allay the fears of those who had been 
doubtful of its usefulness. The gentlemen to whom its management was 
entrusted, have so wisely and considerately performed their duties, that 
not one word of complaint has been heard from any quarter, of unwar- 
rantable intrusion or of undue interference with local Church authorities, 
whether Diocesan or Parochial. 

On the contrary, every year the Bishops and Clergy of those Dio- 
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ceses which have, been the chief fields of operation, have borne the 
warmest testimony, both to the Christian courtesy of the members of the 
Commission and to the value and efficiency of their labours. They have 
gladly accepted the Commission as an auxiliary, and have besought the 
Church to strengthen its hands. And yet for some reason, perhaps for 
various reasons (your Committee can hardly conceive however, for what 
good and sufficient reason) this Commission, constituted under such high 
auspices, working so harmoniously and so efficiently, has never received 
the hearty and general support of the Churck. The contributions to its 
treasury have been absurdly disproportionate to the demands of the 
work and to the ability of our Communion. "Only one fifth of our con- 
gregations haf e contributed any thing to its funds. Under these circum- 
stances your Committee cannot but feel that no censure could be at- 
tached to the gentlemen charged with such grave responsibilities, and 
yet left almost powerless to meet them, if they had long since aban- 
doned a position, where, though they were doing something, they could 
expect less of commendation for what they actually accomplished, than 
of criticism for apparent delinquency. 

But they have nobly stood to their post, and the results achieved 
during the past year, with the limited resources at their command, are 
such as will leave us without apology, if henceforth we do not display 
a deeper interest in the work to which we stand committed in behalf of 
the Freedmen. 

The Commission have received from all sources, during the year, for 
the prosecution of their work, including the receipts of the Pennsylvania 
Branch, but $18,797. Of this sum but $15,832 was contributed by the 
parishes of the Church. 

By the exercise of the strictest economy, employing but one salaried 
officer and no agents, and assuming an amount of personal labour which 
could not be reasonably expected of them, they have not only sustained 
wholly or in part nineteen schools, (exclusive of night-schools, and 
twenty schools open only a portion of the year,) these schools employ- 
ing thirty-nine teachers, and comprising 2,069 scholars, but they have 
liquidated the greater part of the debt standing against them at the 
beginning of the year. 

It appears from the Reports of the teachers of these schools, that 
nearly all the branches of an ordinary English education are successfully 
and often eagerly pursued. In all of them systematic instruction is 
given in the elements of our holy religion — frequently under the direc- 
tion, and generally under the supervision, of the Parochial Clergy. 
From the Normal-school at Raleigh, N. C, have already gone forth forty 
teachers for the colored children of that State : and the testimony of the 
Bishop of the Diocese is, that he esteems the efficient support of this 
school, a matter of prime importance to the great work of the civiliza- 
tion and Christianization of the African race at the South. 

The sum of three thousand dollars has been appropriated by the 
Commission to that object during the past year, and who of us wiu say 
that it could have been more worthily appropriated? 

At the High-school in Charleston, S. C, there has been an average 
attendance of two hundred and twenty-three pupils. Special religious 
instruction has been given to these pupils by the local Clergy, one of 
whom appeals to the Commission, and to us in its behalf, in these 
touching words :

"Could the members of our Church throughout this land realize what a 
wide and inviting Missionary field is open among the multitudes of our 
colored fellow-citizens, in city and country ; how impre>sible they are to 
religions influence ; how exposed to unchristian teaching ; how accessible 
to all who have kindness and sympathy lor them ; how ready to hear the 
Gospel, and how destitute of the Ordinances of Christ ; surely they 
would feel the responsibility, and put forth an effort in their behalf." 

[See the letter of the Rev. C. P. Gadsden, of Charleston, as printed 
on pages 6, 7, and 8, of the Report of the Committee.] 

Such is the general tenor o! these Reports ; such their testimony to the 
value of their schools ; such the appeals for their multiplication and 
continued support. What need we more, to arouse us to worthier efforts 
in behalf of an enterprise, which neglected as it has been by all, save a 
few of those who should have maintained it, has yet so signally demon- 
strated its own value? 

The Commission tell us they have been compelled to reject quite as 
many applicants as they have received into their schools during the past 
year, from the lack of funds to support the requisite number of teachers. 
Ought we not, must we not, either meet this demand, directly in the 
line of duty which we have undertaken, or else accept the alternative 
suggested for our consideration by the Commission, of wholly abandon- 
ing this work among the Freedmen ? 

Your Committee feel that the abandonment of this work, or the dis- 
charge of the Commission appointed for the special prosecution of it at 
this time, could not be justified, and would be widely deplored. They 
believe, moreover, that such facts and results as are presented in the pre- 
sent Report of this Commission, cannot but move the heart of the Church 
and call forth her resources. They therefore do not recommend the 
consideration of the question of discontinuing the Commission, but on 
the other hand, they declare, without hesitation, their conviction that its 
utility and importance were never greater, never so important as at this 
moment. 

When we consider the political privileges which these lately enfran- 
chised people will henceforth enjoy, and the weight which they can now 
cast on the one or the other side into the scale of public affairs, should 
we not as citizens feel ourselves concerned to qualify them for their new 
relations, and so to educate them, that they shall not only be capable of 
judging of the bearing of political questions, and of protecting their own 
personal or class interests, but shall also be mindful of the duties which 
they owe to society and the State ? When we consider what influences 
are at work to degrade them to a lower spiritual level than they ever 
held in the days of their bondage, how many tokens there are already 
that they might easily lapse into mere heathenism and fetichism, and 
how unprepared they must needs be to resist such influences of them- 
selves, and to make a successful struggle upwards from darkness into 
light, can we, as Christians, remain indifferent to the spiritual condition 
and needs of these brethren at our own doors ? 

Finally, when we consider what is the greatest, need of the work 
which we have undertaken in heathen Africa, which is unquestionably 
that of trained and devoted Missionaries and teachers of the African race, 
do we not see that from these schools, here in our own land, completely 
supported and conducted by Christian teachers, on a Christian plan, that 
neea may be most speedily and most efficiently supplied ? 
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Brethren, this Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, ought 
to have our united and vigorous support. 

" Resolved, That the Commission of Home Missions to Colored People deserves the 

continued, increased, and cordial support of the Church in the prosecution of a work, 

the importance of which is daily becoming more manifest. 

" Resolved, That in view of the immediate demands of this work, not less than 

Fifty Thousand dollars should be placed at the disposal of the Commission in the 

course of the present year.' 1

Resolved, That this Board hereby expresses its "grateful acknowledgments to the 
Railroad and other Transportation Companies of our country, for their liberality to 
the Missionary Clergy of our Church, and their promptness in acceding to the requests 
made in behalf of sick and needy persons for free travel or reduced charge. 

The Rev. J. A. Harris, on behalf of the Committee appointed last 
year (see Journal of 1869, p. 21) on the subject of the Organized Services 
of Women in Mission work, read the following Report, which was made 
the order of the day immediately after recess : 

The Board of Missions, at its session on Oct. 18th, 1869, passed the 
following Resolution, viz. : 

" That a Committee of this Board be appointed, to report, at the 
next Annual Meeting, on the subject of the Organized Services of 
Women, as a most important feature of Missionary work." 
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The Committee to whom this duty was assigned, beg leave to pre- 
face their Report by offering certain considerations which as it appears 
to them, have an important bearing on this subject. 

When, after completing His work of redeeming love for men, our 
Blessed Lord ascended to the Majesty of His Throne in Heaven, He left 
His Church, small and feeble and wavering at the first, to be His repre- 
sentative in the world, and to apply to the world, then all in arms against 
it, the results of His work. 

The Church proves her title to be such representative only when she 
does in the world, in her own imperfect and delegated measure, the work 
for men which He did in the world. She does not prove that title by 
mere definitions of the dogmatic faith, or the fulminations of anathema 
against heresy and schism, or by pointing to her Apostolic succession in 
Ministry and Sacraments and Liturgies. 

This age, above all others, does not need and will not bear as evi- 
dences of Christianity any mere monument of the past, or shibboleth of 
the present. It needs, it will only receive, it will be content with nothing 
short of, such evidences of the Divine Mission and representative charac- 
ter of the Church, as shall be given in her evident permeation by the 
Spirit of Jssus the Saviour, putting forth every power and GoD-given 
grace to save mankind from sin and its results, whether those results 
shape themselves into ills of mind or body or estate. While abating not 
one jot of faithful maintenance of her form of organization as divmely 
ordered, it must yet be a living organism, not a mere fossil preserving in 
stern rigidity the shapes of the past. 

If the Church had given, in earnest and continuous measure, such proofs 
of her being the representative of the loving and saving Christ in the 
world, we should not, as we now do, see so much humanitarianism avowed- 
ly divorced from Churchmanship ; the latter regarded as a Sunday relaxa- 
tion, while the former is deemed the true and needed thing for every day 
life. Churchmen may hesitate to admit it, but the world too generally acts 
upon it as an accepted fact — so generally and outspokenly that thoughtful 
Christian men and women have of late aroused themselves to ask, " What 
is the matter?" "What is wrong in the Church's modes of work and 
adaptation to what men want ? " 

These questions the Church must answer satisfactorily and clearly ; 
and, having answered, must roll away the reproach by deeds rather than 
words. And while the sudden elaboration of any system which may do 
this is not to be looked for, suggestions from various sources may tend, 
even in a small measure, to elucidate the subject, if in no other way # 
than by pressing upon the consciousness of the Church the reality of the 
existing failure to do all that might be done in the loving and saving 
work the Church was formed to do — thus paving the way, in a degree, 
towards the solution of this problem of her failure to deal thoroughly 
and triumphantly with the ignorance, the carelessness, the ungodliness, 
the squalor, the filth, (moral and physical), holding sway over human 
hearts and lives. 

If the Church is to influence men by the Gospel of Christ, she must 
make it a real glad-tidings to them by getting very near to their hearts 
and daily lives, taking note of and lovingly remedying their ignorances 
and their frailties, their sicknesses and their "sorrows — making, or striving 
at least to make their homes brighter, happier and holier, as well as by 
making — or rather, instead of making — their pews worth the yearly 
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rental as a tribute to ministerial oratory. Schools and reformatories, 
homes for the orphan, the friendless, the aged, the destitute, and hospitals 
for the sick, are as integral parts of her armament for the conquest of sin 
and sorrow, as are Churches and pulpits, and that these weapons of her lov- 
ing warfare may be effective, there is needed a thorough organization for 
work of her laity, as well as of her Clergy. She cannot dispense with the 
former any more than she can dispense with the latter, if her work is to 
be done thoroughly, and her warfare accomplished triumphantly. 

Your Committee will not weary you with citations of historical proof, 
but will content themselves with the statement of the fact as abundantly 
succeptible of such proof, that the Church of Christ has never been so 
thoroughly aggressive, has never so well done her allotted work, as when 
she has organized and formally sanctioned the missionary service of the 
laity — and pre-eminently the services of Christian women as visitors, 
teachers and nurses. 

In our own branch of Christ's Church this great power for good has 
too long been kept in abeyance, — has failed to be developed. Within 
late years, and all too infrequently, a realization of the great needs of 
humanity and of the duty of the Church in reference thereto, has shown 
itself here and there in such organization for Christian work, but timidly, 
and as it were under protest, and for no other reason as it appears, 
than this, that because tne Church of Rome lias thus seen fit to utilize 
" diversities of gifts," and because great abuses have undeniably crept 
into such utilization, it is dangerous for those who protest against her 
errors to do anything which may rival her practical efficiency. 

But, independently of the abstract untenability of such a position, 
the formation of what are called Protestant Sisterhoods and their well 
proven efficiency in Mission work near at hand as well as far off, has 
shown that it is possible to have the good without the evil of such or- 
ganizations: and furthermore has shown that results of far greater mag- 
nitude of blessing are attainable with, than without them. 

If, therefore, our branch of the Church desires to be, in ways easily 
understood though not now necessarily particularized, effective in her 
holy work and warfare, in the slums and alleys of Cities where her 
temples rise in magnificent proportions, but into which those needing her 
holy influences decline to enter, or in places where she as yet hardly has 
a foot-hold, it is worth while to consider whether she is not neglecting a 
great power which she, as well as other churches and communions of 
Christians, has at her hand, in the formally sanctioned organizations of 
Christian women for works of Charity and Mercy — works which, as by an 
irresistible magnetism, will draw under her influence and into her fold 
thousands upon thousands of those whom her formal services and mere 
pulpit efforts, however faithful her Clergy may be, never have, and can 
never reach. 

To evoke all the light possible upon this most practical subject, so 
nearly affecting the brilliance of the Church's light in a fallen and ruined 
world, a light which the Board of Missions is peculiarly responsible for 
holding aloit and diffusing, your Committee offer the following : 

# Resolved, That this Board hereby recognizes the tested value of organizations of 
trained laity, and especially of Christian women, in prosecutiug the aggressive work of 
the Church. 

Rstolved, That a Committee of Bishops, Clergy and laity be appointed by the 
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Cbair, whose duty it shall be to consider and report to the next meeting of this Board 
the best means of associating the organized or individual efforts of women with the 
Missionary and Educational work of the Church.

THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DOMESTIC 

COMMITTEE. 



In their last Annual Report to this Board, the Domestic Committee 
were able to state that during the year no Missionary had died. This 
Report must open with the announcement that during the period which 
it covers, two have fallen at their posts of duty — the Rev. Isaac Peter 
L&bagb, and the Rev. James Stoney, M. D. Mr. Labagh had served in 
the Ministry of the Church twenty-four years, the last four of which 
were devoted to Mission work in the Diocese of Iowa. He was a man 
of much more than ordinary attainments. His sermons and other com- 
positions were marked by much clearness and vigor of thought. During 
bis Rectorship of St. Paui's Church, Brooklyn, Long Island, he pre- 
pared a course of lectures on Unfulfilled Prophecy, which were published 
here, and afterwards in England. His Theoklesia, the first edition of 
which was published in 1868, the second in 1869, is a book that required 
much good learning and much patient toil in its composition. Mr. 
L-abagh departed this life with a quiet trust in the merits of Christ, on 
the 28th of December, 1869, having continued his active Missionary labor 
till within less than two months of that date. 

The Rev. James Stoney, M. D., in early manhood a wealthy planter 
in the South, about twenty years before his death, which occurred Feb. 
10th, 1870, was constrained by convictions of duty to offer himself for 
service in the Christian Ministry. His period of Clerical labor was a 
little short of eighteen years. For nearly two years previous to his 
decease, he had been in charge of St. Stephen's Church, Savannah, 
Georgia, a congregation of colored people. In earlier life a large slave- 
holder, Dr. Stoney knew thoroughly the habits and needs of that people, 
and how, as a Christian Shepherd, to deal with them in their changed 
relations, and under the responsibilities growing out of their emancipa- 
tion. One who knew him intimately, shortly after his funeral, wrote for 
a locaFpaper the following lines : " His weeping family, friends and parish- 
ioners feel that a noble Christian man has been called from his labors and 
to his rest. They have the heartfelt sympathy of all the community, 
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/Who are witnesses and God also, how holily, justly and unblameably, he 
behaved himself among them as a laborer in the Gospel of Christ." 

BISHOP KEMPER. 

At a special meeting of the Domestic Committee of the Board of Mis- 
sions, held at the Mission Rooms, May 26th, 1870, the Rt. Rev. the Bishop 
of New York presiding, the Secretary and General Agent officially 
announced the decease of the Rt. Rev. Jackson Kemper, D. D., L.L. D., 
Bishop of the Diocese of Wisconsin, on Tuesday, May 24th, in the 81st 
year of his age; whereupon, the following Minute was adopted, and 
ordered to be placed upon their records : 

"Doctor Jackson Kemper was consecrated on Friday, September 25tb, 
1835, by Bishop White, assisted by Bishops Moore, Chase, H. U. and B. 
T. Onderdonk, Smith and Doane, in S. Peter's Church, Philadelphia, and 
was assigned to the Missionary jurisdiction of Indiana and Missouri. 
When Dioceses had been organized in these two States, he was designated 
'Missionary Bishop of the Northwest.' On the 25th of October, 1835, 
just one month from the day of his consecration, at a public Farewell 
Missionary Meeting, held in the Church of the Ascension, New York, 
after having spoken of his purpose to start for his field on the following 
day, he said : ' Neither the dangers, nor the sacrifices are greater than 
hundreds are most ready every day to encounter for wealth and honor. 
I can promise nothing. Yet I know that the work is great and holy, and, 
being of Divine appointment, I look with humble confidence for a bless- 
ing upon the labors I shall be enabled, through the gracious influences of 
the Holy Spirit, to bestow. He who has called me will go with me, and 
I will go cheerfully.' 

" He could promise nothing ; but in an Episcopate extending over a 
period of nearly thirty-five years, he accomplished much ; more, far more 
than the most sanguine, at the date of his consecration, could have pre- 
sumed to anticipate. In the prosecution of his work, he travelled three 
hundred thousand miles, many thousands of them on horseback, hundreds 
of them on foot, through snow and mud, under cold and burning skies, 
exposed to all vicissitudes of weather. So vast was his field, and 60 con- 
stantly was he in motion to visit even the most important places, that, for 
the first twelve years of his Episcopate, he could hardly be said to have 
had a home. Hevjlaimed but one day in the year for himself. Christmas 
Day he always tried to spend with his family. In March, 1867, his son 
wrote : * Until within a few years we used to estimate that he was never 
at home more than an average of one month in the twelve.' About the 
same date the Bishop wrote to a friend : * My duties have never been irk- 
some. I have never left home with reluctance. I have never felt that I 
have been making sacrifices.' Bishop Kemper lived to see seven Dioceses 
formed, within the limits of what was once his great field — viz., Indiana, 
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Missouri, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, and Nebraska. Within 
these limits, mainly, he consecrated nearly one hundred churches, ordained 
more than two hundred Priests and Deacons, and confirmed not far from 
ten thousand persons. 

"The name of Bishop Kemper and the record of his labors will occupy 
a conspicuous place in the history of our American branch of the Church 
of Christ. His memory will be long and lovingly cherished by thousands 
who have known him personally, and have enjoyed the pleasures and 
benefits of his sacred ministrations. Full of years — full of honors — foil 
of labors — having faithfully served God in his generation, finished his 
course, and kept the Faith, he has been gathered unto his fathers, and 
henceforth there is laid up for him a crown of righteousness. 

" For such a life of devotion to sacred duties, the record and memory 
of which are a precious legacy to the Church, the Committee would ex- 
press their gratitude to Gob, and their hope that an example, so worthy 
and beautiful, will have many imitators among those whom He calls to 
positions of honor and responsibility." 

The Committee also directed their Secretary and General Agent to 
assure the family of Bishop Kemper of their sympathy with them in the 
great bereavement to which they are now subjected. 

The fall of brave and good Christian soldiers and leaders, with 
their armor on, in the midst of the great fight, suggests wholesome reflec- 
tions relating to two worlds, for those still left in command and in the 
ranks. 

" We bless Thy Holy Name, for all Thy servants departed this life in 
Thy faith and fear." 

SECRETARIES. 

The Secretary and General Agent, and his Associate, the Rev. E. M. 
Rodman, have spent nearly all the Sundays of the year in presenting the 
Domestic work of this Board to such congregations of the Church as 
Rectors or the limitations of time would permit them to visit. Some 
Rectors prefer to do their own preaching and pleading in the interest of 
our General Missions, and some, for one reason or another, do none of this 
kind of preaching and pleading themselves, and are not willing that the 
accredited Agents of the Church should do any for them. There are, 
however, many more Rectors and parishes willing and glad to receive 
the visits of the Secretaries of the Committee, than two, or three, or 
four can possibly reach on the Sundays of a single year ; and, on other 
days, as repeated experiments have shown, only very small congregations 
can be secured — so small that Rectors are not disposed to encourage the 
visits of Agents, except on Sundays. 

Churchmen are not among the poorest people in the land ; on the con- 
trary, they are among the richest. Churchmen are not among the most 
niggardly people in the land, when great and worthy objects are pre- 
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sented as claiming their sympathy and benefactions. Were the Domestic 
Committee, in this or any other public document, to raise this question and 
take the affirmative of it, they would very soon, very broadly, and very 
properly, be charged with a violation of the Ninth Commandment. 
Churchmen are not unsympathizing, stupid laggards in the worthy enter- 
prises of the city, the state, *the nation. Here their activities . and ven- 
tures do not suffer by comparison with those of any other people : and it 
were worse than humiliation, disaster even, to admit that Churchmanship 
dwarfs the range of vision and chills the ardors of the mind and soul, when 
the outreaching and all-embracing economies of Divine wisdom and love 
are pressed upon our consideration, and call for our glad recognition, and 
our large-hearted, and open-handed cooperation. 

The general home Mission work of this Church, considering the vast 
extent of the field, its multitude of golden opportunities in the interests of 
Christian civilization, and in those higher interests, that can only be pro- 
perly fostered and permanently secured by the Gospel of the Sox of God, 
is great and grand enough in possibilities to command the best thoughts 
of all our people, and a supply of men and means ample enough to give 
such thoughts legitimate and adequate expression and realization in forms 
of beauty more enduring than any monuments that worldly men can 
build. 

There should be no need of special Agents to go from parish to parish 
to tell Rectors and their people of important Mission work in progress 
and calling for aid, at two hundred or more points in thirty or more of 
our States and Territories, and to plead that such work be not allowed 
to languish and the hearts of the good men in charge of it to faint, throngh 
lack of the aid called for. And of such Agents, there would be no need, 
were there not something defective or positively wrong in the common 
estimate of the relations of all members of the Church to her Mission work 
and of the obligations thence arising. 

Our parochial system, as it is too widely regarded and used, is not so 
helpful to our general Mission work as it should be. Men, women, and 
children are not received, at their baptism, into a congregation, that is, 
the particular parish, or company of believers, in which the Sacrament 
happens to be administered, but "into the congregation of Christ's 
Flock," that is, the whole body of disciples, " militant here in earth," to 
say the least. The relations of the new and blessed position reach out 
across the continent and over the seas, and assign to the newly made 
disciple an interest and a responsibility in all the Missionaries and 
through them in all the Mission work of this Church. What St. Paul said 
eighteen hundred years ago, is to the point here: " Whether one 
member suffer, all the members suffer with it; or one member 
be honored, all the members rejoice with it." But parochial seg- 
regation, working detriment to the general stock of Church 
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life and activity, is all too much the fashion of our times. 
The true, comprehensive view of this matter, not without neglect and 
culpahility somewhere, comes to be practically ignored, and parishes, by 
those composing them, come to be regarded as separate independencies, 
existing almost wholly for themselves, whereas the parish exists because 
the Church exists, and not the Church, because of the existence of the 
parish. When the disciples of Christ, whatever their theories may be, 
come practically to regard the parish as the Church, and to confine their 
sympathies and efforts within its limits, they take a long step in the wrong 
direction, and begin to fall from grace. The parish, though having some 
local and sacred interests to guard and foster, is, in the main, the con- 
venient school in which the disciples of Christ are to be educated in His 
doctrines, and in one way or another, to work, as means are at command 
and opportunities are presented, for the salvation of all for whom He . 
died. Our theories are broad enough, but in our practice, in too many 
cases, they fall into disuse, and we are hampered by narrowness ; and 
still worse, by the action of certain hidden laws of assimilation, which 
fashion men after the patterns of things to which their energies are chiefly 
directed, we are made small by dealing with smallness. By impulses and 
efforts, in which human and Divine energies are blended, the hampers 
may be broken or escaped from, but habits and shapings, which during 
many years, have, with dwarfing effect, been coiling themselves about the 
very muscles and stamina of the mind and soul, do not yield to powers 
that are far below miraculous. Something must be very wrong where 
such habits and shapings have been allowed to take form and do their 
work. In undoing the mischief they have wrought, or in guarding against 
its continuance, the annual or less frequent visit of an Agent, though he 
were a St. Paul in spirit and endowments, must be well nigh powerless. 

The Church is an army set to conqner the world. Parishes are schools 
and drill-stations for the instruction and training that aim at and mean the 
conquest of the world. Whatever in Christian culture and training falls 
short of, or excludes this, is less than God commands, and, as far as 
mortals can see, less than He can accept. Fidelity in service, thus squarely 
up to the measure of the Divine requirements, cannot fail to influence 
most favorably the attainment of those personal graces and qualities of 
character and life, to which salvation is pledged. 

The day of our emancipation from narrow mindedness and narrow 
heartedness — God speed it — must come, before the Mission work of this 
Church will receive the kind and degree of consideration and effort even 
now demanded at our hands. 

There are at the present time, about two thousand men in this Church, 
Rectors of parishes, weak and strong, who, if our theories and beliefs be 
not the merest assumptions, are divinely commissioned Agents, charged 
with the duty of instructing and training all those committed to their 
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care, with all possible thoroughness, for local and general Mission work ; 
to take an active part, according to their respective capabilities in all 
defensive and aggressive movements for the conquest of the world. The 
parts and duties of these regularly commissioned leaders well done, 
special Agents, even for the simple purposes of inspection and report, 
would not be required. They would be regarded as useless supernumer- 
aries, if not even in a less favorable light, and would make but a sorry 
appearance among the thoroughly instructed and constantly drilled 
soldiery of the Heavenly Captain. 

The Domestic Committee do not like to complain, but they tremble 
for very weakness in the presence of the vast and constantly increasing 
magnitude of the work which the Church has set them to provide for and 
supervise. If the weakness inhere in themselves, they feel that they 
should be quickly superseded by stronger men. If their weakness come 
through the neglect of others, they feel that it is their duty, with such 
clearness and force as they can command, to point out its sources. 

The Rev. E. M. Rodman, for two years faithfully engaged in the 
service of the Committee, as Associate Secretary and General Agent, has 
resigned this position, and accepted a call to the Rectorship of Grace 
Church, Plainfield, N. J. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

A Joint Report of the Secretaries of the Domestic and Foreign Com- 
mittees on The Spirit op Missions and Home and Abroad, will be pre- 
sented in a separate form. 

The Young Christian Soldier has attained a circulation of 39,000 
copies per month, a higher number by about 3,000, than has been before 
reported. This paper, which it is estimated has more than a hundred 
thousand readers, has never paid its cost directly, that is, by subscrip- 
tion receipts ; but during the three years of its existence, the children 
have contributed to the work supervised by the Committee, $9,918.48 more 
than during the previous three years. This amount, which it is believed 
this publication has been very largely influential in securing, added to 
what has been received from the Children's Missionary Organization dur- 
ing the four years of its existence, in excess of the cost of working it, 
liquidates all deficiencies chargeable to the paper, and leaves a balance 
of $13,044.00. 

The Committee however, though thankful for the pecuniary results, thus 
far, of their efforts to interest the children of the Church in her Missions, do 
not regard such gains, and feel that others should not regard them — as the 
total proceeds in this department of their work. The Young Christian 
Soldier has done, and is doing, on a broad scale, good service in the line 
of Missionary Education, just where this style of education is called for, 
and can be undertaken with the best hopes of success. The Missionary 
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organization that, in a country like this, or in any other country, should 
occupy itself wholly in providing means equal to current pressing de- 
mands, might well be charged with shortsightedness. Reserved resources, 
for future needs, consisting of educated minds and hearts, that promptly 
articulate the will of God, as it is indicated by His providential fore- 
sbadowings, in the diffusion and shapings of society, and go straight to its 
accomplishment, must be constantly kept in view, and, so far as possible, 
provided. The from hand to mouth process is what wise men dislike in 
dealing with the world. It is much more to be deplored and guarded 
against, by Christian men, whose proper attitude is that of readiness for 
whatever, in the direction of work, and on any scale, God may present to 
them. We are weak now, and almost ready to sink under the mighty task 
that is laid upon us. We should have been strong, had not our Mission- 
ary education been neglected, and ready with all the aptitudes of ripe and 
well-trained Christian manhood, to deal bravely and successfully with 
this task. The Committee are doing all they can to meet the demands of 
oar Mission work, as they are presented ; and they are trying to do some- 
thing towards providing more ample resources for the direction of those 
who are, sooner or later, to take their places. 

The Young Christian Soldier has proved a most helpful instrumen- 
tality in introducing the Mite Chest system ; indeed, without the facilities 
which it has afforded, not much could have been done with this appliance, 
which promises to be of great service in raising funds for current needs, 
and also in forwarding the Missionary Education of the children of the 
Church. The Committee look to them with great confidence and hope. 
They see in them, if their minds can be kept upon it, and their hearts 
warm and expanding towards it for a few years, such a wealth of resources 
for Mission work, as not only to justify, but also to command, in the way 
of its development and direction, every right effort within their power. 

The Mite Chest system, which has, for its central thought and principle 
the gathering of small offerings from many hands, is working well. In 
nine months, twenty thousand Chests have been sent into the field, at a 
cost to the Committee, $3,607,32. Six thousand three hundred and forty-one 
—nearly all that could be heard from in the first half year — have returned 
$8,340,65. It is hoped and believed that the January returns will not fall 
below $20,000. The Chests are still called for at the rate of about one 
thousand five hundred per month. The Committee mean to work this ap- 
pliance with all the earnestness which its merits and their needs require. 

THE FIELD. 

It reaches out as broadly as the Saviour's love. It is the wide world 
for which He died. Christianity is not a feeble thing, of metes and 
bounds. For convenience alone the familiar terms of Domestic and 
Foreign are employed. This Report deals only with that portion of the 
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one field lying within the boundaries of these United States and Terri- 
tories. The Committee concede that the true missionary spirit recognizes 
each minor subdivision and its peculiar needs ; and yet, they feel that it 
cannot fail to be moved the most deeply by the greatest examples of 
spiritual destitution, and by the fairest prospects of conquest ; and hence 
they argue that the largest thought should be given to the Western and 
Southwestern portions of our country. 

It is true that there is much Mission work to be done in the South and 
in the East, in both of which sections the Committee would be thankful 
to have it in their power to do much more in the future than they have 
done in the past; but they are constrained to state that their greatest 
hopes are cherished in connection with other portions of our great domain, 
where society has not yet crystalized into set forms, and where population 
is not on the wane, as, for example, in New Hampshire, where, according 
to the census of 1870, it has decreased, in ten years, more than two and a 
half per cent. 

In the vast regions towards and beyond the Mississippi, it is now the 
seed-time of the Church. There, the hearts of the people " are wax to 
receive and marble to retain." There, no venerable prestige bars the 
Missionary's way. There, no Chinese wall of prejudice denies access to 
those who are not of our fold. These portions of the home field are found 
to be constantly assuming new and wonderful aspects. They possess certain 
permanent and immutable features, and yet they are a sort of kaleidoscope, 
whose pictures are the subjects of incessant change. With this the progress 
of internal improvements has much to do. Old time ideas — nay, quite 
modern ideas — of distance, in a westerly direction, are abolished. • To-day 
we see the West in a close and familiar view, and with new eyes. The 
transition period has come. The old, traditional West is now a part, and 
by far the larger part, of the East. The once distant wilderness and soli- 
tary places are now, as it were, at our doors, and are startled by the notes 
of a noisy invasion. The once very remote and well-nigh inaccessible 
cations of Rocky Mountain and Sierra Nevada regions, are now not far 
from the secluded vales of New England. Across what but yesterday 
was called the Great American Desert, where the too adventurous caravan 
yielded to starvation and laid down to die, a missionary party speeds 
smoothly, on an iron highway, and finds portions of what was a barren 
waste wrought into gardens of fruits and flowers. The rapidity and 
breadth of material progress in the West, have most important lessons 
for all who believe that our Missions carry with them the elements essen- 
tial to a high-toned and beneficient civilization. 

The Domestic portion of the field, then, is not to-day what it was last 
year, nor what it will be a twelve-month hence. Our new-made history 
almost outstrips our faith ; and yet, as before stated, the portion of the 
field now under consideration possesses certain characteristics that time 
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cannot take away ; characteristics which will stand as aids to true Chris- 
tian and material prosperity far into coming years. Mines producing 
abundance of the royal metals; mountains of the less-esteemed, but more 
valuable iron, destined to lead in the true golden age ; unending seams 
of the purest coal ; forests that stand superior to the woods of Lebanon 
and the crown of Carmel ; fruits that equal in richness those of the 
tropics; vines that eclipse the products of sunny France: these are some 
of the substantial things that have attracted great numbers, and will con- 
tinue to draw great multitudes of people from all parts of the world to our 
great West. The Church, to which has been given commission, by the 
potent instrumentalities of good will and love, to take of the best things 
of the world and make them minister to the highest interests of the race, 
should be there — must be there — to welcome the peoples as they come, to 
blest them in the name of the Lord God, and to guide them into the 
ways and works of His commandments ; otherwise, as a Church and as 
a nation, adversity, and not prosperity ; woes, and not blessings, will soon 
be upon us. 

The needs of the field call loudly and imploringly for more men and 
more money, and for the men first. The mental precedes and creates the 
material. Let the men offer themselves for the work and the spirit they 
display will go far toward creating their support. It must be borne in 
mind that this field demands the best men to be had. The fallacy that 
anything will do for the West has wrought great mischief. It must every- 
where be exposed. To that region the peoples of the earth are contribut- 
ing their best brain. The fusion, according to inevitable laws, must pro- 
duce a population of the most marked mental traits, bold in enterprise, 
acute in investigation, and eager in the search for truth. They will put 
the whole structure of Christianity, doctrinal and institutional, to a 
severe test. 

But, though consecrated men serve as a magnet for money, the direct 
and earnest appeal to our people cannot yet be dispensed with. Those 
who cannot give themselves must be implored to advance the limits of 
their contributions. In confidence they may be urged to do this, for the 
field itself promises to demand only temporary aid, and stands pledged to 
return every dollar expended upon it with compound interest. 

Incomplete statistical reports of Missionaries, in all parts of the field, 
give the following facts : Baptisms, 2,004 ; adults, 646, infants, 2,258 ; 
Confirmations, 1,733; number of Services held, 17,345; number of new 
Communicants, 1,675 ; number of children instructed in Sunday Schools, 
6,547. 

These results, to some, may seem meagre ; while, in the view of others 
they indicate much for the future, and connect themselves with great 
anxiety and toil, on the part of our Missionaries ; with rising and falling 
hopes, with joys and sorrows, with patient endurance of hardness, with 
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trials and with conquests of faith, that cannot be fully stated in any 
formal Report. 

In the estimate of the Committee the laborers in the field have been 
faithful. The results of their varied ministrations have not all matured. 
They have sowed the good seed, and have been gladdened by the appear- 
ance, and in the gathering of its first fruits. The harvest, in the main, may 
be reserved for other hands. Regarding objective results, no earnest prayers, 
no faithful preaching of the Word, no private encouragement or remon- 
strance, no exhibition of tender sympathy and love towards the poor, the 
sorrowful, the sick, the dying, no witnessing of a good life to the truth and 
power of the Gospel, can be wholly lost. Of all such sowing, though the 
first fruits be sometimes scanty and long delayed, there must come, sooner 
or later, an abundant harvest. Such seed is not only not lost, but, by its 
own laws of self-perpetuation and reproduction, it goes on through all the 
generations, bearing fruit after its kind. In the distant past, Apostolic 
men and martyrs 60wed for our reaping. In the distant future, men of 
Apostolic lineage, and martyrs, too, they may be, will reap of our sowing. 
Not only in an identity of Faith and Orders, are the leaders of the Christian 
host in all the ages related ; there is an identity of experience in aggressive 
work for Christ, in the hopes and disappointments, and in the immediate 
and delayed results of such work, that establishes a relationship with 
Him, and, through Him, with each other, quite as intimate and sacred. 

Such thoughts bring courage and strength to the Missionary, at his 
isolated post, when ready to weep and faint in view of the paucity of the 
vibible results of his service, and they have their uses for those who en- 
counter anxiety and embarrassment in their efforts to provide the meat of 
which the laborer is worthy, for one reason, at least, because he has 
honestly earned it. 

The Committee respectfully refer the Board to the Reports of the six 
Missionary Bishops, in home field, for detailed statements of work done 
and called for in their Jurisdictions. These Reports are in print and will 
soon be read, and distributed to those desiring them. 

Bishop Tuttle states that the amount of money contributed by the 
people at the eight Mission Stations in his Jurisdiction, during the year 
covered by his Report, is $9,283.83, and that the amount contributed in 
aid of work in his portion of the field, by parishes and individuals out- 
side of it, is $31,100.11, giving a total of $40,383.94. 

These facts seem to call for a few words of comment. If the Church 
had had no Missions in the three Territories committed to the care of 
Bishop Tuttle, where had been these more than forty thousand dollars ? 
There is no sufficient reason for believing that any considerable number 
of them would have been consecrated to the work of the Church any 
where. In this instance, then, our Mission work has drawn to it a large 
amount of money, which, but for this work, would, in all probability, 
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have been lost to the Church. The Committee have paid to Bishop 
Tattle and his helpers, during the year, $5,320, and because they have 
done thus much, the people, in the Jurisdiction, have paid in aid of 
Church work there, $9,283.83, and to General Missions, $163.87, and 
people outside of the Jurisdiction, in aid of work within it, have contri- 
buted $31,100.11. The same holds true in many other, and perhaps in 
all the cases with which the Committee are connected. In a town in 
Maine or in Oregon, there are a few Church people, and a few others 
who are kindly disposed towards the Church, and yet a few others 
caring for none of these things, whom her full ministrations might reach, 
and benefit, and save. To aid in sustaining such ministrations, the 
Church people and others can raise, and are willing to raise, $600 at first, 
and no more; but this is not enough, $900 are required. The Committee 
provide the $300 ; a Missionary is secured, and with him, in aid of 
Church work, the $600, which, otherwise, to such work, would be par- 
tially or wholly lost. In this view of their office, not to speak here of 
their hopes and expectations regarding spiritual gains, the Committee 
find not a little to give them heart, under the annoying pressure to 
which they are frequently subjected. With such means as they can 
command, they help others to help themselves, which is all that others 
ought to ask or receive, and, in general, all that can be rendered them to 
their own advantage. 

Bishop Tuttle reports that the value of Church property, in his Juris? 
diction, is $47,510.00 The Committee venture to suggest that it may be 
well for this Board to order, if it has authority to do so, and, if not, to 
request all other Domestic Missionary Bishops to incorporate into their 
Annual Reports such facts, in words and figures, as Bishop Tuttle has 
supplied in his. Accurate information in regard to the details of Mission 
work, the amount contributed to it, and the mode of its expenditure, is 
Tery helpful to the Committee in discharging their part of the task, and 
cannot, in their estimation, fail to be useful in all its bearings. 

It is also suggested that statistical tables, similar to that presented 
by Bishop Tuttle, from all Diocesan Bishops, conveying accurate in- 
formation in regard to all Mission Stations aided by the Committee, 
would be equally useful, and should, at least, be requested by this Board. 

Bishop Morris, who has been in his Jurisdiction only one year and four 
months, reports, that St. Helen's Hall has 125 pupils, and that 25 of them 
are boarders. The building*, furniture and land are worth more than 
t30,000, and are substantially paid for. Mrs. William Welsh, whom the 
Board, at its last meeting, requested to raise money to assist Bishop 
Morris in furnishing St. Helen's Hall, entered upon the work with her ac- 
customed zeal, and has succeeded in securing $3,300, which has been for- 
warded to him. Bishop Morris also reports that he has established an in- 
stitution for the education of boys and young men — " The Bishop Scott 
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Grammar and Divinity School" — and that it has 46 pupils, 11 of whom are 
boarders. The property of this institution — the land was a donation, and 
the citizens of Portland contributed $3,200 in coin towards the buildings 
— is worth not far from twenty thousand dollars, and can hardly fail, in a 
few years, to be worth two or three times this amount. 

INDIAN MISSIONS. 

Early in June last, it pleased God, for reasons which He reserves to 
Himself, through the instrumentality of a whirlwind, to permit the de- 
struction of all the Mission buildings at the Santee Agency, Nebraska — a 
loss to the Mission of at least $20,000. Two persons, the carpenter 
and an Indian, were killed. The chief Missionary, the Rev. Samuel D. 
Hinman, and his family, were mercifully and miraculously preserved 
from death and from serious injury. The Indians rushed in crowds to 
the ruins beneath which they were buried, dug them out, and tenderly 
carried them away in their arms, kissing them, and weeping like 
children. 

Shortly after the receipt of the news of this calamity — without doubt 
a blessing in disguise — the Committee issued a circular, reciting the 
facts, and asking for a prompt contribution and forwarding of means to 
make good the loss. They thought that, if other considerations were 
unavailing, a sense of gratitude to God for the preservation of a noble 
Christian soldier, whose Mission record is a glory and a marvel, and of 
his family and faithful helpers, would quickly move Churchmen to a 
liberality fully equal to the demand. They were too sanguine. Only 
the sum of $4,480.84 has been received by the Treasurer of the Com- 
mittee, and altogether, it is believed, not more than enough to cover 
one half of the loss. 

Mr. Hinman and his co-laborers were not, and are not, discouraged. 
The Mission work, in its spiritual department, has not been suspended 
for a day, though its outward appliances have been very much deranged 
and restricted. The faith of those Missionaries has been subjected to 
repeated trials, that would have been fatal to anything not true in its 
essence and aims. The trials have made it strong and bold and patient. 

Mr. William Welsh, of Philadelphia, whose offer, made some two 
years since, to superintend this Mission, and largely provide for it, the 
Committee thankfully accepted — has recently visited it. His Report of 
its condition, and of opportunities and calls for work among the Indians 
in other localities, is ready to be presented to the members of this Board. 

MISSIONARY EPISCOPATE. 

The vacancy in the Missionary Episcopate of Arkansas, caused by the 
transfer of Bishop Lay to the Diocese of Easton, was filled on the 25th 
June, 1 870, by the consecration of the Rev. Henry Niles Pierce, D.D., 
whose first Annual Report will, at the proper time, be presented to the 
Board. 
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The following tabular statement shows that, during the past year, 
we had one hundred and ninety-two Missionaries employed in thirty-five 
States and Territories, and that one hundred and seventy-two were in 
the field on the first of this month. The amount of service rendered is 
the same as it would have been had one hundred and seventy-six been 
employed during the entire year; twenty-six have served in the six Mis- 
sionary Jurisdictions, and one hundred and sixty-six in twenty-seven 
fully organized Dioceses. The whole number employed is nineteen less 
than that of the year previous, and the number in the field on the first of 
this month is six less than that of the same date last year, while the 
amount of service, as indicated by time, is precisely the same as that re- 
ported in 1869.

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CONCLUSION. 

The Domestic Committee enter upon another year of work for God 
and His Holy Church heavily burdened with debt, but, because their 
work is for Him and His Church, they are not discouraged; on the 
contrary, they are hopeful, and thankful too, that matters with them are 
no worse. 

The year covered by this Report has been by far the hardest of the 
seven of the present Secretary and General Agent's connection with the 
Committee, for raising money in behalf of their work, and yet the 
receipts are less than $5,600 below the figures of the previous year which 
were the highest ever reached. It is believed that, but for the increased 
interest of members of the Church in her Missions, within the past few 
years, the reduction would have been much more formidable and embar- 
rassing. The Missionary education of our people is progressing. This 
consideration gives hope and courage. Toils and burdens are more 
easily endured than they would be without it. There are visible, in 
many directions, the first movements of a gathering of the faithful ones 
for aggressive service on a broader scale than has yet been attempted. 
The Committee repeat with emphasis that they are not discouraged, but 
hopeful. Interests of the highest moment, the strengthening and extend- 
ing of the Kingdom of God in this broad country, call upon them for 
fidelity, for the best employment of all their powers. This service 
rendered, for results they are not responsible. 

They have about them a wealthy Christian constituency ; in propor- 
tion to its number, which is by no means small, the wealthiest on this 
Continent. ' To this constituency, through this Board, they make their 
Report, and in the Name of Christ, the* Lord of all, their appeal for one 
hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars, in aid of the Home Mission 
work of the Church, during the present year.

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 



The Foreign Committee in making their Report to the Board on the 
Church's work abroad during the year just closed, cannot but feel the 
pressure of the peculiar circumstances, in the condition of the world, 
which are now the subject of universal observation and comment. 

Events of mighty significance are transpiring before the eyes of the 
nations, and men are struck with wonder at the unwonted speed with 
which the wheels of God's Providence seem now to move — abasing the 
lofty and hnmbling the pride of human pretension. 

It is not the province of the Committee to remark upon the political 
changes which are being evolved by the movements of hostile armies 
engaged in deadly conflict, nor to predict what shall come of all this to 
the Church of Christ; yet surely he must sleep heavily who is not 
roused by the Voice which now speaks in trumpet tones to the followers 
of Christ in all the world — to be instant in prayer, and quickened with 
new zeal for the coming of the Kingdom of the Lord, for the spread of 
the Gospel of peace and salvation, for the gathering in of the people of 
all lands under the banner of Emmanuel— our God and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 

Shall a result like this be the precious fruits of those direful judg- 
ments which are abroad in the earth? While God displays His majesty 
and power, working out His Holy purposes for a race redeemed by the 
blood of His Son, shall the privilege and duty of being co-workers with 
Him in the grand design of saving the lost, be so esteemed as to bring 
out man's mightiest energy and most unreserved devotion ? 

Surely, no man who does so esteem this privilege, no man who 
measures aright his duty to the Church of Christ and to its Divine 
Head, can stand aloof from the work of Foreign Missions, and say: 
u With this I have no concern ; these lie without the bounds of my sym- 
pathy and co-operation ": and yet hundreds of men — Christian men, with 
the open page of Divine Revelation before them, in the face of the 
express command of Christ to His Church, declare by their actions and 
often by their words, that they are absolved from the obligations of 
giving the Gospel to the nations which have it not. The Committee are 
forced to go further and say that many of the Clergy evince little or no 
interest in the work of Foreign Missions; their congregations receive 
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no instruction with regard to them ; and what is the result ? A Treasury 
so restricted that the work is carried on under a constant pressure of 
embarrassment and mortification; it is so cramped and fettered as to 
induce, of necessity, doubt and hesitation ; the absolute demands attend- 
ing its growth cannot be met, and an amount of disquietude and distress 
are endured by the Missionaries, as well as by the Committee, of which 
the Church has little conception. 

Where is the remedy for this evil to be found ? God's Word has 
spoken — the Church at large has recognized the obligation laid upon it 
by that Word, and has legislated upon it. The Board of Missions was 
created by the Church to conduct its Missionary work, through Com- 
mittees appointed by itself — dependent entirely upon the contributions 
of the parishes which compose the Church. 

The Committees publish in a variety of forms, month by month, full 
particulars concerning the work, and use other appliances to induce 
attention to its claims. More might perhaps be done, but much is done 
in these respects, and yet the evil exists ; the work is not supported by 
adequate contributions. Is the Church too poor to sustain it ? No one 
believes that this is so. The remedy, your Committee think, is to be 
found, and found only, in the proper instruction of the people by the 
Pastors of the Church ; they are the Divinely appointed agents to do 
this work — no third party, no intervening means from outside can pro- 
perly take the place of parochial instruction by those whose office it is 
to give it ; and, in the judgment of the Committee, the halting and 
unsatisfactory way in which the whole general missionary work of the 
Church is carried on, will meet no adequate remedy until it, in its several 
parts, become the theme of frequent public instruction and exhortation 
by the Clergy, each in his appointed sphere. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The Committee reported in October 1869, the receipts for the year 
then closed to be $25,000 more than those in 1868. All hearts were en- 
couraged — the Sessions of the Board for the two or three days of its 
meeting were exceedingly animated, and the hope was entertained that 
the Cause of Missions had received a new impulse whose fruits would be 
manifested in the year just ended. Now, however, the Committee have 
to report a falling off of receipts below those of the previous year, and 
the consequence is, they are not able to meet the obligations which they 
could not do otherwise than assume, except at a sacrifice of the interests 
of the work. If the experience of the previous year had been repeated, 
and $25,000 had been added to the receipts of this year, over those of 
the last, the aspect of things would have been entirely changed, and 
there would have been no debt, either for amounts laid over from pre- 
vious arrearage, or deficiency in meeting the appropriations for the 
year.

missionary boxes. 

The system of Family Missionary Boxes has been employed by 
Committee to a small extent for several years. Last winter it was d< 
mined, if possible, greatly to extend its use in the hope of making it 
efficient agent in gathering in systematic offerings from households, I 
largely increasing the available means for the work. A neat and i 
pensive style of box, covered with appropriate texts of Scripture 1 
suitable devices, was prepared — the distribution thoroughly systemati 
every box being registered by number and recorded at the office of 
Committee. 

The number of boxes sent ont thus far is, in all, 7,000 ; these hi 
been sent chiefly in answer to calls from Rectors : single boxes hi 
been supplied to families upon their own request. 

The time set down for the first opening of the boxes was so near t 
of their first distribution last spring, that not much was expected or 
ceived at that time. At the season for the next opening, (Christmas,) 
is hoped that large returns will be made. 

GREECE. 

Miss Marion Muir, who has been for several years connected with 
Mission in Athens, was put in temporary charge of the same upon 
resignation of Dr. HilL Miss Muir has devoted herself with great 
duity to the work, and its condition of usefulness in the line of religi 
and other instruction of the young females of Greece is quite satis 
tory. Associated with Miss Muir are twelve female teachers, main 
ing the usual routine of studies, Bible instruction being now as 
ways the prominent and distinguishing feature of the establishment, 
the number of scholars being about as usual 

With a view to concentration and economy, the Committee hare 
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given directions for such alterations of the Mission School building as 
shall fit it for occupancy as a dwelling for Miss Muir and such of her as- 
sociates as must reside with her, as well as answer the ordinary purposes 
of a school The Committee have appropriated and sent in monthly 
remittances to Greece the amount named by the Board, designating one 
thousand dollars in gold, being one quarter of the whole appropriation, 
to the support of Dr. and Mrs. Hill. 

AFRICA. 

The work in this portion of the field has not differed materially in 
the number of stations occupied and of men employed, from the pre- 
vious year ; a few of those occupying subordinate positions have, for 
various causes, been dismissed — in some cases for inefficiency, in 
others through a more painful necessity ; but the Mission has, it is sup- 
posed, been rather strengthened than otherwise. More might have been 
done with the appliances which are there within reach, had the means 
at the command of the Committee been sufficient for their full employ- 
ment. Nevertheless, there is much to encourage in the progress which 
has been made, and especially in the promise which the present training 
of young men in the Hoffman Institute, and elsewhere, gives of a better 
supply, in time, of efficient laborers than the Mission has hitherto been 
able to command. To the matter of thorough training, with this end in 
view, the time and attention of the Rev. Mr. Auer are largely devoted ; for 
this work he has peculiar qualifications in his own scholarly attainments 
and thorough acquaintance with the art of communicating instruction. 
He has devoted himself to the careful study of the native language and 
added to the translations in it, previously made by Bishop Payne, and is 
making it, more than ever before, the language employed in the native 
schools, both for religions and secular instruction. 

The young men of the Hoffman Institute are called upon to put the 
instructions received to practical use, being required to do missionary 
duty in places in the neighborhood. The number of students is about 17. 
Besides his duties in the care of this Institution, Mr. Auer's labors are 
varied and extended, often taxing him to the very utmost, and at all 
times too weighty for any man long to endure. The absence of the 
Bishop has thrown upon him very great responsibilities, not only at the 
station where he lives — Cavalla — but in the work of general supervision 
over all that portion of the field of Cape Palmas and parts adjacent. It 
is exceedingly important, that as soon as possible, his labors should be 
shared by two other white missionaries from this country, and the Com- 
mittee will be greatly rejoiced when this necessity shall be met ; for al- 
though the hope is indulged of reaching in due time a point of progress 
when the whole work in Africa may be committed to the sons of Africa, 
yet for the present at least, the combining of the two races in the work 
of elevating Africa seems to be a necessity ; this is certainly true of the 
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Missions in the region already mentioned — Gape Palmas, and parts adja- 
cent. 

Less than a year ago, the Committee, in the hope of affording some 
relief to Mr. Auer, appointed and sent out Mr. J. W. Norwood, who had 
been for some time connected as a student with the Mission House in 
West Philadelphia. He embarked with his wife and child in the Coloni- 
zation ship, which sailed about the first of November, and reached Cape 
Palmas on the 11th of January. Mrs. Norwood left Africa very shortly 
after their arrival out, her child having become ill, and in August last 
Mr. Norwood resigned his position, and left the Mission, not being able 
to endure the climate. This was a very great disappointment to the 
hope cherished by the Committee, that although a layman, Mr. Norwood 
would be able to render very efficient help to the over-tasked missionary, 
the Rev. Mr. Auer. 

Miss Margaretta Scott, after five years of faithful service in Africa, 
returned to this country in December last to recruit her health, and pur- 
poses to go back next Spring to her work. The interesting fact may here 
be mentioned, that the Ladies Missionary Society of St. Paul's Church, 
Jackson, Michigan, are paying the salary of Miss Scott, having adopted 
her, in this regard, as their missionary. 

Within the proper limits of this Report the Committee can do no 
more than to make very brief notice of the various Stations near Cape 
Palmas: 

The Female Orphan Asylum at the Cape, under the care of Miss Savery, a Mis- 
sionary teacher from this country. 
Habfbr (Liberian Station near Cape Palmas)— St. Mark's Church, Rev. D. Fergu- 
son, Minister. Connected therewith is a Parish School, of which Mrs. Simpson 
is teacher. Pupils, 57. Supported in part by the congregation of St Mark's 
Church. 
Hoffman (Native Station) — Rev. S. W. Seton, Missionary in charge. A School is 

connected with this Station. Beneficiaries, 15 ; Day Scholars, 15 ; 30. 
Mount Vauohan High School— Recently under the charge of Joseph Elliott 

Pupils, 23. 
Rocktown (Native)— Four Teachers. Miss Gregg, Mrs. Toomey, Mr. Bedell, and 

Mr. Hunt Number of scholars not given. 
Half Grakv ay— Teacher, Mr. John Fan*. Beneficiaries, 8. 
Graway (Native)— Teachers, Mr. J. Bayard and wife. Beneficiaries, 6.

From most of these Stations the Committee have reports showing a 
good degree of active labor on the part of the Missionaries connected 
therewith. The publications of the Committee give details respecting 
their work which cannot be repeated here. 

The want of necessary funds has stayed the progress of certain enter- 
prises at some of these places, and among them is the building of the 
Church at Bassa Cove. Some progress has been made in this much 
needed work, but it is now delayed becanse the means are wanting for 
the accomplishment of the object. 

The Rev. G. W. Gibson, in a letter dated Feb. 2, 1870, laid before the 
Foreign Committee very interesting and important facts, in relation to 
the region interior eighty or ninety miles east of Monrovia — the country 
of the Mandingoes. 

Several weeks before the date of his letter, a company of men from 
Bopora, one of the Capital towns of the Mandingo Country, called on 
Mr. Gibson, having heard that he was one of those who had sent Arabic 
Testaments to their country. Mr. Gibson was invited to visit them and 
to establish a school. These and other facts were published in the last 
May number of the Spirit of Missions. 

Mr. Gibson felt so well assured of the importance of accepting at once 
the proposal, that he dispatched a catechist with books and other neces- 
saries, with a view to investigation and entrance upon the work should 
the condition of things seem to warrant it ; his expectations were answered, 
and he then appealed to the Foreign Committee to sanction the opening 
of a Station there and to make appropriation for it. 

This communication was, in due time, laid before the Committee ; the 
action of Mr. Gibson was approved and an appropriation of five hundred 
dollars made for the work thus commenced. 

In a letter dated at Monrovia, Aug. 19, 1870, the Rev. Mr. Gibson 
writes: "I received intelligence from our Toto Coreh [or Totoquella] 
Station three days ago. The little school seems to be^ doing well; several 
of the pupils are now reading books— others spelling ; Mr. Tucker is 
pleased with the field, and hopes to be useful to the people." 

At the request of Bishop Payne, the following communication is laid 
before the Board : 

Referring to the opening of the interior station among the Mandin- 
goes, the Bishop says, "I rejoice that the Foreign Committee are 
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disposed to enter the portion of the African field to which this teacher 
has been sent. Several years ago, on an outward voyage, I wrote from 
Grand Cape Mount, of the great advantages of that place as head- 
quarters for a mission to the interesting Mohammedan populations lying 
to the north and north east of that point. I now refer to the subject 
again with a view to a plan of operations, which I should be glad to 
have your Committee propose at the next meeting of the Board of 
Missions. 

" Cape Mount, 40 miles north west of Monrovia, in Mesurado Co., is 
a termination of one of those spurs of mountains passed by Anderson in 
his journey. It rises 1500 feet out of the ocean, an elevation as great as 
any of the mountains around Bohlen, and nearly as great as any between 
the coast and Mesurado. It is broad enough on the top, (which I visited) 
and of sufficiently gentle inclination to afford a beautiful and healthy site 
for a Mission Compound. 

"At the base, besides a small Colonial Township (Robert sport), is the 
interesting Vye tribe, who have invented and used a syllabic alphabet. 
They are the most intelligent and interesting people on the west coast, 
and are, at this moment, the subjects of Mahomedan missionary effort to 
which they are rapidly yielding. 

" North and eastward, as far as we have any knowledge, the Mo- 
hammedan Mandingoes travel through or possess the country. You will 
see by referring to his map that Anderson was compelled to go to Bassa's 
Town, a short distance north of Cape Mount, before taking his departure 
interior. The reason, no doubt, was that through that place from Cape 
Mount lies the great highway to the interior. 

" The Vyes, I know, from their intelligence, enterprise, and connec- 
tion with the Mohammedans, have long maintained constant intercourse 
with these parties. 

" I suggest then, that your Committee propose to the Board of Mis- 
sions that, 

1. "A new Missionary jurisdiction be established at Cape Mount, 
having special reference to the Mohammedan population lying around to 
the north and north east of that place. The Missionary Bishop should 
be an Arabic scholar, and of such mature character and experience as to 
command the respect of the Mandingoes, and inaugurate at once an effi- 
cient educational establishment. 

2. " That the Liberian Clergy and Churches, including those in 
Mesurado, Bassa and Sinoe Counties, organize a Diocese, if they desire to 
do so, and elect one of their own number as Bishop. 

8. " That the Missionary jurisdiction at Cape Palmas and parts adja- 
cent, hereafter include the Churches and Mission Stations in Maryland 
County, together with all native stations that have been formed or may 
hereafter be formed, east of the western boundary of Maryland County. 
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Provided ; that if S. Mark's Church, Cape Palmas, shall elect to join 
the Diocese of Monrovia (Liberia), it may do so. 

u The advantages of this arrangement, I think, must commend them- 
selves to the Board. It would leave the Liberian Clergy free (as indeed 
they have been, since the General Convention passed the Canon on the 
organization of Dioceses within a foreign Missionary jurisdiction) to 
organize a Diocese whenever they may be disposed to do so. 

" It will retain the property and Mission stations at Cape Palmas and 
parts adjacent, under the control of the Foreign Committee and the great 
outlying Missionary field, north and east, to cherish the Missionary zeal 
of the Church. 

" It would open at Cape Mount a new and most interesting field, 
which must enlist the sympathy and efforts of many not now specially 
interested in our African Missions. 

"It would thus mo6t effectually hasten the completion of the organ- 
ization of three Dioceses, which the Church has wisely determined must 
precede the independence of our branch of the African Episcopal 
Church." 

The Foreign Committee do not think it best now to offer any opinion 
respecting the merits of the important question thus presented. They 
regard it as one which should be carefully considered with a view to 
such action in the Board at the next meeting as may then be deemed 
best That such careful consideration may be had the Committee would 
respectfully suggest a reference of the subject to a special Committee to 
consider and report at the meeting for 1871 which will be concurrent 
with the meeting of the General Convention. 

CHINA. 

In no other Mission has the lack of necessary funds been the occasion 
of so much discomfort and distress as in this Mission, and these have 
fallen, of necessity, in fullest measure upon the Missionary Bishop : this 
burden added to the abundant cares and labors attendant upon his 
work, he has not endured without very unfavorable effects upon his 
health. 

The interests of the work in China have demanded the continuance of 
the interior station at Wu Chang, together with the full support of the 
growing stations in and around Shanghai A certain outlay was abso- 
lutely required for the former, and to meet the emergency, no funds being 
to the credit of the Mission with its Treasurer, the Bishop has become 
personally responsible, that the needed work might proceed. 

All this might have been saved, if the Committee had been able to 
pay back that which is due to China as a special fund, given in part for 
the very object mentioned — viz., that of an Interior Station, and in the 
disastrous times of our late civil war, used temporarily by Bishop Boone 
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lor the support of the general work, under a pressure of necessity wfcl 
could not possibly, at that time, be otherwise met. ^Uj 

The Committee mention these facts, not wholly with a view to m) 
ing a special appeal to the Church for the particular object above refeflice • 
to, but as giving a single instance of the mortification and embard| 
ment which attend the work abroad. These meet the Committed 
every turn ; men stand ready now to go to China, and to Africa — tl 
services are greatly needed — but the Committee cannot venture 
appoint new missionaries, when the Treasury is largely overdrai 
and the support of the work in its present limits is not furnished by 
Church. 

The Mission in China has been greatly blessed during the last yfl 
at no period in its past history has it, on the whole, appeared stronj 
or more promising of abundant returns to the labors of the MissionaJ 

The Report of the Missionary Bishop, now to be laid before 
Board, and the Report of the Rev. Mr. Nelson to the Foreign Commit* 
respecting the stations in and around Shanghai, which will also be I 
mitted, fully bear out the statement just made, and at the same til 
render unnecessary the giving here of many particulars respecting 1 
several stations, which must otherwise have appeared in this Report. 

The Rev. Mr. Thomson, whose arrival, with his family, in the UnH 
States, was mentioned in the Report of 1869, is now making his preps 
tions for returning to his work in Shanghai. During most of 
time of his stay in this country, Mr. Thomson has voluntarily devo 
himself to visiting parishes, addressing congregations and Sunday-schc 
in behalf of the Mission in China. 

Miss Lydia M. Fay, after nearly twenty years of faithful service, ! 
turned to the United States, at the urgent advice of her physician, 
arrived in New York on the 30th of May, with her health improved, 
expects in due time to return to the Mission. 

The public prints, about two months since, gave account of the ma 
sacre by Chinese of Roman Catholic Sisters of Mercy and other foreigneK^ 
at Tien Tsin, in the North of China. This event was very startling, am <H 
apprehension has been felt lest this should be followed by other outrag 
against foreigners, towards whom there seems to be great animosit 
especially on the part of the ruling portion of the Chinese. This is • ;\

JAPAN. 

The Committee have felt very deeply the importance of sending a Mis- 
sionary and a Missionary Physician to Japan, in answer to the urgent 
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and repeated calls of Bishop Williams. As our Church was the first 
Protestant Body which entered upon the work there, it is much to be re- 
gretted that those early efforts have not eventuated in the establishment 
before this time, of a fully organized Mission. As it is, the Bishop, who 
was one of the two Missionaries who went there, is now alone, and his 
time is necessarily divided between such duty as he can perform in Japan, 
and his duty as Missionary Bishop to China. 

All considerations conspire to urge the sending out of the two at 
least, for whom the Bishop calls, as soon as possible, and the Committee 
believe that a suitable Missionary, whose name is now before them, could 
be at once secured for this field, if the funds for his support were in 
hand. 

The Committee, in answer to the Resolution of the Board, adopted 
at the meeting in October, 1869, have sought, through the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, the kindly offices of the United States representa- 
tive at Japan, to obtain a repeal of the edict which there exists against 
Christianity. A similar appeal was made by the Committee four or five 
years ago, at the instance of the Missionary Bishop. The State Depart- 
ment expressed, on both occasions, a commendable interest in the sub- 
ject, and it has engaged the attention and efforts of the Ministers in 
Japan ; hitherto, however, without favorable result. 

The Committee refer the Board for further particulars respecting this 
field to the Report of the Missionary Bishop. 

HAITI. 

The work of this Mission is now concentrated at the Capital, Port-au- 
Prince, and surrounding region. The Rev. Mr. Bauduy, finding no en- 
couragement at Cape Haitien, has, under the direction of the Committee, 
removed to the above-named city, and will devote himself to Missionary 
work in certain quarters of the town, in co-operation with the Rev. Mr. 
Holly. The Rev. Mr. Alexandre continues his Mission in the mountain 
regions of Laoguane, beyond the city. 

The whole mission was seriously disturbed by the civil war which re- 
cently prevailed in Haiti. Now, however, since quiet is restored, it is 
hoped that encouraging progress will be made. 

The following statistics are gathered from the last report of the Rev. 
Mr. Holly, they relate simply to his own station : Families, 41 ; Bap- 
tisms, infants, 20 ; Communicants lost by removal, 20 ; lost by death, 4 ; 
admitted, 5 ; present number, 46 ; marriages, 8 ; burials, 47. Sunday 
School : Teachers, 6 ; scholars, 53. Primary Parish Schools : Teachers, 
2 ; scholars^ boys, 30 ; girls, 20 ; total 50. 

In connection with this report Mr. Holly writes as follows : " The 
discouraging effort of the recent disastrous civil war in Haiti has been 
seriously felt in the large diminution of the spiritual force of the Parish, 
by the removal of a great number of communicants, mostly persons leav- 
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ing here for the neighbouring isles of Jamaica and S. Thomas. But the 
war being now ended, more encouraging prospects are already opening 
for the Church year now before us, which we hope, by the blessing of 
God, to turn to profit, by increasing and renewing the spiritual vigor of 
our Parish life. 

This brief statement of that which relates to the history of the work 
during the past year is respectfully submitted to the Board with the 
earnest hope that they may find encouragement therein, and abundant 
occasion for thanksgiving to God for the unlimited opportunities which 
are thrown open to the Church for spreading abroad a knowledge of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. May the day not be distant when the Church 
at large shall be thoroughly aroused, and pastors and people, with one 
heart and one mind, be bent upon the full discharge of their duty to this 
glorious cause.

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION OF HOME MISSIONS 
TO COLORED PEOPLE. 



Ik their last Annual Report to the Board of Missions, made amid 
many perplexities and discouragements, the Commission of Home Mis- 
sions to Colored People, expressed their readiness to carry forward 
the work assigned to it, to the best of their ability, and to the extent 
of the means placed in their Treasury. They did so, believing in the 
work itself— deeming it of great importance, and worthy of the efforts of 
the people of the Lord, — and relying upon the help of Him who came 
to seek and to save the lost, and who instituted His Church for the salva- 
tion of men to the gldry of GoiJ. The Commission added to this expres- 
sion of their willingness to go forward with this Home African Mission, — 
notwithstanding their embarrassments, arising from the great apathy of 
Churchmen in regard to it all over the land, — their expectation, by 
Divine help, of being able during the coming year, by retrenchment, 
by strict economy, and by the personal attention of the Officers of 
the Commission to pay off their debt, which had so hindered and cramped 
them in their previous administration ; carry forward the existing Schools 
and Missions ; and perhaps add somewhat to them. 

RESULTS. 

The action of the Board upon their Report; the sympathy expressed; 
the confidence manifested ; the assurance given of co-operation and sup- 
port, was very gratifying and encouraging to your Commission, and we 
entered upon the work of the year strengthened and hopeful ; and we have 
not been altogether disappointed in the results of that work. It is true 
that we have not been able to make any substantial addition to the num- 
ber of our Missions and Schools ; but we have been able to sustain effi- 
ciently those already in existence; and have had the satisfaction of 
knowing that never before have those Missions and Schools been so 
thoroughly and heartily worked, nor results so satisfactory been witnessed. 

And while we have not paid off entirely the debt, with which we had 
for so long a period been burthened, we have, we are most happy to say, 
discharged more than four-fifths of it. 

But this has not been accomplished without a large amount of anxious 
toil on the part of the Officers of the Commission. Our only paid Officer 
is the Office Secretary, who has given his time and most valuable services 
for the compensation of a mere clerk, wholly inadequate for the time spent 
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and the work performed. We gave up our office on the first of May, and 
went into an adjoining room, as a joint tenant with another party, there- 
by reducing our rent more than one-half. . 

NO AGENTS. 

The Commission have not had any agents — general or special — laboring 
in behalf of their Missions during the year. They felt obliged to forego 
the advantages which might result from such instrumentality, on account 
of the scantiness of their resources. Their reliance for funds has been 
solely on the good will of the Parochial Clergy and their voluntary efforts 
to instruct their people, and to solicit and receive their offerings. Our inter- 
course with them has been mainly by correspondence, and through our 
brief monthly papers in The Spirit of Missions ; necessarily brief, because 
of the not small cost of the same. We would gladly have used the Press 
in much greater measure than we have, but for the large expense which it 
would have involved. We have paid out of our receipts for printing 
Reports, etc., and a small department in The Spirit of Missions dur- 
ing the last two years, $1,235.75, and in all, during the five years of the 
existence of the Commission, the sum of $5,172.16. Moreover, we are not 
without the pretty strong suspicion that, in these days of much printing, 
and many papers, The Spirit of Missions, and like publications, are read 
and pondered upon, by a portion only of those who receive them, being 
by the residue looked over and laid aside. It is hardly conceivable that if 
they were really read and digested by the Clergy, and the substance of 
facts, and arguments, and appeals contained in them, used in their paro- 
chial instructions, that so large a proportion of our congregations as four- 
fifths should never pay one cent into the Treasury of this Board, or that 
their contributions for all departments should reach no greater sum than 
an average of one dollar annually for each Communicant, t. e., less 
than Two Cents weekly. 

But while we have had no agents to plead our cause, sermons and 
addresses have been delivered in our behalf, on invitation, in a number 
of our larger Churches, by the Chairman and Corresponding Secretary 
of the Executive Commmittee, and by other Clerical members. And in 
two or three cases, other Clergymen have performed for us the same kind 
act; all without charge to the Commission, save a very small sum for 
travelling expenses. At the Delegate Meeting of the Board in San 
Francisco, in May last, the Commission was ably represented by the 
Rev. Dr. Benj. H. Paddock, of the Executive Committee, and the Rev. 
Dr. Leeds, of Baltimore ; and at the meeting in Milwaukee, in the pre- 
vious October, by the Right Rev. the Bishop of Missouri, and the Rev. 
Dr. Everhart, of Louisville, Ky. 

We now proceed to lay before the Board a statement of the work of 
the Commission during die year. 
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SCHOOLS AND MISSIONS.

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The present condition of the several Schools is unfolded in the Reports 
from the several Principals and Teachers presented &t the close of the 
last scholastic year, and herewith submitted, and from which the follow- 
ing extracts are taken. The remaining Reports, in part, have appeared 
already in The Spirit of Missions. 

st. auousitne's normal school, raleigh, n. c. — annual report of 

the principal. 

"A committee of the Board of Trustees and many friends of the 
pupils were present at the closing of the School, to witness the 
examination, which embraced ail the classes. The studies on which they 
were examined were geography, grammar, arithmetic and natural science ; 
these, with spelling, reading and writing constituting the studies of the 
past term. There were also exercises in composition and declamation. 

The pupils universally acquitted themselves well; as well, in my 
opinion, as any scholars could have done, whose advantages had been no 
greater than theirs. The examination in grammar and arithmetic was 
particularly interesting, it being generally supposed that colored children 
are not capable of making progress in these studies. Our pupils gave 
evidence of the exercise of mind and the development of thought. 
Patience and perseverance will accomplish great results among these 
people. 

During the last term we had eighty applicants, of whom we received 
sixty-nine, thirty-six males and thirty-three females. We had during the 
greater part of the term twenty-five boarding pupils from different por- 
tions of the State. 

Nearly all the boarding pupils of the past term, as well as of the pre- 
vious terms, are engaged in teaching. We have furnished already at 
least forty teachers for the colored children of the State. We do not 
olaim that they are fully prepared to teach ; by no means ; but they are 
much in advance of those who have not had their training and discipline. 
We have good reports from our pupils every where. 

Several of the pupils were confirmed by Bishop Atkinson, at his last 
visitation. There were seven of the boarding pupils in, the number. 
These were raised outside of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

There has been with us during the past term a colored man from Con- 
necticut, who is looking forward to the Sacred Ministry. His influence 
has been most beneficial in every way upon the other pupils. He expects 
to return and to continue with us until he is ordained. 

The boarding pupils have shown, during the past term, a greater dis- 
position to labor, when it has been necessary. We hope they will im- 
prove still more in the future, and that they will acquire that self- 
respect which will prevent them from receiving gratuitous aid in board or 
instruction. 
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I am more and more satisfied that our Church is the only means under 
Cton for the preservation and elevation of the colored people. We have 
very little hold upon them at present, owing to the political agitations 
that are sweeping continually over the South. The politicians are the 
great agents of influence, and political questions absorb all others in the 
colored people's minds. The time will come, however, when these agita- 
tions will cease and then our Church may expect to be felt. 

We are erecting from the funds of the School, with the aid of the 
Bureau, boarding houses for girls and boys, separate, with an additional 
building for dining-room and kitchen. 

I had an application the other day, from a Clergyman of the 
Church, for ten colored teachers, which I could not furnish, as all our 
scholars, that were competent, were already engaged. 

Our School is doing a sound, healthful work for the Church and the 
best interest of the colored people. I hope the Commission may meet 
with the support from our Clergy and Laity, which it so evidently de- 
serves." 

The Commission are gratified to know from the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Atkinson, that he has a very favorable opinion of the state and condition 
of this school and that he esteems its efficient support a matter of prime 
importance to the great work of the civilization and Christianization to 
the African race at the South. 

J9IGH SCHOOL, CHARLESTON, S. C. — ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL. 

"The School re-opened on the 4th of October, 1869, with six teachers 
and one hundred and fifty-nine pupils. During that month our number 
increased to two hundred and thirty-three ; and at the present time two 
hundred and fifty names stand registered on our Book of Entry (boys, 
one hundred and twenty-eight; girls, one hundred and twenty-two;) 
ranging in age from five to seventeen years. The average attendanee, 
daring the year, has varied from two hundred to two hundred and 
twenty-three. 

We have eight grades in the School, in which are embraced the 
following studies : Alphabet, Primer — more advanced classes through a 
series of five * National Readers ' — Geography, both Local and Descrip- 
tive, History, Grammar, and Mental and Written Arithmetic. In addi- 
tion to these secular studies, we have special Religious Instruction on 
Fridays, by the Clergy of the Local Committee. The elder girls have 
been formed into a Bible-class, and are instructed by the Rev. Mr. 
Prentiss. The boys and younger children have been regularly taught by 
the Rev. C. P. Gadsden, until within the last two months, when ill-health 
compelled him to absent himself, since which time the Rev. Mr. Prentiss 
has performed Mr. Gadsden's duties also. 
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In December last, one of the teachers having withdrawn from the 
School, one of the elder boys from my class was selected to. fill the va- 
cancy temporarily; and although he lacks experience and confidence 
somewhat, yet he has done very well, and given satisfaction in that posi- 
tion up to this time. Indeed, all the Teachers have worked with hearty 
zeal, evincing the deepest interest in the moral and intellectual improve- 
ment of their pupils. Many of the children who did not know their 
letters on first entering the school, can now read very well, and have been 
promoted as their progress allowed. The majority seem anxious to learn, 
and some of them, I think, possess capacities for the acquisition of 
knowledge in no way inferior to many who have become not only useful 
members of society, but distinguished alike for their shining talents and 
Christian virtues. Altogether we have much to encourage us in the pre- 
sent condition of our Mission School. 

The tuition for pupils during the year has amounted to two hundred 
and twenty-three dollars and five cents ($223.05), which by judicious and 
economical management has supplied fuel, stationery, and defrayed many 
other little incidental expenses of the School, during the year, besides 
enabling us to pay off quite a large balance (on a debt of one hundred 
and twenty-one dollars). A bill of thirty dollars for repairs to the roof 
of the School-house was also paid, during last winter, from this source. A 
.balance of $9.00 of this tuition money still remains on hand. 

In closing this Report, I beg leave in behalf of all the Teachers, to 
present their united thanks to the Commission for their kind and prompt 
responses to the demands made upon them for the support of the School." 

In addition to the foregoing Report, the following interesting and 
satisfactory letter, dated Oct. 1, 1870, has been received by the Office 
Secretary, from the Rev. C. P. Gadsden, of Charleston, S. C. : 

LETTER. 

" In reply to your inquiry concerning the Franklin Street School for 
colored children in Charleston, it gives me pleasure to bear testimony, as 
an eye-witness, of its usefulness. We are much indebted to the Commis- 
sion for enabling us to provide instruction, under the influence of our 
Church, for those among whom there is so wide and interesting a field 
for Missionary labor. When the School was first opened the applications 
for admission far exceeded our ability to do justice to the pupils, and 
from time to time we have been compelled to reduce our numbers to the 
two hundred, whom six teachers can very well attend to. If you could 
know the interest which the ladies employed by the Commission take in 
their charge, and mark the regard of the children for their teachers, you 
would at once perceive that the School has been well conducted. Several 
of the clergy in the city take a deep personal interest in it, and make it 
a part of their parochial charge. Every Friday one or more of these 
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brethren are present, and, in connection with religious exercises, instruct 
in the Bible, the Church Catechism, and the great truths and duties of 
Christianity. A special Bible Class for the larger girls, conducted by the 
Rector of Calvary Church (one of our colored churches), has proved a 
work of mutual pleasure to both teachers and scholars ; and it is hoped 
may be the means of creating a bond of sympathy between the School 
and that particular parish. The children welcome the visits of the pastors ; 
aud all who have taken part in this instruction regard these children as a 
portion of the Flock of Christ to whom they are drawn with tender 
solicitude. You would be much interested in the ready answers of the 
children, and could not fail to enjoy their repeating of the Creed and 
Lord's Prayer, and the hearty and united singing. When the scholars 
are dismissed, one or more of the clergy remain, and there is a pleasant 
interchange of opinion with the teachers in regard to the conduct of the 
School, the incidents of the week, the encouragements of the work, <fcc. 
We try to realize that it is work for Christ that we are engaged in, and 
that this School is designed to be a Mission of the Church, in which, 
while the best intellectual culture is aimed at, the seeking of redeemed 
souk, to be brought to Jesus and saved through His grace, is never 
to be lost sight of. We have great cause for thankfulness in the fact that 
the fine, eligible building, in which the School is gathered, has been secured 
for this object, and is held by a committee of Churchmen, white and 
colored, who take a warm interest in the work. To the energy and zeal 
of the Rev. Mr. Porter we are chiefly indebted for this advantage ; and 
our thanks should be rendered to Gen. Howard for bis generous and 
efficient aid in securing this result. May we not hope now that our School 
will be a permanent institution, providing for the poor of Christ's family 
a Christian education, attracting them to our beloved Church, extending 
among our colored families a' higher culture, and sending forth Christian 
men and women, and — if it shall please God by His Holy Spirit to call 
them to the work — pastors, of their own race, to preach the Gospel among 
the Freedmen of the South ? Our Bishop has visited this School, and is 
grateful for the aid which it has extended to a department of Diocesan 
work in which he has ever taken the truest interest ; and a committee of 
Clergymen and laymen, elected by the Convention, have cordially cooper- 
ated in an effort which we feel to be of the utmost importance for the 
religious welfare of our colored brethren. 

Could the members of our Church throughout this land realize what 
a wide and inviting Missionary field is opened among the multitudes of 
our colored fellow-citizens, in city and country ; how impressible they are 
to religious influence; how exposed to unchristian teaching; how acces- 
sible to all who have kindness and sympathy for them ; how ready to 
hear the Gospel, and how destitute of the ordinances of Christ: surely 
they would feel the responsibility, and put forth an effort in their behalf

Our schools should be multiplied, churches should be organized among 
them, and Missionaries sent in greater numbers, and, when properly quali- 
fied, of their own color, to preach the unsearchable riches of Christ. The 
harvest is great, but the laborers few. The South cannot do the work 
without aid from the North ; and can any effort be found better suited to 
weld our hearts together in the love of Jesus, and in concern for the souls 
for which He shed His Blood ? Our School in Charleston is but a small 
point on the wide field of labor which spreads around ; but seed sown 
here may bear fruit which shall contribute to the extension of the glori- 
ous Gospel of the Blessed Saviour. We beg you not to overlook us, — 
not to be weary of the work. The ladies who have charge of this School 
are laboring in love and patience ; they work for Christ and His King- 
dom. Dependent, as eaoh one of them is, upon their daily labor for sup- 
port, let them not starve in the cause of the Master. These little ones 
whom they teach are dear to Jesus, and should be the wards of His 
Chureh. I would most earnestly commend this School to the prayers 
and liberality of members of our Church." 

st. Augustine's school, newbebnb, n, c. — from the report of 

miss swetland. 

U I have now been nearly four years in this field, and during that time 
the general aspect of things has greatly changed, and I find it difficult to 
separate results so as to be able to determine which definitely belong to 
ourselves. In the first place, the colored people are really at work, fairly 
earning a subsistence for themselves, and their physical condition is 
greatly improved. The inoreased demand for laborers has been followed 
by quite a stampede to the country, and among those that remain is mani- 
fested a most praiseworthy anxiety for employment. Even children seek 
opportunities to earn a trifle towards their support — selling berries, 
tending cows, watching cornfields, etc., and they certainly deserve 
credit for their efforts. Of course this necessity for toil affects our 
Schools so far as punctual attendance is concerned, and another year will 
more fully sift the matter and bring to us, or rather, leave us with those 
from whom we can expect more specific fruits to the Church. A slight 
decrease in numbers could not be considered a misfortune. 

" My greatest number of scholars at any one time during the present 
term has been one hundred and thirty, and of these, I think not more than 
forty were my pupils last year. Many of the old scholars are scattered 
abroad through the State, yet, the instruction once given is not lost ; they 
have gone with their Testaments and Prayer-Books, and also with the 
ability to read them. Let us hope the seed may spring up in waste places. 

" I have before mentioned to you that St. Augustine's is in the outskirts 
of the town, in the midst of a dusky population, and these people, at least 
all who profess any religion, are Baptists and Methodists. I have not one 
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child from a Church family, hence the Catechism and Prayer-Book seem 
of do importance to them ; indeed, it is literally ( compelling them to come 
in ;' but is there not an implied promise in Scripture for such as these ? 
Of those mentioned, only one was found without the ' wedding garment !' 
During some months the Morning Service was daily conducted by Mr, 
Westoo, and for this favor we owe many thanks to Mr. Forbes and Mr. 
W., but of late Mr. Weston's duties have called him elsewhere, and the 
prayers and Psalter have again been read by myself. Our children are 
familiar with the entire Service and are well versed in the Catechism. 
Their advancement inaReading, Writing, Arithmetic and Geography is 
very fair ; their acquaintance with the Maps is decidedly good. Whilst 
failing to perceive any great general results from our efforts, I can still 
point to instances of marked advantage in individual cases. Do you re- 
collect my once alluding to an Isaac Smith, a hopeful scholar of last year 
who went off in vacation to the country and taught where before there 
had been no one to instruct at all ? He returned to me in October, but 
there was so much raw material on hand, I had not time to give him the 
attention I thought he required ; so Mr. Forbes procured his admission to 
the Normal School at Raleigh, and we have received the most satisfac- 
tory accounts concerning him ; he has recently been baptized and con- 
firmed. His brother Charles is my pupil this year, and he, too, is faithful 
and studious, a Sunday-School Teacher, correct and serious in deportment. 
He bids fair to become a useful man and an honor to his race. In truth, I 
might cite a number of cases that tell of a little something accomplished ; 
and I reproach myself that I ever feel discouraged ; but an eye that 
looks upon but one thing is likely to be influenced by every passing 
phase of that one object/' 

st. barnabas' school, Wilmington, n. c. — from the report op

"Our Scbool has closed after a pleasant and encouraging session of 
nearly nine months. I say encouraging, because our scholars have done so 
well They have attended regularly at all times, and improved in their 
studies. Each new month we have had nearly one hundred and thirty 
mines enrolled, with a daily attendance of one hundred and twenty, 
until the 1st of May, when several left to work on farms. 

We have been teaching in our schools, reading, spelling, writing and 
trithmetic to all, with two or three classes composed of twenty-five or 
thirty pupils in Geography. Also the Church Catechism to all, with 
different parts of the Church Services. 

These lessons have been recited and explained every day, and the 
greater part of the children have evinced much interest in them and 
improved greatly. 

Aa far as we have taken them in these studies, they understand a 
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readily as any children. Much to our regret, many of our larger boys 
and girls are obliged to leave school so soon. They get along nicely, 
and then situations are procured for them. Their parents are poor and 
with large families, and they must necessarily leave school and go to 
procure bread and clothing. We find, too, that they who are anxious to 
learn and become intelligent men and women, are also ready to work, 
and, of course, preferred to those who are less ambitious. 

The parents, too, in a great measure, are industrious, hard-working 
people. Hard-working for them here ; for we have come to the conclu- 
sion that one cannot work as they would in the •North, or in a colder 
climate. 

It is painful to see how idle and improvident some of these people are. 
Yet, on second thought, we are expecting too much from them. For 
where is there a city, town, or village, in which we cannot find these evils 
indulged in, and, by people supposed to be far superior to these in good 
judgment and common sense ? 

We may not have come in contact with the most miserable of these 
people, but, as far as we can see, and with an impartial view to all, they 
are doing admirably. Two years ago, in the neighborhood of our school- 
house, there was scarcely a house to be seen on the north and east side of 
us. Now, close to the building, and on all sides, houses are closely built 
and inhabited. A lot of ground has been purchased at first, and then a 
frame put up, and with laths only, and with windows, as also doom 
boarded, they have been occupied. Fires are made outside until money 
can be obtained for building chimneys, and so, little by little is done until 
the building is completed, to the great joy of the occupants. Some of these 
little houses are very pretty and neat. Surely then, some one of the 
family has worked hard, starting to build as they do with nothing but 
the weekly wages they may receive. 

The time and money we have expended here have not been wasted, 
I can assure you." 

MISSION SCHOOL, FAYETTEVILLE, N. C. — FROM THE REPORT OF 
MRS. HALL. 

"It is somewhat difficult to make an exact return of our School; 
sometimes pupils begin in the middle of the month, attend two or three 
weeks, apd then, having an offer of employment, leave, and being absent 
perhaps two or three weeks or more, return. It is hard to know how to 
count them, and I sometimes in my reports omit them altogether, though 
they are some of my favorite pupils and, although irregular, manage to 
learn a great deal. Sometimes they only come one hour, or perhaps at 
recess, recite their lessons and return to their home duties. These are 
generally grown women who are anxious to learn. A few come to my 
house after dinner, and others again, generally grown, come after candle- 
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light. All these I have never mentioned in my reports, their attendance 
is not always regular and varies from six to ten in number. 

This part of my teaching is very interesting to me. I look on it as 
purely Missionary work. It gives me great pleasure to know that hard- 
working men have commenced with Primers and left, being able to read 
their Bibles. Of these outside pupils, three were confirmed at Bishop 
Atkinson's last visitation. One of my favorite girls, who has been 
a regular attendant of the School about two years and has been very 
exemplary in all things, about a month ago took charge of one of the 
district schools. She commenced with a Primer. She is a young 
married woman, and became a Communicant last year. I mention her 
with pride. 

Our School will compare well with the white Benevolent School- 
children, who have about the same home advantages. The parents of my 
scholars are uniformly kind and respectful to me, and always enforce my 
authority." 

CHARACTER OF THR SCHOOLS. 

It will not be forgotten that all our Schools are Christian Schools, 
in which the pupils are educated morally as well as intellectually, and 
taught the principles of the Gospel of Christ as set forth in the Holy 
Scripture, and as this Church has received the same. In every case they 
are under the supervision of the Bishop and Parochial Clergy within 
whose Jurisdiction they have been planted. More than this, in several 
cases already, and this is the anticipated result generally, the School has 
become the nucleus of a Congregation, with its own Pastor of African 
descent, and with all the varied blessings which grow from such a rela- 
tion. Thus we have in Norfolk, Petersburgh and Wilmington, established 
congregations, with the Rev. Messrs. Durant, Atwell and Brady (colored 
men) as their Ministers. 

OUR MISSIONARIES AND TEACHERS. 

And here it may be well to put on record the high estimate in which 
tiiis Commission holds the Missionaries and Teachers in their employ, 
for ability, fidelity, perseverance and Christian character. A number of 
these have now served the Church in this department of her work for 
several years, amid trials, discouragements, and difficulties not a few ; and 
with singular zeal and steadfastness. They deserve the thanks of the 
Board of Missions, — and especially those Christian ladies who, leaving 
home and kindred, have sojourned among the objects of the Church's 
care, solely to do them good : as undoubtedly they have received the 
benediction of Him Whose example they follow, and Whose Cross they 
bear. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA BRANCH. 

The Pennsylvania Branch, after four years of efficient service as our 
auxiliary, has deemed it expedient, much to our regret, to discontinue ita 
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operations. The relations of this Branch to our Commission hare always 
been of the most friendly and pleasant character, and they have ceaaed 
with mutual confidence and kindness of feeling. The Commission ha* 
assumed all the engagements of the Branch, and will henceforth receive 
directly the offerings of the Churches in Pennsylvania for its work. 

THE FINANCES. 

The receipts into the Treasury, from all sources, during the financial 
year ending October 1, including the balance in the Treasury October 1, 
1869, have been $17,581.38. Of this $14,219.36 have been paid to oar 
Missionaries and teachers — and $3,656.70 in part liquidation of the 
indebtedness existing at that date, and general expenses; leaving (in- 
cluding the balance of the old debt still unpaid, and outstanding drafts) 
a deficit on the first instant of $991.80. The deficit last year was 
$6,509.47. 

The receipts of the Pennsylvania Branch were $1,215.18, which makes 
the whole amount received for this department of the Missionary work 
of the Church, $18,797.23. Of this sum $2,040.00 were contributed by 
the Freedman's Bureau, to the officers qf which, and especially to Gen- 
erals Howard and Alvord, our thanks are due for their kind services. This 
makes the amount contributed by the Parishes of the Church $15,832.40. 
The number of parishes, excluding those in the Southern and South- 
western dioceses is 1,154. Deduct one-third for feeble parishes, Missionary 
stations, Ac, and there are nearly 800 Churches from whom an offering 
might be expected. Instead of this, however, we find that only 269 
have contributed — about one-third of the whole. But why speak of 
Parishes ? It is not the Parishes, but the Rectors and Ministers who are 
responsible for this state of things. If the Rectors had done their duty 
in the premises there would have been a collection in each parish, if it were 
only of a few cents, and they could not be affirmed negligent. But in all 
these 800 Churches there are no offerings at all for this work. And what 
is stranger still is that many of these Clergymen are Rectors of leading 
Parishes, and are members of this Board of Missions, by whose autho- 
rity this Commission was founded, and under whose direction its work 
has been carried on. There are to-day, out of 175 Eastern, Northern,, 
and Western members of the Board of Missions, 65 Rectors who have 
not sent any offerings whatever for this cause, during the year, and who, 
it may be presumed, have not presented it to their congregations ; and 
out of the 28 delegations on our roll (excluding the Southern), there are 
but four who have not a number of non-contributing members. Upon 
this fact — somewhat startling, and not very pleasing — no comments are 
needed. 

SOUTHERN PROPERTY. 

In the last Annual Report of this Commission it was stated that the 
value of property at the South, held for the purpose of its Mission, waa 
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estimated at $43,320. During the past year valuable additions have been 
made to this property, and it is now computed to be worth not Icbs than 
$55,000. Among the items included in this sum, as has been before inti- 
mated, is the building used by the Charleston School, known as the Marine 
Hospital, which has been secured, and is now held in trust for educational 
purposes by the Rev. A. T. Porter, and Messrs. G. A. Trenholm, and S. L. 
Bennett. It was deemed a short time since as worth, at the very least, 
ten thousand dollars. A school house at Frankfort, Ky., and a Church at 
Petersburgh, Va., may also be enumerated in this connection. A church 
is being built in Wilmington, N. C, a Parsonage in Savannah, Ga., and a 
school-house in Memphis, Tennessee, for which the several Rectors are 
now soliciting funds at the North, with encouraging success, with the ap- 
proval and aid of the Commission. 

CLOTHING AND BOOKS. 

Twenty-one barrels, boxes, and packages of clothing, and also dona- 
tions of Prayer Books and Mission Services, and other books, have been 
received and transmitted to several of our stations. There was a demand 
last season for more clothing than we had on hand, and there will pro- 
bably be a call for a considerable quantity this coming winter, so that we 
hope our friends will bear this want in mind. For the Prayer Books, <fcc., 
just mentioned, we are much indebted to the New York Bible and Com- 
mon Prayer Book Society, through Mr. James Pott, and to the Evan- 
gelical Knowledge Society, through the Rev. Dr. Dyer. 

WOBK FOB THE PBSSBNT YEAB. 

While the Commission haB not reduced the work of the last year, it 
has not been able to make any increase of it for the present, though the 
calls upon them, and the opportunities presented are many and pressing. 
As many pupils are rejected from our schools as are received, owing en- 
tirely to the want of means to pay the stipends of the teachers. 

To meet our engagements already made, and to pay our necessary 
expenses, and to liquidate the balance of our debt, will require the 
sum of about $14,000. No further aid will be given by the Freedmen's 
Bureau, so that the whole amount needed by the Commission must come 
from the members of the Church. And surely when the past result* 
of the work of education among the Freedmen are considered — when we 
reflect upon the importance of that work, under the auspices of the 
Church, to the welfare not only of their race, but to the whole com- 
munity — and not only to this country but in the future, and that not 
distant, to Africa — is it possible that it shall not have the sympathy, 
prayers, and the full and hearty support of a Church which glories m its 
heritage and history, and rejoices in the abundant blessings of the Gospel 
of Christ ? 

DISCONTINUANCE. 

The Commission would call the attention of the Board to the expe- 
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diency of considering the question of the time and manner of bringing 
their work to a close. They offer no opinion on the subject, preferring 
to leave the decision wholly to the Board. In view, however, of the fact, 
that at the next meeting of the Board a second triennial period of 
work will close, at the General Convention, it is evidently desirable 
that if the Commission is to be then discontinued, the way for doing 
this with the least inconvenience to all parties concerned — should be 
initiated at this time. 

CONCLUSION. 

In bringing their Report to a close, the Commission would state, for 
the satisfaction of the Board, that while the work which they have been 
permitted to do during the past five years has been very limited, and by 
no means commensurate with the resources of this Church, or at all an- 
swerable to its privileges and its claims, the results of that work in the 
elevation and Christianization of the objects of our care have been satis- 
factory and encouraging. And it is a matter of rejoicing and of devout 
thanksgiving to Almighty God, that, looking at the whole work done 
among the Freedmen of the South since the close of the war, by Chris- 
tians and philanthropists of every name, the results should be so remark- 
able and gratifying. 

One million of the Freedmen have been, to a greater or less degree, 
receiving elementary education. One thousand and ninety-four night- 
schools have been sustained by the Freedmen themselves. They now 
own five hundred and eighty-four school-houses. The average attend- 
ance of pupils has [been seventy-eight per cent, of the number enrolled. 
They have paid tuition fees to the amount of sixty-one thousand dollars. 
They have deposited in their Savings' Banks nearly Thirteen Millions 
of dollars ; the number of depositors being forty-five thousand. They 
have drawn from their Savings 9 Banks, to be used for their education, 
seventy thousand dollars. And there are now among them eleven Col- 
leges, forty-eight High Schools, and three thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-three ordinary Schools. 

Of course much of this education is secular. Much, if religious, is in 
our view imperfect, to say the least. The gift is not unaccompanied 
with perils to the minds and souls of the recipients. Still it is a gift, a 
great gift, and if this Church of ours — North and South — would but add 
to this gift, the higher gift and blessing wherewith they have been en- 
trusted by the Great Head of the Church, not for ourselves only, but for 
the world, what joy there would be not only among men regenerated 
and saved, but among the angels in Heaven, and in the breast of Him 
who poured out for them as for us His most precious blood.

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FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP 
OF NEBRASKA AND DAKOTA. 



NEBRASKA. 

Disasters. — The past year has been one of mingled joy and sorrow. 
Disaster has followed closely the steps of our progress. We have lost one 
church (the costliest in the jurisdiction) by fire — Trinity, Omaha — and two 
by storms, namely, St. Barnabas, Omaha, and the Chapel of the Merciful 
Saviour, at the Santee Mission ; while our splendid Mission-House for the 
Indians, with its large hospital, our pride and hope, the finest and most 
complete building of the kind in the West, is a shapeless mass of ruins. 
The total amount of property thus destroyed has not been less than $40,000, 
representing four years of struggle and sacrifice. In a great Eastern diocese 
this would not seem to be large ; but in a poor missionary jurisdiction, where 
every dollar for church purposes is hard to obtain, this is indeed a most 
serious loss. The destruction of the Indian Mission buildings was very re- 
markable, not only in the completeness of the work of devastation, but in 
the providential escape of the Mission family, every member of which was 
buried in the ruins. On Wednesday, the first day of June, 1870, a tornado 
passed through the Reservation, taking all the Mission buildings on its track. 
Every portion of every house was carried away. Two lives were lost ; but 
Mr. Hinman and all his family were saved. They were dug by the Indians 
from beneath the rubbish. But if the destruction of all this property, and the 
apparent hindrance of the blessed work for a time, caused us all great sad- 
ness, we were soon cheered by the beautiful submission and the undimin- 
ished faith of Mr. Hinman and his co-workers. Though they were all , 
crowded together with the shattered fragments of their household goods 
into one small log-cabin during the oppressive heat of midsummer, yet they 
reared again at once God's altar in the humble cottages of the Indians, and 
continued the work of the Mission almost without cessation. Prayers, 
praises, and thanksgivings were not discontinued even for a day. Out of 
the deep of their desolation their songs still ascended to the Father who 
had hitherto helped them. Thus much for our disasters. 

Restorations. — Through the indefatigable zeal and large liberality of 
Mr. William Welsh, the Treasurer of the Indian Mission, the work of rebuild-

ing is already far advanced. By Christmas, to supply the loss, a new Mis- 
k sion house and two chapels will be erected at the Santee Agency ; not per- 
haps so fine or so costly as those destroyed, but affording more room for 
Christian worship. So also has St. Barnabas, Omaha, risen from its ruins, 
better, larger, and more beautiful than before. The congregation of Tri- 
nity, Omaha, immediately erected a temporary chapel on their lot, which 
was in use within thirty days from the date of the fire. Measures are now 
in progress for the collection of means for a proper and permanent cathe- 
dral building. The nave and aisles will first be built, and afterward, as the 
congregation increases in ability, the other portions will be built. 

New Churches. — Besides these restorations of destroyed churches, we 
have erected during the year past three new ones in Nebraska — at Lincoln, 
at Silver Glen, and at Schuyler. They are all beautiful buildings. The first 
one, Holy Trinity, Lincoln, was built by the generous aid of John Bohlen, 
Esq., of Philadelphia ; the second, St. Stephen's, Silver Glen, by the no less 
munificent help of St. Stephen's Church, Philadelphia. In both these cases 
lots were donated, and large local contributions added by the people in the 
respective parishes. 

Holy Trinity, Schuyler, is the entire gift of Miss Mary Coles, of Phila- 
delphia, and was erected as a memorial of her departed father, who was one 
of the early governors of Illinois. 

The proprietors of Schuyler — which is a veiy flourishing and rapidly 
growing town on the Pacific Railroad — donated to the Church a valuable 
parcel of land in the very heart of the place, in consideration of the build- 
ing of the church there. A good congregation has already been collected 
at that point under the missionary care of the Rev. O. C. Dake. What a 
noble use of money is this ! What a sacred tribute to the memory of the 
beloved dead ! 

Churches to be Built. — There are many points in the diocese where 
we should have churches to-day, with a little outside aid. The most im- 
portant of these are Blacs and Grand Island ; we have earnest Communicants 
of the Church in these towns, and the towns themselves are growing ra- 
pidly. Five hundred dollars for each of these points would procure proper 
church buildings. 

Our Schools are doing well, never better ; but still it is a struggle with 
them all. Unendowed Church schools have always an uncertain and preca- 
rious life. 

The reputation of our schools, both male and female, is so good through- 
out the State for scholarship and for thoroughness that their patronage, we 
should say, must continue, though other educational institutions are now 
springing up all around us. The current revenue of the schools is barely 
sufficient for their current expenses, and we must depend upon the generoa- 
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ity of those who believe in the necessity and importance of Christian edu- 
cation, for the means to enlarge their accommodation and their efficiency. 

I can and do thoroughly indorse the management and character of these 
schools. I know that their power as missionary helps is great and increas- 
ing. They could not be more carefully, or more conscientiously, or more 
faithfully conducted. I wish that I could obtain a few hundred dollars to 
expend upon each of them. 

The Clbrgy. — During the last year, we have lost three of our Clergy, by 
removal, by renunciation of the ministry, and by death. We have gained 
by transfer, and by Ordination, five, and our present number is twenty-four. 
We need to-day at least three more — one for Fremont, one for Beatrice and 
Teeumseh, and one for Decatur and Blair. 

We have had but few changes in parochial relations in the past year, and 
all of our present force are working cheerfully and with good heart, and 
many of them with great self-sacrifice, and on small salaries. There are 
several Clergy from Eastern dioceses who have expressed a desire to come 
to Nebraska, and join us in our work ; yet but a few only of our little 
parishes can give sufficient for the decent maintenance of a minister. The 
generous Domestic Committee allows us but $2100 annually; it is no doubt 
all that can be spared from its heavily-taxed resources, but we could use 
with great advantage three times that amount. 

Acknowledgments. — I acknowledge with gratitude aid for our Mission 
work, and Church buildings, and schools, from Mr. John H. Swift, Mr. 
William H, Aspinwall, and Mrs. Lavinia Clarkson, of New- York ; Mr. G. 
P. W. Atkinson, of Cincinnati, and others. Without special help from these 
friends of the Church, our work must have faltered. It is a great struggle 
for the Church to keep abreast of her opportunity in a new country. 

Statistics. — In the past year there has been two Ordinations in the Juris- 
diction : one to the Diaconate, and one to the Priesthood ; 265 Baptisms ; 
03 Confirmations ; present number of churches and chapels, 24 ; Clergy, 
28 ; Church schools, 7 ; Communicants, 960. 

DAKOTA. 

The Clkbgy. — In Dakota Territory, the Rev. Dr. Hoyt and the Rev. P. 
B. Morrison have carried on their parishes and their large itinerancies 
(covering all the populated portion of the territory) with most commenda- 
ble zeal. The Rev. Joseph W. Cooke has also removed within the borders 
of Dakota, but his labors are entirely confined to the Indian race. These, 
with the Rev. Hiram Stone, late chaplain at Fort Sully, are all the Clergy 
eaaomcally resident in the territory, although there are two other chap- 
lains, Rev. Dr. Fish, at Fort Rice, and Rev. Dr. Woart, at Fort Abercronv 
bie. The missionary wofk in Dakota is very promising. We are not now, 
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as we once were, the only preachers of the Gospel in that beautiful land. 
Other religions bodies have sent their Clergy in, and are commencing the 
erection of churches. But our Clergy there are still the pioneers to some 
extent, and are carrying our Services far and wide over the whole territory. 
Their circuits embrace ranges of country as large as some of our Eastern 
dioceses. And they toil on cheerfully, traveling their vast round month 
by month, to every single village and settlement, meeting everywhere a 
hearty welcome, and attentive and eager congregations. 

Thb Churches. — Both of the churches, Christ Church, at Yankton, and 
St. Paul's, at Vermilion, have been very much improved during the past 
year. 

The little chapel at Elk Point is still in ruins. It was destroyed in a 
storm some time ago, and we never have been able to rebuild it. 

With $300 in addition to the local contributions we could obtain, this 
chapel might be restored, and it is very much needed. 

We desire to do this as soon as possible, and also to place a church at 
Sioux Falls, near the Minnesota line, which is fast becoming a very impor- 
tant point. There ought to be a chapel also very soon at Lodi. 

Mission Stations. — Besides the points above mentioned, our faithful mis- 
sionaries are holding services at Richland, Eden, Canton, Liberty, Lincoln, 
Lodi, Bloomingdale, Star Prairie, Bonhomme, and Springfield. We ought 
to have at least one more Clergyman to assist them at these points, and we 
could have, if I had $500 annually to apply on his support. 

These Stations reach over a district more than one hundred miles square. 
Last month, in company with Rev. Dr. Hoyt, I traveled through the terri- 
tory, preaching at the several Stations, and was more than ever impressed 
with the importance of fully occupying all this ground. A very large num- 
ber of settlers are coming into the territory. 

Dakota Hall. — The institution established by Dr. Hoyt in Yankton 
has a large and increasing patronage, and the value of the property is much 
enhanced. It is still unfinished. When completed, it would furnish a com- 
fortable home for another Clergyman. 

The Rev. Mb. Cookb's Work. — Mr. Cooke came to us in the spring of 
the present year, for the purpose of undertaking a Mission among the Yank- 
ton Indians on the north side of the Missouri River, sixty miles west of the 
town of Yankton. He has already erected, with the aid of Mr. Welsh, a 
comfortable Mission house and two chapels on the reservation, and, with the 
assistance of the Rev. Paul Mazahati, and Daniel Hemans, an Indian cate- 
ohist, has commenced Services among this people. He feels very much en- 
couraged, and the Indians are rejoiced to have the teachings of the Gospel 
and the Church. No Confirmations yet have taken place among this tribe, 
but several of the chiefs and braves are now under instruction preparatory 
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to Baptism. It can not be bat that God will bless the efforts of this heroic 
soldier of the cross, who, like the devoted Hinman, has given his life for 
the evangelization of the Indian. 

The Indian Missionary Jurisdiction. — Besides Nebraska and Dakota, 
the Church has assigned to me the charge of the New Indian Missionary 
Jurisdiction, being that portion of Dakota south-west of the Missouri. 

At present, the missionary work among the Indians is confined to Mr. 
Hinman '9 Mission in Nebraska, and Mr. Cooke's Mission in Dakota, across 
the river from the new jurisdiction. Arrangements, however, are being 
made for the introduction of Services, and the settling of missionaries with- 
in the new jurisdiction among the tribes now on Reservations there. But 
in order to make the work really effective, all their Indian Missions which 
are contiguous to each other should be included in this Indian Jurisdic- 
tion. If so, there would presently be two Mission houses, six chapels, 
three white Clergy, and three native Clergy, connected with the Indian 
Jurisdiction, and very shortly there would be several other chapels, Clergy, 
and Mission houses, as the Government has decided to place in the hands of 
our Church all these Indian Agencies on the Upper Missouri River. 

Here, then, would be full employment for another Bishop, and there 
ought to be one specially set apart for this interesting work, which is capa- 
ble of almost indefinite expansion. I intend to ask the next General Con- 
vention, if my life is spared, to send a Bishop to this people— one who can 
give them his whole time. He will have a tract of country twice as large 
as the State of New- York under his care, and a population of 75,000 souls, 
who will look mainly to him for all the Christian instruction they can re- 
ceive, and he will have in the Missions already established, and the chapels 
already erected, a fine nucleus for his operations. 

General Remarks. — We have given in the preceding pages all the in- 
formation necessary to convey to the Board an idea of the condition of the 
work of the Church in our Jurisdiction. Very much more might be said of 
our opportunities and of our needs. The main point that we desire to 
bring prominently to the notice of the Church is the rapid material develop- 
ment of these territories, and the consequent necessity of doing all that can 
be done now, in their formative stages, for the establishing of the church. 
In the matter of schools, Missions, chapels, and Services, our Church now, by 
the blessing of God, occupies an influential and important position. Whe- 
ther it can maintain that position in face of the great influx of people who 
know little or nothing of the Church, is very questionable, unless we have a 
sufficient number of missionaries to keep up with the remarkable increase 
of population. But we must only do what we can, and all we can, with 
what w,e have, and trust in God for the future.

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF COLORADO, 
WYOMING AND NEW MEXICO. 



To the Board op Missions op the Pbotbsxajnt Episcopal Church : 

It is meet that I should begin my Fifth Annual Report with the expression 
of devout gratitude to God for the continued smiles of His blessing upon 
this frontier portion of His vineyard. Labors and trials, hopes and encou- 
ragements, go hand in hand in the missionary work. Increasing duty and 
abundant promise are the daily marks of missionary life in the very far 
West. It is difficult to realize in what age and in what land we live. 
Every thing pertaining to our times and to our heritage, as American 
Churchmen, is extraordinary. Such a state of things is, under one aspect, 
awful, and under another, inspiring. The Christian life at such a period, 
while crowded with obligations, may be crowned with triumphs. But this 
condition will not last long. The tides which a gracious Providence puts 
in motion must be taken at their flood, if mortal men would do what they 
may in carrying the kingdom of Christ to the ends of the earth. A way 
has been opened for our Church that promises a blessing beyond all prece- 
dent, if its members have the faith and the courage to do their duty. 
Many Christian people content themselves with the position of interested 
lookers-on, and from the standing-point of a comfortable provision for their 
own spiritual welfare, witness the struggles and the triumphs of the advanc- 
ed guard of the Redeemer's army in its contests with the hosts of the prince 
of evil in regions far away. They talk well in favor of contending for the 
faith ; they praise heroic endeavor, and they laud success. This is their 
faith in the work of the world's conversion. Such are spectators ; but they 
should understand that there is no more a place for spectators in the Church 
Militant than there will be in the Church Triumphant This class concede 
that there must be ministers to preach the Gospel ; and somehow, these will 
be found, and sent, and supported ; and in some way, churches will be built 
and paid for, and this missionary enterprise will go on to a blissful consum- 
mation, for somebody will see to it that there shall be no failure. But 
Who ? and How ? are questions that play around their head, but never 
rest upon their hearts and consciences. It is high time for Christians to 
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awake out of a sleep which begets such day-dreams as these, and to appre- 
ciate the stirring realities of the true state of things, and their own relation 
to them. 

There are men enough and money enough, if there were only love and 
faith enough to set both in motion, in the direction of the field where 
the legions of the Lord of life are to meet for conflict and conquest. 

Iu no nation on God's footstool is there such a condition of things as at 
this moment in this country ; nowhere such a growth and such a destiny. 
We look in vain for precedents or parallels. We can not measure our 
duty by the modes of the past. Some nations have a few distant colonies, 
which, with careful nursing, may some time be able to take care of them- 
selves. Ours is the ouly land that has a " West " — where territories are 
as large as empires ; where towns, and cities, and States are springing into life 
as by magic ; whither the tide of emigration is pouring in a teeming popu- 
lation from the old world and the new ; where society is in a formative 
state, and is rapidly taking on its abiding character; where religion and 
civil liberty are making their utmost experiment ; where antecedent and 
consequert are in fearful proximity. It is into precisely this unprecedented 
condition of things that the Church has sent her Missionary Bishops to plant 
the standard of the Cross, and to establish Christ's kingdom. When these 
Bishops reach these domini6ns, where the forces of the enemy are striving 
for the possession of the land, they find the people ready to receive the evan- 
gelical doctrines, scriptural liturgy, and Apostolic institutions of the Church, 
and open to her conservative and elevating influences. But every thing is 
to be done. There are no ministers, no churches, no schools. Unbelief and 
ungodliness prevail. All sorts of error in religion abound. A little delay 
and the Roman Church, and the representatives of divers denominations, 
clad in the zeal of their various sects, are present in force. The earliest on 
the ground are rewarded for their devotion by gaining and holding advan- 
tages denied naturally and very justly to men who belong to the eleventh 
hoar division, who at length rouse up and rub open their eyes, only to be- 
hold what they and their Church have lost, and to wonder that it is so ! 
Who does not see that a Bishop without men, and without money, in such 
a condition of things, is just where the enemies of the Church would like to 
have him, and where the devil would like to keep him all the days of his 
life. A Bishop can do many things, but he can not make brick without 
straw ! He is intrusted with extraordinary powers, but the working of 
miracles is not among them. 

In this view of things it sounds painfully strange to hear any body, espe- 
cially ministers, publicly and repeatedly complain of the relative amount 
given to the West ; that these empires in embryo are receiving more than 
their proportionate share of the missionary contributions of the Church at 
the East ; and invidious comparisons are made between what is done for a 
State where every thing is pretty much as it has been for a quarter of a 
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century, and what is done for territories on the frontier, where every thing 
is progressive. This question is too plain to be argued. God forbid that 
I should complain of any thing done by the East for the East. But suppose 
nothing should be done in a missionary way for the extension of the Church 
in one of these old and settled States, what would be the consequence? 
Why simply this, that religious matters would remain very much as they 
have been for the last twenty-five years. On the other hand, suppose that 
nothing should be contributed for Church extension in the West for ten 
years, what would be the consequence ? I leave every reader of this Report 
to answer this question according to the measure of his good sense and 
intelligence. The two cases are in no sense and in no degree parallel. 
The first decade of a new State, in this age, and in this country, is the time 
of all times to lay broad and deep the foundations of the Church and her 
institutions, at whatever cost of time, labor, or money. Any other course 
will result in a loss to the Church and to the people. Such a policy the 
most stupid religionist of any denomination would be wise enough to con- 
demn and avoid. 

If we would hold the land, and control the religious and educational des- 
tinies of a State, we must begin at the beginning, and be foremost in all 
ecclesiastical and educational enterprises, at whatever expense of outlay. 

On this principle we have acted, though imperfectly, in the missionary 
work of this jurisdiction. The Church was established in 

DENVKB, 

very soon after the town was settled. St. John's parish is the largest in 
the Territory. Its first rector, the Reverend John H. Kehler, universally 
beloved, still resides here, and is able occasionally to assist in the Services. 

On my return to the Territory in May, 1869, 1 entered on the duties of 
rector, expecting to secure immediately the services of an assistant. In 
this I was disappointed, and it was not until August last that I was reliev- 
ed by the arrival of the Reverend Samuel J. French, who is rendering very 
acceptable service. 

The congregation has of late much increased, and the church has been 
enlarged by the addition of twenty pews. Measures have been taken to 
secure a suitable lot, and to raise funds for the erection of a Church edifice 
which, in dimensions, material, and style, shall be suited to the wants of 
the metropolis of the future State of Colorado. 

The only other self-supporting parish in the Territory is at 

CENTRAL CITY, 

where St. Paul's parish was organized about seven years ago. For seve- 
ral months during the last year, the rectorship was vacant. The people 
manifested a praiseworthy interest in the services, by maintaining lay-read- 
ing, and sustaining the Sunday-school. Much credit is due the young men 
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of the congregation, who cheerfully acted as lay-readers. At Easter, the 
Reverend Joseph M. Turner entered upon his duties as rector. The con- 
gregation has increased, and the church has been enlarged, whereby the 
nnmber of sittings has been nearly doubled. The prospects of this parish 
were never so promising. The new rector has a fine field, and is doing 
nobly. 
The third parish was organized in 

NEVADA CITY, 

by the Reverend Mr. Fuller, by whose instrumentality Christ Church was 
built. He remained at the front one year, did good service, and was suc- 
ceeded by the Reverend Francis Byrne, who is now in charge of the parish. 
This is the only place of worship in the town. We planted our standard 
here early and wisely, and so have successfully held the ground. Mr. 
Byrne has labored among his people, in season and out, and has worked 
faithfully for his Divine Master. I have repeatedly visited this parish dur- 
ing the past year, and have held Confirmation on two occasions, and it gives 
me pleasure to bear witness to the great good which, under God, has been 
done in the community by the Services of the Church. 

GOLDEN CITT, 

vhich lies at the foot of the mountains, and is the gateway to the gold 
mines, is becoming a place of much importance. Since the completion of 
the railroad to Denver, it has taken a fresh start, and will, during the pre- 
sent year, undoubtedly receive large accessions to its population. 

We have here one of the most tasteful and substantial churches to be 
found in all the far West. The Rev. William J. Lynd, who has been in 
efaarge of the parish since its organization, has conducted a school in con- 
nection with it, which he discontinued some months ago on account of his 
health, and will now give his entire attention to the parish. I have fre- 
quently visited this church, and have held three Confirmations since my last 
report There are several places in the neighborhood where lay reading 
can be profitably maintained, and, during the past year, something in this 
line has been done by a young man who is studying for the ministry. It 
is my purpose, during the coming year, to organize a corps of lay readers, 
and to prosecute systematically and energetically this department of mis- 
sionary work, so important in a field where a full supply of clergymen can 
not he had. Our services at 

BLACK HAWK 

have, I am very sorry to say, been discontinued. The Rev. Mr. Whitehead, 
who had been in charge of this Station, left last September on a visit to the 
East. He returned in May. In the mean time, the lady, a member of the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Philadelphia, who had very generously fur- 
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nished the entire salary of the missionary, died, and, making no provision 
for the continuance of the stipend, there were no means of paying his 
salary, the parish not being sufficiently strong to take this burden upon 
itself. Moreover, Mr. Whitehead had decided, in consequence of the urgent 
request of his friends, and for reasons of a domestic nature, to resign his 
appointment as missionary, and accept a charge at the East. 

In view of these facts, I decided to have him spend the brief period of 
his sojourn at Georgetown, for the purpose of resuscitating that parish, 
and to accomplish, if possible, the completion of the church. He accord- 
ingly went to Georgetown, where he was eminently successful in gathering 
a congregation and interesting the people. By his well-directed efforts, 
means were raised for nearly completing the church, and the entire work 
was prosecuted under his personal supervision. I visited the parish twice 
during his ministry, and on one occasion Confirmed seven persons. The 
Rev. Gustavus Mayer, from the diocese of Western New- York, entered 
upon his duties as rector, on the last Sunday in September, and Mr. White- 
head soon after left. His departure is a great loss to this Missionary Juris- 
diction. His ministry at Black Hawk was highly acceptable to the people, 
and remarkably successful in its fruits. The Church building at George- 
town was partially blown over in a tornado last November. It cost me 
nearly a thousand dollars to make the necessary repairs. Mr. Mayer, in 
connection with Grace Church, Georgetown, will also have charge of Em- 
manuel Church, 

EMPIRE, 

which is distant about six miles, and where he will hold one Service on Sunday. 
This is the only house of worship in the place. The number of inhabitants 
is small. There is some prospect of the renewal of mining operations in 
this locality, when there will, no doubt, be a considerable iucrease of the 
population. 
In my last Report, I spoke of the consecration of St. Peter's, at 

PUEBLO, 

which took place in June. This Station was vaoant from that time until 
last May, a period of nearly a year, when the Rev. Samuel Edwards, of 
Philadelphia, entered upon his duties as rector. To consecrate a church, 
and then close it, and keep it closed for ten months, in a place where there 
are but few church people, and no other public place of worship, can not 
be otherwise than disastrous. Our cause in this place has severely suffered 
by this untoward event in its early history. It gives me great pleasure to 
say that the arrival of Mr. Edwards imparted new hope to the waiting con- 
gregation, revived their interest, and incited them to new efforts. On my 
late visit to Pueblo, I was much pleased to notice the universal respect paid 
to the new rector, and the growing attachment manifested by his own 
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people. He has one of the most important points in the entire Jurisdiction, 
and I have no doubt that he will more than fulfill the expectation of his 
friends. Pueblo is the centre of a large agricultural district, with a ra- 
pidly increasing population, and is destined to be the most prominent town 
in Southern Colorado. Mr. Edwards has opened a school, of which I shall 
speak in another part of this Report. I have visited 

IDAHO 

twice during the present season. The neat little church at this watering- 
place, built by a member of Calvary Church, New-York, has been hand- 
somely furnished by the ladies, who have solicited funds for this purpose 
from the residents and from visitors. A melodeon has lately been pur- 
chased. There is at present no parochial organization, but Services are 
held every Sunday afternoon ; the ministers at Central and Nevada officiat- 
ing alternately. There is no other house of worship in the town. Many 
of the visitors from the East are Church people, and they, with others, 
highly prize this provision for their spiritual health. 

I have held Service in a school-house down the Platte about nine miles, 
at a place called 

BALDWIN VILLE. 

Here are several families who are connected with the Church, and who 
very much desire to have its Services permanently established in the neigh- 
borhood. I hope that, in the course of the coming year, measures will be 
taken for the erection of a chapel. 
Ten miles up the Platte, at 

LITTLETON, 

we hold Services in a school-house regularly on every other Sunday. Here 
are several families much interested in our Services. The attendance is 
good, and the prospect of a parish is promising. Now that I have an as- 
sistant at Denver, I shall be able to maintain more regularly and con- 
stantly Services in these outlying stations. 
Fifty miles from Denver, on the railroad to Cheyenne, is the new town of 

GREELEY. 

The colony, of which Greeley is the metropolis, was commenced in May. 
This town already has a population numbering several hundred, with the 
prospect of a considerable increase. There are a few Church people at 
Greeley who are desirous of having our Services established there at once, 
and permanently. I am anxious to secure a missionary for this point In 
the beginning of a town is the time for the Church to begin. I trust that 
we shall not be compelled to wait long ere a minister is secured for tliis 
important locality. Could brethren at the East, clerical and lay, fully ap- 
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prehend the importance of prompt action at the outset in every Church en- 
terprise in this new country, we should not suffer, as we now do, the irrepara- 
ble injury to our cause which comes of delay. There are many places in 
the Territory of Colorado where we should have sentinels on the walls of 
our Zion. Among them is / 

PAIR PLAY, 

a town at the head of South Park, and in the vicinity of several mining 
districts. Here are a few families who are attached to the Church, and the 
locality is a central one for missionary operations among the population 
whose homes are " over the snowy range." A good man is wanted for this 
place. His labors would be abundant, but their fruits would be a rich re- 
ward. 
Fifty miles to the west of Pueblo is 

CAffON CITY, 

where I have repeatedly held Service, and where there are several Church 
families. This locality is among the choicest parts of the country for agri- 
cultural and pastoral pursuits, and is fast filling up with an intelligent and 
industrious class of people. There are several places of worship in this 
town, which are well attended ; many of the worshipers coming a number 
of miles to enjoy the privilege. I desire very much to establish an 

ASSOCIATE MISSION, 

whose headquarters shall be at Pueblo, whose field shall reach to Cafion on 
the west, to Trinidad on the south, Colorado City on the north, and down 
the Arkansas to Fort Lyon on the east. The Reverend Mr. Edwards has 
recently preached with much acceptance at Cafion, and I have requested 
him to visit that place as often as he may find it practicable, but the 
Church's opportunity can never be fully improved in this part of the juris- 
diction, until we have two or more clergymen who shall itinerate through 
this growing district. 

WYOMING. 

At Easter, the Reverend Joseph W. Cook, having accepted an appoint- 
ment as missionary to the Indians at the Santee Agency, resigned his charge 
of St. Mark's Church, 

CHEYENNE. 

Mr. Cook went to this place in its earliest days, and labored there in its 
worst estate, and had the honor of being the first missionary on the ground. 
For once our Church was ahead of all other religious bodies as a pioneer in 
Western missions. Mr. Cook immediately set about the work of building 
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a chnrcb, and his efforts were crowned with eminent success. On the com- 
pletion of the church he commenced the erection of a parsonage, which was 
soon finished. Much of the work connected with these two buildings was 
done by Mr. Cook with his own handy. 

The Reverend F. O. Barstow succeeded the Reverend Mr. Cook in 
charge of the parish. It gives me pleasure to say that, notwithstanding 
the very considerable decrease in the population of Cheyenne during the last 
year, the congregation has not diminished, and the Sunday-school has more 
than doubled. Mr. Barstow has very considerably improved the rectory 
and school-room, rendering both more convenient and comfortable. He has 
commenced a school, which is under his own immediate supervision, and of 
which I shall speak in another place. 

LARAMIE. 

My repeated visits to St. Matthew's Church confirm the very favorable 
reports which I have before made of the condition of things in this parish. 
The Reverend Mr. Cornell went to Laramie when it was a terminus town 
on the railroad. He was the first missionary in the place, which, at the 
time, was the western-most point of occupation iu this Missionary Juris- 
diction. In less than one year after his arrival a church had been built, 
paid for, and consecrated. In April, I Confirmed thirteen persons. At my 
last visitation, on the Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity, I Confirmed eleven, 
which, with eight previously Confirmed, make the whole number thirty- 
two. 

I am now in correspondence with the railroad authorities for the purpose 
of obtaining additional lots whereon to erect a rectory and school-house, 
toward which Mr. Cornell is collecting funds. This town is very pleasantly 
located, will have a considerable population, and is an important point for 
the ehurob, which, I am happy to say, is generally in favor with the com- 
munity. 

SOUTH-PASS CITY. 

Some three hundred miles west of Laramie, and about a hundred miles 
north of the railroad, lies the region of the Sweet- Water mines. South- 
Pass City and Atlantic are the chief mining settlements. The Reverend 
John C. Fitraan, at my request, went to this district and commenced Ser- 
vice last spring. The attendance was good. A parish and Sunday school 
were organized. At South-Pass City I purchased a lot, centrally located, 
with a building thereon, to be used as the chapel of the Good Samaritan. 
A donation from a lady in New- York enabled me to make this provision for 
the spiritual wants of the people at this distant point. The. Indians in the 
vicinity became so hostile during the latter part of the summer that a large 
portion of the population were compelled to abandon the country and 
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seek safety in flight. Under these circumstances, Mr. Fitman decided to 
leave ; and I directed him to go to 

CARBON, 

a settlement on the Union Pacific Railroad, upward of eighty miles west 
of Laramie. On Monday, the 26th of September, I visited this place. Here 
are very extensive coal-mines. The village contains about fifty families, 
mostly English, Scotch, and Welsh miners. Many sorts of religion have 
representatives among these people. Here are Romanists and Mormons, 
and some of other denominations, and a few who have been brought up in 
the Church of England. Mr. Fitman has entered manfully upon his duties, 
and has already opened day and evening schools, which are well attended. 
I visited the day-school, and was much pleased with the good order 
which prevailed, and the interest which the children manifested in their 
studies. I was more* than pleased with the proficiency which some of the 
younger pupils exhibited in sacred studies, as seen in their recitations ot 
the Lord's Prayer, the Creed, the Ten Commandments, and the Calvary 
Catechism. In the afternoon, assisted by Mr. Fitman, I laid the corner- 
stone of St. Thomas's Church, which is to be built of brick, and is to be 
50 feet by 25 feet. A rectory is to be connected with it. In the basement, 
beneath the chancel, there will be a room for the accommodation of the parish 
school. 

The site selected for the new church is elevated, commanding an exten- 
sive view of the surrounding country. Here, as elsewhere, the people are 
not able to build ; but they are disposed to do what they can. I have pro- 
mised to help them. A liberal donation from a member of St. Thomas', 
New-York, was the foundation of that promise. I hope, ere long, to have 
the pleasure of consecrating at Carbon a tasteful and substantial Church 
edifice to the worship of Almighty God. In the evening, I preached in the 
" cook-house," a rough stone building, formerly used for culinary purposes, 
and now as the chapel and school-room of our Mission. 

I desire to obtain a missionary for the Sweet-Water region. The Indians 
are now comparatively peaceable. The mining business will no doubt be 
renewed in the spring, when there will be a return of the population, and 
we should recommence our Services. 

An itinerating missionary is much needed, whose sphere of operations 
shall be along the line of the Union PaciBc Railroad, at the various settle- 
ments on and near the road. It is to be hoped that some well-qualified 
clergyman will offer himself for this service. 

NEW-MEXICO. 

The Reverend F. O. Barstow was appointed by the Domestic Committee 
some months ago as missionary to 
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SANTA v± y 

but, inasmuch as Mr. Barstow was only in Deacons' Orders, and Santa F6 
is several hundred miles from the nearest locality where there is a Presby- 
ter of our Church, it was deemed advisable to delay his entrance upon 
missionary work in New-Mexico until he shall have been ordained Priest. 
He accordingly, by my request, stopped at Cheyenne, where he is now 
rendering very acceptable service. I trust that, before long, provision will 
be made for Services in the chief town of this territory. 

LA MESSILLA AND LAS CBUCES. 

These two places are adjacent to each other, and about three hundred 
miles south of Santa F£, which, with other communities in the immediate 
vicinity, have in part an American population, with a good prospect of an 
increase of this class in consequence of the discovery of mines. There is, I 
am informed, no Protestant minister of any name within three hundred 
miles of these people, who are begging for the services of our Church* 
Many have been reared in our communion, and nearly all of the American 
part of the population prefer our services. Presbyterians and Methodists 
are ready to send missionaries to these places, but the people do not desire 
such ministers. I have lately received an urgent appeal to send them a 
clergyman. Here is, moreover, a good opening for a Church school, which 
I am iuformed would be liberally sustained. The Romish Church have a 
seminary, but the people want a Protestant school. 

A married clergyman is preferred. The influence of his family in a 
Roman Catholic community would contribute materially to the success of 
the mission. I can not better enforce this appeal than by quoting the fol- 
lowing extract from a letter which I have lately received from a gentleman 
residing at Las Cruces : " And now, can you not make us a promise that we 
shall, by Christmas, have a clergyman ? Can you give us no more encourage- 
ment than a perhaps ? If you can not aid us, it is useless for us to try else- 
where. Forgive my importunity, but I feel so strongly in regard to the 
matter (though I am not religious) that I can not be satisfied without some- 
thing definite." I submit this matter to the Church, to the clergy and 
laity, and can not doubt that, in view of our obligations to improve such a 
field, ministers will offer themselves for the service, and that means for their 
support will be forthcoming. 

Schools. 

Parish schools have been established at many of our missionary stations. 
They are an essential auxiliary to our work, and should be organized and 
encouraged wherever they can be maintained. 

Wolpb Hall. — This high-school for girls continues to prosper. It has, 
at the present time, about sixty pupils, instructed by seven teachers. Dur- 
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iug the pa9t year, many improvements have been made in the premises. 
By the liberal aid of John D. Wolfe, Esq., I have been able to add fifty 
feet to our lot, which now has a frontage of two hundred feet. I hope to 
have the means of increasing still more the area of our domain, not only for 
the purpose of accommodating other buildings, should the growth of the 
institution demand them, but to protect us against the annoyance of very 
near neighbors. 

The Hall and its appointments are now quite complete. Being free of 
debt, and paying its way, it is doing its glorious work in the education of 
the future mothers of this new country. I wish that its benefactors and 
the whole Church might come and see its operations with their own eyes, 
and I am sure they would rejoice more than ever over their benefactions in 
its behalf. 

Jarvis Hall. — In my last report, I stated that the corner-stone of this 
edifice had been laid, and the walls were going up. On the night of the 
24th of November, a tornado, sweeping over the country, lifted the roof 
from the walls, and the entire structure fell to the ground a heap of ruins. 
I heard of this disaster after Service on Thanksgiving Day. I shall not 
attempt to describe my feelings on receiving this sad intelligence. I visited 
the wreck, and resolved, God willing, to rise and build. The loss was 
heavy, and the disappointment great. Having faith to believe that the 
work could be completed, I appealed for aid, and the responses, though 
not numerous, were sufficient to enable me to erect a building of the same 
material and dimensions as before, but much more substantial than the 
first. That building is now nearly completed, and, God willing, the 
school will be opened on the 19th instant. A competent corps of 
teachers has been secured. The school will embrace three departments, 
namely, grammar, academic, and scientific. 

The Rev. Ethan Allen, D.D., late of Baltimore, has presented to the in- 
stitution a portion of his library, numbering upward of fifteen hundred 
volumes. An alcove will also be supplied by a valuable collection of 
standard works, contributed by the Jarvis family. I have also received 
several volumes from the Rev. Dr. Babcock, of Dedham, Mass., and from 
Mr. H. A. Dow. The college will thus have at its commencement a library 
of more than two thousand volumes. A fine-toned bell, bearing an appro- 
priate inscription, has been presented by Mrs. George A. Jarvis, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. To these friends I tender my grateful acknowledgments for 
their timely and valuable gifts. The thanks of the whole Church are spe- 
cially due to George A. Jarvis, Esq., who generously gave the sum of five 
thousand dollars at the outset of our undertaking toward the erection of 
this edifice, together with five hundred in aid of furnishing it. On hearing 
of the destruction of the building, he added two thousand to his first gift. 
And now that the Hall is nearly finished, and the school about to be or- 
ganized, he has crowned his previous benefactions by an endowment often 
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thousand dollars for the benefit of the institution. This sum is to be in- 
vested for the purpose of accumulation, until it shall amount to at least 
twenty thousand dollars, when the income may be used for the best interest 
of the school. No words of mine can express the feelings of my heart, in 
return for such a practical expression of a wise Christian charity, whose 
fruits, under God, will be so immediate, so wide-spreading, and so endur- 
ing. Such investments afford an everlasting satisfaction to those who 
make them, and command tbtf commendation of those who witness their 
precious and abounding fruits. 

The Legislature of this territory, at their session last winter, passed 
a resolution appropriating the sum of thirty-eight hundred dollars for 
the erection of a brick building to be used for a School of Mines, 
to be in connection with, and a part of our collegiate institution. This 
building is on a line with Jarvis Hall, standing about one hundred feet 
from it, of the same style of architecture, and about half its length. The 
basement will be used as a laboratory, and the principal story for'a lecture- 
room, library, and a cabinet. The dormitory will not be finished at pre- 
sent. This liberal appropriation, this public endowment of our infant in- 
stitution, this unqualified expression of confidence on the part of both 
houses of the Legislature, unanimously recorded in one, and with only a 
single dissenting voice in the other, is a source of great gratification, while 
it will serve very materially and in many ways to promote the interests of 
the school. Enlarged facilities will be thus afforded for pursuing those stu- 
dies which will prepare young men for the successful prosecution of the 
science of mining, which, for a century to come, will be among the most 
prominent and important avocations of the people. 

By the favor of a good providence, we open our collegiate school with 
two substantial brick buildings, without a dollar of debt, and with a good 
prospect that it will be self-supporting from the outset. 

The grounds, embracing twelve acres, the gift of C. C. Welch, Esq., of 
Golden City, will be properly laid out, and fenced and adorned with trees 
so soon as we may have the funds wherewith to pay for such improvements. 

St. Mark's Academy, at Cheyenne, under the charge of the Rev. Mr. 
Barstow, is a school for boys and girls. The academy is in connection with 
the rectory. The course of studies consists of a primary, grammar, and 
high-school departments. There are accommodations for several boarding 
scholars. On my late visit to this school, I was much pleased with its ap- 
pearance, and evident promise of good success, under the charge of its well- 
qnalified teachers. It is very important that we should have a Church school 
of a high order at this northerly point in the jurisdiction. 

St. Petec's Institute is an institution lately organized in the southern 
section of the territory, at Pueblo, under the charge of the Rev. Samuel 
Edwards. The central position of Pueblo makes it one of the most desir- 
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able points in the jurisdiction for a high-school under the auspices of the 
Church. Its influence for good every way, in this growings ection of the 
country, will be incalculable, and I am glad that providence has placed this 
important experiment in the hands of one so competent to make it. Mr. 
Edwards, for many years connected with the Episcopal Academy in Phila- 
delphia, is one of the most accomplished teachers in the country. 

We have neither rectory nor school-house. We need both. The present 
accommodations for the school are expensive and inconvenient. We should 
have, at once, a suitable building, properly furnished for school purposes 
May I not hope that some one, to whom God has intrusted the means, will 
enable us to have, without encumbrance, an edifice which shall combine ac. 
commodations for a rectory and a school, and thus enable the Church to 
become, by God's blessing, a stronghold on the Arkansas. 

I will not conceal the fact, that the establishment of four potential 
Church schools at Denver, Golden, Cheyenne, and Pueblo, making a cordon 
of ecclesiastical fortresses, has been a favorite project with me. And now 
will not some man or woman help me complete the chain ? If they will 
do this at once, I will invite them to come to the front and listen to the 
music of the glorious cannonading. 

At Jar vis Hail there will be provision for those who become 

CANDIDATES FOR HOLY ORDERS. 

We have four young men who are studying with a view to the ministry, 
in connection with this jurisdiction. There is good reason to hope that 
this number will be increased during the coming year. I wish to receive, 
sustain, and educate all who present themselves as candidates for the 
ministry, who are properly qualified. In order to do this, I must have 
money. We now have the teachers and the building, and only require 
the means for the maintenance of the students. I trust, if young men can 
be found willing to come to this Western frontier and study for the minis- 
try, Christians at the East will not be wanting who will cheerfully and 
liberally contribute for their support. 

Since the completion of the two great railroads to this city, linking the 
metropolis of the Rocky Mountains with the far East and the far West, 
the business prospects of the country have improved. The population is 
increasing. Emigrants are coming to the territory in large numbers. 
We need new churches, and must have them. Small and cheap they may be, 
but we can not make progress without suitable places of worship. I have 
no means wherewith to build them. There are multitudes who have. To 
such I earnestly appeal for help. Let me say to you, my brethren, that 
there is not a consecrated church nor a school in this jurisdiction on which 
there is a dollar of debt. I do not ask for money wherewith to pay old 
debts, but I ask for means to enable me to inaugurate new enterprises in 
this new country. 
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We need 

FRESH MISSIONARIES. 

Who will come and help us ? and who will provide for the support of 
those who do come, that we may " go forward " and li possess the land " ? I 
do not expect to be at the East until the autumn of next year, and so can not 
enforce this appeal face to face, but must send it on paper, and trust to the 
facts, plainly stated, to do the work of convincing brethren beloved of our 
necessity, and of their opportunity. 

In addition to all that I have said of our wants, there is a new field, 
which Providence is opening for our occupation, in the form of 

INDIAN MISSIONS. 

The reservation granted by the United States Government to the tribes 
under " Red Cloud " is in Wyoming. In accordance with the policy pro- 
posed by the Indian Department at Washington, which assigns the several 
reservations to the various bodies of Christians who may be disposed to 
take charge of their educational and religious interests, the care of this 
reservation has been offered to the Episcopal Church. Shall we accept this 
offer, and so improve the opportunity thus providentially offered to do 
what we may in spreading a Christian civilization among the aborigines, 
and in securing for their posterity the inestimable blessings of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ ? I am anxious to accept the offer and begin the work. 
I look to the East for the men who are willing to break the bread of life 
to these heathens in the heart of Christendom. Sad indeed will it be, 
ind as disgraceful as sad, if we are obliged to say to the authorities of the 
general government that the Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America has neither the ministers nor the money for this service, and the 
Indian Commissioner must look to some other body of Christians to do 
this work of Christian charity. 

I have been informed that the Indians in the vicinity of the Sweet Water 
mines have expressed a desire to receive teachers and missionaries. I 
shall be glad to establish a Mission among this people, and will do so as 
soon as missionaries can be found who will undertake the duty. 

The organization of 

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 

is an important part of the Church's work in this region. This can not be 
done without books. Of these I am much in need. All kinds of books of 
instruction, and volumes suitable for libraries, will be most gratefully re- 
ceived. Sunday-schools at the East can essentially further the missionary 
work at the West, by contributing toward establishing efficient Sunday- 
schools on the frontier.

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REPORT OF BISHOP TUTTLE. 



To the Board op Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America : 

Dear Brethren : I hereby forward to you my Fourth Annual Report 
as Missionary Bishop of Montana, Idaho, and Utah. This Report is for the 
exact year from September 1st, 1869, to September 1st, 1870. 

MONTANA. 

I was in Montana throughout the months of June and July. This 
decidedly favorable change I marked in the inhabitants — that far more of 
them than ever I have known before have resolved to settle in Montana, and 
make it their permanent home. The expectation that at no distant day the 
Northern Pacific Railroad will be built, is helping many families to come 
to this fixed resolution. The delightful climate, also, and abundant mineral 
and agricultural resources, render the Territory exceedingly attractive. 

Two of our Clergy are at work there. Your missionary, the Rev. E. N. 
Goddard, has entered on the third year of his steady work in Virginia City, 
the capital. I thank God for him. His fidelity and devotion win from me 
the heartiest esteem, and the most affectionate gratitude. In Helena, the 
largest town, the Rev. W. F. Lloyd worked until January. Then ill 
health compelled him to resign, and he returned to Iowa. After a vacancy 
of seven months, Helena is now cared for by the Rev. Morelle Fowler. 
There is an earnest desire for the Services of the Church there, manifested 
latisfkotorily by the people in their providing, of themselves, the support 
of their pastor. 

I am in pressing want of a man for Deer Lodge. The people will provide 
for him $200 per month. In Bozeman and Missoula, both centres of ex- 
tensive and rich agricultural districts, work must be begun by and by. 
In Virginia City we have our only Church building of the Territory. In 
Helena, Deer Lodge, and Bozeman I hold suitable lots for church, sohool, 
and rectory. 

Montana is a great field for us to work in, and, thank God! we are doing 
something in it If, under His blessing, I can keep Helena and get Deer 
Lodge supplied with pastors, then we will continue to be what we have 
already been, to the expressed surprise of not a few whom I have met, 
pioneers in Christian work, at least in non-Romish Christian work, for the 
Territory. 

In Helena, only the Romanists and Methodists and we ; in Virginia City, 
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only the Methodists and we ; in Deer Lodge, only the Romanists ; in Boze- 
man, only the Methodists ; in Missoula and all other towns, only the world, 
the flesh, and the devil, with mighty helps, and the Holy Spirit unheiped, 
are at work. 

In Montana, there have been 25 Baptized. There are 41 Communicants, 
8 Sunday-school teachers, and 109 Sunday-school scholars. 

IDAHO. 

In this Territory I spent the months of October, 1869, and August, 1870. 
Last year the Rev. H. L. Foote was Ordained Priest by'me, and throughout 
the year he has done most valuable work as the associate of Mr. Miller in 
Boise City. 

Messrs. Miller and Foote, your missionaries, live together in Boise City, 
taking care of St. Michael's Church and St. Michael's Parish School, of 
seventy scholars, and also holding regular missionary Services in the adja- 
cent (!) towns of Idaho City (40 miles distant) and Silver City, (65 miles.) 

And these two Clergymen are the only Protestant ministers of any kind 
in all the Territory of Idaho. Their earnest labors are leavening with 
Church influences the whole community, and specially are they moulding 
the habits and affections of the young in a way that you, brethren, would 
be delighted to witness. Were you here to mark how honestly and deeply 
these missionaries are esteemed and loved by the whole people, you would 
thank God and take courage, as do L 

I am taking Mr. Miller's place while he is on a visit East. He returns 
soon (D. V.) to enter upon the fourth year of his labors. On the spot as I 
am, I know what his work has been and is, and I can not forbear my 
recorded testimony, in words that I well weigh, that he is one of the wisest, 
most faithful, and most efficient of the missionaries of the Church. 

In Idaho there have been 40 Baptized, and 6 Confirmed. There are 37 
Communicants, 19 Sunday-school teachers, and 185 Sunday-school scho- 
lars. 

UTAH. 

Much interest centres about our work in Utah. Many helpers God raises 
up to enable us to push it vigorously on. For three years we have been 
face to face with the defiling heresy that is intrenched in this territory. 
We have made war upon Mormon error ever since we came ; but the plan 
of the war has been, never to forbear to speak the truth, and never to for- 
get to speak the truth in love. I think our course commands and wins 
honest respect from those among whom we live. 

My own home is now in Salt Lake City. There it is to remain while God 
wills it. There I have spent eight months of the last year. 

I have always said that our great work among the Mormons is with the 
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children. My opinion in this respect is in no whit changed. And, there- 
fore, with the children's minds, for the children's souls, we work, as God 
helps us, hardest. 

Our St. Mark's Grammar-School, opened its fourth year, September 5th, 
with 181 scholars. More than two thirds of these come free. They must 
so come, because of the absolute poverty of their parents, who are apostate 
Mormons. But the kindness of congregations, Sunday-schools, and indivi- 
duals of the Church East and in California, in providing scholarships, en- 
ables us to say to these children, " Come to our school ; you are cordially 
welcome ;" and yet, at the same time, to keep the income and expenses of 
the school in satisfactory business shape. Forty dollars per year founds a 
scholarship, and will pay the annual charge for tuition of a child. Thank 
God ! the school is not in debt one cent. But we have no school-house, and 
hold our sessions in three old dry-goods stores, for which we pay a rental 
of $65 per month. Our prayers are, that He will send us gifts to provide 
for us soon a suitable and substantial school -house. In our Sunday-school 
are 160 scholars. 

The Rev. G. W. Foote, the wise organizer of our Utah work, and the Rev. 
T. W. Haskins, his ever-faithful associate, still remain efficiently carrying it 
on. And during the year two additional laborers have come to our aid — 
the Rev. E. Pidsley, living in Salt Lake City, and the Rev. J. L. Gillogly, 
living in Ogden. We have also now to help us in Salt Lake City a lady 
parish visitor, who, because she is a woman, can reach places, and homes, 
and hearts that we can not. I am thankful indeed to this lady for the 
good work which she is efficiently doing, and also to the kind friends who 
gave to Mr. Foote the means to provide a living for her. 

During the winter and spring, the Rev. Mr. Foote spent five months in 
the East, gathering funds to enable us to build a church in Salt Lake. I 
here place my most grateful acknowledgments to our kind Eastern friends 
for the ready sympathy and willing generosity extended to him, in response 
to his earnest and faithful appeal. He secured $17,686.05, with which we 
have raised the walls of St. Mark's Church. I do not hesitate to say that 
it was wise and best in us to arrange to build a substantial and beautiful 
church in Salt Lake. In that place, it were an indiscreet economy to build 
otherwise than in strength and beauty. With regret I state that the gene- 
rous sums given are not enough to complete the church. By careful con- 
tracts, and by constant watchfulness, we have done what we could to re- 
strain expenses. I can only hope that givers will remember that we ought 
to build strongly and beautifully, in contrast with the Mormon ecclesiasti- 
cal barns, and, therefore, that we must build expensively. May God put 
it into the hearts of some stewards of his to send us means wherewith to 
finish. 

Besides having pastoral care of Salt Lake, Mr Foote, with Mr. Pidsley's 
help, is holding missionary services at Corinne. This is a town on the Pa* 
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cific Railroad ; and here, with the help of fifteen hundred dollars, given by 
a member of the Church of the Holy Communion, New-York City, we have 
built the " Chapel of the Good Samaritan." 

Mr. Haskins, Ordained Priest by me last fall, while remaining chaplain of 
Camp Douglas, is the patient, laborious, and most efficient head of our St. 
Mark's Grammar-School. 

Mr. Gillogly has been at Ogden since the middle of July. He and his 
wife are keeping house in a railroad car ; and he is holding regular Services 
in the passenger-room of the railroad depot. Is this not, truly, pioneer- 
ing work ? The old Mormon town of Ogden is a mile or two from the 
depot ; and it is Mr. Gillogly's intention soon to open a parochial school, 
that he may do the same work for the Mormon children of Ogden that we 
are doing for Salt Lake. 

Our Utah work absorbs much money. How could it be otherwise, bre- 
thren, when it is carried vigorously on in the teeth of adverse influences, 
and in the stronghold of Brigham Young's domination ? 

I do hope and trust that our kind giving friends will not be discouraged 
because we use up so quickly their generous benefactions, and because so 
slowly we must advance toward the point of self-support. 

In Utah, there have been 36 Baptized and 14 Confirmed, and one corner- 
stone has been laid. There are 83 Communicants, 20 Sunday-school teach- 
ers, and 228 Sunday-school scholars. 

May God bless and reward all our kind helpers for the Saviour's sake! 
They know not how their steady confidence and unfailing generosity cheer 
and strengthen me. Without them my plans and work would be painfully 
embarrassed. 

There are a few men and women — their names are in my heart, though I 
may not write them here — who year by year send me large gifts. There 
are more who, as God blesses them, give regularly and steadily their 
smaller sums to swell my missionary trust-fuuds, as the flowing rivers fill 
the sea. And there are hosts of the dear children, also, constantly helping 
with prayerful love and sympathies, as the little rills feed the rivers that 
fill the sea. 

To the members of the Domestic Committee, who, in all the perplexities 
surrounding them, have ever been extremely kind and helpful to me ; and 
to my Clergy, who are indeed my most faithful and loving brethren and 
fellow-missionaries, I would record the heartfelt expressions of my most 
affectionate gratitude. 

And of all I humbly ask their sympathies and prayers, that my faith 
may fail not, that God's truth and work may not suffer in ray hands, and 
that, when the Lord and Saviour cometh, He may find me, His unworthy 
servant, watching.

REPORT OF BISHOP MORRIS. 



To the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church: 

The work of the past year in this field naturally divides itself into two 
departments — Missionary and Educational The Missionary work has 
been carried on as vigorously, and over as large an extent of country, as 
seems possible with our present corps of laborers. 

The Rev. Mr. Roberts, formerly at Seattle, has not been engaged in 
this Mission since January 1st, and the Rev. Mr. McCormac resigned his 
appointment at Eugene City on the 1st of April, leaving the following Mis- 
sionaries engaged in the field at the present time: The Rev. James 
R. W. Sellwood, officiating at St. John's, Milwaukie, and St. David's, East 
Portland ; the Rev. John W. Sellwood, officiating at St. Paul's Church, 
Oregon City, and the Church of the Incaration, Butteville, twelve miles dis- 
tant; the Rev. Thomas A. Hyland, at Grace Church, Astoria, Cape 
Disappointment, Fort Stevens and Clatsop Plains; the Rev. A. S. 
Nicholson, officiating at St. Luke's, Vancouver and Fort Plains, Wash- 
ington Territory ; and the Rev. Peter. E. Hyland, officiating at St. John's 
Olympia, at Turnwater and Steilacoom, Washington Territory. 

Our five Missionaries have thus held stated Services at twelve differ- 
ent points. This is deemed as wide a field as is practicable for us to cul- 
tivate with our present force. 

These Missionaries are laboring with commendable faithfulness, and 
while we have no signal growth to record they are not without reward 
and encouragement in their work. All this work is in small towns with 
the surrounding country very sparsely inhabited. This State has as yet 
received no such rapid accession to its population as some of the more 
Eastern States, and the growth of the Church has of necessity been slow. 
Outside of Portland there is not a town of 5,000 inhabitants in my whole 
jurisdiction, and but one of that has over two thousand. After Portland 
and Salem, the largest towns have but fifteen hundred, twelve hundred 
or a thousand people, and many of them but three, four, or five 
hundred. 

The last year, however, has made a marked change in this respect, 
and the flow of immigration is beginning to reach these distant shores. 
The early completion of the Northern Pacific Railroad will doubtless add 
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largely and rapidly to our population, and the Church is surely doing 
wisely in seeking now to lay good and sure foundations for the great work 
that will soon be required of us here. 

Since my last report to the Board I have made as extended and re- 
peated visitations to the distant parts of the Jurisdiction as was possible, 
in connection with the duties required in the oversight of St. Helen's Hall, 
and The Bishop Scott Grammar and Divinity School. I have been twice 
through the Puget Sound District in Washington Territory, twice as far 
south as Corvallis, besides repeated visits to points nearer Portland, 
and once to the parts of my jurisdiction east of the Cascade Moun- 
tains. 

In the month of May, I attended the Delegate Missionary Meeting in 
San Francisco. This was an occasion of no little interest to the Church- 
men of the Pacific coast, so long denied the privilege of intercourse 
with their brethren of the Eastern States, and we all feel ourselves much 
encouraged and strengthened by this visit. 

The last week of May, and the first two weeks of June, were spent 
eaBt of the Cascade Mountains. I went south-east as far as Baker, City, 
Baker Co., distant from Portland about 850 miles. Returning from this 
point through Powder River and Grande Ronde Valleys, and recrossing 
the Blue Mountains, I went to Walla Walla in Washington Territory, 
the farthest north-east point that I have yet visited, distant from Port- 
land about 250 miles. On this visitation I administered the Holy Com- 
munion once, baptized one adult, fifteen children, and married one 
couple. I found a number of members of the Church in these distant 
parts, who would greatly rejoice at the establishment of our Services, 
and the ministrations of a Pastor. It was a great trial to me not to be 
able to promise them these good things at an early day. I see no way of 
reaching the places in the Grand Ronde and Powder River Valleys with 
even occasional ministrations, but by first establishing our Services at 
Walla Walla. If a Missionary were once settled here, occasional visits . 
could be made to Le Grande, Forest Cove, Uniontown and Baker City, 
in each of which places there are members of the Church, and thus the 
way could be prepared for more frequent and settled Ministrations. 

The members of the Church at Walla Walla are anxious to have the 
services of a Clergyman, and have shown such interest in the matter as 
warrants me in pledging to an earnest and faithful Missionary, a salary 
of $1,000, and an inviting and promising field for his labours. Walla 
Walla is a place of considerable business importance, in the midst of a 
most beautiful and fertile country, and it has every prospect of a steady 
and substantial growth. There is hardly another place in this Missionary 
field that presents a more inviting opening for the labours of a Clergy- 
man, and I hope that not many months will pass before some one will be 
found to occupy this point with the regular ministrations of the Church. 
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At our Annual Convocation of 1869 an arrangement was made for 
holding a series of Missionary Convocations at such times and places as 
the Bishop might appoint. Since that time I have assembled such Con- 
vocations at four different points : at McMinville in Oregon, and at Van- 
couver, Olympia, and Seattle, in Washington Territory. These Convo- 
cations have been conducted much as they are in the Eastern States, and 
we believe with equally encouraging results. We think that this 
assembling of a number of the Clergy for two or three days' continuous 
Services, where but a single labourer has toiled for months, will seldom 
fail to cheer and strengthen both Pastor and people, and give a new im- 
pulse to their labours. Such gathering can rarely be had in the remote 
parts of the Mission, but I believe the good resulting from those already 
held will well repay all they have cost in money, or in the interrup- 
tion of regular Services at other places. 

The following is a summary of my public Services and official acts 
during the year : 

Confirmations, 58 ; Baptisms, infants 29, adults 8. The Holy Com- 
munion administered 19 times ; Sermons preached, 135. Corner stones 
laid: The Bishop Scott Grammar School, and St. David's Church, East 
Portland. 

Some progress, worthy of notice, has been made in the way of pro- 
curing lots and erecting school buildings and churches. A lot of four 
acres, with a dwelling house, orchard garden and school-house, in 
Eugene City, has been purchased for $1200. One half of this was paid by 
the citizens of Eugene, and $300 have been paid from my Missionary 
funds. The remaining $800 will be due from me on the first of January 
next, and is now in process of payment through St. Helen's Hall. The 
buildings on this property cost considerable more than the purchase 
money, and will furnish a dwelling house for a Clergyman and accomo- 
dations for a large school, and thus be a valuable aid to Church work in 
this place. 

The citizens of Corvallis have given us half a block of ground, and we 
have begun upon it the erection of a Chapel and School-house combined, 
which presents quite a neat and tasteful appearance. As soon as a suit- 
able person can be procured to open a girl's school here, this building 
can be furnished and occupied. I cousider this a good point for an Asso- 
ciated Mission, and indulge the hope of being able some day to inaugu- 
rate such an enterprize there. Corvallis, " the heart of the valley," is 
the county town of Benton Co., one of the best agricultural districts in 
our whole State. Albany, the largest town in this part of the State, is 
ten miles north, and several smaller but growing towns are within easy 
distance, south and west; so that this would be a good centre for an 
Associate Mission. Our half block of ground, Chapel and School-house 
furnish a good beginning for the work, whenever the men can be found to 
undertake it. 
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By the appropriation of seventy dollars from my Missionary Funds, 
and the aid of the citizens of McMinville, we have secured a block of 
ground in that town also, valued, at present, at five hundred dollars. 
There are a few earnest Church people at that place and we hope, 
before long, to begin the erection of a church, to be called " St. James'," 
in remembrance of the venerable Parish of that name in Philadelphia, 
whose Sunday School has given a beautiful Communion Service and a 
good library to this Mission. 

At East Portland we have secured half a block of ground by gift (and 
purchase to the extent of $800,) valued at this time at $1500. We are 
now building on it St. David's Church, after a very tasteful design, gra- 
tuitously furnished me by Mr. C. M. Burns, of Philadelphia. The 
church is of wood and will cost about $2,000 in coin. We are indebted 
to a former parishioner of mine, a member of St. David's, Manayunk, for 
the name, for a beautiful Communion Service, and for a thousand dollars 
toward building the church. 

The hope is indulged that their disinterested generosity will not be 
lost as an example upon those who are to receive its direct benefits. The 
frame of St. David's Church was raised this day — the Festival of St. 
Michael and All Angels — and we hope to have the building enclosed and 
ready for occupancy before our winter rains set in. East Portland is the 
terminus of the Oregon and California Railroad, it is just now growing 
rapidly, and it promises to be a place of considerable importance. There 
are no regular religious Services in the place but our own, and those of 
the Methodists, who have as yet the only house of worship. We think it 
is well for us to be thus early on the ground, that our work may share in 
the growth and prosperity of the place. St. David's has a very interest* 
ing Sunday School of forty children, an* the Services are fully as well 
attended as could be expected, in our inconvenient and uncomfortable 
"upper room." We naturally look for increased congregations and en- 
couraging improvement, in all respects, when we get into our new church. 
At Turn water, a growing village near Olympia, in Washington Territory, 
we have obtained a block of ground for Church purposes. Seventy-five 
dollars were paid toward the purchase of this from my Missionary Funds, 
and the balance was given by the proprietor of the town. It is valued 
at $250, coin. Deeds for these several pieces of property have been exe- 
cuted, conveying them to the Bishop of this Missionary Jurisdiction and 
his successor in office. 

The few earnest Church people at Seattle have persevered in their 
efforts to build a Church, and by last intelligence the building was enclosed, 
plastered, and painted, and is now about ready to be occupied. It is built 
in a neat and appropriate style, and, though of moderate dimensions, is 
yet the largest place of worship in the town. Toward this, I have paid 
(300 : the remainder of the cost of the lots and church building coming 
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from the people. This good work is due, under God, to the persevering 
efforts of one layman, aided by two or three women of a like mind, with- 
out any pastoral guidance and direction. I earnestly hope that they are 
not to be left much longer without a faithful shepherd. 

A convenient school house, equal in size to the church, and adjoining it, 
has been built by the congregation of St. Paul's, Salem, and one is in pro- 
cess of erection for Grace Church, Astoria. 

The following is a summary of the leading items of the parochial re- 
ports submitted to the last Convocation : Baptisms, adults, 21 ; infants, 
78 ; total 99 ; Confirmations, 56 ; Communicants, 331 ; Sunday school 
pupils, 628. Contributions, $10,670. If we add to these the value of the 
donations for the purchase of lots and for building purposes, not included in 
these reports, amounting to $12,600, it would make an aggregate of over 
$23,000 in coin, or $30,000 in currency. While this is a gratifying increase 
over the contributions of former years, it shall be my constant aim to 
bring the people to a truer appreciation of the blessedness of the Gospel, 
and consequently to a higher standard of liberality in their stewardship. 

It must be remembered, however, that we are" but a feeble folk," — the 
whole number of our Communicants being but a little over three hundred 
— and that we dwell in a new country, where but few have accumulated 
wealth, and these generally not of our Communion. I need hardly say again 
that the great want in this department is that of more laborers, and that, 
until they can be had, we must expect to make but little advance on the 
year's work thus reported. There are at least six or seven points which 
present encouraging openings for our Services at this time, and for the estab- 
lishment of prosperous Missions. These are Corvallis, Eugene City, 
Jacksonville, and McMinville in Oregon ; and Seattle, Port Townsend, and 
Walla-Walla, in Washington Territory. I have, at this time, " a good hope" 
of obtaining a valuable Missionary from Kentucky, for Seattle and 
Port Townsend. I have never had so fair a prospect, since I have been in 
charge of this work, and it only remains for the Committee to appropriate 
the money for his travelling expenses, and we shall have the addition of 
one earnest and capable Missionary to our ranks. I have already made an 
appeal for this assistance, and I can but hope that my prayer has been 
granted, and that, even before this Report shall reach the Board, our good 
brother will be preparing for his journey to the most remote Missionary 
station in the United States. When will there be another ready to follow 
his lead ? 

SCHOOLS. 

When I made my last Report to the Board, we had just opened St. 
Helen's Hall — our School for girls — and I could only speak of it as a 
new and unformed enterprise. The building, which was then in process 
of erection, was soon afterwards completed, so that we moved into it, 
irith my family, teachers, and boarding-pupils, on the 27th of November. 
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We had, at that time, about seventy-five pupils in the School, of whom 
twelve were boarders. From that time to the present, the School has 
been growing and taking shape and dimensions, and though still unfin- 
ished, it is a far larger and more onerous work than any of us were pre- 
pared for in the outset. Our catalogue for the first year shows 
attendance of 1 32 pupils, of whom eighteen were boarders. 

The increase in numbers, at the close of the first term, required us 
to enlarge our School rooms. This we did by removing and raising St. 
Stephen's Chapel and constructing an entire story under it. So that we 
have now two large School rooms, three large class rooms, and the 
chapel, in one building, connecting, by a covered way, with the dwelling 
house. We have here accommodations for two hundred day pupils and 
thirty boarders. 

The School is opened each morning in the chapel with a Service, of 
fifteen or twenty minutes length ; and this congregation of a hundred 
and twenty girls, uniting their voices in the songs and praises, is a sight 
that inspires us with hope for the future, with visions of blessedness for 
this land, that lighten labour, and bring a present reward to all who share 
in this work. The School begins this term with 125 pupils, of whom 
twenty-five are boarders. Several others have engaged places, and we 
shall soon number thirty boarders. This is a much larger number than 
we had in either department at any one time last year. And we are 
now compelled to enlarge the dwelling house. I have made arrangement 
with a builder for the immediate erection of a two story back building, 
which will give us a larger dining hall, laundry, and drying rooms, a 
gymnasium and eighteen or twenty additional dormitories. We have for 
this School seven teachers, including a drawing master, and we are ex- 
pecting two additional teachers from the East before the close of this 
term. 

The Board will readily understand that the oversight of this School, 
so new in all its parts, has taken much of my time during the past year. 
It has seemed to me that no more important work could be done for the 
Church than this, and I have been content to give it such attention as it 
seemed to demand from me, though I foresee a time coming, when it 
should have the constant presence and care of a resident Rector other than 
the Bishop. I think I ought to say, that our success is largely due to the 
thorough and conscientious manner in which our teachers have done their 
part. They have had too heavy a charge of care and responsibility, 
however, and I am anxiously waiting for the expected reinforcement from 
the East 

THE BISHOP SCOTT GRAMMAR AND DIVINITY SCHOOL. 

At an informal meeting of the members of the Vestry of Trinity 
Church, Portland, on the evening of the 21st of June, I received from 
Mr. G. H., Flanders, and the heirs of the estate of John H. Couch, the 
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offer of the gift of four lots of ground, in a very desirable locality, for 
a Boys 9 School. A subscription was immediately opened to aid in the 
erection of the building, and on the 5th of July I laid the corner stone of 
the south wing of "The Bishop Scott Grammar and Divinity School." 
This is an L shaped building, sixty feet in length each way from the 
corner, and thirty feet wide, and three stories high, with a mansard roof. 
It has also a kitchen, laundry, bath room, <fcc., in a two story building at- 
tached to the west end of the L. This wing will accommodate the Head 
Master's family and necessary servants, a day school of one hundred 
pupils, and thirty boarders, and will cost, without furniture, about $8,000. 

Thirty^two hundred dollars in coin have been given by the citizens of 
Portland,* and I have pledged $1,000 of my Missionary funds. With this 
we have gone on so far. The building is nearly finished, and we have now 
a School of forty-six boys, eleven of whom are boarders. The School was 
opened with 38 pupils on the 6th of September, two months and one day 
after the laying of the corner stone. The situation is a beautiful one, 
overlooking the City of Portland, and commanding an extensive view of 
the valley of the Wallamet, and of the Cascade Mountains, with the 
snow-clad summits of Mount Hood and St. Helen's towering up over all. 
The Head Master of the School is Prof. Charles H. Allen. 

The Ancient and Modern Languages are taught by the Rev. John 
Rosenberg, A. B., of Trinity College, Cambridge, England, who has also 
charge of St. Stephen's Chapel, Portland. Mr. Allen has an assistant in 
the Primary Department, trained in the Normal School by himself; a 
Matron superintends the affairs of the household. We have thus been 
able to get our School into pretty good running order, though it is some- 
what less than three months since the corner-stone of the building was 
laid. Much of course remains to be done. The building is but partially 
furnished ; and the grounds have yet to be cleared off and fenced, a horse- 
shed and gymnasium erected (which are under way), trees and shrub- 
bery planted, Ac. I have just made a contract for removing all the 
stumps from the grounds, and getting it ready for the plough, for $440. 
It will cost about as much more to fence it ; and, when this is done, we 
can raisfe a great part of the vegetables and fruits needed for the School 
on our own grounds. To pay what is yet due on the building, to furnish 
it throughout in a plain and comfortable way, and put the whele estab- 
lishment — house and grounds — in good order, will require ten thousand 
dollars over and above what I have yet received for this purpose. 

How easily could many a single person of those who shall hear or read 
this Report give the whole of this amount, without an approach to that 
denial of self, and bearing of the Cross, to which they are called and 
pledged. Brethren, the time in which to do these things hastens on to its

end. be watchful and wise, lest yonr opportunities pass unimproved, 
and you be charged with unfaithfulness in your stewardship. 

These two Schools have received a good share of my attention during 
the past year, and have drawn largely upon my Missionary funds in the 
erection and furnishing of the building. I think, however, that the Board 
will agree with me that this time and money have been rightly appro 
priated. We have now over one hundred and seventy of the boys and 
girls of this Coast under direct Christian training, and they are daily be- 
coming familiar with the teaching and ways of our holy Church. Eight 
of these children are from Washington Territory, two from Sitka, and the 
others from Oregon, some thirty of them coming from the country and 
remote towns. Who can estimate the value and importance of such a 
work ? Hitherto, God has blessed and prospered our undertakings, and 
we are thankful and content to labor on in the great field that yet remains 
to be possessed. 

I could not close this Report without acknowledging my great obliga- 
tions to the many friends in the East, known and unknown, who have so 
liberally aided in these works. I will reserve the details of the contribu- 
tions, however, for my Triennial Report. To many of my Reverend 
Brethren I am also under special obligations for their unfailing interest 
in this Mission, and the perennial streams that come to cheer and help in 
many an anxious hour. 

The action in the last Board (perhaps somewhat irregular), by which 
a special effort was made for St. Helen's Hall, was of very great impor- 
tance to us. Mrs. Welsh has sent us $8,000, of $5,000 proposed to be 
raised. This money has been appropriated to improvements and furniture 
for the HalL It is a marvel to us that, with all her other cares and duties, 
she should have accomplished so much. We know, however, that it has 
been a labor of love, and that it has brought its own reward. Without 
the assistance that has thus come to our work, much that has been accom- 
plished could not even have been attempted. If I had been sent, or left 
here empty-handed, neither of these institutes of learning, now well 
under way, could have had an existence. We have a good hope, there- 
fore, that the bounty of our Eastern friends has not been bestowed in 
vain. 

May God have you all, dear Brethren, in His holy keeping, and give 
you a mind and mouth of wisdom in all your plans and deliberations for 
this our common work.

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF NEVADA 

AND ARIZONA. 



To the Board op Missions of the Pbotestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America: 

I herewith present my First Annual Report of the work done in the 
Missionary Diocese of which I have charge, and of its present condition. 

My consecration to {he Episcopate took place in the City of New 
York, on the 13th October, 1869. The four weeks following were occu- 
pied in making, to different congregations in New York and vicinity, a 
statement of the character of the work to which I had been appointed, 
and the assistance needed to carry it on. I also visited three of our 
Theological Seminaries, and addressed the students with reference to 
Missionary work at the West, and especially in Nevada. The middle of 
November I left New York, and on the 23rd arrived at Virginia City, the 
place which I make my home. 

There was, at that time, but one Clergyman of our Church in the 
State : the Rev. George B. Allen, Rector of St. Peter's, Carson. St. 
Paul's, Virginia, had been for a short time without a Minister ; and in St. 
John's, Gold Hill, no regular Services had been held for more than a year. 
While at the East, I made constant efforts to procure a Clergyman for 
Gold Hill, and also one to assist me in Virginia, but without finding 
either. These efforts were uninterruptedly continued after my return to 
Nevada ; but several months passed before any one came to help. Under 
these circumstances there was but one course for me to pursue : I resumed 
the Rectorship of St. Paul's, Virginia, and took charge, also, of St. 
John's, Gold Hill. In the first of these, for five months, I held Service 
morning and evening, each Sunday, and for a considerable time in Gold 
Hill on Sunday afternoons. This was continued until Lent, when, in 
consequence of increased duties in Virginia, I was obliged to give up the 
Service at Gold Hill, though I continued to officiate there occasionally. 
From December, therefore, until May, my labors were confined chiefly to 
these two places, though I made several visits to adjacent towns, and 
held Services as opportunities occurred. The first of June the Rev. 
Johnston McCormac arrived, and took temporary charge of St. Panl's 
Church, giving me an opportunity of visiting the places along the line 
of the Central Pacific Railroad. In July, the Rev. J. W. Lee arrived 
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and took charge of St. Paul's, and Mr. McCormac became Rector of St. 
John's, Gold HUL The last of July I went to Hamilton, in the eastern 
part of the State, and began holding Services with the hope of establish- 
ing a Parish. I remained there two months, engaged in that work. The 
progress made has been very gratifying. Good congregations have 
attended the Services, a very general interest has been manifested, a 
Parish has been duly organized, a Sunday-School established, and on the 
21st September, the Rev. Samuel P. Kelly arrived in Hamilton to take per- 
manent charge of the work. He has been elected Rector of the Parish ; 
five-eighths of the amount needed for his support has been guaranteed 
by the Vestry, and he begins his work with every prospect of usefulness, 
and with a reasonable hope that within a few months he will be inde- 
pendent of missionary aid. 

We have now in Nevada four organized Parishes in which Services are 
regularly held, and four clergymen, besides myself, faithfully devoting 
themselves to their work. 

1. St. PauTs, Virginia City.— The Bishop, Rector. The Rev. J. W. 
Lee, at present in charge. Virginia is the largest town in Nevada, hav- 
ing a population of over eight thousand, and being the centre of mining 
operations in the western part of the State. St. Paul's Church is a beau- 
tiful edifice, built of wood, 60 x 36, with a tower at one corner, and a fine 
bell weighing one thousand pounds. There is a comfortable Rectory, well 
furnished, belonging to the Parish, and the whole property is free from 
debt. Under Rev. Mr. Lee's administration the Parish is prospering. It 
has a good Parish School, which is self-supporting, as is also the whole 
work of the Parish. There are at the present time 52 communicants, 19 
teachers in the Sunday-School, and 200 scholars. Within the year I have 
administered the rite of Confirmation twice in this Church. At the first 
held on the 30th January, two were Confirmed, and at the second, the Sun- 
day before Easter, twelve were Confirmed. 

2. St. John's, Gold Mill.— -Rev. Johnston McCormac, Rector. Gold 
Hill is a little more than a mile from Virginia, and has a population of 
nearly four thousand. St. John's church is a neat and tasteful structure, 
50 x 30, built of brick, with buttresses, and tower in front, t in which there 
is a good bell. The Rectory, belonging to the Parish, was destroyed by 
fire last July, but a better one has been erected in its place. The Parish 
owes no debt, and is self-supporting. Every department of its work is 
going on well, with increasing interest. There are only 15 communicants, 
and the congregations are not large, but it has one of the best Sunday- 
Schools I have ever seen, numbering 13 teachers and 153 scholars. The 
influence of this school is felt in almost every family in the town. Besides 
the beneficial influence which it exercises upon the children, it has done, 
and is continuing to do, a great deal to lead the adult population to appre- 
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ciate the value of Church Services, and to sustain them. The character of 
this School is due almost entirely to the Hon. N. A. H. Ball, whose 
sudden death, on the 23d July, filled all our hearts with sorrow. There - 
have been few men whose death has been so widely and deeply felt He 
was for a long time superintendent of St. John's Sunday-School, and dar- 
ing two years that the Parish was without a Minister, he kept up the School, 
and maintained the interest of the people in the Church. He rests from 
his labors, and his works do follow him. 

8. St. Peter's, Carson. — The Rev. George B. Allen, Rector. Carson is 
the capital of Nevada. It is a pleasant town of about 2,500 inhabitants, 
on the Carson River, in the extreme western part of the State. The 
church edifice is a very neat structure, built of wood, and will seat com- 
fortably one hundred and fifty persons. There is belonging to the parish 
a furnished Rectory, and the whole property is free from debt The 
parish is not quite self-supporting, but I hope that it will become so 
within a year. There are now 48 communicants, and 14 teachers, and 
115 scholars in the Sunday-School. On the 10th April, I visited St. 
Peter's, and Confirmed fourteen persons. On the 19th June, I conse- 
crated the church. The whole work of the parish is prospering, and 
present appearances indicate that it will soon become necessary for the 
church to be enlarged. 

4. St. Luke's, Hamilton.— The Rev. Samuel P. Kelly, Rector. This 
parish has been organized but a few days, but it begins its existence 
with very encouraging prospects. Hamilton is in the Eastern part ot 
Nevada, 120 miles south of the Central Pacific Railroad. It is the 
largest town in the mining district of White Pine, and is the County 
Seat. It has a population of somewhat over two thousand, and within 
four miles there are at least as many more. There is no church building 
of any kind in the county, except two tents in which a Roman Catholic 
Priest occasionally officiates. Our Services are for the present held in the 
Court-house, which is a fine brick building, and very convenient for our 
use. At the Service held on the fifteenth Sunday after Trinity, I Con- 
firmed two persons. The Sunday-School now numbers 50 scholars and 7 
teachers, and has been established only a month. We hope that before 
another year shall have passed, we may have here a church edifice in 
which the congregation may have an abiding home. 

There are two other towns, Dayton and Aurora, in each of which 
some years ago a parish organization was made. But these places are so 
small, and, compared with other larger towns, so unimportant, that at 
present it does not seem advisable to attempt to maintain Services in 
them. Had we all the Clergy we need, we might do so, but with the 
supply we now have it would be a waste of time and money to attempt it 

There are several towns of much greater importance than these which

should be occupied first. In the eastern part of Nevada there are two 
towns, each with a population of 1,000, in which there is no Church, nor 
religious Service, nor Minister of any kind, and in which almost the only- 
Services have been those which I have held there. These are flourishing 
towns ; each of them likely to become larger and more important than it 
is now. In each of them a Clergyman, fitted for his work, could in a 
short time be nearly or quite supported by the voluntary contributions 
of the people, and in each a church might soon be built. The people 
will generally welcome the first Clergyman who comes, whatever he may 
be ; and if he be a suitable man, he will so occupy the ground as to make 
it difficult for any one who comes after him to gain a footing. There are 
two other towns in the State with a population of over 1200, in each of 
which the only Clergyman is a Methodist Minister. There are six other 
towns, each with a population of about 500, in which there is no resident 
Minister of any kind, and in which religious Services are held only occa- 
sionally. 

Along the line of the rail road there are several towns, with a 
population ranging from 800 to 1,200. In one of these we ought to have 
a Clergyman immediately. We need six more men at once. They would 
have all the work they could do, and would meet with good encourage- 
ment in it. They should be men of good sense ; loyal to Christ and to 
the Church in which they minister; devoted to their work, and with 
stability of character and purpose sufficient to prevent them from becom- 
ing discouraged by the first obstacles that may come in their way. Such 
men coming here will find no cause to regret having come, but will soon 
find themselves so attached to their people and their work that they will 
be in no hurry to leave. We greatly need these men, and we need also 
special contributions for their work. A little help at the beginning of a 
Missionary's labors, in a new town, is of very great assistance to him. 
It encourages the people to give, and leads them to love the Church 
which thus manifests an interest in their welfare. May God put it into 
the hearts of some of His faithful Ministers to come here to labor, and 
may He also dispose His people, to whom He has given of this world's 
goods, to contribute bountifully for the furtherance of our work ! 

1 have not yet visited Arizona. There is no Protestant Church nor 
Minister in the Territory. There is, I am informed, no town there which 
has among its population more than three hundred Protestants. The 
Indians have been for some months so hostile that mail service is per- 
formed with difficulty and irregularity. Travelling there is very expen- 
sive, and at the present time almost impracticable. The industrial pur- 
Baits of the people have suffered severely from the depredations of the 
Indians, and many of the settlers have left the Territory. The Indiana 
are not all hostile. There are two tribes, numbering together several 
thousands, who are friendly, and in many respects more than half civil* 
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ized. These are the Pimas and Marioopas. They desire to have Schools 
established among them, and I should be very glad to find some suitable 
clergyman who would undertake the charge of a Mission among them. 
Before the close of another year I hope to visit them, and also the princi- 
pal places in the Territory. But while the present state of affairs con- 
tinues, such a trip is, I am well advised, not expedient. 

Asking your prayers, dear brethren, that all of us who are laboring 
here in the Master's service may have grace and wisdom to carry on 
our work according to His will, and with His blessing, I am faithfully

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF ARKANSAS 
AND INDIAN TERRITORY. 



To the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church : 

The Missionary Bishop of Arkansas and the Indian Territory respectfully 
presents a summary of his work during his Episcopate, in the following 
Report. 

I was consecrated Bishop of Arkansas and the Indian Territory on St. 
Paul's day, the 25th of January 1870, in Christ Church, Mobile. On the 
evening of the same day attended a Missionary meeting held in St. John's 
Church, Mobile, and made a brief address. 

January 26JA. — I attended a Missionary meeting in Trinity Church, 
Mobile, and made an address. 

January 28*A. — Assisted in the Service at Morning Prayers in St. John's 
Church, Mobile. 

January 30*A. — Fourth Sunday "after Epiphany. Assisted in the Morning 
Service and preached in St. John's, Mobile. 

In the afternoon of the same day, assisted in the Services at the same 
church ; at night, I preached in Christ Chuiyh, Mobile. 

January 31a*. — Said Morning Prayer at St. John's Church. 

February 6M. — In the morning, preached at Christ Church and Consecrated 
the Holy Communion. 

In the afternoon, I preached at St. John's, and at night I preached at Tri- 
nity Churoh, Mobile. 

February 9th. — Said Evening Prayer in Christ Church, Mobile. 

February 13th. — Septuagesima Sunday. On this morning I preached in 
St. John's Church. 

At night, assisted at Evening Prayer in Christ Church. 

February 16th. — At night, preached in Christ Church, Mobile. 

February ISth. — Left Mobile for New-Orleans. I was detained in Mobile 
longer then I contemplated by the tardy arrival of my robes, which had 
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been shipped to me from England. They were the gift of my former 
parishioners, the congregation of St. John's Church, Mobile. 

Allow me here to intimate, rather than attempt to express, my many 
obligation^ to the Churchmen of Mobile, and, I may add, to the citizens 
generally. To the rector of Christ Church, the Rev. J. Fulton, D.D., I owe 
a debt of gratitude I can not repay. His admirable provision for the Con- 
secration was among the lesser proofs of his kindness and generosity, in 
which he was fully supported by his noble old parish. To the Rev. Mr. 
Nevins and the vestry of St. John's, I am indebted for a beautiful pastoral 
staff and unnumbered acts of kindness. And to the rector of Trinity and 
his congregation, I owe thanks for substantial proof of their regard and in- 
terest in my work. Should I descend to specifications, it would add greatly 
to the length of this Report. I therefore close this inadequate expression 
of the feelings of my heart with a fervent God bless them. 

February l$th. — Arrived in New-Orleans, and embarked on the steam- 
boat Clarksville, bound for Little Rock. 

. February 20th. — Sexagesima Sunday. No opportunity offered for hold- 
ing Service, as the passengers were few and most of them immigrants 
recently arrived. 

February 21th. — Quinquagesima Sunday. Still on the river. No public 
Service for the reasons just given. Arrived at Pine Bluff late in the day, 
and had an interview with the Rev. R. W. Trimble. 

March 1st. — Arrived at Little Rock, where I was cordially received and 
hospitably entertained by the rector of Christ Church, the Rev. H. H. 
Morrell. 

March 2d. — Ash- Wednesday. Preached at Morning Service in Christ 
Church, Little Rock. At night preached again, the rector saying the Service 
on both occasions. 

March 4th. — Assisted at Morning Service in Christ Church. 

March 6th. — First Sunday in Lent Preached and administered the 
Holy Communion in Christ Chprch. In the evening assisted the rector at a 
Funeral Service. At night I preached again. 

March Sth. — Assisted the Rev. Mr. Morrell at Evening Service. 

March 10th.-~ Assisted the rector at Evening Service. 

March 1 Ith. — Assisted the rector at Morning Service. 

March 13th. — Second Sunday in Lent Preached in Christ Church, Little 
Rock. At night I said Evening Prayer, and the Rev. Mr. Morrell preached, 

March 15th. — Assisted the Rev. Mr. Morrell at Evening Service, 

March 18th. — Assisted the rector at the Morning Service. 

March 20th. — Third Sunday in Lent. Assisted the rector at Morning Ser- 
vice in Christ Church, Little Rock. In the evening I said the Burial Service 
at the request of the Rev. Mr. Morrell, over an infant. At night I preached 
in Christ Church. 

March 22(21 — Assisted the reotor at Evening Service. 
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March 24th. — Said Evening Prayer at Christ Church. 

March 25th. — The Annunciation. Assisted the rector at Morning Service. 

March 21th. — Fourth Sunday in Lent. Preached in Christ Church at 
Morning Service. At night, I assisted in the Service, and Mr. Morrell 
preached. 

March 28th. — Started on my first Episcopal visitation. Proceeded to 
Duvall's Bluff by railroad, and took the steamboat for Augusta. 

March 29th. — Arrived at Augusta early in the morning, where I was met 
by the Rev. C. A. Bruce. At night, Mr. Bruce said Evening Prayer and 
Baptized a child, and I preached. The Services here were held in the 
Methodist church kindly tendered to us. 

March 30th. — The Rev. Mr. Bruce said Evening Prayer at 3 o'clock. I 
preached, Confirmed four persons, and addressed the class. At night, after 
Evening Prayer by Rev. Mr. Bruce, I preached again. 

March 21st. — At night, Rev. Mr.J Bruce said Prayers, and I preached. 
My days at Augusta have been very busy, as I have visited every family 
that has shown any interest in the Church, and^have called upon a quite 
number of the other citizens. Bishop Lay visited this place several times, 
and Mr. Bruce has paid about half a dozen visits here. The communicants 
number at present about 12. There has been a good return for the very 
slight culture given. I am anxious to unite this point with Seorcy, under 
a missionary. The Rev. Mr. Bruce is the very man for missionary work ; 
sound in theology, full of zeal, of great practical experience and goodness, 
with a power of adaptation to men and circumstances rarely found. May 
God send many such laborers into this harvest. While at Augusta I was 
most hospitably entertained by Mr. Stevens. 

April 1st. — Mr. Bruce and myself took the boat for Jacksonport, and 
reached there at midnight. 

April 2d. — At night, after Evening Prayer said by the Rev. C. A. Bruce, 
I preached in the newly erected Grace Church, Jacksonport. 

April 3d. — The Fifth Sunday in Lent. At nine o'clock, Mr. Bruce said 
Morning Prayer, and I catechised the children in Grace Church, Jackson- 
port At 1 1 o'clock, Mr. Bruce having said the Litany, I said the Ante-Com- 
munion, preached and Confirmed two persons. After which I administered 
the Holy Communion to a goodly number, among whom were the newly 
Confirmed. At night, I preached again and Confirmed five persons, all heads 
of families. 

The materiel of this parish is of the very best, and there is every prospect 
of a strong and active parish here, at an early day. The new church is an 
honor to the devoted missionary, Rev. C. A. Bruce, to whose energy and 
good sense we owe it. It is 50 feet by 22, and 10 feet in height on the in- 
side. It will now seat about 160, and can readily be enlarged so as to seat 
more than 400. A neat stained glass chancel window with the emblems of 
the dove, the wheat-sheaf, and the bunch of grapes, the work of Doremus, 
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adds much to its beauty. Though everything about this church is plain and 
even in parts rough, yet the whole effect is eminently churchly. The cost 
was only $1100. 

April 4th. — Accompanied by the Rev. Mr, Bruce, I proceed by steamboat 
Argos to Bates ville, where I was hospitably received and entertained by 
Dr. William M. Lawrence. 

April 6th. — At night, after Evening Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Bruce, I 
preached to an attentive congregation. 

April 1th, — At night, Mr. Bruce said the Service, and I preached again. 

April 8th. — Service at 11 a.m. Mr. Bruce said the Service, assisted by 
myself, and I preached. At night, I preached again. 

April 10th. — Sixth Sunday in Lent Morning Prayer at 9 a.m. I assisted 
in the Service, and catechised the children of the Sunday-school, At 11 
a.m., I preached and Confirmed one person, and administered the Holy Com- 
munion. 

In the afternoon, I Confirmed in private a sick woman. At night, 1 
preached again. 

April llth. — Mr. Bruce and myself took private conveyance for Jackson- 
port, and arrived just in time for Evening Service. Mr. Bruce said Evening 
Prayers, and I preaohed and Confirmed oue person ; making in all eight per- 
sons Confirmed at Jaoksonport. These, with two at Batesville, and four at 
Augusta, make fourteen, as the whole number presented by Mr. Bruce on 
this visitation. 

Here, as at Augusta and Batesville, my time during the day was occu- 
pied in visiting. I called upon all the Church families in both places, be- 
sides other visits. At Jacksonport, I was indebted for my very agreeable 
entertainment to Colonel Ganse and his family. 

April 12*A.^-Started for Little Rock by way of Duvall's Bluff. 

April ISth. — Arrived at Little Rock. 

April 14th. — Assisted at Morning Service in Christ Church, Little Rock. 

April 1 6th. — Good Friday. Preaohed in Christ Church at Morning Service, 
and at night assisted Mr. Morrell in the service, and he preached. 

April 16th. — Easter-even. At Evening Service, I Baptized the infant 
son of Rev. H. H. Morrell, and at the same time the infant daughter of Mr. 
James Lawson, and preached. 

April 16th.— Easter-day. In Christ Church, Little Rock. I preached 
and Confirmed fourteen persons, and administered the Holy Communion to 
a large number of communicants. The same day, I Baptized at the rector's 
request, an infant whose parents reside on the Upper Arkansas. 

In the afternoon, I attended the Sunday-school festival, and addressed 
the ohildren. Their offerings amounting to $75, subsequently increased to 
$100, were devoted to the purchase of a melodeon for the new church at 
Hot Springs. At night, after Prayers by the rector, I preached again. 
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April 22d. — Started by steamboat on my visitation of the Upper Ar- 
kansaa. 

April 24M. — First Sunday after Easter. My appointment required me 
to be at Fort Smith, but owing to the boilers of the boat requiring some re- 
pairs, and in consequence of the low stage of water, I failed to reach there 
at the time named. This is the only instance in which I have failed to 
meet my appointments to a day. As the boat was small and much crowd- 
ed, there was no opportunity afforded me to hold public Services aboard, so 
I was obliged to content myself with giving such instruction as I could in 
private. 

April 25th. — Arrived at Fort Smith late in the afternoon. The Rev. John 
Sandels gave me a cordial welcome, and took me to Mr. Seymour's, to whom 
and his interesting family, I was indebted for a delightful home while I re- 
mained at Fort Smith. At night, we held Service in St. John's Church, 
and I preached. After Service, there was a meeting of the congregation 
to decide whether the pews are to be rented or free during the current year. 
1 was asked to give my opinion on the matter, and addressed the meeting 
in favor of free churches. The deoision was not to rent the pews. Thank 
God ! every church in Arkansas is now free, and I trust pew-rents may be 
forever unknown among us. 

April 26*/*.— Services morning and evening, and preached twice in St. 
John's Church. 

April 21 th. — Morning Service, and preached. At night, I preached again, 
and Confirmed six persons. 

April 28*A.-~After Morning Service by the rector, I preached again in St. 
John's Church. At night, I met the members of the congregation and 
other citizens of Fort Smith, socially, at the Rev. Mr. Sandels's residence. 
It was a sunny spot in life, and it will long be remembered. The society 
at Fort Smith is excellent, and not inferior to the best to be found any- 
where. The Church edifioe here has been thoroughly repaired and enlarg- 
ed, and beautified by the addition of a recess chancel. I have great hopes 
that this parish will very soon become self-supporting. Mr. Sandels is 
much beloved, and is wielding a strong influence for good on the whole 
community. Here, as in many other places, the mistake has been made of 
not securing a larger lot for the church. There is hardly room for any en- 
largement, and no place for a rectory or a parish-school. How can Church, 
men be so shortsighted as not to secure ample room while ground is cheap ! 

April 29th. — At noon, took the stage for Fayetteville, Washington 
County. 

April SOth. — Arrived at Fayetteville about sunrise this morning, having 

ridden all night. Here I was kindly received and entertained during my 

" stay by Mrs. Bell. At night, I preached in the aoademy, it being a larger 

room than the hall where they are wont to assemble. The Rev. Mr. Hoge 

said Evening Prayers on this oocasion. There was a small church here pre- 
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vious to the war, bat it was blown down daring those disturbed times, and 
nothing remains of it save the foundation. The situation is good, but as at 
Fort Smith, the church lot is by far too small. I have advised them to 
secure another site before building again, unless they can add to the lot 
some of the land adjoining it. 

May 1st. — The Second Sunday after Easter. At 11 o'clock, Mr. Hoge 
assisting in the Services, I preached and administered the Holy Commu- 
nion to more than thirty persons. At 3 p.m., I preached and Confirmed five 
persons. At night, we used the so-called short service, and I preached 
again. 

May 2d. — Went out to Dr. Charles W. Deane's, near St John's School. 
At night, held Services in the chapel at the school, assisted by the Rev. 
Mr. Hoge, and preached. At this Service I Baptized an infant, the daughter 
of Mr. C. H. Leverett, the master of St. John's School. 

May Zd. — At night, preached again at the chapel, and Confirmed three 
persons, and addressed them. The school here is in a condition by no 
means flourishing. Since then, it has been determined to furnish the build- 
ing, and establish a boarding-department for the better accommodation of 
pupils from a distance. I trust that it may yet be developed into an in- 
strumentality of great good. 

May 4th. — Accompanied by Rev. Mr. Hoge, I proceeded by stage to 
Bentonville. At night, we held Service in the Presbyterian Church kindly 
tendered to us. Mr. Hoge said Evening Prayer, and Baptized an adult. I 
preached and Confirmed two persons. At midnight, we took the stage for 
Van Buren. Bentonville was almost utterly destroyed in the late war, 
only five or six houses being left nnburned. But it has been rebuilt, and 
shows signs of increase. Mr. Hoge has had Services here once a month for 
a portion of past year. I requested him to continue to minister there 
monthly. So far as I have been able to learn, my visit was the first ever 
made by a Bishop of our communion. I may add here, once for all, that 
the congregations have been very large and attentive at all the points 
reached on this visitation. 

May Mh. — Arrived at Van Buren early this morning. At night, the 
Revs. Messrs. Sandels and Hoge said Evening Prayer, and I preached 
The Presbyterian church was kindly placed at our disposal for our Services 
at Van Buren. 

May 1th. — We held Service at 11 a.m., and I preached again. In the 
afternoon, I visited, and administered the Holy Communion to a young 
lady, a confirmed invalid, who is being purified by suffering, and tried as 
gold is tried. 

Leaving Mr. Hoge to hold Service at Van Buren to-night and to-morrow 
morning, Mr. Sandels and myself rode to Fort Smith. 

May Bth. — Third Sunday after Easter. At ten I catechised and addressed 
the Sunday-school ohildren in St. John's church. At eleven I preached and 
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Confirmed two persons and addressed them, (making in all, eight Confirmed 
at Fort Smith,) after which I administered the Holy Communion, assisted 
throughout by the rector. In the evening Mr. Sandels and myself returned 
to Van Buren, and at night, after Evening Prayers by Rev. Messrs. Hoge 
and Sandels, I preached and Confirmed two persons and addressed them, at 
Van Buren. 

Monday, May 9th, — Mr. Hoge assisting, I held Service, preached and ad- 
ministered the Holy Communion at Van Buren. The number communing 
was twenty-one. 

May 10th. — Left Van Buren by boat this morning at daylight, for Dar- 
danelle. 

May 11th. — Arrived at Dardanelle, and kindly welcomed by Mr. Hen- 
derson M. Jacoway, Esq., to whom I owe many thanks for his courtesy 
and hospitality during my stay at Dardanelle. The Rev. Mr. Stout has 
held Service a few times at this point, and Bishop Otey visited it thirty 
years ago, or thereabouts : this, so far as I can learn, is all that has been done 
for the Church at Dardanelle. During my visit, Dr. Brearley, a communi- 
cant of the Church, promised to deed a fine lot for a church, and three hun- 
dred dollars were pledged toward its erection. I was under many obliga- 
tions to my Methodist friends during my stay here, for the use of their 
Church edifice and for many courtesies. The preacher in charge, the Rev. 
S. S. Key, was very kind and attentive. 

May 12th* — Said the Evening Service, and preached at night in the Metho- 
dist church. 

May 13th. — At night, Service and preached again. 

May 14th. — The Rev. William C. Stout joined me at Dardanelle to-day* 
At night he said the Service, and I preached. 

May 15th. — The Fourth Sunday after Easter. At the Morning Service, 
assisted by the Rev. W. C. Stout, I preached and administered the Holy 
Communion to five persons. I also made addresses at several of these Ser- 
vices explanatory of the Church ways. At night I said Evening Service, and 
the Rev. Mr. Stout preached a strong sermon on Confirmation, after which 
I Confirmed one person and addressed her, having my mind on the instruc- 
tion of the congregation. On this day, besides the above recorded acts, I 
Baptized an adult and an infant. While at Dardanelle I called upon all the 
Church people and quite a number of other families. I am very anxious to 
place a missionary at this point. Indeed, I hope to be able to put several 
Deacons at work under the general oversight of the Rev. Mr. Stout, and to 
occupy the rapidly growing towns on the Upper Arkansas. Dardanelle 
has doubled its population in eighteen months, which now numbers a thou- 
sand or more. Lewisburg, Russellville, Norristown, Ozark, Clarksville, 
Spadra, and Van Buren could all be supplied with the Services of the 
Church by three or four Deacons working in the way proposed. The Littl e 
Rock and Fort Smith Railroad now going on to completion very rapidly. 
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passes through or near to all these places. Will the Church supply me with 
means to accomplish for the Church now more than can be accomplished by 
twenty years hard work hereafter, if the present opportunity be not im- 
proved ? 

May 11th. — Left Dardanelle to-day, and reached Little Rock on the even- 
ing of the 18th. 

May 22d. — Fifth Sunday after Easter. In Christ Church, Little Bock, 
preached at Morning Service and at Evening Service. I assisted the rector, 
Rev. H. H. Morrell. 

May 2Zd — At the request of the rector of the parish, I officiated at the 
funeral of an infant ' 

May 25th. — Took the stage for Hot Springs and arrived after nightfall. 

May 26th. — Ascension Day. Held Morning Service in the Baptist church, 
and preached ; ,at night, Service, and I preached again at the same place. 

May 21 th. — Held Morning and Evening Service, and preached at both. 

May 2%th. — Held Morning Service, Baptized an infant, and preached. 

May 29£A. — Sunday after Ascension. Held the first Service in the new 
church ; though unfinished, it is so far advanced as to enable us to occupy it 
I preached and administered the Holy Communion to seventeen persons. 
At night I again held Service in St. Luke's Church, preached, made an address 
on Confirmation, and Confirmed one person. The church building here is 
due to the energy of a mere handful of Church people. Mrs. Spencer, the 
wife of Dr. W. A. Spencer, has been indefatigable in her labors. A young 
man of talents could make this parish self-supporting from the beginning, 
and live from the offertory. I am very anxious to secure a proper man for 
this place. I was the guest of Dr. Laurens while at Hot Springs. 

May 30th. — Returned to Little Rock. 

June 3d. — Started for Pine Bluff, where I arrived the next day. 

June 5th. — Whitsunday. Services at Pine Bluff. In the morning, I 
preached and administered the Holy Communion. At night, after Evening 
Prayer by the Rector, Rev. R. W. Wimble, I preached, Confirmed nine per- 
sons, and addressed them. 

June 6th. — Monday in Whitsun-week. Morning Service ; I preached. At 
night, I preached again, and Confirmed four persons, making thirteen in all. 

June 1th. — At Evening Service, preached again at Pine Bluff. During my 
etay here I have visited all the Church families in town. I can hardly speak 
too highly of the Rev. R. W. Trimble's labors at Pine Bluff For ten or 
more hard and trying years he has stood to his post with the resolution oi 
a hero, and the self-devotion of a martyr. Often dependent for bread on 
the toil of his own hands, he has steadily upheld and carried forward the 
banner of the Church, and now his many and severe labors are bringing 
forth abundant fruit. A new brick church is fast approaching to comple- 
tion. Its cost will be about eighteen thousand dollars. A more particular 
description of this edifice will appear at the time of its Consecration, which 
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will be in a few months. How the means for the erection of such a church 
have been raised in such times and under such circumstances, is a puzzle to 
me. It is contemplated to make this a self-supporting parish after this year* 

June 8th. — Took the boat for Helena. 

June 10th. — Arrived at Helena this morning. 

June 11th. — St. Barnabas. At Morning Service in St. John's church, 
Helena, the Rev. Mr. Simpson, the rector, said the Service, except the 
Ante-Communion, and I preached. At night, I preached again. Confirmed 
five persons, and addressed them. * 

June 12th. — Trinity Sunday. At Morning Service, I preached, Confirmed 
five persons, and addressed them, and administered the Holy Communion to 
a goodly number. At night, I preached again. 

June 13th. — At Morning Service in St. John's, Helena, I Baptized five 
adults and one infant, and preached. At night, I baptized, an infant, Con- 
firmed seven persons, and preached. 

June 14th. — Accompanied by the Rev. R. A. Simpson, I rode out to 
Grace Chapel, Philips County. Here, Mr. Simpson said Morning Prayer. 
I Baptized six children and one adult, preached, and Confirmed four persons. 
The Hon. John T. Jones has been a licensed lay-reader here for many years, 
and no little fruit has been the result. 

The labors of the feev. Mr. Simpson during the past year have been very 
much blest. The parish has become self-supporting under him, and the ad- 
ditions to the communion have been large. The ohurch has been recently 
repaired and adorned, and is now a very pleasant and neat Church edifice. 

June 16th* — Took the boat for Lima, Chicot County, on my way to Lake 
Village. 

June 17th. — Landed at Leland, and proceeded over land some four or five 
miles to Lima, where I was indebted for shelter for the night, and other 
courtesies, to Mr. Devalcourt 

June 18th. — Rode out to Mrs. Elizabeth P. Chapman's, near Lake Village, 
who was my most hospitable and attentive hostess during my stay in this 
neighborhood. 

June 19th. — First Sunday after Trinity. Morning Service, preached, and 
administered the Holy Communion in the Court House at Lake Village. I 
also baptized an infarit. In the afternoon, I preached again. 

June 20th. — Morning Service, preached, and baptized three children. In 
the afternoon, preached, and Confirmed one person, a young man. 

The Churchmen at Lake Village and in the vicinity have nearly completed 
a neat little church, which will seat two hundred or two hundred and fifty. 
It surely is an evidence of Church life that they have done this with no 
Clergyman to minister to them, and no regular Services. 

If this point does not become a self-supporting parish at once, it will be 
so erelong. Indeed, a young, energetic, and devoted man could be sus- 
tained here now. They are in search of such a man, and I trust the place 
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will be filled shortly. The society here is excellent, and I know no field of 
labor more inviting than this in Arkansas. 

June 22d. — Returned to Lima, and took the boat for Gaine's Landing, ar- 
riving late at night. Here, I was detained till Friday morning waiting for 
the stage to Camden. 

June 23d. — Held Service at Dr. Belser's house, the hotel, and preached. 
Mrs. B. I found to be a Communicant, and she gathered a congregation ot 
fifteen or sixteen persons. 

June 24th. — Took the stage for Camden, where I arrived Saturday night 

June 25th. — The Rev. P. G. Jenkyns, missionary at Washington, met me 
at Camden, and I was glad to grasp for the first time the hand of this hard 
working, and devoted brother. 

June 2dth. — The Second Sunday after Trinity. Assisted in the Services 
by theHev. Mr. Jenkyns, I preached and administered the Holy Commu- 
nion to forty or fifty persons in the Presbyterian church at Camden, kindly 
and freely ^tendered to us. At night, I preached again, and Confirmed one 
person. 

June 21th. — At Morning Service, Rev. Mr. Jenkyns assisting, I preached, 
and Baptized eight children, and Confirmed one person. 

June 28th. — After Evening Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Jenkyns, I preached 
again. I Baptized at this Service an adult, a young man. 

June 29th. — St. Peter's day. Morning Service, assisted as usual by Rev. 

Mr. J , and preached. At night preached again, Confirmed five persons 

and addressed them. 

June SOth. — Baptized an infant in private. I visited, as I have done else- 
where, every family interested in the welfare of the Church. 

The history of Church affairs in Camden, is too well known to the Board 
to require me to say any thing on that point. Since my visit they have 
called, through me, an able clergyman, and one I believe well calculated to 
build up a strong parish in a short time at this place. I hope he will accept 
this call. Should he not, I will take steps to have this point occupied at 
once. They will need missionary aid till they succeed in erecting a Church 
building, which I hope will be accomplished in the course of a year; after 
that they will become self-supporting in a short time. The number Con- 
firmed here on this visit is seven, and promise for tne Church is now very 
great. 

July 1st. — Rev. Mr. Jenkyns and myself parted this morning, he to his 
field of labor, and I by stage to Little Rock, where I arrived Saturday night 
July 2nd. 

July 2d. — Assisted the rector in ihe Services in Christ Church, Little 
Rock, and administered the Holy Communion. At night the rector said 
Evening Prayer, and I preached. 

July 5th. — Started for Memphis on my way to attend the meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of The University of the South, at Sewanee, Tennessee. 
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July 10th. — Fourth Sunday after Trinity. Morning, preached in Calvary 
Church, Memphis, Tennessee, and at the request of the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop of Tennessee, Confirmed five persons. Afternoon, preached in Grace 
Church, Memphis, and Confirmed four persons. At night, preached in St 
Lazarus, Memphis, and Confirmed two persons. On Monday I proceeded on 
my journey, and arrived at Sewanee, Wednesday, July 13th. During the 
rest of the week I was closely occupied in the business of the Board of 
Trustees. r 

July 11th.— Fifth Sunday after Trinity. Preached at St. Augustine's 
Chapel, at University Place. The most of this week was occupied in the 
meetings of the Committee on Organization of The University of the South. 

July 24th. — Sixth Sunday after Trinity. Administered the Holy Com- 
munion in St. Augustine's Chapel at University Place, and in the afternoon 
preached. This week was spent in rest, recreation, and correspondence. 

July 30*A. — Seventh Sunday after Trinity. Administered the Holy Com- 
munion in the Church of The Advent, Nashville, Tennesee, at the Early Ser- 
vice. At half past ten, preached in the same. In the afternoon preached in St. 
Ado's, Edgefield. At night, preached again in the Church of the Advent and 
Confirmed four persons, the candidates being presented by the Reverend 
Thomas B. Lee, chaplain of the Bishop of Tennessee, to whom I beg leave to 
return my hearty thanks for his many kindly and courteous acts, both 
before and during my visit to the diocese of Tennesee. Returned to Sewa- 
nee early in the week. 

August 1th. — Eighth Sunday after Trinity. Preached and Consecrated the 
Holy Eucharist, in St. Augustine's Chapel, University Place. 

August 11th. — Left Sewanee for Huntsville, Alabama. In leaving Sewa- 
nee, I must express my satisfaction with what I have seen of the University 
of the South. Taking it as it is now, and leaving out of account the grand 
future that lies before it, I know of no institution in the land that is doing 
a greater work in the way of Christian education, or that is doing it better. 
I feel that in helping to build up this University, I am doing more towards 
building up the Church in Arkansas, than I can do in the same time in any 
other way. Nothing is more my duty as a Missionary-Bishop in the South- 
west, than this. 

August 14th. — Ninth Sunday after Trinity. Preached twice in the Church 
of the Nativity, Huntsville, Alabama. 

August 21st. — Tenth Sunday after Trinity. At Morning Service in Grace 
Church, Memphis, I Baptised at the request of the Reverend J. Car- 
michael, the rector, an adult, and Confirmed six persons. I preached also on 
this occasion. At night I preached again in the same church. I shall not 
soon forget the kindness of the reotor. 

August 2Zd.— Left Memphis for Helena. 

August 24th. — Said Morning Service in St. John's Church, Helena; it be- 
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ing St. Bartholomew's day. Visited Judge Jones, fifteen miles in the 
country, and returned. 

August 2bth. — Accompanied by my family, rode out to Judge Jones's 
again, and 

August 26th. — Judge Jones and myself visited some Church families near 
Marianna. At Gen. Govan's residence, I Baptized his sick child. Mrs. 
Govan is a daughter of the late Bishop Otey, the great and good Bishop of 
Tennessee. I thanked God that His providence sent me here to minister to 
the child and grand-child of one to whom the Church in the South-West owes 
so much. A mile or so on, we called on Mr. Pugh Govan. Mrs. P. Govan 
is a daughter of the Rev. Dr. Hawks, whose fame was, is, and will be in the 
Church. We spent the night at Col. John I. Foreman's plantation, and tbe 
next morning I Baptized his infant son. We desired very much to extend 
our trip and to reach Marianna, but having an appointment at Grace Chapel, 
I was obliged to return. 

August 28«A. — Eleventh Sunday after Trinity. At Morning Service in 
Grace Chapel, Philips County, I preached and administered the Holy Com- 
mnnion. 

August 29th. — Morning Service at Judge Jones plantation, and Baptized a 
lady and her three children, all adults. As they expressed a desire to in- 
form themselves more thoroughly in regard to the Church, her doctrines and 
ways, Confirmation was postponed to another time. 

September 1st. — After Evening Prayer by the Rev. R. A. Simpson, I 
preached in St. John's Church, Helena. 

September 2d. — At Morning Prayer in the same church, I Baptized three 
children. And again at night, I preached, and Confirmed three persons, mak- 
ing in all twenty persons Confirmed in Helena since Easter, and with those 
Confirmed at the outpost, Graoe Chapel, twenty-four. 

September 3d. — Took the boat for Little Rock. Finding on board tbe 
boat The Celeste, a gentleman in ill-health, who had received Holy Baptism 
few days previous at the hands of Rev. Dr. White, Memphis, I Confirmed 
him this evening, previous to his landing at his plantation on Arkansas 
River. 

September Uh — Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. Held Service in the saloon 
of the steamboat Celeste and preached. 

September 6th — Reached Little Rook. Found the parish vacant, the 
Rev. H. H. Morrell having resigned the charge of Christ Church and left tie 
State. Personally I shall miss him much, as the the kindliest and most cor- 
dial relations have existed between us. May God's blessing go with him 
wherever he may be. He has labored earnestly in this field, and not with- 
out fruit. The Rev. Mr. Johnstone, of the Diooese of Illinois, has tempo- 
rary charge of the parish. 

September 9th. — Took the stage for Hot Springs. 
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September 1 1 th. — The Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity. Preached twice in 
St. Luke's Church, Hot Springs. 

September 15th. — Rode to the Sulphur Spring, where I Baptized an in. 
fant. Returning, I Baptized two children. I intended having full Service 
and sermon on this occasion, but, owing to the breaking down of the car- 
riage, did not arrive in time. During my stay I was the guest of Dr. 
W. A. Spencer. This place is still without a minister. 

September l§th. — Took the stage for Arkadelphia and arrived there next 
morning. 

September 18*A. — The Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity. Morning Service 
in the Methodist church at Arkadelphia ; preached and administered the 
Holy Communion. In the afternoon, Evening Service, Baptized two chil- 
dren, and addressed the congregation on the subject of Baptism. At night 
preached again, addressed the congregation, explaining Confirmation, and 
Confirmed one person, a young lawyer of recognized ability. 

September 19th. — Morning and Evening Service, and preached twice. 

September 20th. — Preached at night. 

September 21st. — Night Service and preached again ; also Baptized two 
children. 

The congregations at Arkadelphia were large and attentive. There is a 
fine opening here for a minister of the Church. We have suffered already 
by long delay, but the opportunity is not yet lost. There would be need of 
missionary aid for awhile, but I think for a short time only. I am taking 
steps now toward securing some one for this place. But with the limited means 
at my command, and the great work to be done, I feel at times sorely per- 
plexed. On every side arises the demand for the Services of the Church. 
And in many places, I believe a young, unmarried man could entirely be 
supported from the first, could I find one with faith enough to throw him- 
self into the work, and patient enough to be content with food and raiment 
until he <3ould*be better provided fbr. Such a one need not fear to offer 
himself for this post at once. While in Arkadelphia, my kind host was Dr. 
David S. Williams, and I am indebted to Mrs. Kingsbury also for many 
kindnesses. 

September 22d. — I started by stage for Washington at daylight this 
morning, and reached there two hours and more after nightfall, when the 
Rev. P. G. Jenkyns received me cordially, and made me his guest. 

September 23tf — After Evening Prayers, by the Rev. P. G. Jenkyns, I 
preached in Grace Church, Washington. 

September 24th. — Preached at night again in the same church. 

September 25th. — The Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity. Addressed briefly 
the children of the Sunday-schools at Morning Service. Rev. Mr. Jenkyns, 
having said Morning Prayer, and Baptized two adults and two children, I 
preached and administered the Holy Communion. At night I preached 
again, and Confirmed three persons. 
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September 26th. — Rode some miles into the country to visit an old friend, 
whose acquaintance I made in Texas in the beginning of my ministry, Dr 
Gaines. At night preached in Grace Church, and Confirmed three persons 
more. On both these occasions I addressed the candidates. 

September 21th. — Preached at night in Grace Church, Washington. 

September 28th. — Rev. Mr. Jenkyns and myself proceeded by private 
conveyance to Spring Hill, where we held night Service, and I preached. 

September 29£A. — St. Michael and All Angels. Morning Service at 
Spring Hill. I Baptized an infant and preached. In the afternoon, after 
Evening Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Jenkyns, I preached again at Spring Hill. 
At Spring Hill, my attentive and hospitable hostess was Mrs. Binford. 

September 30th. — Rev. Mr. Jenkyns proceeded to Lewisviile, where, after 
Evening Prayer by Mr. J., I preached in the Baptist Church building. 

Since my consecration, I have confirmed in Arkansas 103 persons. Of 
these, 28 were men and 75 women. 

I have Baptized 40 infants and 1 2 adults ; total, 52. 

I have attended 2 funerals, and have administered the Holy Communion 
20 times. 

I have preached 123 sermons, and made 21 addresses. I have also Con- 
firmed for the Bishop of Tennessee 21 persons. I have travelled 5444 
miles. 

I beg leave here to return thanks specially to Major John D. Adams, of 
Memphis, for extending to me facilities for travelling the White and Ar- 
kansas Rivers on the boats of his company, and also to General Armstrong, 
of Fort Smith, for courtesies on the stage lines in that portion of Arkansas. 

I have now nearly completed the visitation of this State. Had I not 
been assured that a midsummer visit to Southern Arkansas would be al- 
most fruitless in comparison with one either earlier or later in the season, I 
should have completed my first visitation before this. 

The Reverend P. G. Jenkyns, our missionary at Washington, though 
battling single-handed and alone in the southern portion, is gaining gradu- 
ally and steadily. The Church-building at Washington is being repaired 
and improved at a cost of about $400, including the organ. From what I 
hear of Rocky Comfort, (where, D. V., I expect to be next week), it should 
be made a Missionary Station. With a clergyman at Rocky Comfort, and 
another at Arkadelphia, and a third, ere long, at Lewisviile, Mr. Jenkyns 
remaining still at his post, and Camden being supplied as I now anticipate y 
there would be good prospect of soon planting the Church throughout 
Southern Arkansas. 

Besides these, there is pressing need of a minister at Hot Springs. The 
rapidly growing towns on the upper Arkansas should be occupied with no 
delay ; three or four young unmarried men could do this at once and very 
effectively mt but little cost. 

At Searcy and Augusta is another important field, one man could serve 
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both. Des Ark and the lower White River require another clergyman ; 
and another would find an opening for the Church on Black River. I hope 
to hear very soon that Lake Village is already supplied. 

I have indicated here the points which require more immediate attention. 
By occupying these we shall be in some measure, prepared to offer the 
Church to the flood of emigrants now pouring into Arkansas, as well as to 
its older population. This is the time to plant the Church strongly in this 
State. The opportunity must be embraced now or it may be lost forever. 

With an appropriation of 93000 or $8,500 to this field, I believe I can 
accomplish all that I have sketched above. 

Little Rock and Helena are self-supporting. I trust I shall be able to 
report two other self-supporting parishes by New- Year's Day, namely, 
Pine Bluff and Fort Smith ; while I am not without hopes that Lake Village 
and, possibly, Hot Springs, may be added to this number. Four new 
churches have been built during the past year, though some of them lack a 
little of completion. Jackson port, Pine Bluff, Hot Springs, and Lake 
Village. The two latter are the result of lay effort, there being no minister 
at these places. 

A candidate for Holy Orders, and the only one found here on my arrival, 
Mr. Storey, has removed to Georgia. Mr. David Trimble, son of the 
Reverend R. W. Trimble, of Pine Bluff, has been admitted a candidate, 
and I am expecting to receive applications from four more very soon. 

The Reverend Mr. McManus has been transferred to Oregon. 

The Reverend H. II. Morrell has resigned his charge of Christ Church, 
Little Rock, and the Reverend R. A. Simpson has resigned St. John's, 
Helena. I trust these places will soon be filled. 

Of the Indian Territory I have nothing to report as yet While at Fort 
Smith in the Spring I had an interview with Mr. George D. James, Super- 
intendent of Education for the Chickasaws, with reference to some schools 
in that nation, and I partly concluded to visit the Chickasaw Council held 
on the first Monday in September. But finding the Board not prepared 
to begin work in the Indian Territory at once, I concluded to give up the 
trip. I have written to Mr. James, and, when I receive an answer, I can 
form a better judgment as to what is to be done than I can with the lights 
now before me. 

There should be a special appropriation for the Indian Territory, if any- 
thing is to be done there. I cannot close this report without adding a word 
as to the social and civil condition of Arkansas. 

I have never seen a more orderly population than I find here, and in no 
portion of the land is there a better observance of the laws on the part of 
the people. I have travelled over a large portion of the State and have 
seen no approach to lawlessness in the white inhabitants, and in the colored 
population none, unless excited by politics. No State affords greater security 
to life and property than this. I deem it my duty to bear this testimony,

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because I have seen in papers published elsewhere statements to the con- 
trary. 

The State bids fair to be rapidly developed. Emigration is pouring in, 
and the long talked-of railroads are becoming a reality. 

Let the Church be generous in its appropriations for a few years, and a 
strong diocese will be the result. I shall urge every congregation to 
become independent of Missionary aid as soon as it can safely dispense with 
it ; and I shall allow no point to be occupied with the idea of being indefi- 
nitely a Missionary-station. The next five years will bring a crisis in Church 
affairs in Arkansas. Give us the means to work with, and, by God's bless- 
ing, we will make you good returns in due time. All of which is respectfully

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REPORT FROM THE AFRICAN MISSION. 



To the Board of Missions 

Assembled in New York, October 23rd, 1870. 

The past year has been occupied chiefly in travelling and other engage- 
ments deemed proper to improve my health. I have, however, officiated 
constantly on Sundays, frequently twice a day, presenting the claims of 
oar Foreign Missions or preaching the Gospel. 

Under these circumstances a Report proper from the African Mission 
will not be expected from me. 

I am happy, however, to avail myself of the opportunity afforded by 
the assembling of the Board, to take a survey of what has been accomplished 
by the Mission, of its present position, and to suggest measures which 
appear to be requisite to carry it forward in the work to which God, by 
His word and providence, so unequivocally calls it. 

The command of our Lord is, " Go into all the world and preach my 
Gospel to every creature." He " gave Himself a ransom for all to be 
testified in due time." Undoubtedly, therefore, the Gospel must be 
proclaimed throughout the world, and it shall bring forth fruit wherever 
it shall be truly preached. 

Still it is true, that in beginning operations in any particular place what- 
ever, in the heathen world, the effort must be regarded for some time as 
tentative. 

Such, undoubtedly, was the character of the attempt to establish a 
Mission at Cape Palmas and parts adjacent in 1836. 

At that time, on the narrow tongue of land extending a quarter of a 
mile into the ocean, and called Cape Palmas, and reaching three miles 
interior, there were some six or seven hundred colored colonists, chiefly 
from Maryland. In their very midst were native villages with an aggre- 
gate population of thirty thousand ; while within a radius of fifty miles 
around the infant Colony, there was a native population of one hundred 
thousand. 

These natives were as wild and barbarous as any on the west coast of 
Africa. There were constant collisions between them and the Colonists, 
whose presence,though allowed,they feared. For five years after the Mission 
was inaugurated, the Missionaries shared the annoyances of the Colonists, 
and their position was, in the view of all, save the All-seeing One, perilous 
and precarious. Classed with other foreign settlers, or traders, their 
motives were misapprehended, they were treated rudely, and extortion was 
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constantly practiced upon them, without remorse. Meantime the Gospel 
had been very generally preached, schools established, and the truths of 
Christianity to a considerable extent made known amongst the people, 
not without success. A number of converts had been made, and a general 
idea of the antagonism of Christianity to heathenism possessed the 
native mind. 

The Colonial authorities, too, were making their influence felt in restrain- 
ing the prevailing misrule and anarchy in heathen communities and 
tribes. 

The state of mind which in all the ages has resulted from the propaga- 
tion of the Gospel in heathen lands, was now manifested. The spirit of 
opposition and persecution was aroused. Events had transpired in the 
neighborhood to encourage this spirit. The crew of an American ship 
had been massacred by the natives, forty miles below Cape Palmas. The 
governor of one of the Liberian settlements, an American citizen, had been 
murdered within sight of a civilized port. 

The Colonies, still small and feeble, were compelled to proceed with 
great care in redressing such outrages. 

Indeed, so little did the natives fear from this source, that a combina- 
tion was formed amongst the Grebo tribe around Cape Palmas, for the 
express purpose of provoking hostilities towards the Colony. The igno- 
rance and opposition of the heathen at that time, would have involved 
the Mission and Missionaries, had the expected collision occurred. From 
one of our most intelligent native converts I received a communication 
urging me to find a place of refuge for our Missionaries and converts, as 
the heathen seemed fully resolved to banish Christianity from the land. 

"Why do the heathen so furiously rage together, and why do the 
people imagine a vain thing ? He that dwelleth in the Heavens shall 
laugh them to scorn. The Lord will have them in derision." 

At the very moment when the contemplated outbreak was imminent, 
as was afterwards ascertained, a venerable Clergyman of Brooklyn, and 
the earnest portion of his flock were remembering us specially in their 
prayers. And he who heard and delivered Peter from prison when 
" prayer was made without ceasing of the Church, unto God for him," 
delivered us also. Just at the hour of greatest peril, a United States squad- 
ron, consisting of three large ships, arrived at Cape Palmas. It was com- 
manded by Commodore Perry ; a gentleman whose large, statesman-like, 
Christian views and actions, both in West Africa and Japan, should secure 
to his memory the lasting gratitude of the nation and of the Church. In his 
course towards the natives about Cape Palmas, he so mingled severity 
with prudence, and so earnestly commended the Missionaries and their 
Divine Mission, that the country was pacified, and Christianity was more 
than ever respected. Indeed, from that time — twenty-five years ago— the 
Mission was established and its operations were enlarged. The popular 
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conviction was fixed, that the Missionaries and the truths they taught were 
from God, and must eventually be received by all. The faith in the religious 
system of the country was proportionately weakened. New stations were 
opened and the fields appeared white to the harvest on every side. 

Had the Church continued to send forth such laborers as Hoffman and 
Rambo, and Robert Smith, the field of labor among the teeming popula- 
tion at Cape Palmas and parts adjacent, had been indefinitely enlarged. 

As it was, however, the tentative* stage of the Mission was past, and 
it might henceforth be regarded as firmly rooted in that portion of hea- 
then Africa. 

Contemporaneous with the establishment of the Mission amongst the 
heathen, was the work of planting churches in the settlements of colored 
people from the United States. 

Whatever views may be entertained in regard to the motives which 
led to the formation of the American Colonization Society and founding 
the Republic of Liberia, no candid observer can doubt that this Colony, 
like Colonies in all the ages, is a part of God's ordained instrumentality 
for the diffusion of Christian civilization. We know that the Apostles, in 
their early efforts to propagate the Gospel, first visited Colonies, and made 
their appeal to Jewish Colonists residing there. So, now, the Missionary 
who goes forth to do the work of Apostles, must give attention to Colo- 
nists in the heathen lands which they seek to evangelize. These Colonies 
represent to the native communities where they are established the 
Christian Church, as well as Christian Government. They are " the 
powers that be," that must be obeyed. They constitute the basis of 
Missions to the heathen, and give direction to the form which moral and 
ecclesiastical character and organization assume. Besides, they are a por- 
tion of " the household of faith," to which, according to Scripture, we 
must " specially do good." 

With these views, at an early date I successfully organized St. Mark's 
Church, Cape Palmas. Immediately after my Consecration, I proceeded 
to encourage similar organizations in four other prominent settlements. 
And, had the faith of the Church duly seconded my efforts, each settle- 
ment, like Cape Palmas, had long been a radiating centre of Christian 
light to surrounding heathen tribes. In fact, however, our efforts have 
only resulted in the formation of churches, with two exceptions but 
feeble, at six points, from the emigrant population of Liberia or their 
descendants, connected with these churches are now nine Liberian Minis- 
ters. These Ministers, or a portion of them, have in former years essayed 
to form an independent organization. The General Convention which met 
subsequently to this attempt, with prudent regard for ecclesiastical order, 
bat at the same time a disposition to cherish as much as possible the 
spirit of self-reliance, passed a Canon declaring under what circumstances 
a Diocese or Dioceses may be formed within a foreign Missionary Jurisdic- 
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tion. The Canon provides that when there shall be six presbyters canon- 
ically resident for twelve months past within a foreign Missionary Jurisdic- 
tion, they may, with the Bishop's consent, proceed to organize a Diocese. 
And that whenever three such Dioceses shall have been formed, and shall 
have elected Bishops, they may become an independent Church. 

In accordance with the letter and spirit of this Canon, I have already 
expressed, as I do now express, my consent that the Liberian clergy and 
churches may form a Diocese, and elect one of their own number as 
Bishop. But I should deem it inconsistent with the provisions of the 
Canon, as well as unjust to the Liberian clergy and churches, that a 
Bishop should be appointed in any other way. 

I have limited my assent to Diocesan organization to the Liberian 
churches ; or those churches composed of emigrants from the United 
States, their descendants, and a few of a similar class from the West 
Indies, together with re-captives incorporated with these parties. There 
are several sufficient reasons for this limitation. First, the Liberian 
churches, except those at Monrovia and Cape Palmas, are all very feeble. 
None of them support a Minister or even a teacher. They cannot be ex- 
pected, therefore, at present to undertake to support Missions among the 
heathens. 

Again, Liberian Ministers are not otherwise prepared to engage in this 
work. They declare, and with reason, that there is much, very much, to 
be done in building up the Church and schools in the Colonies. Practi- 
cally, it is found that many things inseparably connected with infant 
Colonies, of a social or civil character, claim their attention and efforts, so 
much so, that very little has been undertaken by them in behalf of the 
heathen near and around the settlements. 

But while this is the position of the Liberian churches and their Min- 
isters, it is unquestionably true, now as ever, that the great Mission field 
of the American Church in Africa is that in, around and beyond the limits 
of Liberia. 

The proper emigrant population of Liberia, with their descendants, is 
not above twenty thousand. While within the radius of fifty miles of 
Cape Palmas alone, there is a native population of two hundred thousand. 
And if we take the sea coast line of Liberia, 500 miles, and a parallel line 
100 miles interior, the population would be about three millions. And 
all this mass of benighted heathen must receive the Gospel at the hands 
of foreign Missionaries, or natives trained up by them for the service of 
their people. 

If we look to regions lying north and north-east of Mesurado, we 
find a still more interesting field for Missionary effort 

The enterprize of Mandingo, and other Mabomedan Tribes, has lately 
brought this region to the notice of the Church, and a tentative Mission 
of very modest pretentions has been inaugurated at Toto Corie, a point 
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some distance interior, towards Musardu, the reputed capital of the 
western Man dingoes. 

Considering the information given us by Dr. Barth and other travel- 
lers about this portion of Africa, it is surprising that the attention of 
Christians has been but so recently directed to it. While we have been 
supposing that Africa, between the desert and the northern banks of the 
Niger, were involved in gross darkness, it is now perfectly certain that 
from the third century caravans have conveyed thither the products of 
Southern Europe. And at this moment there is a contest whether sup- 
plies shall still reach central Africa from that region or by British traders, 
from the West Coast. 

Dr. Barth found some remains of Egyptian monuments on the northern 
bend of the Niger ; and at one time Morocco held the country from Tim- 
buctoo to Bornu, by military posts, as the English now hold India. A 
government called the Songhey Empire, according to Dr. Barth, has ex- 
isted with various changes at and around Timbuctoo, since the third cen- 
tury. And so important was it deemed, that when the Portuguese first 
visited West Africa they sent two embassies to the reigning chief. Two 
mosques are still found in Timbuctoo ; and notwithstanding the ravages 
of marauding ^warfare, the remains of learning and civilization survive 
between the southern boundary of the Desert and the Niger. The civiliza- 
tion is for the most part with the Mahomedan Mandingoes, Foolahs and 
Jaloffs. The Mandingoes are at once active traders and religious propa- 
gandists, pushing their trades and schools to the boundary of, and indeed, 
within the Liberian settlements ! 

On one of my visits to Cape Mount, I found a venerable Mahomedan 
Priest engaged in teaching school in a Vye town, and receiving compen- 
sation for his services. We had an interesting conversation about the 
proper qualifications of a Missionary among the heathen, and the character 
of Jesus, as illustrating what a religious teacher should be. 

These Mahomedan teachers have made their way down the coast as 
far as Bassa. Surely it is time that we should undertake a Mission to this 
most interesting portion of the population of Africa. 

But in order that such a Mission may be successful it should at the 
beginning be placed upon a proper foundation, one or more Arabic* Scholars 
should be connected with it, both to hold disputation with the Mahome- 
dan Teachers, and to prepare natives for the Missionary work, now 
opening np through all the region from Cape Mount to Timbuctoo, and 
the Niger. 

Cape Mount presents by far the most eligible position for the proposed 
Mission. Here is the most northerly of the Liberian settlement lying 
around tbe base of a mountain rising out of the ocean to the height of 
1,500 feet. A Mission establishment on the top of this mountain would 
have all the advantages of elevation that Bohlen Station has eighty miles 
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interior, with the further very great blessing of a constant fresh sea- 
breeze. 

The Vye Tribe, inhabiting the country immediately around Cape 
Mount, is the most intelligent, by far, of any on the West Coast. It was- 
this people who, some fifteen years ago, invented a syllabic alphabet. 
They hold constant intercourse with the Mandingoes and other Mahome* 
dan tribes far in the interior. And these intelligent neighbors are fast 
converting them to their false faith. 

For this interesting region, I earnestly urge the erection of new Mis- 
sionary jurisdiction to be called, " The Missionary Jurisdiction of Cape 
Mount and Parts Adjacent." 

" The Missionary Jurisdiction at Cape Palmas and Parts Adjacent" 
should be continued, to lead on in Missionary efforts among the various 
tribes lying north and east of Cape Palmas. 

To occupy these great fields now open and awaiting the Christian 
laborer, let the Church in the United States at once arouse herself to pro- 
vide men and money. 

Let it be remembered that nine of the eleven colored men, connected 
with our West African Mission are occupied, and will continue to be occu- 
pied in the Colonial Settlements. Two Native Ministers, therefore, one 
foreign, a few feeble Catechists and Teachers are all that remain for the 
vast Heathen Fields above described. 

Much remains to be done, indeed, in the Home Field. And while the 
Church falls so far below her bounden duty for the work at home or 
abroad, I would not institute comparisons between the claims of the two 
fields. But, if, as is not unfrequently done, the wants of the home work, 
especially that in the Western Country, are made the pretext for almost 
entirely neglecting that abroad, I submit do we not err in principle, if toe 
allow the claims of the population that shall be in the great West to mono- 
polize attention and effort to the exclusion of the millions of heathens 
who are now accessible, and who are passing away without the Gospel? 
The Apostolical rule was and is " let us do good as we have opportunity 
to all men." 

In accordance with this principle I solemnly appeal to the Board of 
Missions to correct the prevailing error by devising more liberal things 
for our great Foreign Missionary Fields. I implore Bishops in their 
Diocesan Visitations and addresses, to exhort Clergymen and Churches 
to endeavour to raise laborers and means to convert the heathen to 
Ciirist. I beg the Clergy to examine themselves, and see whether 
they are doing their duty, in considering only the calls which come to them 
to labor at home, and not at all those which come from the vast foreign field 
— white to the harvest. I earnestly ask members of the Board, Clerical 
and Lay, to use their influence in their respective Dioceses to increase the 
interest in contributions and efforts in behalf of Foreign Missions as un 
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questionably one great part of the work committed by our Lord to His 
Church. 

Can we claim the promise, " Lo, I am with you always," if we neglect, 
yea, if we do not zealously obey the command, " go, make disciples of all 
nations." 

For myself, I fear that little ability remains to aid directly this glor- 
ious work. Thirty-three years' connection with one of the most un- 
healthy portions of the globe, has left me the mere wreck of a man. 
But I claim that in devoting myself to preaching among the Gentiles 
the unsearchable riches of Christ, I was no fool. On the contrary, I did 
obey literally the command of my Lord. I did follow in the very foot- 
steps of Apostles, Martyrs and Prophets. 

"0 Lord Jesus Christ! who at Thy first coming didst send Thy 
messengers to prepare Thy way before Thee, grant that the Ministers 
and Stewards of Thy Mysteries may so prepare and make ready Thy 
way, by turning the hearts of the disobedient to the wisdom of the just, 
that at Thy second coming to judge the world, we may be found an ac- 
ceptable people in Thy sight, who livest and reignest with the Father. 
and the Holy Spirit, ever one God, world without end. Amen."

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REPORT ON THE CHINA MISSION. 



It is very gratifying to be able to report that, by the blessing of 
God, the China Mission continues to show signs of a steady improve- 
ment. With the exception of the Boarding Schools, it is in a more 
satisfactory condition than at any previous time. We have a larger 
number of stations ; a more efficient force ; report a greater number 
of Baptisms (70), and Confirmations (48) ; and in almost every respect 
are better able to carry on our work than ever before. 

SHANGHAI STATION. 

Though the absence of Mr. Thomson has seriously diminished our 
force in Shanghai, still the full amount of work has been maintained. 

Miss Fay, who has not been in America since she came to China in 
1851, has, I deeply regret to report, been compelled, by failure of 
health, to return home. We all hope that her health may be speedily 
restored, and that she may be permitted long to continue her most 
important work of training boys for future usefulness in the Mission. 

For details of the work at this Station, attention is asked to the 
very full report of Mr. Nelson, which has been transmitted to the 
Foreign Secretary. One or two points may be noticed. Formerly, 
we had here two nourishing Boarding Schools ; but we have to lament 
that, at present, we are able to support a school of only fifteen boys, 
and have no Boarding School for girls. In order that the Mission 
may attain its full measure of efficiency, these schools should by all 
means be revived, and placed on their former basis. 

The work at the out-stations seems most promising. Of the 
seventeen persons confirmed during my last visit to Shanghai, thirteen 
were from the out-stations. Eleven of these were from Tsa-Ka-Pang 
— the little station which is supported entirely by the Chinese. At 
Kong Wan we greatly need a chapel. It is a disgrace to us to con- 
tinue longer in the wretched place we now occupy. A friend of the 
Mission would do a most charitable act by giving the means — say 500 
taels (about $1,000) — to build a small chapel there. 
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WUCHANG STATION. 

A valuable accession has been made to this Station by the arrival, 
during the past year, of the Rev. Mr. Hoyt and the Rev. Mr. Boone, 
and the number of clergy which it is proposed to place there is now 
complete. The Chinese house in Wuchang being damp and unsafe 
for ladies, it became absolutely necessary to build ; but as no money' 
had been appropriated for building, I was compelled to borrow in my 
own name for this purpose. This money must be paid back this year ; 
and it is hoped that special contributions will be made, to enable me 
to meet this responsibility. 

The Boarding School which it was proposed to open in Wuchang, 
►from want of funds has not been commenced. This delay, if long 
continued, will be a sad hindrance to the future prosperity of the 
Station. 

At Hankow we have a flourishing Day School, and a chapel in a 
good position, under the charge of Rev. Mr. Hohing. He has bap- 
tized during the year six adults and two infants. On Easter Sunday 
I confirmed there five persons. 

PEKING STATION. 

Mr. Schereschewsky is now translating Chronicles, and hopes by 
tbe end of this year to finish the historical portions, which, with the 
Psalms translated last year, will make nearly two-thirds of the Old 
Testament, which will have been completed. 

He mentions a most interesting circumstance, which may prove 
the beginning of a great work there. Early in the spring he baptized 
a man who was formerly one of the Tai-Ping rebels who held Nan- 
king for so many years. He was from a village about 400 li — 1 30 
miles — from Peking, and on his return home begged that the Catechist, 
Chang, might be sent with him, as he was sure the Gospel might be 
preached there with great success. Chang was sent, and returned after 
an absence of three weeks with the news that there were ten persons 
ready to receive Baptism, and quite a large number of inquirers after 
the Truth. " He was very sanguine," Mr. Schereschewsky writes, " as 
to the great results of my going, and also brought a letter from 
4 Timothy Kin,' the baptized Tai-Ping, in which I was earnestly re- 
quested to come down to his village, and receive into the Church 
those who were ready for Baptism, and preach in the surrounding 
villages. Under the circumstances, I thought it my duty to comply 
with this request — at any rate, to go and see the real state of the case, 
and if things were really as favorable as represented, to try to 
organize a little Christian community in that neighbourhood. Mrs. 
Scheresrhewsky proposed to go also, and labor among the women. 
They started for Chi-Chow, a town not far from the villages above 
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mentioned ; and on the way Mr. S. and the Catechist preached and 
distributed books, chiefly portions of the Scriptures. The people 
were everywhere quite friendly, only a little troublesome in their 
efforts to get a look at Mrs. Schereschewsky, the first foreign lady 
who had been in that part of China. 

After five days' travelling they arrived at their destination, and 
Mr. Schereschewsky was rather disappointed to find that the interest 
in Christianity was not so great as had been represented. However, 
nine persons presented themselves for Baptism, whom having instruc- 
ted in the fundamental truths of the Gospel, he baptized ; and also 
admitted some as Catechumens. Those baptized, he says, were with 
two exceptions wholly illiterate, all belonging to the farming class ; 
but they seemed to have an intelligent notion and sincere belief in the 
folly and wickedness of idolatry, the existence of only one true God, 
and the salvation of man through faith in Christ as the Redeemer of 
mankind. 

With a view of imparting more instruction to the newly baptized 
and of instructing those who might desire to receive Baptism, Chang 
was left there. He adds : "Thus you see we have a little Christian Com- 
munity of some ten souls about 400 li from Peking, and my im- 
pression is, that a zealous, faithful, native helper might render it, with 
the blessing of God, the basis of hopeful work. If the work begun in 
the country should prove encouraging, another Missionary will be 
absolutely necessary." 

Since the news of the most barbarous massacre at Tiensing — the 
details of which are by this time fully known at home — a good deal of 
anxiety has been felt on account of the Missionaries and foreigners 
living in Peking, but later intelligence has reassured us, and it is 
believed that, with the proclamation issued by the Government and the 
foreign forces now assembled in the North, all danger has passed. 

The Mission as a whole, it may be safely said in conclusion, though 
far from what we all desire, is yet in an encouraging condition ; and it 
is hoped, that with the blessing of God, and a more generous support 
and more prayer on the part of the Church at home, we shall have 
greater success in future.

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REPORT ON THE JAPAN MISSION. 



The time when glowing reports of Missionary successes in Japan 
can be sent to the Church at home has not been reached. Not only 
are there wanting numerous conversions and baptisms to gladden the 
missionary, and stir the hearts of the people of God with joy, but 
very serious hindrances and discouragements exist. The edict against 
Christianity still remains unrepealed, and the persecutions at Nagasaki 
have shown that the Government is determined to enforce its penalties. 
The 4000 deported during the persecution were almost entirely Roman 
Catholics — descendants, it is said, of the Christians of former times. 
The few who have been baptized by Protestant Missionaries are mostly 
scattered in the Provinces. One, however, who was in Nagasaki at 
the time was arrested, and notwithstanding the earnest efforts of the 
British Consul to gain his release — was kept in prison for several 
months, and then sent away. What has been the treatment which 
these poor people have received has not been ascertained, and the 
reports are* very conflicting. By some it is said they are kindly dealt 
with, but in one instance, which came under the notice of a Japanese 
officer, the women and children were separated from their husbands 
and fathers, and sent off to the interior. The opinion of another officer 
is probably correct — that their treatment will depend almost entirely 
on the Prince and officers in whose hands they are placed. Even the 
best treatment they may receive, will be sufficiently hard to excite our 
sympathies, and make us use every effort in our power to prevent 
these sad persecutions in future. 

But while there are serious difficulties in the way of the spread of 
the Gospel in Japan, we are not without encouragements. The Mis- 
sionary has the rich soul-sustaining promises of God — both those which 
declare the grand final triumphs of the Gospel, and those which assure 
success to individual labourers in the great field of the world — to take 
refuge in at all times. God has declared that " he that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, shall doubtless — assuredly come again, 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him." This is a "strong tower* 
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to which he may — must continually resort — to renew his strength, and 
reanimate his faltering courage. Without these blessed promises to 
sustain him, no Missionary brought face to face with the pride, the 
prejudices, the ignorance, the debasing superstitions of a heathen 
people — the gigantic systems of Paganism, and the tremendous 
power of Satan where he has ruled for ages undisturbed, could keep 
heart. He would certainly sink under the burden and retire in despair 
from the work. But with God for his Helper — under the Great Cap- 
tain of our Salvation, to whom all power in heaven and earth is given, 
the weakest Missionary may beard the Devil in his den, and not fear 
the final results. 

Great encouragement is found also in the character of the people, 
and the rapid progress they are making in western arts, sciences, 
learning and civilization. It is a significant fact — full of promise — that 
there are at present more than a hundred foreigners employed by the 
Japanese as school-teachers, physicians, geologists, miners, and in- 
structors in military and naval tactics. Five of the teachers are 
Missionaries. 

The attitude of the Government towards the Buddhists gives, too, 
good hope for the future. It is taking measures to reduce their num- 
bers and influence. Much of their prestige is lost, by the regulations 
made under the new constitution — that the sons of the Mikados shall 
no longer be — as heretofore — the heads or Generals of the different 
Buddhist orders, or Abbots of the principal monasteries at Miako. 

Offshoots from the original Temples — what we should call Mission 
Temples — have by command of Government been pulled down, and the 
Priests in charge have been compelled to enter other employments. 
The more the people are weaned from Buddhism, the better for the 
future spread of Christianity. There is nothing in pure Sintooism to 
satisfy the deep longings of the immortal soul for some knowledge of 
the future life, and if the people are drawn away from Buddhism, and 
thrown back on the old Sintoo faith, the triumphs of Christianity will 
be so much the more sure and rapid whenever it is tolerated. 

Though the result of the instructions sent by the U. S. Government 
to the minister in Yedo is not known, still Japanese and Foreigners 
seem confident' that toleration must in time be granted. And our 
Church ought to be preparing to take the earliest advantage of the 
repeal of the edict against Christianity. Others seem to understand 
this better than we do. 

The Romanists have two or three Missionaries in each of the open 
ports, and in four of the places have, to my knowledge, good foreign 
dwelling houses, and large churches completed or in course of erection. 
The Presbyterians have three Missionaries and a Missionary Physician. 
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The Dutch Reformed Board has three Missionaries ; the Church Mis- 
onary Society two ; and the American Board one, while our Church 
has not one permanently, as nearly half my time is spent in China. 

In closing this Report, I would earnestly renew the request made 
last year, that a Missionary and a Missionary Physician may he sent 
to Japan with as little delay as possible.

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REV. ROBERT NELSON'S REPORT OF THE STATION AT 

SHANGHAI, 

For (he year ending June 30, 1870. 



The Missionary operations of this Station during the past year 
have consisted mainly of, 

L The regular ministrations, — Church Services and public preach- 
ing in the two Churches, " Christ Church " in the city, and " The 
Church of Our Saviour " or " Mission Chapel " on the Mission pre- 
mises. 

n. More general preaching, both regular and occasional, at such 
places and times as seem to promise any good result, e. g. at the two 
out-Stations, " Kong-Wan " and " Tsa-Ka-Pang " regularly, and at the 
Hospital and elsewhere, as occasion offered. 

HI. The care of the " Boys' School "of 15 pupils, on our premises, 
and of the several Day-Schools, some for boys, and others for girls, at 
different points around us, and together numbering about 170 scholars, 
which we consider as so many centres of light and truth. 

IV. The work in the Hospital for the relief of the sick and wounded, 
in which we have been favored with the professional services of three 
of the resident surgeons here, Drs. Henderson, Jamieson and Thin, 
two of whom are still attending, and the other, Dr. Thin, I hope may 
have recently seen some of the Foreign Committee in New York, en 
route for his home in Edinburgh. 

V. Instruction of Candidates for Orders, two in, number, who 
have been taught out of the Scriptures, and such other text-books in 
Chinese, — though few and inadequate — as could be procured for the 
purpose. 

The care of the poor and needy, both within and without our 
Communion. 

In reference to the above, marked 

I. 

The Church in the city, " Christ Church " is still as it has been for 
some years past, under the special charge of our native Presbyter, 
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Rev. Wong-Chai, who performs all the Offices there, having two regu- 
lar Services on Sunday, with a monthly Communion, besides several 
other Services during the week. 

The Mission Chapel or " Church of Our Saviour " on the Mission 
premises, about a mile and a half distant from the Chinese city, forms 
another Parish as it were, and is under my charge. Here I officiate 
regularly in Chinese at 9 A. M., and in English at 1 1 A. M. and 7.30 
P. M. on Sunday ; and at 3 P. M. there is a more informal Service in 
Chinese for such as may attend, held by one of the Assistants. The 
occasional Services held in this Church on other days, are also in- 
formal. 

IL 

" Kong- Wan," five miles from the Mission, is also part of my 
charge which I visit Sunday afternoon, and Thursday, and there I 
have " Ting," one of our Candidates for Orders, as a resident Assis- 
tant. This is a point of considerable interest, in a village of several 
thousands of inhabitants, and very much needs a Chapel building. 

At " Tsa-Ka-Pang," a hamlet about a mile and a half distant, the 
principal Services are rendered by " Hoong-Neok," the other Candidate 
for Orders, with the aid of an old school-teacher there. The inhabi- 
tants, though very plain, seem to take fast hold of instruction, and I 
have admitted quite a little band of them — mostly women — to the 
Church. 

m. 

The " Boys' School " until April last under charge of Miss Fay, is 
now in the hands of myself and Mrs. Nelson who takes principal 
charge of the boys, except when with their Teacher. Rev. Mr. Wong 
assists in their religious instruction. I have just completed an upper 
story to the building heretofore used for the School, mainly through 
the liberality of a friend formerly resident here. This additional story 
gives the boys a spacious dormitory, which adds greatly to comfort 
and convenience, and of which there was very great need. Mrs. Dr. 
Henderson, now in England, the good friend of this school, who has 
on sundry former occasions shown her interest in the boys, some of 
whom were rescued from destruction by her late lamented husband, 
has again shown her practical and earnest desire for their welfare, by 
sending out a box of valuables, which has already been sold in part, 
and the proceeds of which are for the benefit of the school. I do not 
know how much has been realized. 

IV. 

The Hospital connected with the Mission continues to be the 
mf ans of relief to many sufferers, through the liberality of foreign 
residents here, and the gratuitous medical professional services of the 
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medical gentlemen mentioned above. " Hoong Neok " has rendered 
efficient help in the hospital, and is usefully employed there ; but as he 
is a candidate for Orders, this occupation interferes necessarily with 
his preparation for the ministry. 



Of the two candidates for Orders, above mentioned, " Hoong Neok " 
and "Ting," the former was in our "Boys' school " previous to 1854, 
when he went to the United States with a surgeon of the navy, spend- 
ing eleven years away from China. He of course speaks and reads 
English — which makes him more useful to the surgeon in the Hospital 
— hut his knowledge is not such as to enable him to study theology 
in English understandingly ; and his long absence from China took 
much from his small amount of knowledge of Chinese books. In 
practical matters, however, he is very sensible, efficient and earnest. 
The other candidate knows little or nothing of English, but is a 
clever Chinese scholar, and very quick of apprehension. These two I 
have together, and their studies in Chinese, and trust that, with God's 
blessing, the efforts thus made may not be without benefit to both 
scholars and teacher. If I may help them to use their abundance of 
words, and the contents of their retentive memories, with some degree 
of logic and point, a great desideratum will be gained. 

With reference to the point above marked, 

VI. 

the question, What is best to do for the poor, so numerous in a popu- 
lation like this ? is one always pressing on us here. Beggary is the 
distinctive life-calling of multitudes, of whom many are the sick of 
divers diseases, and the maimed, the halt, the lame, the blind. Besides 
these, the professional beggars — there are many who occasionally beg 
from absolute need — and there are suffering poor, who suffer on quietly 
to the bitter end. From the beginning of Missionary work here, of 
those who have been applicants for admission to the Church, there has 
always been a large proportion of these poor. And of those admitted, 
there has ever been a set afflicted with the chronic complaint " of the 
Grecians against the Hebrews " — that they are " neglected," and do 
not get their fair share in the distribution, to which they consider that 
their becoming Christians entitled them. And there are not wanting 
instances of these " loaves-and-fishes " Christians, who have threatened 
to leave the Church if it did not pay better. However, this only 
shows how like the Chinese human nature of to-day is to that of the 
Grecians and Hebrews in the days of the Apostles. To try and 
relieve these poor amongst us to some extent (1) — not long before 
Christmas last, Mrs. Nelson made application to some of our foreign 

9 a 
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friends, interested in our work, for aid to the poor connected with the 
Mission, or well known among us, with the special purpose of fur- 
nishing a Christmas benefaction to as many of them as possible — and 
(2) when the colder weather set in, she again applied more generally 
for help from the foreign residents to relieve the outside poor, who 
thronged these regions during the pinch of the cold. Both these 
applications met with liberal responses, so that a great many sufferers 
were substantially relieved, and solid comforts, in the way of food and 
clothing and covering, were provided many wretched families about 
us, whose only houses were little boats, or huts of straw or bamboo, 
or emptied graves, in any of which one might wonder how and where 
these human beings could live. (3) Besides the above contributions, 
several hundred dollars were given me, with which I opened a sort of 
poor-house for the cold season, and readily gathered the wretched from 
their hiding-places, who were fed morning and evening, during the 
hard weather, to the number of about five hundred a day. I soon 
came to know my parishioners, and to this day, " whene'er I take my 
walks abroad, these very poor I see." Some look at me with a grin 
of recognition ; some decline my acquaintance, as if rather ashamed 
of our poor-house relation, and shyly get away; others again come 
begging away, evidently mindful of the past, yet pretending to be 
perfect strangers. Doubtless many a life was saved, which otherwise 
would have sadly ended with last winter's cold. 

Besides the various items of Mission work referred to above, it is 
proper to mention some necessary secular matters, which require time 
and attention, and often cause some wear and care of flesh and spirit 
The Mission Buildings, with their repairs, rents, taxes, and tenants, 
come under this head, as do also the settling of accounts, and adjust- 
ing matters of difference and difficulty in our various departments, 
and providing ways and means of livelihood to the poor in our com- 
munion, and the widows and orphans (Chinese) who fall back on us 
continually, expecting us either to get them places, or furnish them 
work, or give them means to live on. These and such like matters 
take up a large share of time. In this connection I would report that 
"The Bishop's House" proved to be in such condition as to need 
thorough overhauling, and partial taking down, to put it into proper 
repair. This required, of course, considerable outlay, and its present 
tenant for a year from November 15th, 1869, is Judge Charles Wycliff 
Goodwyn, of H. B. M.'s Supreme Court for China and Japan, and author 
of the Essay on " The Mosaic Cosmogony," in the volume entitled 
" Essays and Reviews" The quarters lately occupied by Miss Fay 
have been also rented. The former " Girls' School " Building is still 
occupied as a Police Station, under lease to the "Municipal Council" 
of Shanghai, until January 30th, 1872. 
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The Bishop has twice, within the past year, come over from Japan, 
and visited this Station and that at Han-Kow ; and as from Han-Kow 
to Japan he must needs pass through Shanghai, we had the double 
benefit of his visits. While he was here during the summer, I was 
offered free passages for my family to the north, in any of his line of 
steamers, by Mr. Edward Cunningham, a gentleman whose kind and 
liberal favours to members of this Mission during my connection with 
it are not shortly summed up. The Bishop, with accustomed gener- 
osity, volunteered to do my work, and urged me to accept Mr. Cun- 
ningham's offer, thus giving me the opportunity of a healthy change 
of air for myself and others of my family, and of indulging a long- 
felt desire of seeing sonre other parts of China, and the work of Mis- 
sionaries in other fields. 

During the year now closed, we have had the pleasure of welcoming 
here Rev. Mr. Hoyt and wife and Rev. Mr. Boone and wife, as recruits for 
our Station at Han-Kow ; and, on the other hand, we have had to part 
with Miss Fay, so long our fellow-labourer here, whose health became 
such as to make it imperative for her to leave China for some time. I 
need hardly add, in this connection, how impossible it is to do justice 
to the " Boys' School " without a proper teacher. 

The knell of the departed Mission year is made mournful to us 
here by the heavy tidings from Tien-Tsin, of the murder by the 
Chinese, with all the aggravations of savage barbarity, of a number 
of " Sisters of Mercy," in charge of Chinese children there, besides 
other ladies, several Priests and laymen, of whom the French Consul 
was one — twenty-one persons in all. 

There is one feeling of common sorrow, and one sense of common 
wrong among all classes and nationalities of foreigners residing here. 
Nor is there less unanimity in the sentiment that this is but the long 
anticipated result of that sadly unsound and injurious policy, initiated 
by the Burlingame Mission, and so largely accepted by foreign Powers 
having treaties with China, viz : that these treaties should no longer 
be enforced as hitherto, but relaxed, and the Chinese nation be dealt 
with henceforth, on a footing of equality with Christian nations, China, 
meanwhile, being represented as "welcoming the Shining Cross on 
every hill," and with outstretched arms seeking admittance into the 
family of nations ! The gradual spread and increasing prevalence, 
among the Chinese, of this idea that the treaty obligations would not, 
as formerly, be maintained by foreign Powers — sundry instances of 
lawlessness being overlooked, and even some Consuls, under the in- 
fluence of this new view upon their home governments, being repri- 
manded for standing by the interpretation of the treaties hitherto 
accepted by the Chinese, as well as others — the impression has gained 
strength in the mind of the people, the literati and the Mandarins, 
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that there was little to apprehend now from foreign Powers, in the 
way of retribution for any outrages they might commit. And this 
horrible barbarity at "Tein Tsin," exceeded, in extent only, at Lucknow 
and Delhi, is the result, and which in all probability will cost fearful 
trouble in the future. To missionaries, the treaties give rights enough, 
but the position openly taken and made known, that these require- 
ments are not meant to be maintained, is a carte blanche to the Chinese 
to violate them at will. It has long been cause of much anxiety to 
residents here to see how the people and governments of the west 
were being brought under these exalted and mistaken ideas of the 
Chinese. u The powers that be " of to day, in this country, are as 
intolerant of foreigners, and as cruel in their treatment of any in their 
power, as were those of 30 years ago. And this, not only the 
testimony of the oldest and best informed foreign residents here proves, 
but still more conclusively, the conduct of the Chinese authorities and 
literati, in repeated and marked instances of late, establish beyond 
question. 

The French and Prussians, whose subjects are the sufferers in this 
fearful tragedy, are not likely to pass it over lightly ; and this, too, it 
is sad to think of. May God, in mercy, bring good to these blinded 
people out of the evil, and avert the threatening storm. 

We are under obligations again to Messrs. Olyphant <fc Co., for 
continued advances of funds to the Mission in its need ; and in partic- 
ular to Mr. J. F. Seaman, Jr., for kindly and courteously acting as 
our Mission Treasurer, and that when his office implied not only 
writing up the books, and disbursing funds received, but providing, 
also, ways and means for the subsistence of the Mission.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 



An Act to incorporate the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of America- 
Passed May 13, 1846, by a two-third vote. Amended— April 12, 1867. 

The people of the State of New York, represented in the Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become, 
members of the " Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America," originally 
instituted in the year eighteen hundred and twenty, and fully organized 
by the General Convention of the said Church, in the year eighteen 
hundred and thirty-five, shall be and are hereby constituted a body 
corporate, for the purpose of conducting general Missionary operations 
in all lands, by the name aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. For the object designated in the first section of the Act 
generally, or for any purpose connected with said object, the said Cor- 
poration shall have power from time to time to purchase, take by gift, 
grant, devise or bequest, and hold real and personal estate, and to sell, 
lease, and otherwise dispose of the same, provided the aggregate clear 
annual income of such real estate at any one time held, shall not exceed 
the sum of thirty thousand dollars. The Corporation hereby created is 
declared subject to the provisions of chapter three hundred and sixty, of 
the laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty, entitled An Act 
relating to Wills. 

Sec. 3. The said Society shall, in its usual annual printed Report, 
state the amount of its real and personal estate, and the income arising 
therefrom; a copy of which Report shall be deposited in the State 
Library. 

Sec. 4. This Corporation shall possess the general powers, and be 
subject to the provisions contained in title third of chapter eighteen of 
the first part of the Revised Statutes, so far as the same are applicable 
and have not been repealed. 

Sec. 5. This Act will take effect immediately, and the Legislature 
may, at any time, modify, or repeal the same. 
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II. 

CONSTITUTION 

Of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Proliant 
Episcopal Church of the United States of America, as established in 
1820, and amended in 1823, 1829, 1832, 1835, 1838, 1856, 1862, 1865, 
and 1868. 

ARTICLE I. 

This institution shall be denominated "The Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America." 

ARTICLE II. 

This Society shall be considered as comprehending all persons who 
are members of this Church. 

ARTICLE III. 

At every Triennial Meeting of the General Convention, which is the 
constituted representative body of the whole Protestant Episcopal Church 
in these United States, there shall be appointed by a concurrent vote, on 
nomination by a joint Committee of the two Houses, a Board of clerical 
and lay members, at least equal in number to four times the number of 
Dioceses in union with the General Convention, who, together with the 
Bishops of this Church, and such persons as become patrons of this Society 
before the meeting of the General Convention in the year 1829, shall be 
called the u Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America." The said Committee of Nominations shall 
consist of three Bishops, to be elected by ballot in the House of Bishops, 
and three Presbyters and three laymen, to be elected by ballot in the 
House of Clerical and lay Deputies. 

article rv. 
To the Board of Missions shall be intrusted the supervision of the 
General Missionary operations of the Church, with power to establish 
Missionary stations, appoint Missionaries, make appropriations of money, 
regulate the conducting of Missions, fill any vacancies in their number 
which may occur, and also to enact all By-Laws which they may deem 
necessary for their own government and the government of their 
Committees; provided always, that in relation to organized Dioceses 
having Bishops, the Board shall regulate the number of Missionary 
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stations and, with the consent of the Bishop, shall select the stations. 
The Bishop and Standing Committee of each Diocese may appoint 
snhstitutes from the 6ame Diocese for such members of the Board as may 
be unable to attend its meetings. 

article v. 
There may be appointed, during the will of the Board of Missions, a 
Commission to be called the " Commission of Home Missions to Colored 
People," to whom shall be committed the religious and other instruction 
of the freedmen ; said Commission to meet quarterly ; a majority to be a 
quorum, with authority to appoint a Secretary and General Agent and 
Treasurer, and to constitute, as its general representative, with full power 
to act for it during its recesses, an Executive Committee, composed of 
such a number of its members as it may prescribe, not to exceed eight ; 
the members of said Executive Committee to be ex-officio members of the 
Board of Missions ; and said Commission to be governed in its actions 
by the principles laid down in the article of the Constitution of this 
Society concerning the appointment of Missionaries. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The presiding Bishop of the Church shall be the President of the 
Board, and in his absence, the senior Bishop present shall preside ; in 
the absence of all the Bishops, the Board shall elect a President pro tem- 
pore. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Board of Missions shall hold its first meeting at the call of the 
presiding Bishop, and meet annually thereafter, at such time and place 
as may have been appointed at the previous annual meeting ; and also, 
on the second day of the meeting of the General Convention, at the 
place of its meeting. They shall publish an annual report of their pro- 
ceedings for the information of the Society, and present a triennial report 
of their proceedings for the information of the Society, and present a 
triennial report to each stated General Convention. 

At all meetings of the Board, ten members shall form a quorum. 
Special meetings of the Board may be called, as shall be provided in 
their own By-Laws. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Board, as soon as may be after it has been constituted, shall pro- 
ceed to appoint eight persons, four of whom shall be Clergymen, and four 
of whom shall be laymen, who, together with the Bishop of the Diocese 
in which the Committee shall be located, shall be a Committee for Do- 
mestic Missions ; and eight other persons, four of whom shall be Clergy- 
men, and four of whom shall be laymen, who, together with the Bishop 
of the Diocese in which the Committee shall be located, shall be a Com- 
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mittee for Foreign Missions ; and all of whom shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Board of Missions. The Board of Missions shall determine the 
location of the Committees respectively. Any Bishop or Bishops present 
at the place of meeting, shall have a right, ex-officio, to attend, as mem- 
bers of the same, the meetings of the Committees. Vacancies occuring 
in either of the Committees, during the recess of the Board, may be filled 
by the Committees, respectively, subject to the approval of the Board, 
at its next meeting. 

ARTICLE IX. 

To the Committees of the Board, thus constituted, shall be referred, 
in their respective departments, during the recess of the Board, the whole 
administration of the General Missionary work of the Church, subject to 
the regulations of the Board. Each Committee shall make a report of 
its proceedings to the Board of Missions at every meeting of the Board. 

article x. 
The Board of Missions shall appoint for each Committee a Secretary 
and General Agent, with a suitable salary, who shall be the executive 
officer of the Committee, to collect information, to conduct its corres- 
pondence, to devise and recommend plans of operation, and in general to 
execute all the purposes of the Board in his proper sphere, submitting 
all his measures, before their adoption, to the Committee for whom he is 
appointed, for their approval. Each committee shall appoint a Treasurer, 
and the Board shall designate which of the Treasurers so appointed, 
shall be authorized to receive all moneys not specifically appropriated, 
which money shall be at the disposal of the Board. The Secretaries and 
Treasurers shall be ex-officio members of the respective Committees and 
of the Board. Local and subordinate agents and officers may, when 
necessary, be appointed by each Committee. 

ARTICLE XI. 

For the guidance of the Committees, it is declared that the Mission- 
ary field is always to be regarded as one — the world — the terms Do- 
mestic and Foreign being understood as terms of locality, adopted for 
convenience. Domestic. Missions are those which are established within^ 
and Foreign Missions are those which are established without, the terri- 
tory of the United States. 

article xii. 

No Clergyman shall be appointed a Missionary by the Board, or by 
either of the Committees, until after conference with the ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese or Missionary District to which he belongs, nor 
shall any Missionary be sent to officiate in any Diocese or Missionary 
District without the consent of the ecclesiastical authority of the same, 
except when regularly called by an organized parish, in accordance with

the canons, both diocesan and general, and no person shall be appointed a 
Missionary who is not at the time a Minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, of regular standing. 

article xni. 
Associations designated to act in connection with the Board, in the 
great Missionary work committed to the Church, may become auxiliary ; 
and all contributions specially appropriated for such purpose by such 
associations, or by any individuals, shall be received and paid in accord- 
ance with the expressed wish of the donors. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

The Board of Missions, provided for in the third article of this Con- 
stitution, shall, in all cases, be continued in office until a new Board is 
elected. 

ARTICLE xv. 

It is recommended to every member of the Society to pray to 
Almighty God for His blessing upon its designs, under the full convic- 
tion that, unless He directs us in all our doings with His most gracious 
favor, and furthers us with His continual help, we cannot reasonably 
hope to procure suitable persons to act as Missionaries, or expect that 
their endeavors will be successful. 
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in. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



ARTICLE I. 

The several articles and provisions of the Constitution of this So- 
ciety, as established in 1820, and subsequently amended, are hereby 
adopted as By-Laws of this Society. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Board of Missions, at each of its Annual Meetings, shall appoint 
a Secretary, who shall continue in his office until another is appointed in 
his place, and whose travelling expenses shall be paid. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Treasurers of the Committees for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions, and of the Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, 
respectively, shall keep an account with each Missionary and Stipendiary 
of their respective Departments. They shall deposit in some bank in the 
city of New York, all moneys received by them respectively for mis- 
sionary or educational purposes, so often as the same shall amount to one 
hundred dollars ; and the amount thereof in such bank shall be kept in 
the name of the Committee for Domestic or Foreign Missions, or of the 
Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, as the case may be. 
The said moneys, so deposited, shall be drawn out of such bank for mis- 
sionary or educational purposes only, and on the check of the Treasurer, 
countersigned by either the General or Local Secretary of each of the 
said Committees, and the Commission of Home Missions to Colored 
People, respectively. The Treasurers shall pay no moneys except by 
order of their respective Committees. They shall present their accounts, 
duly audited by their respective Committees, on the first day of the 
session of each Annual Meeting of the Board of Missions, which ac- 
counts shall thereupon be referred to a Special Committee for the pur- 
pose of such examination, inquiries, and explanation, as may be deemed 
necessary and useful. 

article rv. 

Vacancies occurring in either of the Missionary Committees, during 
the recess of the Board of Missions, shall not be filled at the same meet- 
ing of the Committee at which they are announced ; but information of 
all vacancies to be supplied shall be immediately given to each member 
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of the Committee, and shall be inserted in the notices for the meeting at 
which such vacancies are to be supplied. 

Vacancies in the Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, 
and in the Executive Committee thereof, shall be filled by that Com- 
mission. 

article v. 

Five members shall constitute a quorum of each of the two Missionary 
Committees respectively. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Together with each Annual Report required by the Seventh Article of 
the original Constitution, now adopted as a By-Law of this Society, there 
shall be printed the Constitution, Act of Incorporation, and By-Laws of 
the Society, with a list of the members and officers of the Board of Mis- 
sions, of the two Missionary Committees, and of the Commission of Home 
Missions to Colored People. Of this Report thus printed, one hundred 
copies shall be retained by the Secretary of the Board of Missions for the 
use of the Board at its next meeting. 

ARTICLE VII. 

There shall be an Annual and Triennial Sermon, before the Board of 
Missions, the preacher to be appointed by the two Missionary Commit- 
tees alternately. The sermon shall be preached on the evening of the first 
day of the sessions of the Board ; and that Committee whose right it is to 
appoint the preacher, shall make the necessary arrangements for that pur- 
pose. The sermon, with the consent of the preacher, shall be printed at 
the expense of the Board, without any special order for that purpose. 

article vni. 
At the Annual Meetings of the Board of Missions, on the first day of 
the session, the Holy Communion shall be administered by or under the 
direction of the presiding Bishop, or, in his absence, of the senior Bishop 
present; and if there be no Bishop present,* then the senior Presbyter 
present, being a member of the Board of Missions ;' and shall be preceded 
by Morning Prayer, at which the officiating Minister shall be appointed by 
the said presiding or senior Bishop, or senior Presbyter presiding. The 
collection at the offertory at such Communion shall be divided equally 
between the Committees for Domestic and Foreign Missions and the Com- 
mission of Home Missions to Colored People, unless any particular offer- 
ing be specially designated, as appropriated by the offerer to either 
department, or to some particular Mission in either, in which case the 
appropriation shall be made accordingly. 

article IX. 
On the second evening of the session at the meetings of the Board of 
Missions, a public Missionary meeting shall be held under the direction of 
the presiding or senior Bishop present, or if no Bishop be present, then of 
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the senior Presbyter present, assisted by the Secretary of the Board, and 
the Secretaries of the two Missionary Committees and of the Commission 
of the Home Missions to Colored People.. 

article x. 
The Protestant Episcopal Commission of Home Missions to Colored 
People shall make an annual report to the Board of Missions. 

ARTICLE XI. 

On all public occasions of the meetings of the Board of Missions, 
collections shall be made in aid of its fuuds. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Special meetings of the Board of Missions may be called on the joint 
request of the three Executive Committees, or on the order of the presid- 
ing Bishop, or any two Bishops, reasonable notice thereof being given 
through the Post-office, and the specific object of such meeting inserted in 
the notice. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

If, from the existence of war, disease, or any other cause, the place of 
Meeting of the Board of Missions, appointed at its last meeting, shall be 
rendered a dangerous or improper place of meeting, the presiding Bishop 
shall have power to change it, and appoint such other place for the purpose 
as he may, under the circumstances, deem most suitable and proper. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

At all meetings of the Board, the Missionaries of the Board in active 
service who may be present, both of the Domestic and Foreign Commit- 
tees, shall be admitted to honorary seats in the Board, with a right to 
participate in the deliberations, but without the right to vote. 

ARTICLE xv. 
The rules of order, customary in similar bodies, are adopted and shall 
be observed in this Society,. its Board of Missions, and Committees. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

All other than the foregoing By-Laws, heretofore in force, are hereby 
rescinded, and the foregoing are adopted and declared to be the By-Laws 
of this Society ; but with the exception of the first, they may be rescinded, 
amended, or enlarged, at any stated meeting of the Board of Missions, by 
an affirmative vote of a majority of the members present ; the Motion for 
that purpose, together with the name of the mover, being duly entered on 
the Journal of the Board, and one day's previous notice given of the pro- 
posed alteration. The first By-Law shall not be rescinded, amended, or 
enlarged, except at a Triennial Meeting of the Board of Missions, on the 
Report of a Special Committee, recommending the same, and an affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of the members present adopting the report and 
recommendation of such Committee.

I beg to communicate to you, and, through you, to the Board of 
Missions, the following Resolution, adopted by the House of Bishops, on 
the 10th day of its Session (Oct. 14th, 1871) : 

Bemlted, That the Memorial of the Convocation in Haiti be referred to the 
Board of Missions, to ascertain what measures may seem to them best for securing 
the effective Episcopal supervision of tjie Parishes in Haiti.

This Memorial of the undersigned members of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Protestant Episcopal Convocation in Haiti, respectfully 
showeth that at the Fifth Annual Session of said Convocation, opened 
with religious solemnities under the Invocation of the Holy Ghost, in 
Trinity Church, at Port-au-Prince, on Trinity Sunday, June 4th, 1871, 
and continued for the dispatch of business the following day, it was 
resolved, after mature deliberation, in which there was a full and free 
expression of opinion on the part of the representatives of the various 
Mission Parishes there present, viz. : those of Holy Trinity, Port-au- 
Prince ; of the Good Shepherd, Cabaret Quatre, and of the Holy Saviour, 
Aux Cayes, that the aforesaid Standing Committee be instructed to 
draw up an humble petition, in the name and on behalf of said Convoca- 
cation, for presentation to the Triennial Session of the General Conven- 
tion, and of the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America, to be holden in October, 1871, praying 
the said general ecclesiastical bodies, in the respective exercise of their 
high prerogatives, to choose, duly set apart and provide for a Foreign 
Missionary Bishop to be resident in Haiti, charged to preside, overlook 
and direct the work of the Church in this Republic; the said petition to 
be drawn up in triplicate, and copies of the same to be respectively ex- 
pedited to the Presiding Bishop of the said Church in the United States ; 
to the Bishop specially charged by him with the oversight of the Church 
in Haiti, and to the Secretary and General Agent of the Foreign Com- 
mittee of the Board of Missions, with the request that these several 
ecclesiastical dignitaries use their discretion in submitting this petitior 
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to the consideration of the general bodies of the American Church at 
the Triennial Session aforesaid. 

Therefore, we the undersigned members of the aforesaid Standing 
Committee, acting in conformity with the said instructions, and with our 
free and full discretion in the matter, do hereby make known the humhle 
prayer and request of the aforesaid Convocation, in which we join, 
adding in support of the same the motives leading to this prayer for a 
Missionary Bishop, resident in Haiti, as the same were developed in the 
debates, preceding the action taken by the said Convocation : 

1st. Because the Bishop who is specially charged to overlook our 
work in Haiti from his distant See in the United States, has found it 
impossible to quit his prior engagements in his own Diocese to visit and 
direct in person the Missionary work of the Church in Haiti. 

2d. Because the said Bishop has experienced great difficulty in find- 
ing any other Bishop to occasionally visit this field for him. 

3rd. Because such are the periodical dangers from epidemic disease 
for strangers visiting this port from a northern clime, and such the 
difficulties of access to this Island, that two Bishops who were engaged 
to visit this field, to wit, the late Right Rev. Alonzo Potter in 1864, 
and the Right Rev. H. B. Whipple in 1871, were prevented from 
doing so by one and the other of these causes. 

4th. Because the lack of immediate Episcopal supervision on the 
spot, by a Bishop resident among us, heading up, directing and lead- 
ing on our work in Haiti, has brought it to a stand still for the last 
five years, and it is now in great danger of languishing by the dis- 
couragement felt by those who have been so long awaiting the spiri- 
tual consolation and Ecclesiastical authority that it is the prerogative 
of Bishops alone to confer upon them, in order that they may be here- 
after more unreservedly devoted to and set apart for the work of the 
Gospel in this Republic, and, 

5th. Because it is now necessary to bring out, in a more palpable 
manner than heretofore, the trulv Apostolical character of our Church 
by placing a Bishop at once at its head, in order that hereafter we may 
not appear to any disadvantage alongside of the pretensions of the 
Roman Church now actively engaged in re-organizing its hierarchy in 
Haiti, in like manner as its evangelical character has so far been sus- 
tained in comparison with the other religious bodies around us, by the 
clerical ministrations of the Priests, Deacon, Catechists and Lay Readers, 
who are now in function among us. 

For these reasons, and others demanding the Apostolic Episcopate for 
all proper Missionary work under the Gospel, which the Church at large 
comprehends better than we can express, your memorialists and peti- 
tioners pray that such a resident Bishop be granted them, and they will

The Order of the Day having been announced, the Rev. Dr. Potter, 
on behalf of the Committee, appointed last year (see Journal, 1870, pp. 
xxii, xxiii), on the Organized Work of Women in the Church, read the 
following 

REPORT. 

The Committee appointed under the following Resolution, adopted at 
the last Annual Meeting of the Board of Missions, to wit : 

fiewJted, That a Committee of Bishops, Clergy and Laity be appointed by the 
Chair, whose duty it shall be to consider and report to the next meeting of this 
Board the best means of associating the organized or individual efforts of Women 
with the Missionary and Educational work of the Church. 

Beg leave respectfully to report, that they have given the subject thus 
committed to them their most serious consideration, and, in seeking for 
those practical measures toward which it looks, have availed themselves 
not only of the wisdom of those of largest experience in connection with 
Woman's Missionary or Educational efforts among ourselves, but also, as 
the Appendix to this Report will show, of the counsel of some of the 
most successful organizers and administrators of Missionary efforts by 
women in our Mother Church of England, and in other lands. 

In approaching the question, "What are the best means of associating 
the organized or individual efforts of women with the Missionary and 
educational work of the Church ?" the Committee rejoice to believe that 
it is no longer necessary to argue the right of women to participate in 
such work, nor to participate in it under the obligations and restrictions 
of organized Societies and Sisterhoods. Indeed, to quote the language 
of a recent Episcopal Address,* the subject " may be said to have passed 
through all the stages of inquiry and consideration usually preliminary 
to practical action." But yet, very little has been done. The whole 
subject floats to most minds in ideal vagueness. In the general thought 
among us it stands out as a beautiful abstraction, about which many line

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things have been said and written, but which few have been fount 
willing to endeavor in any earnest way to convert into reality. 

It is because this Committee believes that the time lias come for suck 
misty generalization to end, that it ventures, without further prelude, to^ 
pass directly to the question of methods. 

(a) It is obvious enough that any extended scheme for enlisting! 
women, actively and practically, in the Missionary work of the Church,! 
must take its rise in those various organizations of the Church's life 
which are already in existence and in operation. In other words, if the 
Church would utilize the energies of women, she must begin not with 
some huge machinery, which shall wholly disregard all ties alreadyi 
existing, but primarily, with woman in her parochial relations. The 
Parish must, at the outset, be the awakener and educator in this 
direction, of every soul within its limits, whose dignity it is to share the 
cares of Mary, and Martha, and Salome. 

There are multitudes of Parishes in the land where there are Missionary 
Societies, in the sense of there being Societies to minister to the physical 
wants of the hungry, and naked, and uncared-for, but there are very 
few Societies or Sisterhoods where the aim is Missionary in that larger 
sense which seeks to carry the whole Gospel — not the bread of earth 
without the water of life, nor yet the religious tract without the food 
for the body, but both together — in a large-hearted, wide-minded effort 
to rescue and save souls. 

And yet the history of Missions, whether in our own or foreign lands 
demonstrates unanswerably that the power of woman, as a Missionary, 
when it has been ripened and directed by warmth of co-operation and 
wisdom of counsel, is almost incalculable. And, therefore, the Com- 
mittee would urge as indispensably initial to the successful realization 
of any extensive plan for enlisting women in the Missionary work of the 
Church, the speedy organization of godly and discreet women in Parishes 
into Parochial Sisterhoods ; or, where this is impracticable, into other 
less distinctive associations, with the definite aim of seeking and savin? 
the lost sheep for whom Christ died. 

As it is, there is, with all our professed faith in organizations of 
women, a pitiful paucity of results. The Committee cannot believe that 
this is because there are no women in all our Parishes with the unselfish- 
ness, the tact, and the genuine love of souls, which are necessary lor 
Missionary work, but rather because such women have never had the 
claims of such work distinctly and persistently urged upon them. It is 
no exaggeration to say that there are thousands of wo.^ien, in this land 
and in this Church, with the gifts, the leisure, and the opportunities, if 
they were only shown how to use them, for doing great and blessed 
service for their Lord. They are bidden to u give, give," but what'' 
Money, garments, tracts — anything and eveiy thing, save that which 
their Loud wants first and "most, and that is, themselves — wholly, 
absolutely, and unreservedly, in a life and service consecrated to Him 
and His, forever I 

And even what they do give of service or thought for Christ's poor 
or ignorant ones under our present system, or w T ant of system, they can 
only give in a desultory, half-hearted, spasmodic way. A woman, " living 
at home, is often surrounded by friends and relations who take little or 
no interest in her attempts at work for the Master," even if they are not 
annoyed by them. It is not only very difficult, but scarcely becoming, for 
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her to assert the importance of her own voluntary undertakings ; and 
yet, the thoughtlessness of others in making demands upon her time 
often reduces her to the necessity of doing so, if she would not have all 
her strength frittered away upon trifles, which she rightly feels to be 
altogether unworthy of her energies. 

Even in one's own mind, it is difficult to adjust such conflicting claims 
as those of poverty or " ignorance " on the one hand, and relationship 
on the other — very painful to assert engagements to the " physically or 
spiritually destitute," as a reason for withdrawing from domestic or social 
engagements. Modesty and sincerity alike shrink from appearing to 
attach more importance to one's own wretched dabblings in charity than 
others are willing to concede to them ; and yet there is a sense of sacred- 
ness about the obligation to the needy and outcast, which makes it im- 
possible to be easy in throwing aside 'engagements for their benefit 
whenever they may happen to clash with engagements of mere pleasure. 
Such conflicts can never arise in a life planned altogether with reference 
to works of charity, and only those who have suffered from them, as 
have Christian women everywhere, can estimate the value of any well- 
tried and trustworthy means of escape. To be torn in two directions by 
the attempt to carry on two different undertakings, or to fulfil two 
different sets of relations at once, almost doubles the fatigue of each ; 
and from such distractions of mind, organized Sisterhoods, or similar 
associations, though your Committee by no means holds them to be 
always and everywhere alike indispensable, do unquestionably offer 
effectual protection.* 

In other words, the Church cannot afford to fritter away one of her 
mightiest forces, when it can most surely be conserved and increased by 
wise and judicious organization. And, therefore, the Committee would 
recommend the practical adoption of the plan of organized Sisterhoods 
(a.) in our several Parishes. What work such Sisterhoods shall under- 
take, how far they shall be charitable or educational, or both, in their 
aims, must depend on the fields in which they are called to work, and the 
unavoidable limitation of means and numbers by which they may be re- 
stricted. But many a Parish possesses already the germ of an efficient 
Sisterhood in the Dorcas, or Sewing, or Benevolent Societies, at present 
at work in it. Let such Societies be lifted to the level of something 
higher than half-social, half beneficent associations. Let them classify 
themselves into full and associate Sisters. Let them have a rule of life, 
and a definite bond of union. Let them be led to recognize their capa- 
bilities in carrying on the aggressive and educational work of the 
Church, and who does not know that multitudes of earnest and godly 
women, working now timidly, hesitatingly, and therefore feebly, would 
go forth in a sense of recognized place, and definite responsibility 
in the Master's service, to do for Him and for His Church such a work as 
our doubting hearts have never dreamed of. 

(b.) From Parochial Sisterhoods (which, it may be well to remark, 
may be either Sisterhoods connected with a single Parish, or, in places of 
limited population, may consist of any association of women from dif- 
ferent Parishes) the advance is naturally and inevitably to Diocesan 
Sisterhoods. These, from their more responsible position, should be 
composed of women of enlarged experience, and of conspicuous aptitudes 
for Missionary or educational work.

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They should not only be subject, in common with all Parochial Sister 
hoods, to the general supervision and unreserved inspection of the Bishop, 
but also in a sense peculiar and exclusive to his need and call. We have 
as yet no Sisterhoods in this country available for Diocesan work, and 
yet it must be obvious that, in a land like ours, with its opening and ex- 
panding field of usefulness, there must often arise occasions when a com- 
munity might almost be won en masse to Christ and His Church, if, at 
the critical moment, the Bishop could command a few devout and judi- 
cious women to cany the Gospel into its homes ; to open schools ; to 
gather in the young ; to organize pious persons already to be found there 
for Christian work, and thus to form a nucleus, around which a mo- 
mentary enthusiasm might permanently and healthfully crystallize. 

And at this point it is proper that the Committee should urge upon 
the recognition of this Board, as a very important means of enabling 
the Church to avail itself of the organized efforts of women, what is 
known in our mother Church of England as the Order of Deaconesses. 
The Committee venture to include in this Report the following state- 
ment of "general principles" and "proposed rules" drawn up and con- 
curred in at a recent Conference in England, by the Bishops of Ely, Ches- 
ter, Salisbury, Peterborough, and Bath and Wells, and sundry of the 
Clergy of their several Dioceses, and communicated to the Church at 
large by the Very Reverend Dr. Howson, the Dean of Chester, who has 
so recently and so happily spoken in this place : 

I. General Principle?. 
(a.) Definition of a Deaconess. 

A Deaconess is a woman set apart by a Bishop under that title, for service in the 
Church. 

(b.) Relation of a Deaconess to a Bls7u?p. 

(1.) No Deaconess, or Deaconess Institution, shall officially accept or resign work 
in a Diocese without the express authori y of the Bishop of that Diocese, which 
authority may at any time be withdrawn. 

(2.) A Deaconess shall be at liberty to Tesign her commission as Deaconess, or 
may be deprived of it by the Bishop of the Diocese in which she is working. 

(c.) Relation of a Deaconess to an Incumbent. 

No Deaconess shall official ly accept work in a Parish (except it be in some nmi- 
Parochial position, ms in a hospital or the like) without the express authority of the 
Incumbent of that Parish, which authority may at any time be withdrawn. 

(d.) Relation of a Deaconess to a Deaconess Institution. 

In all matters not connected with the Parochial or other system under which she 
is summoned to work, a Deaconess may, if belonging to a Deaconess Institution, act 
in harmony with the general rules of such Institution. 

The Bishops above-named have also united in setting forth the fol- 
lowing " suggested rules " : 

(a.) Probation. 

It w essential that none be admitted as a Deaconess without careful previous 
preparation, both technical and religious. 

(6.) Dress. 

A Deaconess should wear a dress which is at once simple and distinctive. 

(c.) Reliyious knowlcige. 

It is essential to the efficiency of a Deaconess that she should maintain her habit 
of prayer and meditation, and aim at continual progress in religious knowledge. 
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(rf.) Designation and signature. 

It is desirable that a Deaconess should not drop the use of her surname : and, 
with this end in view, it is suggested that her official designation should be " Dea- 
cone*$ A. B." (Christiau and surname), and her official signature should be "A. D. 
Deaconess." 

P.S.— It is desirable that each Deaconess Institution should have a body of As- 
inc'iaies attached to it, for the purpose of general counsel and co-operation.

The Committee respectfully commend these " principles and sug- 
gested rules " to the Rt. Bevereud the Diocesan and Missionary Bishops 
who arc members of this Board, as furnishing a sufficient outline for the 
immediate inauguration of similar organizations in their several jurisdic- 
tions, to be employed in the more distinctively Missionary or Educational 
work of our Church, as need may arise or occasion require. 

(c.) It only remains to your Committee to recommend, before closing, 
some more definite forms of organization for that still remaining and not 
yet utilized capability for Missionary usefulness residing in the large 
class of women who, because of their domestic relations, or for other 
reasons, cannot ordinarily be included in any scheme for Parochial or 
Diocesan Sisterhoods or Associations of Deaconesses. 

One such form has already been found and most happily tested in the 
Ladies' Domestic Relief Association, whose branches exist in Parishes 
scattered ail over the land. There are Bishops and Presbyters from 
Maine to the Gulf, and from the Alleghanies to the Pacific, who can 
bear testimony to the wise, and tender, and blessed ministries of this 
modest auxiliary to the Church's Missionary work. Above all, there 
are Missionary homes, all over this broad land, to which its loving and 
discriminating benefactions have gone, that bless God, with grateful 
heart**, and a courage more steadfast than ever, for its practical assur- 
ance of the Church's far-reaching and living sympathy. 

The Committee would earnestly recommend that the Domestic and 
Foreign Committees be authorized, if necessary, to enlarge the powers 
and the functions of this well tried and most successful agency for 
organizing and utilizing the individual efforts of women, by providing 
that it shall be erected into a Ladies' (or Woman's) Auxiliary Missionary 
Society, with branches, as far as possible, in every Parish in the land, 
governed by simple rules, in harmony with the Constitution of this Board, 
and having for its aims. 

(a.) The increase of its funds. 

(5.) The circulation of Missionary publications. 

(c.) The education of Missionaries. 

(</.) The making, collecting and distributing of articles of clothing 
for Missionaries and their families. 

(e.) The education of Missionaries' children. 

This Ladies' (or Woman's) Auxiliary Society to have at its headquarters 
a Central Committee, and a special department in the Spirit of Missions ; 
the Society to hold Annual Meetings, where its Branches may be re- 
presented by delegates duly chosen ; the Central Committee to have power 
to undertake any special work, such as thflt, e. g. % among the Indians, and 
to control its own funds, and the Committee also to have the right to 
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nominate Missionaries directly to the Foreign Committee, and, through 
the Bishops, to the Domestic Committee. Your Committee would also 
recommend that membership in the Ladies' (or Woman's) Auxiliary 
Society shall be recorded in New York, and that certificates of mem- 
bership should be issued on the payment (say) of one dollar. 

If some of these suggestions should seem too minute, your Committee 
would venture to remind the Board that its Resolution asks for definite 
and specific methods, which the Committee have endeavored, as above, to 
suggest. 

In conclusion, your Committee desire to record their indebtedness for 
prompt and full responses to their inquiries for information in regard to 
organizations for woman's work in other parts of Christendom, to the 
Bishops of London, Winchester, Salisbury, and the Rt. Rev. Dr. Staley, 
from Lord Hatherly, the Lord Chancellor of England, Sir. Bartle Frere, 
Miss Longley (daughter of the late Archbishop of Canterbury), the Rev. 
Berdmore Compton, and the Rev. William Pennyfather, of the Church 
of England. From M. de Pressens£, of the Reformed French Com- 
munion, and from Dr. Emmanuel Wichern, concerning the Deaconesses- 
Institution at Kaisersworth, in Germany. These communications are 
too voluminous to be included in this Report, but it is intended to place 
them within the reach of the members of this Board, and of our Church 
generally, in a publication soon to be issued. Each one of them is rich 
in practical suggestions, and some of them are especially valuable as 
bearing upon a point which your Committee have been compelled to 
leave untouched, viz. : the relations of Sisterhoods or other similar 
organizations to Missionary work in Foreign lands. 

In submitting this Report to the Board, your Committee feel that it 
only remains to them to urge upon the members of this Board, and 
especially upon their reverend Brethren of the Clergy, the importance of 
prompt and resolute action. If the Church believes in organized Sister- 
hoods, or associations of women, as wise and efficient instrumentalities for 
doing the Master's work, in the name of that Mastek, let us not hesitate 
to use them. 

The Church has already a Training-house for women (that in Phila- 
delphia), and organized Sisterhoods in several of her Dioceses; but her 
members have too long and too widely stood aloof from these institutions, 
regarding them, often, with only doubtful approbation, and oftener, still, 
with ill-concealed suspicion. It is time that we were done with such 
half-hearted recognition. Your Committee earnestly urge the reverend 
Clergy in our large centres of wealth and influence, to call upon wora^n 
who may be unembarrassed by domestic or other ties to give their 
means, their hearts, themselves, to the work of the Lord Jesus. 

Your Committee also respectfully call upon this Board to put its 
unequivocal stamp of approbation upon wisely-matured and well ordered 
organizations of women, as an agency imperatively demanded in the 
Missionary work. w^'Zm 

And, with this view, your Committee beg leave respectfully to submit 
for the consideration of this Board the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That this Board, recognizing: the tested value of organizations of Chris- 
tian women in prosecuting the work of Christ and His Church, hereby recommends 
that measures be immediately taken for engrafting such Associations as may hereafter 
be organized under the constitutional provisions of this Board, upon the already exist- 
ing Missionary Organizations of this Church, whether by the formation of §l Sister- 
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hoods Auxiliary," or otherwise, in such manner as may be deemed most practicable 
and expedient 

Resolved, That the Rt. Reverend, the Missionary Bishops of this Church, together 
with the Bishops of Louisiana, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Kansas, be a Committee to 

consider and report at what measures, if any, are practicable and expedient, 

in order to provide for the opening of an institution, or institutions, in the East, West, 
Northwest, or Southwest, for the training of Deaconesses for service in the Church's 
Missionary or Educational work. 

Resolved, That the suggestions contained in this Report as to the organization of 
a Woman's Society Auxiliary to the Board of Missions, be referred to the Reverend 
Secretaries of the various departments of this Board, with power to mature such 
Organization as may seem to them practicable and expedient, and submit it to the con- 
sideration of the Church at large, through the Spirit of Missions. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The Board met; the Right Rev. the Bishop of Ohio took the Chair, 
and offered appropriate devotions. 

In pursuance of arrangements, announced last evening, the Very 
Rev. Dr. Howson, Dean of Chester, addressed the Board on the subject 
of Employing the Agency of Women in the work of the Church. 
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At the close of his Address the Right Rev. the Bishop of Western 
New York offered the following Resolution : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Board be tendered to the Very Rev. the Dean 
of Chester for his highly interesting and instructive Address. 

The Resolution was passed unanimously, the vote being taken stand- 
ing. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of Nebraska and Dakota then read his 
Annual Report.* 

The Report was, on Motion, referred to the Committee on the Domestic 
Committee's Report. 

The Rev. J. A. Paddock, D.D., offered the following Resolution. 

Resolved, That, under a deep conviction of the obligation to do all that in us lies 
for the remnant of the Aborigines of this Land, and with grateful acknowledgment 
of the blessing vouchsafed to our Missionaries to this race, and in view of the door 
of enlarged usefulness now open to us, 

This Board, charged with the oversight of the Missionary Work, respectfully 
ask the House of Bishops to mark this Year of Jubilee by taking such action as 
may lead to the election and consecration of a Bishop for that portion of the Mis- 
sionary Field, embraced in the Indian Reservation. 

The Hon. Columbus Delano, Secretary of the Interior, then addressed 

the House. 

Mr. Wm. Welsh offered the following Resolution : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this House be tendered to the Hon. Columbus 
Delano, for his Address. 

The Resolution was adopted,Jthe vote being taken standing. 

After remarks from the Right Rev. the Bishop of Minnesota and the 
Rev. S. D. Hinman, both of whom by invitation addressed the House, 
the Resolution offered by the Rev. Dr. Paddock was adopted. 

The House then on Motion adjourned. m 



Wednesday, October 18, 1871. 

The Board met. The Right Rev. the Bishop of Kansas took the 
Chair, and offered appropriate devotions. 

The Minutes of the last two meetings were read and approved. 

The Order of the Day having been announced, 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of New Hampshire, on behalf of the 
Committee on the Report of the Commission of Home Missions to Col- 
ored People, made the following Report : 

The Committee to whom was referred the Report of the Commission 
of Home Missions to Colored People, together with the Resolutions of- 
fered by a member of the Board of Missions, providing for the discon- 
tinuing "of that Commission, beg leave respectfully to report. 

# See Appendix L. 
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The record of the year now ended is by no means satisfactory. Only 
one-third the amount which this Board one year ago declared to be 
needed for the year has been secured. The Commission seem to your 
Committee to have done their duty faithfully and well. Their appoint- 
ment of District Secretaries, who, acting without salary, should in their 
own neighborhood represent the interests of the Commission and urge 
the needs of this work, was, in our judgment, wise. We cannot but 
hope for a considerably increased efficiency of these local agencies the 
ensuing year. 

It has beeu, we believe, the earnest desire and purpose of all who 
are concerned, that the work of the Commission should be carried on in 
entire subordination to the Ecclesiastical authority of the Dioceses in 
which it is employed, and in perfect harmony therewith. This ought to 
extend, and so far as your Committee are iuformed, does extend to the 
establishing not alone of Churches and Missions, but also of Church 
Schools, and to all matters appertaining to the ordering of those schools, 
which receive aid through this Board. In our opinion, this mutual 
co-operation cannot be too cordial or too close. 

The Committee have carefully considered the Resolution referred to 
them, looking to the discontinuance, at this time, of the Commission, 
and to the merging of its work in the general work of the Board of 
Missions. It is manifestly undesirable on general grounds that there 
should be a separate department, like this, providing for a single race. 
The anomaly should, we think, be continued no longer than the exigencies 
of the case demand it. The Commission ought to lay down its trust as 
soon as that can be safely done. 

Your Committee are unanimously of the opinion that this time has 
not yet arrived. Several years ago it was thought that school-houses 
and Christian schools were urgently needed for the Colored people. But 
the Committees on Domestic and on Foreign Missions, do not build 
school-houses or churches. Therefore this Commission was appointed, to 
whom this whole business might be entrusted. Under the fostering care 
of the Church, acting through this Commission, valuable property has 
been secured in several places, and schools have been opened. The 
number of children in attendance at these schools does not appear to 
have been noticeably diminished by the opening of the secular common 
schools. In all our schools, as is evident from the Report laid before us 
a large amount of religious instruction is given by the teachers. In con- 
nection with some of the schools, Services are held, on the Lord's day, 
by ordained Ministers. This Committee are unanimously and very 
strongly of the opinion, that this last or something more than equivalent 
to it, ought as soon as as possible to be made general. 

The School is very valuable in itself. Yet it is oui firm belief, that 
the religious instruction and direct influence through the School, are by 
no means sufficient ; are by no means the principal thing to be had in 
view. 

These children should not, in any instance, be left to scatter on Sun- 
day. Nor is it enough that they be brought to a Sunday School, though 
this is much. For very great good to be dope, a congregation of adult 
persons, as well as children, must be gathered on the Lord's Day, and 
distinct pastoral care must be exercised. To this, as we believe, the 
School must be made subordinate — to the preaching of the Gospel, the 
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ministering of the Sacraments, the offering of Prayer and Praise, and the 
loving pastoral oversight of the Christian Minister. 

Moreover, experience seems to show, that the Colored people, for the 
most, require to worship in congregations by themselves, and that usually 
a Ministry of their own race is most efficient. 

How shall we gather a congregation ? It may be that in some 
instances, a Clergyman, wise, loving, patient, and of humble 6pirit, can 
go among the adults first, and draw them in. But, in most places, the 
prejudices of these people are strong against us. And it is not easy to 
induce one of them to go where the others do not go. 

Just here comes in the Christian School. Over and above the 
benefit derived from the direct religious instruction given in the School, 
a nucleus of a Congregation is obtained. The children are taught to 
sing, and respond in the Service. The parents see that we are sincerely 
interested in their welfare, and their prejudices pass away. " The heart 
of the Fathers is turned unto the children," and we are enabled through 
the school to reach the parents and to gather them in. 

Who shall these Pastors be ? Our parochial Clergy can do something. 
But it is undeniable that for a large and permanent control, Colored 
Ministers must be had. 

But not many are now at hand. What is to be done ? We can see 
nothing but to look out suitable men, who are godly and of good report, 
and to furnish them a special training for the work of preaching the 
Gospel. It is thought by those who are conversant with the facts, that 
such men can be found. To some extent they can be gathered into 
schools, as into the Normal School at Raleigh. Your Committee deem 
it of the utmost importance that the greatest possible efficiency be given 
to this School, and to any others of a like scope. 

To this business of obtaining a due supply of competent Ministers 
from among the Colored people, the Church ought, in the judgment of 
your Committee, now most of all to apply herself. This is our present 
work. The Commission ought to be amply able to give assistance in this 
wherever assistance is desirable. 

In this whole matter of reaching the Colored people in our own country, 
the Committee do not think we have need to be discouraged. We must 
settle it in our mind that we have a long work before us, and must pa- 
tiently prepare to do it No short-sighted, timid policy will suffice. 

If we are authorised to minister in Christ's name to the people of 
this land, we cannot start back from the responsibility. Nor is it to be 
doubted that the Ritual, and the responsive services of our Church, to- 
gether with the plain, practical, concrete teaching of creed and catechism, 
are especially fitted to engage the attention of the African race, and with 
God's blessing, to do them the most substantial good. 

Christian compassion for these people who have need, the love of oar 
common Saviour, and a decent regard for the Catholicity of the Churcb, 
for its character as a living, efficient member of the Lord's Body, impel 
us to go forward in this work. 

The Committee would most respectfully recommend to this Board the 
passage of the following Resolutions. 

Remlved, That it is expedient to continue the Commission of Home Missions to 
Colored People. 

Renhed, That wherever it is practicable, and just as soon as it can be done,* 
Congregation ought to be gathered on the Lord's Day, under an ordained Minister. 
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Resolved, That this Board will, through its Commission, gladly cooperate with 
the Bishops and Clergy, in measures which they may suggest, looking to a supply of 
Missionaries, or Pastors for Congregations of Colored people.

Rev. Mr. Anstice, on behalf of the Committees on the Publications of 
the Board, made the following Report : 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of the Publica- 
tions of the Board of Missions, beg leave to report that they have con- 
sidered the entire subject and the various suggestions made in the debate 
which resulted in their appointment. They have also gathered the 
opinions and recommendations of many members of the Board, which 
they have not failed to discuss, although, as might have been expected, 
they could adopt only a portion of them. . They submit the following 
Resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the proceedings of the Board of Missions at each Annual Meet- 
ing, including the Reports of the Missionary Bishops and of the three Committees, be 
printed in pamphlet form, and that a copy be sent to every member of the Board, 
and to every Clergyman of the Church in charge of a Congregation. 

2. Resolved, That the Board earnestly requests every Clergyman, receiving this 
pamphlet, to read or present to his people, on occasions of public Service, the Reports 
of the Missionary Bishops, or such extracts from them or from the other papers in- 
cluded, as may, in his judgment, do the most to inform and interest them in the work 
of the Board. 

3. Resolved, That the December number of the Spirit of Missions be made and 
entitled " The Jubilee Number;" and that it contain, First, The Triennial Sermon of 
the Bishop of Pittsburgh ; Second, The Addresses at the Missionary Meeting of Oct. 
6th; Third, Those of the two Services of Oct 12, the day of the Jubilee; Fourth, 
The Address of the Dean of Chester on Woman's Work in the Church, with such 
narrative and explanation as the Secretaries may choose to insert. 

4. Resolved, That the Secretaries of the Domestic and Foreign Committees be in- 
structed to furnish the Missionary Bishops, for their personal circulation, as many 
copies of their Reports to the Board as they may desire, beginning with those pre- 
sented at this Session. 

5. Resolved, That the Diocesan as well as the Missionary Bishops be earnestly 
requested to communicate to the Spirit op Missions and other Publications of the 
Board, from time to time, concerning the Mission work in their several Dioceses ; and 
especially facts and incidents which may help to set before the Church the evidences 
of growth and progress, and the labors of its devoted Missionaries. 

The Committee beg leave to say further that, after careful inquiry 
into the cost of the Board's serial Publications, and into the details of 
their business management and editorship, they are unanimous in recom- 
mending the adoption of these additional Resolutions : 

6. Resolved, That the Board declares its approval and endorsement, as most use- 
ful in their several departments, of " The Spirit of Missions," " Home and 
Abroad," "The Carrier Dove" and "The Christian Soldier and Children's 
Guest," and that, appreciating the difficulties of editorship under the precise circum- 
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stances of these Periodicals, it commends them to the increased patronage of the 
Church, as worthy of its pride and its cordial co-operation. 

7. Resolved, That the Bishops and Members of the Board, in the various Dioceses 
and Missionary Jurisdictions, be requested to arrange with the Secretaries, by the 
appointment of Diocesan or Parochial Agents, or otherwise, for a more thorough 
canvassing for and collection of subscriptions for the Publications of the Board.

Thursday, Oct. 19^, 1871. 

The Board met. Prayers were offered by the Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Pittsburgh. The Right Rev. the Bishop of Delaware took the Chair. 

The Right Rev. the Assistant Bishop of Maryland, on behalf of the 
Committee on the Foreign Committee's Report presented and read the 
following Report : 

Your Committee have examined, as carefully as their time and other 

Erassing duties would permit, the Report of the Foreign Committee to the 
toard of Missions, with the accompanying Reports on the China, Japan, 
and African Missions, and are rejoiced to find so much in them to 
encourage the heart and fire the enthusiasm of the little children of the 
Kingdom. The fact that this year brings into the Treasury of the Lord 
$32,773,77, for the work abroad, more than was realized last year, must 
be hailed with devoutest joy and thanksgiving to God, who has put 
it into the hearts of His people to lay on the altar of duty, in self- 
sacrifice, so substantial a proof of their increasing love for the work, and 
what is better still increasing confidence in the work. 

And yet, while we find cause of joy in this advance on the Contribu- 
tions of last year, the contemplation of the statistics of the last three 
years, is sad. It presents a strange fluctuation in the stream of our 
charity, which is well calculated to fill us with surprise, and call the 
blush of shame to our cheeks. This fluctuation confuses the Committee, 
disarranges its operations, leads to disappointment, and ends in debt. 
The Committee can only execute the trust that is committed to them. 
They cannot create means. They have no mint where the gold and 
the silver can be coined. They are wholly dependent on the offerings 
which the people bring in. 
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This fluctuation checks the great Mission work that is absorbing 
mind, and heart, and time, and causes them incalculable trouble. It 
surely becomes the Church to adopt a safer and wiser principle. Swing- 
ing, like the pendulum, between moderate supply and suplying deficiency 
is not the allotment they expect at the hands of the Church, they are so 
unselfishly serving. 

If all the Parishes were to give, if not of their abundance, of their 
necessities, and give regularly, and from fixed principle, the result would 
be a constantly replenished treasury, and your Board would be, under God, 
usefully strengthened for their work. 

The loss of the services of the able and most efficient Secretary and 
General Agent, occasioned by his resignation in 1870, was a cause of 
profound regret ; and yet, as the Agents of so vast a work must change 
with time, your Committee feel that they can congratulate you and the 
Church on the successor chosen. He brings to the office the rarest 
qualities of mind and heart. To the deep, broad sympathy of his nature, 
he adds an intellectual power, which must make him a most successful 
pleader for the cause he advocates. We speak that we do know, and 
testify that we have seen and heard. We have walked in the dews of 
his gentle and persuasive eloquence, time and again. We have breathed 
the enthusiasm of his soul as the theme passed before him in all its touch- 
ing beauty, and grandeur. The right man in the right place we assured- 
ly now have. 

The Missionary Boxes are a happy discovery, and it is the hope of 
your Committee, that they may be worked up to the full measure of 
their capacity for usefulness. The one great, magnificent idea that 
underlies and verifies the system, simply as it is, is this. It has caught 
up the true Apostolic temper, and brought it into closest heart-contact 
with the childhood of the Church. Giving by impulse, has been the 
riciousness of too much of the charity of past years. Giving as the Lord 
hath prospered by due laying by in store on the first day of the week, is 
the crowning glory of the present system, as far as it is shadowed forth 
it those Mite Boxes which touch the heart and sympathies of childhood, 
the sweetest and the tenderest of the influences that make up home 
and hearthstone. 

So that, while the fragments are being gathered up, and the two mites 
of the widow are still passed over into the Treasury of the Lord, the 
adult membership is being rapidly and steadily educated up to the only 
reliable system of charity. No greater blessing can be conferred on the 
Church of our love than those efforts which look to the educating of the 
practical power of childhood, and the forming in them of habits, of steady 
and sustained benevolence. No sweeter guarantee could be given of the 
future well-being of the Church than a manhood and womanhood 
developed in a childhood so trained. 

There is much, on which we could dwell with pleasure and profit, if 
time al{owed. That wonderful letter, sent by a daughter of Greece, in 
the firsd glimpses of the morning of hope that had broken on her own 
*oul, to her Indian sister far over the sea, which was so full of the sweet- 
est hearl-sympathy, so pervaded by the fragrance of the flower of charity, 
so rich inVthe truest consolations of the Gospel of peace, and mighty in 
truth, fljme repeat, this letter, in which Greece in her renovated beauty 
greets the Naughing waters of the new world, more than consecrates that 
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Mission, while the other evidences of the good that is being accomplished' 
commend it to the care and confidence of the Church. 

The work in China and Japan goes on as successfully as the most 
sanguine could reasonably hope. 

The African Mission suffers from Providential causes. The good 
Bishop, who has had charge of it has returned, bearing in his body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus ; and we all know how much is lost by the 
personal withdrawal of the chief shepherd from the flock. It seems to 
your Committee, that some provision should be made to meet the ex- 
egencies of the case, and Missionaries of the colored race should be pre- 
pared by a careful intellectual and moral training for the field, and tnen 
sent out. Deeply imbued with the elevating spirit of our Liturgy and 
highly educated, they would be the best sowers of the seed in their 
fatherland. Bishops of that race are a necessity. Judiciously chosen,, 
and Divinely commissioned, they would make the Apostleship there^ in 
some degree, a reproduction of those ancient and honored Sees of Hippo 
and Carthage, where St. Augustine displayed the beauties of his learning 
and marvellous eloquence, and where St. Cyprian stood forth the de- 
fender of the faith. We fear that we are losing the golden opportunity 
while we so sadly overlook the young men of promise in that neglected 
race, who are susceptible of mental and moral oulture, and who would 
be the very best workmen we could send out. An Apostleship and 
Priesthood of their own they must have. No other Ministry will suffice. 
We think the sooner this can be secured the better. We nave already 
too long closed our eyes to the importance of the measure, and suffered 
ourselves to be left far in the wake of other bodies of people. We who with 
a Liturgy so rich and varied, and a faith so positive, ought to be the 
foremost in the work, and the most successful in it. It is, however, for 
you and the General Council of the Church now assembled inConvention 
to devise such things as you may determine to be needful. 

With regard to Hayti, your Committee would suggest that Bishop 
Payne be requested to give it such supervision, from time to time, as in 
his judgment may be necessary. 

The sweet, sad memories of the past, which this Report brings 
up for review, are not the least of the rich treasures it exhibits. 
Saintly names are inscribed in letters of light on the walls of that 

florious temple we have erected in China, Japan, Greece and Africa, 
[inor, and Messenger, and Hoffman, and Parker, and others of whom 
the world was not worthy, who endured the Cross, and only quitted 
the field of active service at the bidding of the great Captain of 
our Salvation, strong in the " loving Crucified One " who will guard 
the seed they sowed, and so freely watered with their blood — men — 
all of them — bold to adventure for Christ, and as meek in spirit as 
they were heroic to endure — men, who left behind them country and 
home, solely because God called them, and the poor benighted heathen 
needed their sympathy and labors of love. The saintly Boone, who 
was consecrated Missionary Bishop in 1844, and died in 1864, wa* blest 
with the gift of tongues, not miraculously conferred as on the day of 
Pentecost, but the reward of patient and exhaustive toil. He has left 
the memorial of a life well-spent, in the Word of God and Book /of Com- 
mon Prayer translated in part into the language spoken at Shanghai. 
Among those soldiers of the Cross, there were women*, not a/few, who 
bore the mantle of the Dorcases and Lydias of old, and followfed closely

in the foot-prints of those who were ever foremost in good works ; whose 
memory is as dear to us, and as fresh to-day as when the dews of their 
charity fell so softly on the pathway of the heathen for whom they 
offered np their lives. We must be less than men if we can gaze on 
these pictures on the wall and not thank God and take courage. The 
field is the world. That is our watchword. The arms of our branch 
of the one Church Catholic are this day extended to the four quarters of 
the globe, in feeble imitation of the love of our Lord Jesus, who ex- 
tended His arms on the Cross, so as to embrace a world that sin had 
marred and Satan had seduced from loyalty to the Throne of God. We 
rejoice that it is so. 

Your Committee are firmly convinced that this broad catholicity of 
love is the true power of Missions. They are as firmly persuaded that 
the efficiency of the Church in her home work is quickened and intensified 
by the glowing fervor of a faith that recognizes the limitless extent of 
the piety and mercy of Jesus, and sees in the scope of its vision nothing 
less than the world, the whole world, which it acknowledges as the 
theatre on which to display its outgoing catholicity of soul. 

The field is the world. The Church, rising to the magnitude and 
grandeur of our Lord's own words, and demonstrating by tangible acts 
that she has a heart-grasp of that Divine commission, is at this time cele- 
brating her Jubilee of Memorial. There is no antagonism between the 
field at home and abroad — there can be none. The pulsations of the 
heart, as it is swept by the finger of God, are in perfect harmony, in 
general and sweet accord, whether the once classic snores of Greece, the 
antiquity of the so-called Celestial Empire, and the benighted shores of 
Africa, be the object of effort ; or the grander empire of the West and the 
North West, the South and the South West, which is to-day the home of 
refinement and the abode of a stalwart enterprize — the most magnificent 
Empire on which the sun now shines, and which is so mysterious in its 
magnificence that the devout Churchman is compelled to pause in won- 
dering solicitude, while the problem of its future civilization and Chris- 
tianization is being solved. 

Your Committee think that the children of the Church have been too 
much accustomed to the idea of foreign Missions; and that they have 
unconsciously forgotten the old heathen maxim that nothing human 
can be foreign to us, and the far grander, because truer, maxim of the 
Cross, that all are one in Christ, and that foreigners there are none in the 
nomenclature of Christ our Lord. Take all care of Home Missions. 
Give all you can. But forget not that Christ died to save the world, 
and that on every Church this devout work devolves. 

We hold by succession direct from the Apostles, who were sent out by 
our Lord. That is our noblest as it is our only solid claim to the respect 
and veneration of the world, as the sent of God. The world alone bounds 
the grand commission. It is therefore our duty in part with others to 
extend the kingdom to the heathen until the lost sheep are all brought 
to the fold. Can it be that the star of the Epiphany will be denied its 
allotted orbit in the firmament of the Church in this noble land, when 
we remember that the mother Church bade it shine so lovingly on us. 
Will we allow the wise Men of the East the privilege of presenting the 
gold and frankincense and myrrh to Christ our Lord, while we withhold 
the gold that is needful to speed on the Gospel which Christ came to 
reveal, and thus leave the heathen without effort to save them ? The 
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outgoings of the life of God in the soul of man gave this continent in 
part to Christ, and nothing less than a like going out of faith and love 
to those beyond us can, under God, secure its final and fullest conquest. 
Men may talk of the fanaticism of foreign Missionary work, and mock 
at what it calls the weakness of credulity, which looks for fruit in any 
degree corresponding with the outlay of means. But so long as the field 
is declared to be the world by the Lord Jesus, who died to save it — so 
long as God declares that all men have sprung from one common origin 
— so long as neighbor means humanity — so long as the Church is declared 
to be the home provided for all, we shall cling to the broadest catholicity 
of spirit as the truest type of the mind that was in Christ, and feel oar- 
selves ennobled by the love that has gone out from us to China, 
Greece, Japan and Africa. We thank God that in our devotion to the 
Household of the Faith we have had something to give to the heathen in 
his blindness. We have no time to waste in fruitless controversy. We 
cannot afford to lose one single opportunity of doing good because of a 
supposed antagonism which some men fancy they can discover between 
the two great departments of our work. There is no such antagonism. 
It is all home work in one sense. Is not the dwelling place of the China- 
man, the Japanese and African a home to every lowly worshipper of th« 
Lord Jesus, Who said, Go ye into all the world, and Who bids us press 
to our bosom every brother who shares our humanity and is entitled to 
the new birth of water and the Spirit in the kingdom He established? 
It is all work abroad. Does not the smallest rivulet of our charity, that 
flows from the inner heart spring, water and refresh some lone brother 
whose life is from without to us ? Let the poor, then, give of their pov- 
erty. Let the rich give of their abundance. Let all, rich and poor, 
learn the luxury of giving that which costs them something. Then, 
indeed, will our Jubilee be an epoch ever to be remembered. Thousands 
of dollars are given to build hospitals to hand down to after ages the 
name which the next succeeding wave of the river of time will wash oat. 
Asylums for the arts and sciences are reared to secure us some memorial 
that can outlive us only a few fleeting years. How comes it to pass that 
among the thousands of our wealthy converts not one is found who is 
willing to endow this great Missionary Society with hundreds of thou- 
sands, to nerve the hearts of our Bishops and cheer the elders and 
brethren, and enable them to seize the opportunity of planting the stand- 
ard of the Cross on the mountain peaks and valleys that are now ripe 
for the harvest ? This is but the measure of their duty. 

Your Committee would express the hope that this Jubilee may be 
made jubilant by the prompt raising of a Jubilee Fund. Let it rise to 
attest our love tor Christ. Let the dew-drops of our charity swell into 
the rivulet, and the rivulet into the river, and the river into the ocean, 
until the whole earth is made to taste of the righteousness of the Lord, 
and all its waste places are made to blossom as the rose. Feeling 
evaporates. Sensibilities, kindled into glow, grow cold, unless they are 
quickened into action. The heart-gush which this Jubilee called forth 
must fail of its intended result unless we are careful to give it some tan- 
gible form, and make it the embodiment of love in the great Mission 
work of Christ our Lord. 

Is it not written that " His Name shall endure for ever ; His Name 
shall remain under the sun among the posterities which shall be blessed 
through Him, and all the heathen shall praise Him. Blessed be the 
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Name of His majesty forever, and all the earth shall be full of His 
majesty." And shall we not say, Amen ! Amen ! Say it not merely 
with the tongue in the grand old Gregorian Chant, but with the tongue 
of deeds, more musical by far — deeds redolent with the Name of Jesus, 
King of kings and Lord of lords, which shall notch themselves in the 
ages to come on heathen temples, until changed by the Spirit of the 
Lord into temples of holiness, they shall become the dwelling-place of 
the Lord Jehovah. 

Your Committee would respectfully propose the following Resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the Church's gratitude for the memories of the martyrs who have 
gone before, having laid down their lives on foreign fields in sympathy for a world 
they would have won for Christ, is due to God, Who hath set their stars in the 
firmament, to enkindle like burning enthusiasm in those of us who remain.

The Secretary and General Agent of the Foreign Committee explained 

the various items in the Financial Statement in the Report of the Foreign 

Committee ; when it was 

On Motion of the Rev. B. H. Paddock, D.D., 

Resolved, That the Board has listened with interest and pleasure to the voluntarily 
proffered and minute explanation on the part of its Foreign Secretary and General 
Agent of the disbursments of its funds during the last year; and it desires to assure 
the Church at large of its. entire confidence in the wisdom that has guided the 
Foreign Committee in the matter of its necessary expenses. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of Wisconsin offered the following paper: 

Whereas, The Board of Missions, by the favor of Almighty God, has been per- 
mitted, at its present session, to celebrate its Jubilee ; 

And whereas, The General Convention, at the same time, through all its deliber- 
ation and action, has rejoiced in a spirit of harmony and unity which we can attribute 
only to tho Divine Blessing ; 

And whereas, The Board, for several years past, has been obliged to miss from its 
councils and work many of our Brethren, Clerical and Lay, who have been bound 
together in another association for the same general object, the extension of the 
Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ ; 

And whereas, The Board longs to signalize its Jubilee, and to perpetuate the 
unity and harmony of the present great Council of the Church, by the reunion of our 
whole Church in the prosecution of its Missionary work ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Board earnestly and affectionately entreats the American 
Church Missionary Society and its members, to return, in this year of Jubilee, to 
share the work committed to this Board by the General Convention of our common 
Church, and so commended to the prayers and co-operation of us all. 

Resolved, That if it shall seem impossible to grant this petition of their brethren 
by the termination of the Society which now has the effect of holding so many apart 
from the Board, the members of the American Church Missionary Society be invited 
to consider whether they cannot, and for the love of Christ and the Church, will not, 
assume the relation to the Board provided for in Article XIII of its Constitution, 
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which reads as follows: " Associations designated to act in connection with the Board 
in the great Missionary work committed to the Church, may become auxiliary; and 
all contributions specially appropriated for such purpose by such associations, or b? 
any individuals, shall be received and paid in accordance with the expressed wish 
of the donors." 

The Resolutions were adopted unanimously. 

On Motion of the Right Rev. the Bishop of Pittsburgh, 

Resolved, That a Committee be appointed to convey the above Preamble and 
Resolutions to the American Church Missionary Society. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of Pennsylvania, on behalf of the Com- 
mittee appointed under the Resolution on the subject of the organiza- 
tion of the Church in Africa (see Proceedings of the Board, 1870, p. 
xvi.), presented and read the following Report : • 

The Committee to whom was referred the following Resolution of 
this Board 

" Resolved, That the suggestions of the Missionary Bishop to Africa respecting the 
organization of the Church In that country be referred to a Special Committee with 
instructions to report at the next meeting of the Board " 

beg leave respectfully to report that they have given to the subjectr 
matter referred to them, their careful attention, and have endeavored to 
look at it in all its bearings both upon the present and the future influ- 
ence of the Church in Africa. 

They are impressed with the importance of the work already done, 
and of the duty of not relaxing present effort, but of speading North- 
eastward to meet the incoming flood of Mohammedanism which is being 
sedulously propagated around the borders of Liberia. 

The Committee highly approve the substance of the suggestions 
made by Bishop Payne, in his report to the Board of Missions in 1870, 
and while not prepared to recommend that they should be immediately 
put into effect, they earnestly present the following plan of work as 
that which the Church should strive to put into operation at the earliest 
practicable moment, viz. : 

1st. A Missionary Episcopate whose centre shall be Cape Palmas, to 
"carry on important operations already begun in that neighborhood and 
of the Cavalla River. 

2d. A Missionary Episcopate whose centre shall be Cape Mount, to 
enter into the remarkable openings for Christian Missions among the 
interesting tribes to the North and North East. 

3d. A Missionary Bishopric whose centre shall be Monrovia, and 
whose Jurisdiction shall comprise the counties of Mesurado, Bassa, and 
Sinoe. 

The other results reached by the Committee are expressed in the fol- 
lowing Resolutions : 

Resolved, 1st. That this Board does not advise any measure looking towards im- 
mediate organization of the Church in Liberia. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Board, after proper provision shall be made 
for Bishop Payne's support, a Bishop shall be elected who shall take the title of Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Liberia and Parts adjacent, embracing within his Jurisdiction all 
that is now included in the Missionary Jurisdiction of the Missionary Bishop of Cape 
Palmas and Parts adjacent.

Resolved, That this Board recognizes the vast importance of the Mission work pro- 
posed to be done from Cape Mount Northeastward, and urge that it should receive 
the immediate attention of the Foreign Committee and of the Bishop who shall be 
sent out to Africa, as a new and most promising field demanding our earliest occupation.

Resolved, That when the House adjourn it adjourn to meet in this place at half 
past 5 o'clock P.M., to-morrow. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of Pittsburg presented the following : 

Whereas. This Board has learned that the Right Rev. John Payne, D.D., Mis- 
sionary Bishop to Cape Pal mas and Parts adjacent, after labors upon the Coast of 
Africa remarkable for severity, and for a duration of thirty- three years, has resigned 
his Jurisdiction, 

Resolved, That the Board hereby records the high value which it puts upon his 
long-continued and self-sacrificing labors in behalf of a people who are recognized to 
have peculiar claims upon us, and upon the example of primitive Missionary spirit 
which his life has held up before the Church. 

Resolved, That this Board tender to the Right Rev. Bishop Payne, in his retire- 
ment, their affectionate sympathy, and their prayers to God that He will watch over 
him, and bless him in body and in soul. 

Resolved, That this Board refer it to the Foreign Committee to make such provi- 
sion for the maintenance of this venerated servant of the Church as circumstances re- 
quire. 

The Resolutions were adopted unanimously, the vote being taken 
standing. 



Friday, Oct. 20th, 1871. 

The Board met at half past 5 o'clock, P.M. Prayers were offered by 
the Right Rev. the Bishop of Kansas, who took the Chair. 

The Minutes of the last Meeting were read and approved. 

The Order of the Day was for the time suspended, and the Resolu- 
tions laid upon the table last evening, were called up, and discussed. 

Pending discussion, the Order of the Day was called for, and the 
Rev. Dr. Burgess, on behalf of the Committee on the Domestic Commit- 
tee's Report, presented and read the following 

REPORT. 

The Committee, to which was referred the Thirty-sixth Annual 
Report of the Domestic Committee, the Treasurer's Report, and the 
Reports of the Domestic Missionary Bishops, have given them careful 
consideration, and respectfully report : 

In the faithful, active and devoted labors of the Missionaries during 
another year, as recorded by the Secretary and by the Bishops, they 
rejoice. With the Board, they are grateful to the Lord for the health, 
wisdom and grace He has conferred upon these His servants. On behalf 
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of the Board, they warmly thank these men who stand at the exposed 
outposts, East, South and West. 

The single instance, which the next vear may multiply to many in- 
stances, reported by the Secretary, of a widow and children of a Mission- 
ary, left without support, cannot but rouse the sympathy of the Board. 
Measures ought to be devised for the relief of such wants, as they occur. 
The Committee commend this subject to the special attention of the 
Domestic Committee. 

The Treasurer reports, that he has received from Legacies #24,740.92. 
It is nearly twice as large a sum as was realized from this source in the 
preceding year. It forms one-sixth part of all the receipts of the 
Treasury. The Board gratefully records and remembers the names of the 
Testators. It is to be noted that those who are thus mindful of the 
Lord of Missions, as they are preparing to loose all their worldly pos- 
sessions, are the same from whom the Church has received large gifts 
during their active womanhood and manhood. May not the Board 
earnestly hope and ask for fuller supplies from this source ? Often there 
are no children or near relatives who have learned to expect inheritance. 
Often the estate is abundant for all who have any claim ; and there is a 
large residue for the Church. Heirs, too, may gladly allow to the Lord 
His tithe of the wealth He has increased and preserved. The annals of 
history will show that those families have longest held ancestral estates, 
wherein, with the latest thought of life, each father has consecrated to the 
service of the Lord a part of that which was passing to his children. It 
may be a commendable delicacy which persuades Ministers to hold back 
from action under the Rubric in the Visitation of the Sick, enjoining " the 
earnest moving of sick persons, that are of ability, to be liberal to the 
poor." But it should be limited. If the scholar, the inventor, the poet, 
the preacher, may be asked to leave of the fruits of their mind and work 
for the benefit of society, what hinders that the achievements of minds, 
perhaps more acute and strong, of those of the farmer, the merchant, 
the manufacturer, the banker, as represented in broad gold pieces and 
bonds and profitable stocks, shall not be given for the upraising of 
morals, for the elevation of the spiritual condition of mankind ? 

The Publications wholly or partially in charge of the Domestic Com- 
mittee have been carried through the year with decided and increasing 
interest. These have been issued at a loss of about $1,300 on each of 
them, $3,900 on the whole. 

On the other hand, there have been received from the Children's Army 
$2,858.00 and from the Mite Chests $25,223.00. . Your Committee are 
of opinion that these and the Christian Soldier and Guest should be 
considered together. Without the paper the Mite Chests would have 
been a failure. Subtracting all the expenses connected with the office 
of the Domestic Committee — the salaries of the general and special 
agents and editors, printing, postage, travelling, in short all but the 
stipends of the Missionaries — and tnere will be found left, from the 
gathering in the Mite Chests for Missions the large balance of $4,814.00. 
Or, to give another calculation, perhaps more gratifying to children— 
from the Mite Chests of this year, the salaries of all the six Missionary 
Bishops have been paid, and enough is left to send to the Indians a 
Bishop for the coming year, and to pay for the support of all the other 
Missionaries to the Indians. So much, by their little gifts, have the 
children done. 
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While expressing gratification at these results, the Committee are 
satisfied that yet more has been accomplished by the Publications and 
the Mite Chests, in interest excited toward the Missionary cause and in 
actual education of children to systematic liberality. 

The subject of the Missionary training of the young has been often 
before the Board. It is an impressive thought, that the children of to- 
day may be in the ranks which shall go out to the last battles of the 
Lord, and may see His completed conquest of the world. They should 
be trained to a fall trust in the promises of prophecy and of the Apoca- 
lypse, and to a firm confidence in that Church which was first and must 
be last, to which the Gospel was intrusted, and by which the Faith is to 
prevail! 

But the Church must ever keep fresh in mind her position toward 
grown-up men. Her commission is to convert and direct them. The 
Church must needs have her fullest aid from the hands which now rule 
in the marts of commerce, are lifted in the halls of justice, or push for- 
ward the enterprises of the world. There is to be no despondency in 
this matter, no saying, " We can do little with men settled m their con- 
victions and ways ; we must depend upon the children." Except the * 
Church has tones in her voice, which can prevail largely with the 
fathers, these very children, grown to adult years, will imitate their 
neglects. 

The Report of the Secretary makes some reference to the value and 
results of " Systematic giving." 

Your Committee desire to lay special stress on the brief allusion which 
is made to that subject. It is to be noticed as a most encouraging indi- 
cation of the progress of primitive and Scriptural truth among us, that an 
increased attention is evidently given, by both Clergy and Laity in differ- 
ent parts of the land, to plans, by which the offerings of Christ's people 
for Missions may be made proportionate to the income of the giver, made 
at regular and frequent intervals in the Church, and made by the faithful 
of all classes and both sexes, by the youngest as well as the older wor- 
shippers. Only by a thorough, practical introduction of such a system, 
your Committee believe, can the resources of the Board be carried up 
to their highest mark, the costly machinery of solicitation be reduced, and 
the best moral and spiritual benefits of this form of charity, both to the 
giver and the receiver, be secured. It is commended to the Board and to 
the Ministers of the Church to diffuse express information on this matter, 
and to educate congregations, Sunday-schools and families to a better 
knowledge of that which is their duty, and, at the same time, one of their 
richest Christian privileges. 

The Committee observe with much pleasure the success of the Mis- 
sionary Bishops and others, their co-workers, in securing the erection, 
furnishing and partial endowment of schools. They feel sure that the 
money contributed for these purposes and for the building of Churches in 
the Missionary Jurisdictions has added largely to the success of the cause 
under the charge of the Board, and has not cut off any considerable stream 
flowing into its Treasury. 

With respect to the titles to property of the Church in Missionary 
Jurisdictions, the Committee recommend, in accordance with the desire of 
the Domestic Committee, that all information received and the entire 
subject be referred, at this meeting of the Board, to a " Committee largely 
composed of gentlemen of the legal profession." 
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The subject of the Indians and of the Indian Bishop, though con- 
tained in the Reports before the Committee, has been taken from them 
by the action of the Board. All will join in gladness and satisfaction, if, 
in this Jubilee Year, the House of Bishops determine to set up at the 
homes of the Aborigines such an Ebenezer of gratitude and devout pur- 
pose. 

In conclusion, the Committee would place before the Board some in- 
teiesting and instructive facts, drawn from the Treasurer's Reports for the 
year just closed and for that which preceded it. Inasmuch as all the gain 
of the year lSVO-^l over 1869-70 is from Legacies and Mite Chests, it is 
believed that the statements drawn from the priuted Report of the latter 
year will apply equally to the other. 

A comparison of the two years shows that in but fifteen Dioceses and 
Missionary Jurisdictions has there been any increase of gifts. With the 
exception of Long Island, Rhode Island, Central New York, Michigan 
and Easton, the increase has been the merest trifle. In twenty-five 
Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions, contributions have lessened. The 
largest deficit is in the receipts from Pennsylvania, and next in order 
from Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, Connecticut and Western New 
York. 

All the parishes and congregations enumerated on the records of the 
Board are three thousand and five. Of these, nine hundred and seventy- 
six, less than one-third, have contributed to the Domestic Treasury. 
Three hundred and forty, or more than one-third of these parishes, have 
given ten dollars each or less. Two hundred and twenty-three, about 
one-quarter, have sent five dollars each or less. In but four organized 
Dioceses, Western New York, Connecticut, Central New York and 
Rhode Island, has a majority of all the parishes made any offering. In 
one large Diocese, embracing sixty-five parishes, one parish contributed 
two-thirds of the whole gift. In a Diocese of twenty-seven parishes, 
one-half of all contributed came from a school of boys. 

The returns from the largest cities in the United States show this 
exhibit : 

In the city of New York, thirty-eight parishes contributed and 
thirty-eight sent no offering. 

In Philadelphia, seventeen were donors and twenty-eight withheld. 

In Booklyn, nine made gifts and twenty-two failed. 

In Baltimore, six contributed and sixteen made no returns. 

In Boston, the figures were seven and seven. 

In St. Louis, ^ve contributed and three made no offering. 

In Chicago, two only sent to the Treasury and fifteen withheld. 

The Committee have information, obtained solely for the purpose of 
this Report, that less than two hundred and fifty parishes make any 
offering to the American Church Missionary Society, and that at least 
one-third of these are included in the nine hundred and seventy-six 
Parishes who supply the Treasury of the Board. 

While enumerating these statistics, the Committee have no design to 
keep back the truth, that many parishes with so much difficulty sup- 
port themselves, that they can scarcely give one of the smallest sums 
named, and that in other instances large amounts have been collected for 
home charities, for building churches, for Diocesan Missions, and for 
enterprises in Christian education. Yet your Committee venture to lay 
down the principle that, whatever may be given by parishes or individuals 
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to works of benevolence, or through the varied channels of Church 
charity — however the amount may reach to millions — loyalty to the Lord 
and simplest duty demand a recognition, by some gift, of the claim of 
Missions established by ber authority. 

So after every allowance is made for parishes but in name or ex- 
ceedingly feeble, for those who contribute through the agency above 
named, and for those whose circumstances, during the year from which 
the estimate is taken, were straitened or peculiar, the facts left are 
startling and mortifying. 

It is plain that the noble principle, adopted by the Church in 1835, 
" The Church is a Missionary Society, and all its members are mem- 
bers of the Society," has been forgotten by many, or is inopera- 
tive. The first use of the Jubilee, then, must be the solemn, faithful, 
hearty renewal of this avowal, and the carrying it to its true work and 
results. They who "passed over Jordan with but a staff are now 
become two bands." What shall be the increase of seven times seven 
years more, if there be but earnest memory of this foundation-stone 
of our Missions, who shall predict ? 

Let us resolve that the past, in all its devotion and goodness, shall 
be renewed in the future ; let us pray " the Lord our God be with us as 
He was with our fathers," and yet rather to shed a double portion of 
His Spirit on us and on our children 1 So, through Ministers and 
Missionaries, Sisters and Teach era, men and youth, all holding and 
bearing the Christian heart, before another Jubilee, the Western Empire 
shall be the Lord's. 

The Committee submit for the consideration of the Board the follow- 
ing Resolutions, which relate to the matters upon which they have founded 
their Report : 

(1.) Resolved, That this Board asks the prayers of the Bishops and ether Clergy, 
and of all members of the Church, as well as their sympathy, for our self-denying 
labourers in the wide Domestic field. 

(2.) Resolved, That those to whom the Lobd has entrusted wealth be earnestly 
moved, in their provision for the distribution of their estates, to remember the 
claims of their brethren, the Domestic Missionaries, and of the spiritually needy 
people to whom they are sent. 

(3.) Resolved, That the Board earnestly commends to the Parish Clergy the pub- 
lications of the Domestic Committee, and the Mite Chests, as useful and easv means 
for rousing the interest oi the young in the Cause of Missions and lor obtaining 
gifts for its Treasury. 

(4.) Resolved, That the Rectors of all parishes, and the Ministers of all congre- 

fations, throughout our country, be affectionately entreated to send at least one offering, 
uring the current year, to Domestic Missions* and that the Bishops of the Dioceses 
be respectfully desired to further, in such way as may seem to them good, the object 
of this Resolution. 

(5.) Resolved, That this Board calls upon every baptized member of the Church to 
unite with it in warm renewal of the great confession, " The Church is the Missionary 
Society, and all its members are members of that Society."

The Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Nebraska, on behalf of the Committee 
appointed to consider the subject of measures practical and expedient 
for the training of Deaconesses, <fcc. (see page 17), presented and read 
the following Report : 

The Committee appointed to consider the subject of measures prac- 
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tical and expedient for the training of freaconesses in the West, North- 
west, and Southwest, for service in the Church's Missionary and Educa- 
tional work, have attended to the duty assigned them, and, as the result 
of their deliberations, recommend the adoption of the following Resolu- 
tions : 

1. Resolved, That the training of intelligent and godly women, who shall be set 
apart for a ministry devoted to the care of the sick, the oversight of orphans, the re- 
lief of the destitute, and other objects of Christian humanity, and especially for the 
furtherance of the Missionary and Educational work of the Church, is very greatly 
desirable, and is hereby most cordially commended. 

2. Resolved, That this Board do request the Domestic and Foreign Committees 
to appoint a 8 landing Committee, to be entitled The Committee on Woman's Work in 
the Church. 

3. Resolved, That inasmuch as in the existing circumstances of the Church, it 
seems inexpedient to found in the West, at this present time, an Institution specially 
and exclusively for the purposes contemplated 4n these Resolutions, this Standing 
Committee, when appointed, be instructed to make arrangements with the managers 
of the Diocesan Seminaries for the Education of Girls at Kenosha, Wisconsin ; at 
Topeka, Kansas; at Faribault, Minnesota; at Omaha, Nebraska ; at Portland, Ore- 

fon; at Benicia, California; at Denver, Colorado; at New Orleans, Louisiana; at 
efferson City, Missouri ; and other similar Institutions in the South, West, and 
East, subject to the advice and consent of the Bishops of the several Dioceses in 
which these Seminaries are located, for the reception and training of such women as 
wish to devote themselves to Educational work in Church Institutions. 

4. Resolved, That the same Committee be instructed to make arrangements with 
the Bishops of Missouri and Illinois, and the Clergy of St. Louis and Chicago, in 
order to the training of such women as desire to be especially prepared for the care of 
the sick, and other ministrations, for their reception and their suitable employment in 
some of the Hospitals in those cities. 

5. Resolved, That this Board respectfully request the House of Bishops to consider 
the propriety of providing and appointing the form of an Office for the setting apart 
of women for such ministry in the Chuteh.

On Motion of the Bishop of Iowa (on behalf of the Committee on 
the Foreign Committee's Report), the Memorial in reference to the 
States on this Continent in which the Spanish language is spoken was 
referred to the Foreign Committee. 

The Rev. W. H. Hare then read the following Memorial from the Rev. 
Dr. Hill of the Greek Mission. 

To the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America. 

Right Reverend Fathers in God, Reverend Brethren of the Clergy , 
and Christian Friends, Members of the Board of Missions of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States : 

I ask to be allowed, along with Mrs. Hill, as the aged servants of the 
Church and pioneers of her Foreign Missions, to present to the Board of 
Missions, assembled in its Twelfth Triennial Council, some account of the 
present condition of the Greek Mission, that the Church may be informed 
of the actual position which it now holds in the estimation of the intel- 
ligent Christian people of the country, and the influence it has attained 
among all classes of the community u as a guide of the blind, a light of 
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them which are in darkness, an instructor of the foolish (unlearned), a 
teacher of babes." 

I should not think of thus " accommodating " the word of the Apostle 
to the Gentiles, were I not prepared to justify it by the writ ten testimony 
(authentic and official) which accompanies this Memorial — testimony 
which cannot be gainsaid or turned aside, and to which I only invite 
the impartial, candid attention of the whole Church. 

The present year has indeed been one of great interest to us ; various 
movements have sprung up (one hardly knew how, or whence), shewing 
us evidently that a new era has commenced, that a new spirit is at work 
among the " dry hones " of this ancient people and Church, to whom the 
Lord God has called and caused " them to come out of their graves." 

With respect to some of these movements, the readers of the Journals 
of our Church have been made acquainted to some extent, but we our- 
selves were wholly unprepared for the very prominent manner in which 
the Gospel teaching ("line upon line"), which has always formed the staple 
of the operations of the Greek Mission, has been observed and is re- 
garded by the Greeks themselves ; nor were we prepared for the very 
remarkable testimony to its value, which has been put into our posses- 
sion, voluntarily and unexpectedly, by the Greeks themselves. 

The accompanying documents, which I have translated, clearly 
evidence the results of those labors which our Church has patiently 
sustained in Greece during the last forty years ; and I am sure the heart 
of the venerable presiding Bishop (the only survivor, I believe, of the 
Committee who drew up and signed those " Instructions," which were 
to govern us in our intercourse with the Church of Greece), and the 
heart of Bishop Mcllvaine (who, with Alonzo Potter, James Milnor, 
Gregory T. Bedell, and a host of others, were the active promoters of 
this Mission), will rejoice with us at the testimony now tendered to the 
wisdom which guided those men of God. 

The past — summed up in these documents — speaks for itself; and I 
am saved from any necessity of troubling you with many words on that 
subject. But the question now before the Church, which the develop- 
ment of the past history of the Mission calls forth, is, I think, this: 
" What is the duty of the Church now with regard to the future main- 
tenance of this Mission to the Greeks ? " For eleven years past, we have 
been pleading with our Church for the appointment of a fit person to be 
selected and sent out to us to take our places who have borne the burden 
and heat of the day so long. The Board of Missions twice resolved that 
the Mission should be thus reinforced — but unhappily this has not been 
done. 

With the evidence which we have now the gratification of laying he- 
fore you, Right Rev. Fathers and beloved Christian brethren and friends, 
we trust it will not be deemed presumptuous on our part if we venture 
once more strenuously to urge upon you some decided and vigorous 
action in behalf of this venerable Mission. It cannot be possible that 
the Church will abandon it at a moment when every effort, we think, 
should be made to maintain her influence among the various instru- 
mentalities which are now ^being put forth for the increase and deept- n- 
ing of spiritual inquiry which has sprung up within this portion of the 
Church Catholic. A careful perusal of the papers that accompany this 
communication, will, we feel sure, convince every thoughtful person that 
there is a wonderful similarity in the sentiments therein expressed with 
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those which are now so prominently before the Church in our own land re- 
specting the religious instruction Of the young ; and we doubt if a more 
clear, outspoken, and decided expression with regard to the evils to be ap- 
prehended from the neglect of it, and the national blessings which will 
certainly accompany it, are to be found in any document emanating 
from an official source, or in any of the public journals, secular or reli- 
gious, of our own country, than those which are contained in the official 
circulars of the Minister of Public Instruction here, and in the com- 
ments of the press in Athens on this subject. No one could have been more 
surprised than we were on receiving the Minister's letter of congratula- 
tion and thanks. (He was almost a stranger to us personally, having 
only lately been appointed.) The Scriptural instruction of all who attend 
our Missionary Schools is to us so much a matter of course that we are 
scarcely sensible of the effect of our daily lessons upon strangers ; and 
when on a public occasion, like our Annual Public Examination, these 
lessons are brought out, precisely as they are in our daily work, we are as 
much astonished at the wonder and admiration they produce upon those 
present, as they are at the attainments of the pupils in sacred instruction ; 
and we have learned to estimate more highly than ever that beautiful 
-arrangement of our own dear Church by which every part of that Holy 
Word which u is profitable" to everything that is most precious to the 
souls of men, is so harmoniously brought before her members, and we 
cannot but feel how deeply indebted we ourselves are to that early train- 
ing in the school of Gon's House by which we obtained a familiarity 
with the Scriptures, which is rarely found even among the most en- 
lightened of the Greek clergy; and nowhere (we may truly say) among 
the people, except among those who have sat upon the benches of our 
Missionary Schools since 1831 ! The eloquent and pious public preacher, 
Latas, after listening to a course of Scripture Lessons in our schools not 
long since, in a short address to the children, said : " You do not know, 
dear children, what a treasure you are laying up within yourselves in 
those lessons out of the Word of God ! 6ut believe me, the time will 
come when you will realize it, and then indeed you will bless those who 
have been the instruments of making you acquainted with God's Word, 
and of indoctrinating you into its truths." 

In concluding this Memorial, we have only further to observe that 
our fervent and humble prayer is that you may be led to a just considera- 
tion of the influence which our Church holds at this moment in Greece. 
We have no sentimental views about Church Union or intercommunion. 
Before anything of that kind can take place, there must be a thorough 
spiritual improvement, of which we are thankful to see the commence- 
ment indeed (the blade, but only the blade) — and this can be ac- 
complished only by a patient waiting upon the influences of the Divine 
Spirit and God's blessing upon such instrumentalities as He may see fit 
to set up in the midst of His Church here. The Greeks are never tired 
of saying, " God cares for Greece !" We know that God does care for 
His Church 1 We believe that a great work has commenced — one des- 
tined at least to become a great work. There is a bond of union already 
existing in the work of love (which is the work of Christ Himself) in 
which our Church has so long been engaged here ; it is not to be found 
in any other quarter. And if that bond can be maintained and strength- 
ened, we do believe that by the blessing of God, without which nothing 
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is strong " — it will be the instrument of removing all those great im- 
pediments that now confessedly prevent the union so desirable.

Resolved, That this Board cherishes with the sincerest gratitude and affection the 
memory of our first Missionary Bishop, the venerable and Apostolic Kemper, and 
commends to the members of the Board and to Churchmen generally, the proposed 
Kemper Memorial, and the meeting in its behalf to be held in Emmanuel Church to- 
morrow evening. 

On Motion: 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Board be extended to the citizens of Baltimore 
for the hospitality so generously extended by them to the members of the Board. 

On Motion : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Board be extended to the Rector, Church War- 
dens, and Vestrymen of Emmanuel Church and Grace Church for their kindness 
and courtesy in allowing to this Board the use of their churches during its sessions. 

The Board then, on motion, adjourned to meet at Emmanuel Church 
on Monday afternoon at half past 5 o'clock.

Said Com- 
mittees, at a Meeting regularly warned and held, may exercise, by a Resolution in 
which a majority of the members of said Committees shall separately concur, any of 
the corporate powers ot this Society which have not otherwise been provided for, or 
the exercise of which shall not be in contravention of any action or regulation of the 
General Convention or of the Board." 

Mr. R. H. Gardiner presented the following Resolution, which was 
adopted, viz. : 

Revolved, That the Domestic Committee be requested to make an appropriation 
for the Indian Territory adjoining Arkansas, in order that Missionaries may be sent 
to the civilized Indians now ready for and even asking for the Church. 

Rev. James Saul presented the following Resolution, which was 

adopted : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this Board be instructed to transmit to each mem- 
ber of the Board a certified list of the members thereof, and likewise, from time to 
time, notify members of any meetings which may be called, and also of any duty 
which may be assigned to them by the Board. 

The Rev. Mr. Saul also presented the following Preamble and Resolu- 
tions, which were accepted, and the Resolutions adopted. 

Whereat, it appears by the Report of the Committee on the state of the Church 
that the sum of fifteen millions of dollars has been contributed during the last three 
years for Church purposes, for which devout and thankful acknowledgment is due to 
the Great Head of the Church ; nevertheless, this amount has been insufficient for 
the progressive work of the Church. The constant and rapid increase of population 
and extension of the fields ripe for the harvest render it imperative that more teach- 
ers, more ministers, and more churches should be supplied. For the accomplishment 
of these great objects, still larger contributions will be required. The future security 
and welfare of our beloved country will depend in a great degree on what shall be 
done by the Church for the spread of the Gospel in our day and generation. If the 
seeds of religious truth be not disseminated in the extensive newly settled regions of 
our land, then, those of vice and crime will be, to the great detriment of its civil and 
religious welfare ; and 

Whereas, it is the duty of all Christian people to bear in mind that the Saviouk 
commanded that the Gospel should be preached to every creature, and it behooves us 
not to turn a deaf ear to the cry of the heathen— the African, the Chinese, and the 
Indian within our borders— nor refuse to see that Ethiophia is stretching out her hands 
to us; therefore, 

Besotted, That we, remembering the declaration of Holy Writ, that the silver and 
gold are the Lord's, and that men are his stewards, do earnestly and affectionately 
implore our brethren of the laity to increase their offerings, and make them worthy 
of this year of Jubilee; not merely of what doth cost them nothing, but of that 
which will be an evidence of their willingness to make some sacrifice for the salvation 
of the precious souls of their fellow-men, and glorify their Father in Heaven, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord ; and thus their offerings, with their prayers and songs of 
praise, shall ascend as sweet incense to the Throne of our God. 

The following Resolution was offered by the Rev. S. B. Babcock, D.D., 

and adopted, viz. : 

Resolved, That this Board recommends that its members in their several Dioceses 
convene on the call of the Bishop, or of the senior member theoreof, at such times as

may be convenient, to consult not only npon the several interests of the Board, but 
particularly as to the expediency of employing local Secretaries under the authority 
of the respective Committees of this Board ; and that they have power to secure sock 
local Secretaries. 

On Motion of the Rev. G. D. Gillespie, it was 

Resolved, That a copy of the Resolution just adopted be sent by the Secretary of 
this Board to every member of the same. 

On Motion, adjourned till Tuesday evening, at half-past five o'clock.

The Board of Missions met, pursuant to adjournment. No Bishop 
being present, the Rev. Dr. Van Kleeck was called to the Chair, and 
opened the meeting with devotions. Minutes of the last meeting were 
read, amended, and approved. 

The Secretary of the Foreign Committee presented and read a Report 
of the Secretaries on the Spirit of Missions and Home and Abroad. 

REPORT ON THE SPIRIT OP MISBIONS. 

The Spirit of Missions is now issued in an edition of 8,500 copies, as 
compared with 10,000 copies in 1870, 10,750 copies in 1869, 9,000 copies 
in 1868, 8,000 copies in 1867, and 1,900 copies in 1866. The Secretaries 
find that wherever it is read this periodical fans the flame of Missionary 
zeal. They are not aware that its contents are any less interesting now 
than they were in the year of its largest circulation, nor that the 
servants of the Church in the Missionary field are less worthy this day 
than they were then of that interest and sy rpaihy from the people of 
the Church which sent them forth, which will lead them to subscribe for 
and read the journal which reports the character and progress of their 
self-denying labors. 

The Secretaries trust that the diminution in its circulation is due to 
the large circulation of Home and Abroad. If this be true, the decrease 
bodes no evil. 

The Secretaries invoke now, as in years past, the help of the Rectors 
of our Parishes in commending the Missionary periodicals to their 
people. Without that the Record of the Missionary labors of the 
Church is practically under a ban.

It has brought the Mis- 
sionary work of the Church before the minds of very many who never 
could have been reached through the Spirit of Missions, and though 
in some quarters it has not been found to meet any existing want, it is 
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believed that it is on the whole a decided desideratum. The Secretaries 
believe that its usefulness has been retarded by the practice of some 
Rectors of distributing it gratuitously. That which can be had for 
nothing is thought to be worth nothing, and is not read.

"The House of Bishops inform the House of Clerical and Lay Depu- 
ties that this House concurs in the 1st Resolution of the House of Clerical 
and Lay Deputies communicated to it in Message No. 32 from the House 
of Clerical and Lay Deputies, amending the hist Article of the Consti- 
tution of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society." 

Resolved, That this House does not concur in the second Resolution communi- 
cated in said Message, for reato is which appear in the following Resolutions, in which 
they desire the concurrence of the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies— viz. : 

W^tResolved, That the Board of Missions be requested to instruct the Domestic 
Committee to appoint a Commission, to whom shall be committed the especial care 
of the Indian Missionary work, and who shall be charged, under the direction of the 
Domestic Committee, with the oversight and conduct of the same. 

Resolved. That, in 'the opinion of this Convention, all Missions to Indians within 
the United States should be placed by the Domestic Committee upon the same foot- 
ing, as to the appointment and support of Missionaries, with other general Domestic 
Missions in this Church.

. On Motion of Mr. Welsh, it was 

Resolved, That this Board of Missions hereby instructs its Domestic Committee to 
appoint an Indian Commission in accordance with the Resolution adopted by the 
House of Bishops and concurred in by the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 

On Motion of Mr. Fairbanks, it was 

Resolved, That the several members of this Board in each Diocese be requested 
to district their respective Dioceses, and each member bhall assume the position of 
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pub-Secretary, to correspond with the Rectors of Parishes and other persons in their 
district, for furthering the work of obtaining contributions to the funds of the Society 
and extending information relative to Missionary work, &c. 

On Motion of the .Rev. Hugh Roy Scott, it was 

Resolved, That the members of the Board of Missions in every Diocese be earnestly 
requested to hold annual meetings in different localities in the Diocese, for the pur- 
pose of creating a deeper interest in the Mission works of the Church. 

On Motion, the Board adjourned sine die.

THIRTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OP THE DOMESTIC 

COMMITTEE. 

Of the two hundred and nine Domestic Missionaries who have served, 
for longer or shorter periods, during the past year, only one has departed 
this life ; and of this one, the Rev. R. S. Seely, who died at Woodville, 
Texas, Feb. Id, 1871, sufficient information for an extended notice has 
not been received. His name had been on the Committee's list for 
several years, and his quarterly reports furnish evidence of zeal and fidel- 
ity in the prosecution of the work committed to his hands. Shortly after 
his decease, a statement of the pressing needs of his family appeared in 
one of the publications of this Board, and created some sympathy and 
brought some substantial relief. The lot of the widows and children 
of the servants of the Church, who fall at her distant outposts, is often 
hard, and very rarely, if ever, receives such amelioration as simple justice 
demands, to say nothing about the equally binding, and, if possible, more 
sacred, obligations of mercy and charity. 

SECRETARIES. 

The Secretary and General Agent, during the year covered by this 
Report, as in former years, has had no occasion to complain of lack 
of opportunities or demands for the constant exercise of such powers as 
he possesses, in lines of work peculiar to his office. Through the signal 
favor of God, he has scarcely for a single day been kept from duty 
by indisposition or other hindrance. The Clergy and people whom he 
has been able to visit, in the interest of our Mission work, have, without 
exception, given him a cordial welcome, and the fruits of his efforts, in 
this direction, have not been less abundant than in other years. The 
welcomes are pleasant, and one should be very thankful for them. They 
tend to make the halting places of the working days of life bright and 
restful. His theme is always the same, and admits of no great degree of 
variety in the manner of handling it. But, in going out, it is his constant 
aim to give Missionary information, and to do what otherwise may be 
done* to awaken, and, if possible, to intensify, a Missionary spirit He 
goes out, however, after money also. He asks for money, and often gets 
more than he would dare to ask for, if specific amounts were to be 
named, in advance of the collections. All this would seem to have only 
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one aspect — that of cheer, and to minister to only two sentiments — those 
of encouragement and gratitude. The aspect or element of cheer cer- 
tainly is not wholly wanting, and the demands for encouragement and 
thankfulness are not ignored; and yet, greatly more than anticipated 
pecuniary successes fail to yield anything like complete satisfaction. 
They are all too largely the fruits of impulse which scarcely survives the 
hour of its birth, a single effort well nigh exhausting and extinguishing 
its life. Occasional, good and productive impulses are better than 
nothing. They speak of life, not of death ; of hopeful tenderness and 
not of unyielding hardness of heart ; but, in their relations to the Mis- 
sion work of the Church, they are but lean and sorry substitutes for 
clear and profound convictions of duty and privilege, formed and directed, 
as they only can be, under God, by patient and thorough parochial 
instruction. It is conceded that good and productive impulses, though 
not stirring at all the most real and most potent elements of the spiritual 
life, and though only occasionally evoked, are, to a certain extent, educa- 
tional, and so, abiding, in some of their secondary results. An uninter- 
rupted succession of such impulses, in outward manifestation and effective- 
ness, might, perhaps, more nearly than almost anything else resemble the 
enlightened and full consecration of Christian manhood, with all external 
instrumentalities therewith connected, to whatever service the needs of 
the Church call for ; and yet, to trained eyes, thoughtful and penetrating 
minds, studying, under a keen and awing sense of responsibility, how to 
do the will of God, the unlikeness would be very marked. Earnestness 
and fervor of annual or less frequent appeals, addressed by Secretaries and 
Agents, to congregations of God's people, may answer for an emergency; 
may bring money enough to save, for the time being, a noble enterprise 
from retrogradation, possibly enough to give it a slightly forward move- 
ment. But the Domestic Committee now, as on former occasions, and 
now, after another year's experience, with a sharper emphasis and a pro- 
founder solemnity than ever before, express the opinion that the Mission 
work of this Church, in this land, on a scale at all corresponding to the 
Divinely conferred capabilities of the one, and the providential opportu- 
nities of the other, can never be well and worthily prosecuted, till the 
duly commissioned Leaders and Teachers of the people come to feel and 
act under a deep and all-mastering conviction that God has connected 
them, more directly and closely than he has connected any other men, 
with the joy and glory of success, or with the shame and calamity of 
failure. 

Since Feb. 1, 1871, the Rev. R. C. Rogers has been in the service of 
the Committee in the capacity of Associate Secretary and General 
Agent. It is not easy for a comparative stranger to the Clergy to get 
access to their congregations for the purpose of pleading the cause of 
Missions. Mr. Rogers will experience no difficulty at the second tiwo 
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of asking ; all who have heard him once will be glad to hear him again. 
His aptitudes for the work are of a superior order, and cannot fail to win 
general confidence as soon as they are generally known. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

A joint report of the Secretaries of the Domestic and Foreign Com- 
mittees on The Spirit op Missions and Home and Abroad will be 
presented, in a separate form, at a later period in the business of the 
Board. 

In December 1870, TnE Childrens' Guest — a paper published for 
many years by the Church Book Society — was purchased by the Com- 
mittee and merged in The Young Christian Soldier, then and now is- 
sued under the title of The Christian Soldier and Childrens' Guest. 
This paper has attained a circulation of fifty-three thousand copies per 
month. Almost every mail brings to headquarters the clearest evidence 
that it is received and read with great interest by the children of the 
Church, and by many others, who regard with unalloyed satisfaction 
the unfolding of their capabilities of work for Christ, and the Mission- 
ary direction given to them by this appliance. 

The zeal and efficiency, beautiful and persistent, displayed by many 
thousands of children, tell, in no insignificant way, upon the often de- 
pleted, and worse than depleted, treasury of the Committee ; but the 
prophecies and hopefulness of such manifestations take a broader and 
loftier range, and set thoughtful minds upon studying the more concealed, 
spiritual laws of cause and effect in the visible Kingdom of God. In 
Missionary relations, as truly as in any other, u The child is father of the 
man." Grapes are not gathered of thorns, nor figs of thistles. Nature 
is not freakish enough for this. The Missionary thought and spirit, work- 
ing in the minds and hearts of children, is far more likely than any 
other thought and spirit, having lodgment, growth and influence there, 
to produce Missionary men and women. The Church has had but one 
St. Paul — at mature age, beginning, and weary years' later on, ending a 
Missionary career, in a blaze of glory which the chills and damps of 
eighteen centuries have not been able to extinguish — and, whatever her 
needs, she is not likely to have another. But she has had many 
Timothys, who, in early youth, have caught the true Missionary Spirit 
from pious mothers' oral and life expositions of Gospel themes, and 
beautifully illustrated it in all lands. Of this sort, for which all the 
world presents most urgent demands, the number will ever bear a just 
proportion to the fidelity with which the means which God has appointed 
thereto are employed by His people. The generation of Christians that 
gives little or no attention to the Missionary education of its children, 
is preparing in this line, whatever other praisworthy things it may do, a 
heritage of weakness for its successor. The Christian Soldier and 
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Children's Guest is patiently and successfully cultivating the Mis- 
sionary thought and spirit in the minds and hearts of many thousands 
of the little ones of our fold. 

The Committee record with sorrow, which will be widely shared with 
them, that Miss Maria H. Bulfinch, whose rare gifts and incessant toils 
have contributed very largely to make this paper, in attractiveness and 
power, what it is, has been obliged by ill health to retire, for at least a 
year, from all connection with it, as well as from manifold other offices 
of a more miscellaneous character, sustaining not less intimate, nor, per- 
haps, less useful relations to our general Home work. Many hopes will 
be earnestly expressed, and many prayers fervently offered, for the res- 
toration of her health, and for all other blessings in her interest, if this 
may not be vouchsafed. 

Miss S. L. Emery, of kindred spirit and gifts, long an intimate friend 
of Miss Bulfinch, and named by her, has been appointed to the position 
which for several years she filled and adorned. 

THE MITE CHEST SYSTEM. 

This system, having for its leading thought and principle the gather- 
ing of small amounts from many hands, has not worked as well as it 
promised, at the date of the Committee's last Report. Then it was esti- 
mated that it would yield nearly or quite $40,000 within the year; and 
more than this it would have yielded but for some distracting and 
diverting causes which could not be foreseen. As soon as statements 
concerning the nature, mode of operation, and productiveness of this 
simple and inexpensive appliance appeared in the publications of this 
Board, the thought seemed to occur to many Clergymen and to many 
Laymen as well, that the hard problem, how to raise money easily for 
benevolent purposes, had at length been clearly and beautifully solved : 
and to the same persons it seemed also to occur that the advantages of 
this long-delayed discovery should not be wholly restricted to the work 
of General Missions, but that parochial and other local interests should 
have the lion's share of them. Questions regarding the propriety of a 
wholesale appropriation of an appliance fairly belonging to a great, 
general work, and in successful operation in furtherance of it, and re- 
garding the danger that might come to such a work by such an ap- 
propriation, seem not to have arisen, or at least not to have been thought- 
fully considered. Hence, in many localities where Mite Chests, in the 
interest of Domestic Missions, had been cordially welcomed and were 
most encouragingly productive, other chests, with all the features 
peculiar to these, were soon introduced and used with reference to purely 
local aims and ends. The results are, in some cases, the discontinuance 
of the use of the Committee's Chests, and, in others, division and distrac- 
tion of interests, which amounts to about the same thing, as far as their 
work is concerned. 
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The Committee have no great faith in appliances, as such ; bat the 
study of methods, and the testing of methods by experiment, are forced 
upon them. Attention must be drawn to the work which they are set to 
supervise and direct. Publications, public meetings and addresses are 
advertisements. Something more and something better than these, they 
may become ; but they are these first. People do not take part in work 
of which they have not heard, and, ordinarily, not in work for Christ 
and His Church, till it has been often brought to their notice and ear- 
nestly pressed upon their consideration. Public and repeated notifications 
and appeals, however valuable as means to the end in view, cannot be 
wholly depended upon. Other methods and ministries that involve no 
wrong principles, that are inexpensive and promptly productive in pecu- 
niary ways, and tend to the cultivation of the Missionary spirit, must be 
resorted to. 

The Mite Chests are mostly in the hands of children, and are training 
them, with parents and others, whom they influence, to habits of sys- 
tematic beneficence. There is immediate and holy use for the money 
which they yield; but, in the estimation of the Committee; and of many 
others, whose judgments they highly prize, their chief value will only 
appear in the future Missionary characters and lives which they are help- 
ing to mould and direct. Proper precept and example are not without 
their influence in forwarding the Missionary education of children, but 
weekly or more frequent contributions to the Mite Chests, solicitations of 
contributions from others, the invention and steady use of methods by 
which money is earned, and denials of self, by which it is saved and con- 
secrated to Mission work — all this, engaging their minds, their hearts, 
their hands, and bringing their young life into more than sympathetic 
-contact with great Christian interests, is educational in the right direc- 
tion and in the highest degree. 

The Mite Chest system has been in operation twenty months, the 
first Chests having been sent out in February, 1870, twenty-six thousand 
being now in the field ; the total receipts from which, to Oct. 1, 1871, 
are $33,361.82, of which the sum of $25,020.67 has been received daring 
the past year. The cost of introducing and working this system has 
been $5,647.89, leaving $27,713.43 as net proceeds for one year and eight 
months. 

Could these little Chests be introduced into every Church family in 
the land, in sympathy with our Home Mission work, and their use be 
encouraged by all Rectors who should be in warm and earnest sympathy 
and co-operation with this work, the results in money would unquestion- 
ably be more than $100,000 per annum, and the value of their influence, 
In establishing habits of regularity and frequency in giving unto the 
Lord, would be beyond computation. 

The Committee trust they do not need to be told that their chief re- 
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liance is on the good Spirit of God, working in the hearts of His peo- 
ple, unloosing the bands of narrowness and selfishness by which they are 
enslaved, and moving them to cheerful and large liberality. They know 
that without this gracious help, all their efforts must be fruitless; and 
they know, too, that God's rule is to help those most who, in all proper 
ways, do most to help themselves. 

TREABURERSHIP. 

In May last, Mr. N. F. Palmer, who with patient care and fidelity 
had served as Treasurer of the Domestic Committee for a period of 
nearly eight years, in view of a contemplated absence of some months 
from the country for the recuperation of his health, tendered his resigna- 
tion of said office, which, with sorrow for the cause that had prompted it, 
was accepted ; and Mr. Charles Hudson was elected to the important 
position thus vacated. Mr. Hudson brings to the work not only a very 
high order of business qualifications, but also a thorough appreciation 
of the magnitude and urgency of the Missionary interests of the 
Church. 

PROPERTY OP THR CHURCH IN MISSIONARY JURISDICTIONS. 

This Board, at its meeting in 1870, by resolution, requested the 
Domestic Committee " to inquire into the validity of the title by which 
property, belonging to the Church, in the various Missionary Jurisdic- 
tions, is held. 9 ' In due time, letters relating to this subject were ad- 
dressed by the Secretary and General Agent to the Missionary Bishops 
in the Domestic Field. 

In response, Bishop Randall informs the Committee that, "The 
Church property in his jurisdiction is held in his name — is deeded to him 
as Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in Colorado, and * to his 
successor in said office and his assigns,' and is warranted and defended 
to him as Bishop, and to his * successor and his assigns. 9 " 

Bishop Clarkson states that " in Dakota Territory, under his charge 
as Missionary Bishop, an act has been passed by the Legislature creating 
the Bishop a corporation sole, thus enabling him to hold, ex-officio, and to 
transmit, in the same way, any property for the use and benefit of the 
Church ;" arid that the Church property in said Territory is held by him 
under the provisions of said act. 

Bishop Tuttle writes that the Church property in the three Terri- 
tories comprising his Jurisdiction, is held by him under three different 
kinds of deeds — some having been made to him as Bishop and to his 
successors; others to him as an individual ; and others to him, in trust, as 
to a corporation sole. 

Bishop Whitaker informs the Committee that the deeds of Chna % b 
property in his Jurisdiction are made, in part, to the Rector,. Church 
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Wardens and Vestrymen of parishes, and in part to him, in trust, for the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Nevada. 

Bishop Morris writes that he, as Bishop, has had the Church property 
in his Jurisdiction conveyed to him, and expresses the liope that, at an 
early day, an act may be passed by the Legislature % creating the Bishop 
a corporation sole. 

Bishop Pierce writes to the Committee concerning Church property 
in his Jurisdiction ; but, since the receipt of his letter, Arkansas has been 
fully organized as a Diocese, and will, as such, it is presumed, make pro- 
vision for the protection of her own interests. 

This matter of titles to Church property in Missionary Jurisdictions 
is, in the judgment of the Committee, of very grave importance, and 
they venture the suggestion that it would be wise, at an early date in 
the proceedings of the present session of the Board, to refer this subject, 
with the letters from the Missionary Bishops relating to it, to a Special 
Committee, for careful examination, and report, and that such Committee 
should be largely composed of gentlemen of the legal profession. 

THE FIELD. 

The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, is just completing 
the first half century of its existence and operations. In October, 1821, 
when this Society was organized, the territorial extent of the Domestic 
portion of the world-wide field was much less than it is at the present time. 
At that date, Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Nevada, California, 
Oregon, and Washington Territory, with an area of one million , thirty- 
four thousand, three hundred and eighty-six square miles, and with a pre- 
sent population of one million, seven hundred and twenty-four thousand, 
five hundred and thirteen, were outside the limits of the United States 
and Territories. These portions of the present Domestic Field are broad 
enough to make twenty-two States of the size of New York, one hundred 
and thirty-two States of the size of Massachusetts, or, nearly sixteen 
States, each as large as all New England. The Committee know that 
breadth of territory enters only as one element into an estimate regarding 
the opportunities and promise of a Mission Field, and that, under certain 
circumstances, it is of little or no significance ; but a careful study of the 
localities, climate and soil of the portions of our country here named, 
fully justifies the belief that, in the not very distant future, they will 
attract and sustain vast additions to their present population. They are, 
at the present'time, all embraced within recognized and clearly defined 
Episcopal Jurisdictions, the Church being represented in them by six 
Bishops and sixty.nine other Clergymen, not to speak of several Church 
Schools, which are doing frontier educational work with most satisfac- 
thorougtory hness and success. The Domestic Department of the Do- 
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mestic and Foreign Missionary Society has collected, and disbursed, in 
the interests of the Church, in the districts under consideration, the sum 
of nearly $236,000, all of which has been paid within the past twenty- 
five years. This amount, considering the length of time, the ability of 
the Church, and the opportunities and needs of the portions of the field 
in which it has been expended, is not large enough to be spoken of in 
anything like terms of entire satisfaction ; but, to all who attentively 
study Mission work in its often hard beginnings, slow progress, and 
distant promise, in the frontier regions of a country like this, where early 
foundations are of the utmost importance, it must be evident that it has 
greatly aided in fostering sacred interests, which otherwise would have 
been many weary years longer in gaining the status which is now gene- 
rally recognized, and measurably secured. 

Much more has been done in portions of the country which, at the 
date of the organization of our Society, October, 1821, were within the 
limits of the United States and Territories. The number of States was 
then twenty-six, with a population of nine million, six hundred and 
thirty-eight thousand, four hundred and fifty-three, the present number of 
States being thirty-seven, with a population of thirty-eight million, five 
hundred and fifty five thousand, nine hundred and eiglUy-three. At that 
date, Dioceses had been fully organized in only nine States, the present 
number of Dioceses, fully organized, being forty; besides which, we have 
six Missionary Jurisdictions, presided over by the same number of Mis- 
sionary Bishops. Thirteen Clergymen have been consecrated to the Mis- 
sionary Episcopate, in the Domestic portion of the field ; four have de- 
parted this life ; three are Diocesan Bishops, and six are designated Mis- 
sionary Bishops, though of them two have been elected to Dioceses formed 
out of portions of their original Jurisdictions, they still having charge of 
such portions as are not so organized. 

In 1829, about eight years after the organization of our Society, at 
the request of its Board of Directors, the late Bishop Brownell of Con- 
necticut, undertook a visitation through the States lying west and south 
of the Alleghany Mountains, " to perform such Episcopal offices as might 
be desired ; to enquire into the condition of Missions established by the 
Board ; and to take a general survey of the country, for the purpose of 
designating such other Missionary stations as might be usefully estab- 
lished." 

From the Bishop's very interesting Report of this Missionary journey, 
occupying a period of some four months, and laid before the public in 
June, 1830, the Committee take the following statement : "In the State* 
of Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, and in the Territories of Florida, Arkansas, Michigan and 
Missouri, comprising a population of four million of souls, there are only 
twenty congregations in communion with our Church. In these congre* 
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grations only eleven houses of public worship have been completed ; and, 
through all this region, there are but twenty-three Episcopal Clergymen." 

In the portions of our country, thus indicated, the Church is now rep- 
resented, to say nothing of schools and other institutions, by fifteen 
Bishops, five hundred and thirty-five other Clergymen, about the same 
number of parishes — some of them among the strongest in the land — and 
by nearly thirty-eight thousand Communicants. 

Precisely how far the constant aid of our Society (contributed to the 
entire or partial support of Missionaries,) has influenced this increase, it 
is quite impossible to determine. The amount collected and disbursed in 
furtherance of the aims of a wholesome civilization and of the blessed 
Gospel of Christ our Lord, is not far from $700,000. 

Bishop Brownell, in his Report, said nothing about Kansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Dakota, Colorado, Wyoming, Idaho and Montana, for 
the reason, it may be supposed, that he knew little or nothing that could 
be said about them. In 1830, the exact geographical positions and ex- 
tent of these portions of our broad domain, were, to all our people, and 
even to the general Government itself, more matters of vague conjecture 
than of certain knowledge. Of white people, very few, save hunters, were 
there; and the Indians were then hardly considered (even if in theory ad- 
mitted to have any share in the great Redemption,) as susceptible of im- 
provement by Missionary effort. 

In these States and Territories, with a present population of more than 
two million, two hundred thousand, the Church is represented by five 
Bishops, one hundred and fifty-two other Clergymen, one hundred and 
forty-one Parishes and Mission Stations, and not far from seven thousand 
Communicants. In aid of Mission work in these parts of the country, 
our Society has contributed nearly $350,000. 

It is to be further stated that the Church in Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Delaware, Ohio, Virginia, North Carolina, and South Ca- 
rolina, has shared in the benefactions of the Society to the amount of 
nearly $114,000; and that the States of Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Maryland, are the 
only subdivisions of this great country, in which, for the strengthening 
and extension of the Church, aid has pot been asked, or, if asked, has not 
been supplied. Alaska, our most recent acquisition, is the only portion 
of American territory that is not within some one or another of our or- 
ganized Dioceses, or Missionary Jurisdictions. 

The total amount of money received and disbursed by the Domestic 
Department of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, in the first 
half century of its existence and operations, is not far from $1,750,000, 
about nine tenths of which has been contributed and expended since the 
organization of this Board in 1835. 

The united terms of the service of Missionaries, aided, to the partial 
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or fall extent of their support, such as it may have been, from October, 
1821, to October, 1871, may be stated at two thousand, five hundred and 
sixty years ; or, in other words, the service rendered is equal to what 
would have been accomplished by one man in this number of years. 

This outline sketch of what has been done in half a century, (with the 
filling up which thoughtful minds interested in Mission work, and given 
to the study of what must be the lights and shades of its pictures, will 
readily supply,) very clearly indicates two duties, in which our whole 
Church is concerned, — duties too immediately binding, and too intimately 
connected with great spiritual interests, to be otherwise than most seri- 
ously considered. The first is that of devout and earnest thankfulness to 
Almighty God for the measure of success with which He has blessed such 
efforts as His people have made to strengthen and extend His kingdom in 
this land; and the second is that of the profoundest humiliation before 
Him, with all sentiments, emotions and confessions that befit such a pos- 
ture, in that our efforts, in the work of evangelization, have fallen so far 
short of the measure of ability He has bestowed upon us. Consequent 
upon the thorough performance of these most pressing duties, by Minis- 
ters and people alike, there will come to us, as in no other ways they 
can, absolution, consecration, courage, strength, — the mind and the 
power to conquer, everywhere, in the Name of the Lord. An unbroken 
Apostolical Succession, severed from the full, warm, aggressive, and all 
but omnipotent Mission life, in which it started, is bereft of half 
and more than half its power to bless and save the world. If one 
of its offices has more significance than another, it is its distinct and 
unceasing utterance, " Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gos- 
pel to every creature ;" and this utterance, in some of its applications, con- 
cerns all the people, as well as, in others, all the Ministers, of God. The 
sign of the Cross, borne by all, means, by natural and easy interpreta- 
tion, not toil for official or social position ; not lavish expenditure of the 
energies of life for worldly gains ; not contentment with " much goods 
laid up for many years ;" but all personal service possible to be rendered, 
all endowments and acquisitions held in umeserved consecration for the 
Master's call, and patient and watchful waiting for such indication of 
the Divine will. 

Jubilee Services are announced. If Jubilee has for its central thought 
entire satisfaction with what has been accomplished, and jubilation over 
it, then the announcement is an unwarrantable and intolerable presump- 
tion. If the main purpose of Jubilee have respect to the future more than 
to the past, and be to sound notes of warning and alarm, such as, it may 
be hoped, will be heard by all the members of our Church, lest God come 
in displeasure and smite them with a curse, for their waste of His sub- 
stance upon the lusts of the flesh and the vanities of the world, and their 
neglect of the opportunities of His providence for extending the know- 
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ledge of His Will, and the sway of His Gospel; and further, if the 
purpose of our Jubilee be to invoke God for a fresh baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, that all His people may be moved to such self-devotion, expendi- 
ture of treasure, and to such frequency and fervency of prayer as the 
Mission work of this Church demands ; then, with all the best powers of 
mind, heart and soul, let us keep the Festival, and. for our strengthen- 
ing, * take the Cup of Salvation, and call upon the Name of the Lord." 

For information concerning the progress of work, and the calls for 
an extension of it, in the great Missionary Jurisdictions, the Committee 
refer the Board to the Reports of the Missionary Bishops, which will, at 
the proper time, be presented and read by them. 

Early in the year, covered by this Report, the Committee gave earnest 
heed to the Resolution of the Board, passed at its last meeting, requesting 
them " to consider fully the Missionary needs, not only of our Territories, 
but those also of our organized Dioceses, East, West, and South " ; but 
they could not sec their way clear to increase the appropriations of pre- 
vious years, except in two or three cases, though very much desiring to 
do so in all. The business of Domestic Missions is a very large one, and 
the demands for its extension are very numerous, and urgent to the last 
degree ; but the capital on which it is conducted is both small and uncer- 
tain. The Committee, influenced by their own knowledge, and by the 
clear statements of the Bishops of the Church, regarding the needs of 
their respective Jurisdictions, sometimes make pledges which they find 
it somewhat difficult to redeem. Thus far, however, in no cases have 
they been dishonored by failure to meet them. This method of procedure 
must have its limitations, though precisely where they are it may not be 
easy to determine. If, in this matter, the Committee make mistakes, 
they cherish the hope that they may always be on the side of large 
heartedness, as showing too much rather than too little faith in their 
Christian constituency. Earnest and aggressive work for Christ and 
His Church never has been, and never can be, worthily conducted in chief 
dependence upon a fixed and undoubted pecuniary basis. It cannot wait 
for financial certainties ; they would, temporarily at least, amount to a 
practical supcrspdure of holy trust and love — and thus mischief would 
come to the very sources of true Mission life. The achievements of pure 
ventures of faith are not the least conspicuous in the pathways of the 
Church along the ages, nor have they contributed least to the aggregate 
of her present powers for conflicts and conquests in the future. 

The Reports received from Missionaries who served in organized 
Dioceses, for longer or shorter periods during the past year, supply to 
the Committee satisfactory evidence that they have been faithful, and, 
quite as far as could reasonably be expected, successful workers in their 
respective spheres. In worldly luxuries and gains they have had no 
share. Unconstrained by love for Christ, and those for whom He 
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died, and lives, and pleads, they would have been without adequate 
motives to the patient and uncomplaining endurance of the toils and 
hardships of their lot. 

INDIAN MISSIONS. 

The Committee paid, during the past year, in the interest of Mission 
work among the Santee Sioux, in Nebraska, under the care of the Rev. 
S. D. Hinman, the sum of $3,888, all the special contributions to that 
work having been expended to aid in the erection of new buildings in 
the place of those destroyed by a whirlwind in the early part of June, 
1870. These Mission buildings, now completed (through the untiring 
exertions and large liberality of Mr. William Welsh, aided by the Indian 
Hope Association of Philadelphia), have proved more costly than those 
destroyed, for the reasons that they are more commodious, and much 
more substantial in their structure. They are a credit to all who were 
concerned in their erection. How large an amount was contributed, 
collected, and expended, by the Layman and Association just named, in 
aid of Mission work proper, the Committee are unable to state, though 
they are certain that, without this aid, which cannot have been small, 
that most encouraging work would have been seriously embarrassed and 
retarded. 

Very prosperous and promising Mission work is also in progress at 
three points on the Yankton, Ponca and Whetstone Reservations, in the 
Territory of Dakota, under the care of the Rev. S. D. Hinman, the Rev. 
J. W. Cook, the Rev. J. Owen Dorsey, associated with whom are one 
Indian Presbyter, four Indian Deacons, four Teachers, two Sisters (from 
the Bishop Potter Memorial House, Philadelphia), and several Indian 
Catechists. The blessing of God has been and is signally upon this 
work and these workers. Some of them have sowed in tears, under dis- 
trust and opprobrium ; but their faith and its deeds have been gloriously 
vindicated before men, and before God. They are reaping in joy, and 
He is more than filling their arms with sheaves. 

During the past winter, two Laymen of the city of New York, one of 
them now the Treasurer of the Domestic Committee, moved by state- 
ments made to them by the Rev. J. J. Enmcgahbowh, our Indian Mis- 
sionary among the Chippewas in Minnesota, regarding the needs of him- 
self and his people, undertook to supply those of immediate and most 
Jressing urgency. Their efforts resulted in the procurement of nearly 
1,400, which was mainly expended in the purchase of "teams, farming 
utensils and seed," all tending to draw those people to the habits of civil- 
ized life. At that time, probably no better investment, in their interest, 
could have been made. The same gentlemen, not content with efforts 
having in view wholly or chiefly their temporal improvement and comfort, 
have contributed and otherwise raised $1,000, which is held by them to 
be expended for the support of a white Missionary, as soon as the man, 
with the proper qualifications, can be found, who is willing to go to the 
aid of our laborious and patient Indian helper, often trembling and bend- 
ing under the burden of work and responsibility that is laid upon him. 
The Divine blessing has been and is largely upon this Mission. The 
Indians in our Domestic field are beginning to look in hope and confidence 
to the white man for at least a partial redress of a long dark catalogne of 
wrongs; for a recognition of their share in the common brotherhood of 
the race ; and are asking, with manifestations of sincerity and earnest- 
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ness never before witnessed, for knowledge of the great redemption and 
salvation by Jesus Christ. To such asking, there is only one response 
that can save this Church from lasting shame and reproach. 

Our Indian Missions, without the aid and almost without the know- 
edge of the general Church, have reached proportions that take them out 
of the sphere of individual enterprise. In their present status, tbey 
demand and deserve general recognition, general sympathy, general and 
liberal contributions ; and the demand for their extension is sustained 
and urged by considerations as varied and sacred as can well be presented 
to the people of God. 

It is thought that the Report of a Committee, appointed at the meet- 
ing of this Board in 1870, which will be presented in the due course of 
business, will contain suggestions which may be turned to good account 
in solving the somewhat difficult problem relating to the support, and the 
supply of means for the extension, of our Mission work among the 
Indians.

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CONCLUSION. 

The Committee would do violence to their feelings and to their sense 
of the fitness of things, were they to close this Report without an expres- 
sion of thankfulness to God for having permitted them to serve another 
year in intimate official relations to the blessed work of strengthening 
and extending His Kingdom in this land. The longer aud the more 
attentively they study the extent, the needs, and the promise of the 
American portion of the one broad field, the profounder is their convic- 
tion of the importance and sacredness of the task which the Church has 
put into their hands. The care and anxiety that ever wait upon their 
office are not inconsiderable ; but thoughts of the harvest that will come 
of the sowing with which they are (however remotely) connected, give 
to care and anxiety almost another name and another 'nature than they 
have in the service of the world. The Missions of the Church have for 
their worthiest and loftiest aims the Christian enlightenment and the 
salvation of men ; but, when wisely and vigorously prosecuted, they also 
minister, with a directness and power belonging to no other agency, to 
the interests of social order and good government. These interests are 
in exceeding danger now. Publio sentiment, as perhaps never before 
with us, is drifting away from the Cross and the eternal sanctities that 
oluster about it. This drift must be checked, must be changed. The 
task is too great for anything else than the power of God; and the 
power of God, in a sufficient degree to accomplish it, is at the disposal of 
the Church of God. If weakness and decay come to the foundation and 
superstructure of our civilization, the fault and misfortune will not be 
wholly or chiefly theirs who are of the world, and study and render no 
service that is not measured by its capricious claims. 

In entering upon the first year of the second half century of this So- 
ciety's work, the Domestic Committee regard the fact as not wholly without 
significance that the contributions to it, during the closing year of 
the first half century, are in excess of those of any previous twelve 
months by the sum of a little more than $23,000. And they express the 
hope and offer the prayer that this increase may prove only a weak fore 
shadowing of that which each future year shall bring to the precious 
interest which they are set to supervise, and for which they plead.

REPORT OF THE FOREION COMMITTEE, 

TO THS BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



The Thirty-sixth Annual, Twelfth Triennial, Report of the Foreign 
Committee is presented under the sobering influence of the fact that 
The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, whose representa- 
tive Board is here assembled, is drawing to the close of its Fiftieth 
Tear. 

During the first nine of the years of its existence, all efforts to put 
men in the foreign district of the Church's field of work were in vain. 

The first Mission in this Department was the Greek Mission, begun 
in 1830, which is now therefore in its forty-second year. 

The second was the Mission to the West Coast of Africa, begun early 
in 1835, now in its thirty-seventh year. 

The third was the China Mission, also begun in the year 1835, but 
later in it than the foregoing, now in its thirty-seventh year. 

The third was the Haytien Mission, begun in 1862, and adopted as 
one of the Missions of this Board in November, 1865, now in its tenth 
year. 

Naturally the past history of these Missions rises up and passes in 
review before the minds of the Committee on this Semi-Centennial An- 
niversary. It is a history of profound and constantly recurring disap- 
pointments and difficulties, financial and spiritual, such as have always 
attended the Foreign Missionary work in its infancy. And yet, great as 
have been the obstacles which the enterprise has met with abroad, in the 
natural hardness of the people, the difficulties of acquiring their 
language and understanding their habits of life and modes of thought, 
and the disastrous effect of climate, the greatest hindrances have not 
been abroad but here at home. 

An age of scepticism, of religious indifference and of gigantic 
schemes for the development of our own land has forgotten the word of 
the Lord, regarded Missions in foreign lands as a quixotic enterprize, 
regarding which one might expect to hear stories of disastrous adventure, 
and over whose failure prudent men might laugh ; and thus, this day, 
the anonymous accounts of newspapers regarding the Church's work in 
foreign lands, the narratives of chance observers, and the malignant at- 
tacks of ungodly men, are swallowed with avidity even by many of 
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those who worship in our Churches, no trouble being taken to hear the 
other side, so that instead of the Church guiding the world, we behold the 
humiliating spectacle of the world taking possession of the Church, and 
enthroning its scepticism regarding Foreigu Missions as the controlling 
spirit of the Plousehold of God. 

As a matter of course, under these circumstances, offerings to the 
foreign treasury have not been large, aspirations of young men totvard 
the foreign work have been smothered, an enervating influence has* been 
exerted over our Missionaries in the field, and there have been only 
exceptional longings and prayer for the spread of the dominion of 
Christ "from sea to sea, and from the river even unto the end of the 
world." 

It is, the Committee believes, chiefly because of this state of feeling and 
opinion in the Church at home, that the Foreign Missionary enterprize, the 
legitimate and necessary birth of an Apostolic Church, the child of the prayers 
and tears of many of the Church's best and most honored members, carried 
in the arms of heroic men and women through painfullness, and weariness, and 
watchings, and found clasped to their hearts as they have breathed out their 
spirits, far away from kindred and friends on strange shores, must be presented 
to the Board this day, not in proportions of noble and beautiful vigor, but a 
dwarfed and stunted thing. " Can a mother forget her sucking child, that 
she should not have compassion on the son of her womb t Yea, they may 
forget.*' 

Every year, however, has brought with its sorrows, precious rewards and 
incentives to fresh hope and exertion. Every year has deepened the Com- 
mittee's sense of the absolute obligation, moral dignity, and practical value of 
the Foreign Mission enterprise. They recall with gratitude the fact, which 
the records make apparent, that it was an awakening to a sense of her duty 
to the heathen, which was largely influential in the formation of the Society 
to whose Board the Committee now reports, and which now celebrates its 
Jubilee. Though the Foreign Missionary enterprise of our branch of the 
Church has been as yet hardly more than explorations of the field, learning 
of difficulties and needs, and testing of methods, and despite the mis- 
takes, delays, disappointments, and disasters which have necessarily attended 
our Foreign work, the Committee record their belief that no portion of the 
work of the Church, in the past fifty years, has been richer in blessing to her 
people. Without it, the prayers which she teaches her children, that God 
would have mercy upon all men, and make His saving health known among 
all nations, would have been a heart-searing mockery. All the life and labor 
which the Church has expended in this work seem well laid out, when it is 
remembered that the engrafted word which is able to save the soul, and the 
precious words in which Ihe Church offers prayer and praise, have been 
given to multitudes of heathen in their own tongue, that many have drunk 
ux their spirit, and with them in earth and Paradise are vow ascribing honor 
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to the Lamb. In this Foreign work, as, perhaps, nowhere else has the Church 
entered into her Master's sorrows, and offered op with Him prayers and sup- 
plication, with strong crying and tears. In its annals are embalmed, for a 
perpetual testimony to God's grace toward the Church, the story of heroic 
Christian men and women, of whom the world, nay, of whom the Church in 
its human element was not worthy, in whom has been kept burning in the 
Church in the Nineteenth Century amidst surrounding indifference the holy 
fervor lighted from Heaven in apostolic days, and through whose lips the 
Church in this century has spoken the language of her first love : " I am 
willing not only to be bound, but also to die at Jerusalem, for the name of 
the Lord Jesus." 

Thus looked at, the past is full of voices urging us on, and, permitted as 
the Committee this year are, to make a far more favorable Financial Report 
than ever before, they would fain welcome this Jubilee as announcing, if God 
wiD, a new era in the Foreign Missionary work, and authorizing their taking 
up the Psalmist's words: "We went through fire and water, but Thou 
broughtest us out into a wealthy place."

As will be seen from this table the record for the year past is in every 
way an encouraging one. The number of contributing parishes has in- 
creased in a iarge ratio, and the amount received from collections (which, 
rather than legacies, may be supposed to indicate the present interest 
of the Church) is larger than last year by the sum of $23,892. 22. 

This exhibit gives the Committee great satisfaction because the year 
was at one time a period of great solicitude. The embarrassment to 
which the treasury of the Committee has been so long subjected culmi- 
nated in the China Mission, and advices were received from the Mission- 
ary Bishop to the effect that because of his inability to secure credit any 
longer, the Missionaries were subjected to the greatest perplexity and 
trouble. The indebtedness of the Committee at that time to their Mis- 
sionaries amounted to over $5,000. 

The Committee immediately laid these facts before the 'Church, and 
their appeal met with a sympathy and liberality which they thankfully 
acknowledge, and they have great joy in reporting that this embarrass- 
ment has been entirely removed, and that they have received letters from 
the Missionary Bishop expressing his sense of relief. He has felt pained 
that the facts which he was constrained to press upon the attention of 
the Committee should have been brought so publicly before the Church, 
lest he should seem to be impatient under trials, or to have been guilty of 
extravagance in his management of the work entrusted to him. In justice 
to him and to the Committee, the following statement ought to be made: 
The embarrassment in the China Mission had been accumulating ~

three years, and arose not from any extravagance on the part of the Mis- 
sionary Bishop, nor from his having expended in any year more than he 
was given to understand that he would receive, but simply from the ina- 
bility of the Foreign Committee to forward to their treasurer in China 
the full amount of the promised appropriations. 

And this inability arose from the inadequacy and fluctuations of the 
contributions of the Churches. A table of receipts for five years past 
will show under what uncertainties the work has been carried on : 

1866 $71,626 

1867 81,352 

1868 68,369 

1869 88,341 

1870 80,668 

It will be observed that, in the year 1867, the receipts were $81,352 — 
an increase of nearly $10,000 upon the receipts of the previous year. 
This Board, at its meeting in 1867, encouraged by this increase, and 
pressed by the necessities of the work, resolved that $120,000 ought to 
be raised in 1868. The Foreign Committee were cheered, and felt that 
there was every incentive to enlarge the proportions of theirwork, when 
to their dismay, the contributions in 1868, instead of increasing to 
$120,000, or even keeping up to the figure of 1867, amounted to only 
$63,369— a falling off of nearly $20,000. 

Every effort to retrench their expenses was made, but when time, 
money and hard labor have been spent in laying foundations, secur- 
ing Missionaries, and fitting them for their peculiar work, retrench- 
ment is not very easy. The returns of 1869, however, led th^ Committee 
to hope that they would yet be able to weather the gale. The receipts 
ran up to $88,341. As it turned out, their hopes were only raised to be 
dashed, for in 1870 the receipts fell off again about $8,000. 

The effect of such fluctuations upon a work which has, from the 
necessity of the case, to be laid out a year in advance, can easily be 
imagined. The advances of the Treasurer of the Committee though 
most liberal could not counteract it. Disaster was inevitable, and it 
came. 

SECRETARY AND GENERAL AGENT. ' 

The Committee announced, at the last meeting of the Board, the resig- 
nation by the Rev. Samuel Denison, D.D., of the office of Secretary and 
General Agent, and the election of a successor. First connected with 
the Committee before his Ordination, from 1842 to 1845, as assistant to 
the Secretary and General Agent, the Rev. Dr. Denison was made, in 
the year 1853, Secretary and General Agent. Having resigned that 
office in 1864, he continued to perform its duties till a successor was 
secured in 1866, and from that date to 1868 acted as Local Secretary. 
Though desirous to be relieved* he consented to serve again as Secretary 
tod General Agent in 1868, in which position he wntinued till last FalL 
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Twenty years of faithful and abundant labors have served to endear bun 
to the Missionaries of the Committee, and to impress his admirable busi- 
ness character permanently upon the appliances and methods used in the 
management of the varied and often intricate affairs of the Committee ; 
and they felt that they performed an act which was in every way just 
and fitting, and which would commend itself to this Board, in electing 
him as they did, with the expression of warm regard, to the position of 
Honorary Secretary. 

He has, with the approval of the Committee, been engaged for some 
months in preparing a History of the Foreign Missionary Work of our 
branch of the Church, which is now in the hands of the members of the 
Board; and the Secretary and General Agent has, ever since the assump- 
tion of his office, enjoyed the benefit of his sound judgment, and his 
intimate and extended knowledge of the affairs of the Committee. He 
desires to record the fact that here again the saying finds a fulfilment, 
" Other men labored, and ye have entered into their labors. " 

The present Secretary and General Agent entered upon the duties of 
his office on the 1st of December last, and has been constantly engaged 
since then in conducting the business of the Committee, and in presenting 
the claims of the Foreign work whenever opportunity has been given 
which has been, with one or two exceptions, three or four times every 
Sunday. He has met courtesy and kindness everywhere, even from 
those who professed but little sympathy with his cause. 

He would acknowledge, too, his debt to the Secretary and General 
Agent of the Domestic Committee, who has .given him the benefit of his 
large knowledge of the parishes and rectors of the Church, and has, the 
Foreign Secretary has reason to believe, taken every opportunity to com- 
mend him and his work to their confidence and sympathy. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

In all these, so far as they represent the Foreign Department, the 
Secretary and General Agent has enjoyed the invaluable assistance of 
the Rev. John Liggins, formerly a missionary of the Board in China, who 
still remains an invalid. 

The Spirit of Missions and Home and Abroad will be the subject 
of a report to be presented by the Secretaries jointly. 

The Carrier Dove has now been issued eighteen years, and was the 
second illustrated religious Paper for children published in this country. 
It owes its origin to the late Secretary and General Agent, to whom and 
to the Rev. John Liggins (to whom for some years the details of its 
preparation have been largely committed) it owes its high character as 
. an interesting and judicious Missionary Paper for the young. 

It now has a circulation of 37,500 copies, an increase of 9,500 during 
the past year. Wherever receive4 it is valued, so far as is known, and 
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the attention of those who are not familiar with it is respectfully called 
to its merits. 

FAMILY MISSIONARY BOXES. 

The Family Missionary Box system, so well known to the members of 
the Board, and in many quarters so highly prized, is still in use in behalf 
of the Foreign work, and the Secretary and General Agent has spared 
no pains to make it as fruitful in results as possible. 

The entire number sent out from the office has been 11,900. Three 
thousand one hundred and sixty-three dollars, fourteen cents ($3,163.14), 
were received from them at the Christmas opening, 1870 ; four thousand 
three hundred and seventeen dollars, ninety-two cents ($4,317.02) at last 
Easter. The boxes have thus proved a valuable help ; but it is cause for 
regret that the holders have made only 7,121 returns in all, instead of 
17,700 due. A very large number of boxes sent out have made no report 
at all Those which have made returns have averaged about one dollar 
thirty-two cents at each opening, from which it may be inferred that had 
all the boxes been faithfully used, the receipts from this agency alone 
would have amounted to twenty-three thousand three hundred and 
sixty-four dollars ($23,364.) In this, as in all other appliance* for 
awakening interest in and calling forth offerings for the Missionary 
work, whether the five cent, system or the collection in the church, 
the cause depends upon the interest of the rectors of our parishes. 
Where that is wanting, as, alas, it often is, all expedients fail 

RESIGNATION AND ELECTION. 

The Rev. A. H. Vinton, D.D., having found himself unable to attend 
the meetings of the Committee from his present residence, and having, to 
the regret of the Committee, resigned his place in it, the Rev. Benjamin 
L Haight, D.D., was elected to supply the vacancy and has accepted the 
appointment. 

MISSIONARIES HOME ON LEAVE. 

West African Mission. — The Rev. J. K. Wilcox, for thirteen 
years Missionary of the Board, and now stationed at Buchanan, B&flBi, 
and parts adjacent, arrived in this country on his first visit in July last 
A sea voyage and a short stay in this country were ordered by bis 
physician as absolutely necessary to his health, which was seriously im- 
paired. He sailed for Africa, via England, Sept. 27, having derived, the 
Committee regret to report, little benefit from his visit. 

Miss Savery, who went out in the Fall of 1867, arrived in thia 
country in the middle of September last in enfeebled health. She ren- 
dered valuable service in the Cape Palmas Orphan Asylum during her 
stay in Africa, and hopes to be able to return. 
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Hatti Mission. — Rev. J. T. Holly and wife, after nine years 9 
absence in their Mission field in Hayti, have returned from a sojourn of 
a few months for the benefit of Mrs. Holly's health. 

Rev. Mr. Quine, lately a Priest of the Church of Rome, has also 
arrived from Hayti. He comes to make the declaration of belief in the 
Scriptures as containing all things necessary to salvation, and of confor- 
mity to the doctrines, discipline and worship of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, required by the Canons, and also to declare his intention of becom- 
ing an American citizen, in order to rid himself of annoyances to which, 
because of his abandonment of Romanism, his French nationality has 
subjected him. Mr. Quine, on his return to Hayti, will immediately take 
charge of a school connected with our Mission, for which his education 
especially fits him. He promises to be a valuable acquisition to our 
Missionary staff. 

Rev. Mr. Quine will sail (D. V.) for Hayti in a few days. 

Rev. Mr. Holly and Mrs. Holly will be present during part of this 
meeting of the Board, and will (D. V.) sail for Hayti during the present 
month. 

DEPABTUBB OF MISSIONARIES. 

West African Mission. — Miss Margaretta Scott, who returned to 
this country after five years of valuable labors at Cavalla, sailed for 
Africa in June last. 

She was accompanied by Miss Fanny J. Botts, whom she had 
interested in the African work. Miss Botts was at the time of her ap- 
pointment in charge of a school for colored persons in Delaware, and 
her long experience in this work in that State and farther South 
seemed to fit her peculiarly for the field upon which she has entered. 

China Mission. — The Rev. Elliott H. Thomson and Mrs. Thomson 
(with their children), who returned to this country in May, 1869, after an 
absence from it of about ten years, were ready to return to China last 
Fall, but while the question of their departure was before the Committee, 
the news from China represented the condition of affairs there as very 
unsettled, and the Committee decided that it would not be judicious to 
consent to their return. Mr. and Mrs. Thomson wait now, at the 
instance of the Committee, only to be present at the meeting of the 
Board and at the Jubilee Services, and will leave (D. V.) for Shanghai 
via San Francisco about the 20th of this month. The Committee re- 
joice to know that Miss Fay's health has been very much benefited by 
her sojourn in her native land. She has been detained for the same rea- 
son as led to the detention of Mr. Thomson. She will return with them 
to a field in which she had, until eighteen months ago, labored uninter- 
ruptedly for nearly twenty years. 

Japan. — The Rev. Arthur R. Morris, of the Diocese of New Jersey, 
having received an appointment by the Foreign Committee as a Mission- 
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ary to Japan, embarked en route for that country via England on the 
8th of February. Mr. Morris purposes to devote himself permanently 
to that work. For prudential reasons, however, he prefers to make 
trial of the field for two years, without expense to the Board of Mis- 
sions, to satisfy himself of his fitness for the work. 

RESIGNATIONS AND REMOVALS OF MISSIONARIES. 

Two or three of the Liberian Catechists and Teachers have been dis- 
charged for inefficiency. The Committee regret the necessity for this 
action, but the Committee must be conscientious almoners of the Church's 
bounty, and the interests of the work demand diligent and effective 
service. 

DEATH OP MISSIONARIES. 

Two of those engaged in the Mission work of the Board have been 
removed from the scene of their earthly labors during the past year. 
Both were connected with the African Mission. The first was Mrs, M. A. 
Cassell, a Liberian, formerly of Baltimore, once matron of St. Mark's 
Hospital, Cavalla, and more recently the efficient manager of the Fe- 
male Orphan Asylum. She died Feb. 15, 1871. Her end was full of 
peace. 

The other was Joseph Stimpson, a native, who, during his stay at the 
Hoffman Institute, had become a candidate for the Ministry. He died 
March 0, 1871. His departure was a great loss to the Mission. Not 
only did he promise to become a useful Missionary to his people, but he 
was already an efficient teacher. He died in childlike trust in the grace 
of God in Jesus Christ. While heathen people set up a wailing of de- 
spair at his grave, the Christians sang with a loud voice, " Glory be to 
God on high and on earth peace, good will to men."

THE GREEK MISSION. 
Location— Athens, Gbbbgb. 
Missionary Staff — Miss Marion Muir and a number of assistant teachers. 

The venerable Church in which this Mission is located has been 
recently the scene of a very remarkable awakening, in which we cannot 
but see a work of the Spirit of God, as a manifest element in it has been 
that word which is His Sword. 

The movement to which reference is made, seems to have begun with 
a layman holding a high position in the community. Impressed himself 
with the new views of religion, he spared no effort to bring about the 
teaching of its blessed truths to the people, and especially to their children. 
The little effort grew, and in October last no less than forty-four married 
clergy of Athens and its neighborhood met together and formed an 
association — the object of which should be the establishment of Sunday-* 
Schools and their own improvement in religious knowledge and in spiritual- 
ity of life. The members met weekly, at the house of the layman above 
mentioned, for the study of the Scriptures, and the knowledge thus 
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obtained is imparted to the children of each parish on Sunday afternooi 
As if to meet the increased desire for Scripture truth a remarkab 
preacher has been raised up, the Rev. Mr. Latas, who preaches to crowc 
of eager listeners. 

We may indulge the hope that God has used our work to coi 
tribute to the movement which has been described, and as the obje< 
of the Fathers in the Church who founded the Greek Mission was n< 
to introduce another form of Christianity or establish another Churc 
than that in which the Greeks have been nurtured, but to restore thei 
to more just notions of the only correct Scriptural standard of doctrin 
ceremonies and practice, and bring back to them the simplicity an 
purity of the Gospel belief; this movement, should it be successful, wi 
fulfil the hopes which led to the foundation of our Mission. One of tfa 
ways in which our work co-operates with this movement is thus d< 
scribed : 

" The Christmas exercises were particularly interesting. Besides th 
recitation from the Gospel narratives, there were selections from th 
prophecies respecting the advent of the Saviour, with their fulfilmen 
A copy of the questions, with the Scriptural answers, was given to th 
gentlemen, at whose house the priests were to prepare their Sunda 
lessons. It is probable that they were the subject of examination at th 
meeting that followed, for on the Sunday after, at one of the Paris 
Churches, the priest took occasion to speak of the birth of Christ, whic 
the Church was then celebrating, and told them that this great even 
had been foretold by the Prophets. A little girl, belonging to our mu 
sion, spoke, and said that Isaiah had prophecies respecting Christ, an 
immediately repeated the passages she had learned. The priest listene 
to her with astonishment, gave her his blessing, and asked her mothe 
(who is a teacher in our school) where she had learned this Scripture 
Her mother told him, and then called her little son (a boy of five year 
old), and made him repeat what he had learned about the birth of th 
Saviour. The priest said to the mother : c I must come and see you. 
can learn much from the lessons these children are taught. 9 " 

Regarding the general work of the Mission, Miss Muir recent! 
wrote to the Secretary : 

"From the records in our library and other sources I can con 
scientiously say to you, and you may conscientiously affirm the fact ii 
your official report, that at no period of its existence has it presented i 
more noble aspect — that it has never been seen to greater advantag 
before the people of this country, or given more promising evideno 
of its matured influence, or promise of genuine and permanent good (o 
the future than at this day. It stands prominently before the public a 
embracing the only schools in which the religion of the New Testament 
the doctrine of salvation through the grace of Our Lord Jesus Chrisi 
and the morality of the Sermon on the Mount, and the other teaching 
of Him who is the Truth, are faithfully and perpetually taught as dail] 
lessons — and this, too, upon the official assurance and declaration of lb 
of the highest authority in the land. Our schools are held up by th- 
Minister of Religion and Public Instruction as models to be imitated b; 
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all the collages and public and private schools in Greece, wherein especi- 
ally religious instruction, is systematically and thoroughly taught to the 
young, as pre-eminently and vitally important."

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Begun in 1835, this mission has struggled on through thirty-si? years 
of almost unparalleled difficulties. These years, however, have been 
fruitful of blessed results. The speoial characteristics and wants of the 
field, as well as its special dangers and the best means of meeting them 
have been learned. The Mission has been doing not a little to educate 
and mould an interesting colony which, landed upon a coast buried in a 
perfect night of moral and spiritual darkness, was in danger of being 
exterminated or absorbed by the countless multitude of barbarians of 
their own race and color by whom the colonists were surrounded, but 
which is now the hope of Africa. The Church has been planted there. 
Congregations have been gathered and organized. Churches have been 
built. A beginning has been made in raising up both a Liberian and 
a Native ministry. Schools for adding to the ranks of this indigenous 
ministry are in successful operation. The faith once delivered to the 
Saints as taught in the Scriptures and explained and embodied in the 
Creeds and Liturgy of the Church has been translated into the Grebo 
tongue. The fundamental truths of Christianity have been widely dis- 
seminated, and enough of their influence felt to shake the foundation of 
heathenism even where the Church is in nowise established. 

One of the Missionaries writes of the Dey and Vey countries : " Both 
the name and the mission of the Lord Jesus Christ are known by num- 
bers of persons all through this country. Vast numbers of the heathen 
recognise with distinctness the difference between paganism and the 
Christian faith." AH the more sanguinary and grosser forms of paganism 
have already disappeared in the tribes bordering on Liberia, so that the 
traders declare that to find them it is necessary to go far into the interior. 

Above all, the presence of Christianity has so awakened the native 
tribes to a sense of their physical and mental moral wretchedness that 
they plead for the blessings which they at first combined to drive from 
their shores. The kings and headmen send their sons from considerable 
distances to our Christian schools begging that they may be taught 
Deputations come in from the interior asking that Godmen (as they 
style the Missionaries) may be sent to teach their people. Indeed, to 
secure for themselves the advantages with which they know Christian 
civilization has blessed the Liberians, is a perfect passion with many of 
the natives. The Rev. J. K. Wilcox, of Bassa, in describing one of hi* 
tours, writes : 

" Met King Freeman, of New-Cess country, this afternoon. He assured 
me that if I would open a school in his town that he would build the 
school-house himself." 

The Rev. Alex. Crummell, writes : " At the commencement of tbtf 
quarter — *. e. 9 in the middle of January — I undertook a journey through 
the Dey and Vey countries, preachiug from village to village. I bad 
been sent for by two chiefs, or kings, to talk with them about schools and 
missions. I started from the settlement of Virginia, and went through 
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the Dey country first. I found the towns numerous, the people active 
with energetic labor, cutting their farms, willing everywhere to listen to 
the Word, some knowledge of which they have gained trading in our 
towns, or through resident traders in their homes, or through youth 
living in our Liberian families. But the truth has not penetrated deep : 
it has mainly suggested intellectual desire ; for everywhere the demand 
was for schools and school-masters. At the second town which I visited, 
an old man followed me a long distance from town, importuning me in 
the most serious, solemn manner to send him a teacher. The man's 
earnestness startled me. 4 But, my friend,' I said, 'I have no teacher to 
leave here. I am only travelling through the country.' i But,' was his 
reply, in very clear English, * but your people promised me a school. I 
want my children taught ; and you ought to send a man here.' And 
for a half-hour he kept beside me step by step, urging his suit.' 

Of an interview with the celebrated Bomba, one of the kings, he writes : 

"After dinner we at once had our * palaver ;' first about the Gospel, 
next about schools. 

"Without entering into details, I will give the sum of the conversa- 
tion in the ipsissima verba of the king 'Ah, Mr. Crummell, I am too old 
for these things ; but look at these children ; take them all ; put them in 
your schools, and train them as you please. I will build you a school, 
and a house for your Missionary, and give as much land as you please.' " 

To add to the interest of this portion of the Missionary field, trade 
and recent explorations have within the last few years thrown open to 
Christian effort tribes living upon high land, free, there is reason to hope, 
from the debilitating influences of the coast, tribes far superior in intelli- 
gence, enterprize and advancement to those with whom our Mission has 
yet been brought in contact. 

This opening was presented in detail in an article in The Spirit op 
Missions for February last and in a pamphlet which has recently been 
sent to each member of this Board, and it need not be enlarged upon 
here. Will not a Church which shall neglect such an opening forfeit her 
character and put in peril her richest blessings? 

The continued feeble health of the long tried Servant of God whose 
labors for Africa, begun more than 35 years ago, have continued until 
recently, and who for years has exercised Episcopal jurisdiction there, has 
prevented his return to his field. The want of Episcopal oversight has 
been a most serious embarrassment to the Mission during the last year. 
The excited political condition of Liberia (which the Committee are glad 
to know has somewhat subsided) has been unfavorable, too, to the 
operations of the Church. And while the Committee cannot say that the 
labors of all under their care in the African field have produced those 
results which the Church had a right to expect, they yet feel that they 
have reason to be encouraged on a general survey of the work. For par- 
ticulars the Board are respectfully referred to the Report of the Mission- 
ary Bishop. 
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The Committee commend this interesting field most earnestly to the 
prayers and wisest deliberation of the Board. The present state of the 
field and our peculiar relations to the African race, call us to larger con- 
ceptions of our duty. All that we have done can only be acceptable if 
offered as the beginning of a larger work. For what is all that the 
Church has laid out for the good of Africa, as compared with the offer- 
ings which we as Christians ought not only to feel bound but to claim 
the privilege of pouring out to atone for the unparalleled wrongs which 
men of our nation and other Christian nations have inflicted on the 
benighted helpless children of that land. The two hundred years 
through which the Portuguese, French, English and Americans have 
successively held sway upon what is now the Liberian coast have been 
almost literally crowded with iniquities, and heathenism has stood 
aghast at kidnapping, blasphemy of "that holy name wherewith we 
are called," drunkenness, revelry, robbery, rape, adultery, cold blooded 
cruelty and butchery, piracy and universal recklessness of every ordin- 
ance human and Divine, which adventurers from Christian lands have 
made rampant on that shore. 

THE CHINA MISSION.

Notwithstanding the alarm which the Tien-Tsin massacre created in 
this country and among the foreigners in China, our Missionaries have 
been able to pursue their course unmolested, and seem to indulge no 
fears of any serious interruption of their work. 
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" Though it is but the day of small things in China," to quote the 
language of Bishop Williams, " still the statistics of the past three years 
show a very gratifying increase when compared with previous years. 
The number of Baptisms for these three years is less by only eighteen, 
and the number of Confirmations greater by twenty-seven, than for the 
twenty-one years from 1846 to 1867." In these three years the Com- 
municants have nearly trebled. The contributions of the converts are 
this year nearly double those of last year, being $635.57, a very gratify- 
ing amount when the fact is considered that 20 cents is a fair day's 
wages ; and a general review of the work indicates that of which the in- 
creasingly antagonistic attitude of the ruling classes is significant, that a 
measure of success is attending the labors of Christian Missionaries 
which may well excite alarm in the friends of paganism, and make the 
Christian glad. 

Preaching, gathering, and teaching the young in Day and Boarding 
Schools, training of Candidates for Orders, care of the poor, ministrations 
to the sick ia the Hospital and Dispensary, constitute the round of duty 
of our Missionaries, and the Missionary Bishop reports that all these 
operations have been well sustained. One hundred and forty-two in-door 
patients were treated in the Hospital during the past year, and the num- 
ber of visits paid to the Dispensary by those seeking relief amounted to 
22,496. 

HOSPITAL AND DISPENSARY. 

There is no need of dwelling upon the importance of such auxiliaries 
as the Hospital and Dispensary to our work, irresistible testimony as they 
are to the excellence of Christ's religion and the good intentions of 
the Missionaries. From the influence of one case, we may judge of the 
general effect of all. 

" In reference to one of the cases mentioned in the Surgeons' Report, 
— that of a deranged girl treated in the Hospital, — a fact that has come 
to our knowledge may not be without interest. When she was sent home 
to her friends, her parents expressed to the man in whose care she was 
placed the horrible dread they had felt of this Hospital and of the 
foreigners who conducted it, saying that they had been told that to get 
their daughter away they must pay 1,000 taels. But when they heard 
the true state of the case, and saw the benefit which their daughter had 
received, they were not only greatly relieved, but promised that after the 
New Year they would come and express their thanks for so much kind- 
ness." 

SCHOOLS. 

In China, as in other fields, the effort being not to denationalize the 
people, but to lay the solid foundation of a native Church, presided over 
and taught by native pastors, great attention is given to schools in which 
the young are gathered, and from which it is hoped they may go forth in 
after years rooted and grounded in Christian truth and practice, reliable 
Christians who will adorn among their own people the doctrine of God 
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their Saviour, and be able to give a reason of the hope that is in them ; 
and some of them (if God will) able ministers of the New Testament, 
pure in life, apt to teach, and thoroughly furnished unto every good work. 
" Picture," writes one of our Missionaries, " as clearly as you can the 
state of a heathen boy such as those who run about the streets of these 
three cities (Wuchang, Hankow and Hanyang), growing up to a stupid, 
sensual, practically godless life. Then think of that same boy rescued by 
the outstretched hands of some of the Church's many Sunday-schools, 
brought to our pleasant school-lot and chapel, washed, clothed, taught both 
the best Chinese literature and such Christian and foreign learning as we 
shall find best to give him, daily at chapel prayers, learning to chant and 
respond, baptized into Christ's holy Church, and shielded for yeare from 
the terrible powers of the arch adversary. As a man he is well learned ; 
no more an idolater, and, if God has blessed our prayers and work, a 
sincere Christian, ready to give his life and labors in return for what the 
Church has done for him. Only $40 a year may do all this. Who will 
come up to our help m this work for our Lord ?" 

For statistics and further details of this Mission the Committee re- 
spectfully refer the Board to the Report of the Missionary Bishop. 

JAPAN. 

The Committee have already mentioned the departure of the Rev. 
Arthur R. Morris to this field, and the circumstances under which he 
went. Japan presents the interesting spectacle of a nation shut up for 
ages from the Western World, and bound hand and foot with the tradi- 
tions of the past, bursting its bonds and throwing open its doors to the 
new life of the present day. 

A Missionary writes : 

44 There is a rage for English education. In Yedo alone it is estimated 
there are over three thousand pupils. The Kai-Sei-Jo University expects 
to have that number alone ; then there is the Medical College, ana the 
Naval Academy, and several private schools, having three hundred each. 
These latter, private schools, are kept by educated natives, some of them 
former pupils. They have no school on Sunday, and one School uses 
44 Wayland's Moral Science." In several of the provinces, and in all the 
ports, there are schools with one or more foreign teachers. A second step 
of progress is the material improvement taking place in the country. 
Light-houses mark the coast, steamboats ply on their bays and rivers, 
owned and manned by natives, the telegraphs between Yokohama and 
Yedo, and Kiobe and Osaka are in operation, and the railroad between 
the former places will soon be done, and routes are being surveyed in 
other parts of the country. But independent of steam communication, 
horses and carriages are used most extensively by natives, and the great 
Tokaido, the chief road from Yokohama to Yedo, is alive with vehicles. 
A third mark of progress is doing away with the pomp and retinue of 
former times. It is very common to meet the highest Kuges (lords) and 
Daimios (princes) riding on horseback with but a few attendants. The 
same spirit shows itself in destroying the fine towers of the castle at 
Yedo. It is a pity to see this dismantling, but it is a mark of progress. A 
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fourth mark of progress is not only the increased number of Japanese 
going abroad, and princes and lords being of that number, but in the 
government sending representatives to foreign courts." 

Such a representative now resides at the capital of this country. 
The Second Assistant Minister of Finance of the Empire, with an ex- 
tensive suite, came some months ago to our shores to visit our mint, to study 
our revenue laws, and to inform himself generally regarding our financial 
system, and it is recently reported that the Japanese Government 
announces a new system of national coinage of gold and silver, to cor- 
respond with the American system, the yew or dollar being the unit. 

The hopes which facts like the above have engendered, and which 
they justify, that a free field will be opened for the publishing of the 
Gospel have not yet been realized. The opposition to the Gospel seems 
to be as strong as ever, and the edicts against converts to it have re- 
cently been put into execution with remorseless cruelty. 

The Committee ask the special attention of the Board to the views 
presented by the Missionary Bishop on this subject in his report, and to 
the course by him recommended. 

HAYTI MISSION. 
Location. — Port-au-Prince, Cabaret Qaatre, Aux Cayes, Anse-a-Veau. 
Missionary Staff.— Three Presbyters, one Deacon.

Rev. Mr. Holly reports the following Catechists and Teachers, who, 
however, are not in the service of the Foreign Committee :

This Mission seems to have been carried on with a good degree 
of energy during the past year. Besides the Stations above named, the 
Rev. Mr. Holly reports four Mission Stations, severally at La Coupe, St. 
Mark, Bel Air Section (Port-au-Prince), and Citronnier, and while the 
chief Parish, that at Port-au-Prince, has lost somewhat in numbers 
owing to emigrants from Jamaica and St. Thomas returning to their 
homes, discouraged by the hard times and by the recent political dis- 
turbances in Hayti, the Mission has made decided advanoe in the good 
opinion of the people. 

At La Coupe a lot has been donated for the erection of a Chapel 
under the auspices of the Protestant Episcopal Convocation, and the 
members of that Mission Station (the Mediator) have nearly completed 
the erection of a bamboo House of Prayer thereon. 

Mr. Adolphe Severe, Senior Church Warden of Holy Trinity Church, 
Port-au-Prince, has made engagement with Convocation to donate a lot 
of land at Bizoton, three miles south of Port-au-Prince, for the erection 
of a House of Prayer, where he proposes to act as Lay Reader among the 
rural population of that section. 

Mr. St. Aude, Senator of the Haitien Republic for Port-au-Paix, has 
promised to give land, and build a Church thereon at his own ex- 
pense, at Portau-Paix, as soon as a regular Missionary Pastor shall be 
appointed for that place. 

The Wesleyan Congregation at Jeremie, now six years without a 
Pastor, has expressed to our Standing Committee in Hayti, its willing- 
ness to receive an Episcopal Pastor, if one should be appointed for that 
place, to put their Chapel at his disposal, and to submit to his pastoral 
guidance. 

Mr. Holly reports, also, that a monthly religious newspaper, called the 
Gospel Echo and Harbinger of the New Age, has been established under 
the auspices of the Standing Committee, as a common medium of com- 
munication for all evangelical workers in Haiti, and special organ of the 
Protestant Episcopal Convocation. Its establishment has been hailed 
throughout the island with delight.

This Mission suffers not a little from its lack of Episcopal visitation. 
Bishop Lee, to whom its provisional care has been committed by the 
Presiding Bishop, being unable to visit the Mission, the Foreign Com- 
mittee opened correspondence with several Bishops in its behalf, and, 
finally, Bishop Whipple consented to supply the Service that was lacking, 
and set sail for Haiti via Havana. The difficulties in the way of com- 
munication with Haiti were so great, however, that he was forced to 
return without accomplishing his purpose. The Convocation in Haiti 
have memorialized the House of Bishops in behalf of the appointment 
of a Bishop for their Mission ; and such an appointment seems advisable; 
if there is reasonable assurance that Haiti, rent for years by revolution, 
has reached a degree of permanent tranquillity such as will afford ground 
for hope that the Mission there may be a stable and vigorous one. 

SUPPOSED NEGLECT IN BAPTIZING CHILDBEN. 

Animadversion was made at the last meeting of the Board upon a sup- 
posed neglect of the baptism of children in some of our Foreign Mis- 
sionary Jurisdictions. The Committee made this the subject of corres- 
pondence with the parties supposed to be delinquent. The response of 
the Bishop to China is given here ; that of the Bishop to Cape Palmas 
will be found in his Report. Bishop Williams writes : 

I do not feel at all hurt or offended that the Special Committee took 
us to task " for the apparent neglect on the part of the Foreign Mission- 
aries of the subject of Infant Baptism, in their ministrations among the 
heathen/ 9 On the contrary, I am rather glad they have told us their 
minds, for several reasons. 1st. It is gratifying to know that our 
brethren at home take sufficient interest in our work to notice and point 
out to' us our faults and failings, real or fancied. From some indications 
of late, we have feared that we have not the sympathy and prayers and 
aid of many in the Church that we have a right to expect. But we would

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take this action of the Special Committee as evidence of misapprehen- 
sion on our part, or. augury of returning interest in the Mission work of 
our Church. We would, nowever, beg that our brethren would not be 
very severe in our condemnation before they know that we are really at 
fault. 

2nd. I am glad the Special Committee brought up the subject, be- 
cause it will make us more careful for the future, if there has been neglect 
on the part of any one of us in our past ministrations, and will also give 
us an opportunity of justifying ourselves to those who truly think that 
we have neglected our duty. 

3rd. It will give us an additional argument and a good opportunity 
to urge anew on some of our converts the duty and obligation to bring 
their children to baptism. Some of them have been urged, time and 
again, to bring their children* and have them baptized. Their responsi- 
bilities have been faithfully set before them, and various arguments 
have been used to induce them to perform their duty in this respect. 
Hitherto they have resisted all the efforts that have been made ; we can 
but hope that some of them may be led to neglect this duty no longer 
when they learn that the Church at home has thought it a matter of so 
much importance that it has been discussed in the Board of Missions, has 
been jnade the subject of a special letter, and that we have been blamed 
for their fault No doubt it will have an influence with some of them. 
In fact, one who has frequently been spoken to by myself on the subject 
has, since the receipt of your letter, promised that he will bring his chil- 
dren to be baptized. 

I have asked the Rev. Mr. Wong — who, you are aware, has charge of 
Christ Church — to make a list of the children of converts connected with 
his church. He has divided them into two classes: 1st, Children whose 
parents are both Christians ; and, 2nd, Children of parents but one of 
whom is a Christian. In the first list, but two (2) remain unbaptized ; 
and, to my certain knowledge, Mr. Wong had arranged with their parents, 
before the arrival of your letter, to baptize them as soon as they were 
old enough to be brought to the Churcn. 

In the second list, there are eight (8) unbaptized j but I am sure it is 
through no fault of our most faithful native presbyter, Mr. Wong. I have 
heard him urge, more than once, the parents of four of the eight to bring 
their children to be baptized. When only one of the parents is a Chris- 
tian, there are great difficulties, as they think, in the way; and sometimes 
it is impossible to persuade them to bring their children. When the one 
not a Christian refuses to give consent to the baptism, if it should be 
done contrary to the wishes or knowledge of the unbelieving husband or 
wife, as the case may be, it would be, they say, a continual source of dis- 
cord, and destroy all peace in the family. In this case the Christian 
replies to us, it is better to wait a while till I can persuade my wife or my 
husband to consent. 

There are instances where neither father nor mother make any objec- 
tion ; but the mother-in-law — always a power, and sometimes a terrible 
tyrant in Chinese families — steps in and forbids the baptism of a child. 
A woman who has a daughter, but no son, frequently takes for her daugh- 
ter a. husband — sometimes when a mere boy — to live in her own family ; 
and then, according to Chinese custom, the mother-in-law claims the first 
grandson as her own, as heir of her property, and the much-coveted son 
to worship at her grave and quiet and minister to the wants of her 'spirit

in the unseen world. It requires much faith and courage and resolution 
and grace to act contrary to this established custom, which has in China 
much the force of our lex non scripta. Some put off bringing their chil- 
dren to baptism because they are afraid of encountering the opposition 
of their relatives, or througn fear of endangering property which may 
have been left to their child, or offending some old uncle or aunt who 
has determined to give their child all his or her fortune. 

There has not been time to get statements of the baptisms of chil- 
dren from Peking and Hankow ; but with regard to the latter place, I 
can testify on my own personal knowledge that the children of ODly one 
of our converts there are unbaptized. He has been exhorted on the sub- 
ject very many times ; but he says his wife will not allow it, and he can- 
not bring his children without her consent. His wife does not seem in 
perfect subjection to her lord, as may be judged from the fact that she some- 
times hides his coat or shoes to prevent his going to church on Sunday. 

Time will not allow me to prosecute this subject farther ; but enough 
has been said to show that, however our Missionaries may have failed m 
their duty in other respects, they are not open to the charge of very 
serious neglect of their duty in baptizing children. 

TITLES TO MISSION PROPERTY. 
Information has been gathered on this subject during the past year, 
which it is thought well to put in permanent form in this Report. 

CHINA. 
(Bishop WiUianu? leiUr, dated at Shanghai, March 11, 1871). 

Shanghai. — The Title-Deeds are in the name of Bishop W. J. Boone, 
and his successors in office, in trust for the Foreign Committee of the 
Board of Missions pf the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America. 

Pbkin. — The Title-Deed is in the name of Bishop C. M. Williams, 
and his successors in office, in trust as above. 

In the opinion of Dr. S. Wells Williams, Secretary of the Legation, 
and acting Minister (in 1869), and also of Consul-General Seward (at this 
date), ho change is necessary in Title-Deeds to Bishop Boone as above. 

AFRICA. 
(Bishop Payne's letter, Dec. 5th, 1870.) 

The Mission Property in Africa is held by different sorts of tenure. 

1. In organizing Congregations in the Colonial Settlements, my 
object was to give them as early as possible the status of organized 
parishes in this country consistently with proper relations to the Church 
in this country. 

In the Articles of Association it was provided that, until the Churches 
'became self-supporting, they should be supplied with ministers by the 
Mission. But it was also provided, that churches built for tfiese Con- 
gregations, with Property attached, should be deeded to the Vestries of the 
same, and accordingly all the Church Buildings within the settlements 
are held by their Vestries. 
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2. Other Mission Property within the Colonial Settlements is deeded 
to the Bishop, his associates, and successors in the Mission, to be held by 
them so long as it is used for the purposes for which it was given. 

By this tenure we hold the Orphan Asylum, Cape Palmas ; the High 
School, Mount Yaughan ; and Hoffman Station, with hind and property 
attached. 

The Hospital at Cape Palmas is held by the Board of Trustees, com- 
posed chiefly of Liberians, and the Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction 
at Cape Palmas, <fcc, who is ex officio President of this Board. 

At the Native Stations, the property is held under a written agreement 
with the Chiefs, giving to the Mission the premises occupied by the 
dwellings, churches, school-houses, and villages of the same. 

Fishtown and Rocktown Stations were originally purchased by an 
English trader, who gave his title to Dr. Wilson, oi the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, who in turn conveyed it to our 
Mission. But, when subsequently the Liberians purchased the territory 
around those places from the natives, this title was no longer regarded. 

At all places where there are no Liberian settlements, I have found it 
the best policy to attempt to purchase no property. 

HAYTI. 
(Letter of Bev. J. T. HoUy % Dec. 20*A, 1870.) 

There is in Hayti no legislation to cover temporalities of independent 
congregations as corporate property. Such legislation is contemplated. 

EXISTING ARRANGEMENT. 

The Wardens and Vestrymen have executed an act acknowledging 
themselves to be the delegated Trustees of a Religious Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, but as they are not themselves recognized 
by law as a corporate body, and cannot act a» such, they, therefore, as 
individuals, gave a power of attorney to one of their number to act for 
himself and them as delegated Trustees of this Protestant Episcopal 
Society, in buying and holding Church property. 

Our parochial constitution defining the manner of electing Wardens 
and Vestrymen, is filed in the Department of Public Worship, and, there- 
fore, so long as any congregation exists, that congregation can, by naming 
Vestrymen as their Trustees, in conformity to these provisions, alway 
through these Trustees, claim and control the property ; for those Trustees 
will always be competent to revoke the power of attorney granted to 
one person and transfer it to another. 

The power of attorney is to buy and hold for the congregation ; not 
to sell or dispose of property. To do the latter, another power of attorney 
to that effect would have to be granted. 
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RECORD OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONARIES OF THE BOARD. 

It seems just that there should be submitted to the Board, at this Jubilee 
Meeting, a list of those who have given themselves to the Foreign work of 
the Church, of whom not a few have laid down their lives in its behalf. 
Such a list is herewith presented. It has been made from such information 
as could be gleaned from sources easy to be reached ; did time and space 
allow, it would afford much gratification to the Committee to enlarge the 
record respecting many of those whose names appear in this list. 

GREECE. 

Rev. J. J. Robertson, D.D. Appointed, 1829. 

Mks. Robertson. 

Dr. R. visited Greece under appointment as an Agent of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, 1829. Appointed a Mis- 
sionary to Greece, May 1829. Retired from the work abroad in 
1842, the Foreign Committee at that date testifying of him as follows. 
" As the earliest laborer of our Church in the Foreign field, thus, at 
the end of thirteen years, retires from the Missionary work, com- 
mon justice demands from your Committee their testimony to the 
fidelity of Dr. R. His interest in the work continues, it is believed, 
undiminished, and his zeal unabated; and had not the pressing cares 
of his family, added to enfeebled health, prevented, he would follow 
his inclination in continuing in the chosen labor of his life as the 
object of his warmest affections. The Dr. is, at this date (1871), 
engaged in Parish work at Saugerties, New York. 

Rev. J. H. Hill, D.D., and Mrs. Hill. Appointed, 1830, and after labors 
unusually prolonged, they resigned their connection with the Mission, 
1869. 

Dr. and Mrs. Hill still reside in Athens, where, for nearly forty 
years, they have labored in connection with the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society. Thousands of Greek girls have been trained by 
them in the Mission Schools, of which the leading and all important 
feature has been the teaching of the simple truths of the Gospel. 
The pupils now in the schools are, many of them, the children and, 
in some cases, the grand-children of the former pupils of Dr. and 
Mrs. Hill. 

The Dr. recently arrived in New York, having come to attend the 
meeting of the General Convention and Board of Missions. He 
passed his eightieth birthday on board the ship during the voyage. 

Miss Mary Baldwin. Appointed, February 1835. Retained her 
connection with the Mission until the year 1864, when, her 
health requiring a change, she was allowed to occupy her time in 
such work as circumstances permitted. In 1869, she removed to 
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Jaffa, Syria, and is now engaged in teaching a school of native 
children — a work, however, with which the Board has no official 
connection. 

Rev. Hilliard Bryant. Appointed, July 1836. 

Miss Elizabeth Mulligak, } gi8ter8 of Mr8 Hijx 

Miss Frederica Mulligan. ) 

The four persons last named were sent to Greece, by the Executive 
Committee, prior to the organization of the Board of Missions. 

The Foreign Committee in their first Report, June 1836, say, 
" the ladies will, of course, direct their efforts to the aid of Mrs. HD1 
in the female department ; while the Rev. Mr. Bryant will be em- 
ployed in such a manner as may be found most advantageous in the 
education of young men and boys." 

Mr. Bryant returned to the United States in 1837. His con- 
nection with the Board was at first suspended, in the hope of his 
return to Greece, where his labors bad been very useful ; circum- 
stances, however, did not favor this, and his connection with the 
work was permanently severed. 

Mr. Bryant is now engaged in Parish work in Connecticut. 

The Misses Walsh. Were connected for a short time with the Mission 
in 1842. 

At an early date in the history of the Greek Mission, the 
Press Department was removed to Syra, and placed under the charge 
of the Rev. Dr. Robertson, mentioned above, who with his family, 
removed to that place. 

Mb. Charles R. Lincoln, who went out under appointment in 1830, was 
, employed as priuter. He served for several years, and died in Flush- 
' ing, N. Y., in 1869. **!W 

Miss Marion Muir. Appointed, 1867. Miss Muir is assisted by twelve 
Greek teachers and, under her management, the schools are con- 
ducted upon the same principles and with same success as heretofore.

Appointed in 1836. Sailed from *New York, August 3 1st, 1830. 
Miss Elizabeth H. Watson. Appointed in 1839; embarked for the 

Mission, June 6th, 1839. 
Miss M. E. Spencer. 1842. 

Mission Closed, 1843. 

PERSIA. 
Rev. Horatio Southgate. Appointed by the Board of Missions, 
November 10th, 1835. Sailed for Constantinople, April 24th, 1836. 
Consecrated Bishop, October 1844. 
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Rev. J. J. Robertson, D.D. After the close of the Mission in Syra, Dr. 
Robertson was associated for a while with Mr. Southgate at Con- 
stantinople. 

Rev. J. W. Miles. Appointed, 1843. Resigned, 1847. 

Rev. Samuel A. Taylor. Appointed, 1843. Resigned, 1847. 

Rev. Samuel Penny, Jr. Appointed, 1844. His health very soon failed 
and he returned home. 

Mission Closed, 1850. 

AFRICA. 

Mr. Jas. M. Thomson, colored, the first person employed by the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Africa. The attention of the Executive Committee 
of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society was drawn to him as the 
writer of an appeal of some of the colonists at Monrovia for aid in erect- 
ing a Church edifice, and as one who, in the absence of any minister of 
the Episcopal Church, had been acting as a Lay-reader. Not consider- 
ing his qualifications such as would justify him in assuming the minis- 
terial office, he was appointed by the Executive Committee a teacher in 
1835. He continued in the service of the Society only for a short time, 
and died in December, 1838. 

Mrs. James M. Thomson was born in Connecticut in 1807. She emigrated 
to Africa in 1831, and taught an infant-school in Monrovia. She and 
her husband afterward removed to Cape Palmas, and in 1835 Mr. 
Thomson was appointed by the Foreign Committee to open a Mission 
Station at Mount Yaughan ; and when the Rev. Dr. Savage joined the 
Mission about Christmas, 1836, he found the ground had been cleared, 
and the house partly completed. Mr. Thomson died not long after- 
ward. Mrs. Thomson's connection with the Mission continued to the 
day of her death, which occurred April 26th, 1864. 

She was a consistent Christian, a faithful teacher, and a constant 
friend. She always manifested the liveliest interest in all that con- 
cerned the happiness and comfort of the Missionaries, and especially in 
times of sickness, nursing them with the tenderest care. 

Bev. Thos. S. Savage, M.D. Appointed, Aug. 16, 1836, as a Missionary 
to Persia. Aug. 26, 1836, his appointment to Persia was reconsidered, 
and he was appointed to the Mission in Africa, for which he had ex- 
pressed a decided preference. Arrived in Africa Dec. 25, 1836. After 
ten years' of valuable service as a Missionary and Missionary Physician, 
interrupted by two visits to the United States, he was compelled, by con- 
tinued ill health, to withdraw permanently from the Mission. Engaged 
now in Parish life in this country, he remains to this day the friend 
and advocate of the Mission which owed to him, in its infancy, so much 
nursing care. 
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Mrs. Thos. S. Savage, daughter of Mr. John Metcalf, of Fredericksburg, Va. 
Sailed from New York for Africa in December, 1889. Died, after a 
severe illness, April 16, 1840, testifying to her Lord in her last hours 
as " chiefest among ten thousand and altogether lovely," and declaring, 
" I have no regret that I engaged in this cause. I never experienced so 
much happiness before, and I die with the assurance that I am in the 
path of duty." 

Rev. John Payne. Appointed, Aug. 11, 1886. Arrived in Africa, July 4, 
1887. Consecrated Bishop in 1851. For thirty-four years a standard- 
bearer in the Missionary work in Africa, and now bearing in his body 
the marks of the Lord Jesus, he witnessed in his last report, "For 
myself, I fear that little ability remains to aid directly this glorious 
work. Thirty-three years' connection with one of the most unhealthy 
portions of the globe has left me the mere wreck of a man. But I claim 
that in devoting myself to preaching among the Gentiles the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ, I was no fool. On the contrary, I did obey 
literally the command of my Lord. I did follow in the very footsteps 
of Apostles, Martyrs, and Prophets." 

Mrs. Anna M. Payne, wife of Bishop Payne, died at Cavalla on the 4th 
of December, 1857, twenty-one years and five months from the time 
she landed at Cape Palmas. For several years consumption had 
been doing its work on her feeble frame ; her labors were, however, 
incessant up to some months preceding her death. She was sub- 
jected to great suffering, to which she submitted herself with the 
habitual expression, " Thy will be done." Mrs. Payne was inde- 
fatigable in her labors. From 6 o'clock in the morning until 10 
o'clock at night, except when Bickness made it necessary, she was 
never idle. She at times taught in the schools ; but it was in guid- 
ing her household, and providing clothes for some sixty boarding 
scholars, that she was most constantly occupied. No Dorcas ever 
made more garments than she. It was while marking her dex- 
terity in this work that a heathen chief remarked beautifully, 
u God has anointed your fingers." Occupied, however, as 
she thus was, she labored for the spiritual good of the hea- 
then women too. Two afternoons of the week were devoted 
to visiting them in their smoking huts as long as her health 
would possibly allow. When she could leave the house for 
nothing else, she would gather up all her energies to visit them on 
Saturday evening, and returning home lie down entirely exhausted. 
Her last thoughts and prayers were directed to them. Tell them, 
she said, I labored for them as long as I could, and have not ceased 
since to pray. She sent special messages to some of whom she had 
hope, and requested to say to all, That God had taken from her the 
sting of death. 
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Rev. Lancelot B. Minor. Arrived in Africa, July 4, 1837. Died, after 
six years' of faithful labors, May 29, 1843. When asked, in his last 
hours, " What do you now say of the work f Shall it go forward V 9 
He immediately replied, " What ! the Mission t Yes," with strong em- 
phasis, "let it go forward more than it has ever done." 

Rev. Joshua Smith. Arrived in Africa, April, 1840. After five years' 
residence his health was so impaired that he returned to America. He 
subsequently became Rector of St. Philip's Colored Church in Newark, 
N. J., where he died some years ago. 

Miss Martha D. Coggeshall. She was seized with the acclimating fever al- 
most immediately on her arrival in Africa, and died, May 3, 1842. Of 
great meekness and simplicity of character, and of untiring devotion, she 
testified in her last illness, " The happiness of living and laboring in this 
benighted land will be yours, but I must die. Tell my friends in Amer- 
ica that I feel no regret for coming to Africa." Then she expired, with 
an audible prayer for the success of the Mission. 

Miss Maria V. Chapin (afterwards Mrs. Thos. S. Savage). Conscious that 
though she might go out cheered by the smiles of friends and encouraged 
by the approbation of the churches, yet soon amidst a people of strange 
speech she should see those smiles only in remembrance, and hear the 
voice of encouragement only in dying whispersi across the ocean, she 
departed for Africa, January 28, 1842, and arrived there, May 3. After 
several months of illness she departed to be with Christ, December 23, 
1843, declaring, "I have the assurance that I have been directed by the 
Lord. 1 could have wished to live longer that I might do more for this 
degraded people, but the will of the Lord be done." 

Bev. Samuel Hazlehurst. Arrived in Africa, February 11, 1843. Owing 
to a severe and dangerous illness, he returned to the United States the 
following year. 

Rev. E. W. Hening. Arrived in Africa in the summer of 1844. Stricken 
with failing health and blindness in 1852, he was compelled to return 
to the United States, where for several years he acted as a special 
agent in presenting the claims of the African Mission. He is still 
living. 

Mrs. Hening. Arrived in Africa with her husband in the summer of 1844. 
Returned with him to the United States, where she accompanied him 
on his tours in behalf of the Mission, enlisting for it the sympathies of 
Christian women in private as he advocated it from the pulpit She 
died in Norfolk, Va., June 1, 1853. 

Mrs. C. L. Patch (Catharine Low Lyon). The intention of her husband of 
devoting himself to the service of Christ upon the coast of Africa being 
frustrated by his death, she resolved to consecrate her remaining years 
to the work which he had loved, and,' having made application to the 
Board, received her appointment in the spring of 1844, and arrived in 
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Africa the following summer. After two years of labor she expired 
March 18, 1846, praying most fervently for God's blessing upon the 
Mission, the people, and especially [upon the children whom she had 
instructed. 

Rev. E. J. P. Messenger. Arrived in Africa, January, 1846. He died in 
peace a few months after, on March 28, 1846. Some days before hi? 
death he declared, "I thought that in coming to Africa I was in the 
path of duty, and that I could be happy in no other field of labor. My 
mind is still unchanged, and, should I now be taken away, I can see no 
reason for regretting that I came. My feelings, in view of death, are 
those of happiness, and the only regret I can have is the discouraging 
effect it may have on others." And when subsequently asked whether 
it was his opinion that the Mission should still be sustained, he replied, . 
" Oh, yes I A great work has already been done, and a greater still is 
to be done." 

Rev. C. Colden Hoffman. Arrived in Africa in April, 1847. Died, after 
sixteen years of abundant labors, November 25, 1865. His dying coun- 
sel (supposed to be addressed to the Churches in America) was, "Tell 
them, by the living, crucified One, hold not back their hands." In a 
highly appreciative delineation of his character, Bishop Payne remarks : 
" As a devoted fellow-laborer in the Gospel of Jesus Chkist, the loss of 
our Brother will be most keenly felt in the Mission and in the Church. 
It is not too much to say, that from my first knowledge of him, more 
than sixteen years ago, his consecration to this work knew no reserve." 
" To testify the Gospel of the grace of God, to make all men know 
its precious mystery, was the great aim and effort of his life ; subordi- 
nating all other interests, engaging all his energies of mind, body, and 
soul." 

Mrs. V. H. Hoffman. Arrived in Africa with her husband, February 10, 
1851. Died of consumption, March 23, 1856. When asked, in her last 
hours, a Have you any regret for coming to Africa V % She replied, with 
a smile almost of scorn at the idea, " Oh, no, never !" 

Rev. A. F. Russell, a Iiberian. Having been a Methodist Minister, he was 
ordained Deacon, and subsequently Priest, by Bishop Payne, February 
15th, 1854. He is still in the Mission. 

Miss Isabel T. Alley. Arrived in Africa in the fall of 1854, and died, Sep- 
tember 29, 1856. 

Miss Elizabeth Rutherford (afterwards Mrs. Thos. S. Savage). Arrived 
in Africa in the summer of 1844. Returned with her husband in 1847. 

Dr. G. A. Perkins. Arrived in Africa in 1839. Resigned in 1850. 

Mrs. Perkins. Arrived in Africa with her husband in 1839. 

Mr. M. Appleby. Arrived in Africa, 1844. Resigned in 1848. 

Mrs. Appleby. Arrived in Africa with her husband. Resigned in 1848. 
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Rev. Jacob Rambo. Arrived in Africa in April, 1849. Returned in 1861,, 

on account of the illness of Mrs. Rambo. Mr. Rambo was faithful in 

the discbarge of bis duties as a Missionary. He is now engaged in 

parish work in Iowa. 
Mrs. Mart L. Rambo, first wife of the Rev. Jacob Rambo. Arrived in 

Africa in 1858. Died, November 10, 1855.* "A faithful Missionary ; 

a guileless, meek, and lovely child of God." 
. Rev. Wm. Wright. Arrived in Africa, January, 1854. Returned in 

1855. 
Mrs. Wright. Arrived in Africa with her husband January, 1854. 

Returned in 1855. 

Failure of health, in the case of these young Missionaries, as in 

many other instances, led to their retirement from the field. They were 

sincerely attached to the Missionary work. Mr. Wright is now settled 

in Iowa. 
Miss M. E. S a vert. Arrived in Africa in 1867. Returned to this country 

September, 1871. 
Miss J. De B. Gregg. Appointed in 1867.' She is still employed in the 

Mission. 
Wm. Evans. Appointed in 1867, and withdrew the same year. 
Mr. R. G. Ware. Appointed in 1867. Died on coast of Africa, Aug. 18, 

1868. 
Mrs. R. G. Ware is still connected with the Mission. 
Miss S. L. Davis. Arrived in Africa early in 1866. Withdrew the same 

year. 
Rev. George W. Horne. Arrived in Africa, July 1, 1852, died October 

2, 1 854. " He was endowed with unusual intellectual ability, and 

a spirit of perseverance and self-reliance rarely equalled." 
Mrs. G. W. Horne. Arrived in Africa, July, 1852. Returned in 1855. 
Miss Alice E. Colquhoun. Arrived in Africa, July, 1852. Returned 

to the United States in 1854, having found her constitution not 

adapted to the climate of Africa. 
Mr. Augustus Rogers. Arrived in Africa, July, 1852. Left Africa 

in ill-health, and died in Germany in 1854. 
Rev. Thob. A. Pincknby (colored). Arrived in Africa, July, 1852. 

Returned to the United States, 1857. 
Rev. Hugh Rot Scott. Arrived in Africa beginning of 1853. Re- 
turned, April, 1 856. Now engaged in most successful Missionary 

work in the City of Baltimore. 
Mrs. H. R. Scott. Arrived in Africa, with her husband, in the beginning 

of 1853. She was cajled away May, 1853, and another monument 

set up in that " land parched and dry," testifying to the love which 

counts not life itself too dear to offer for the spiritual good of those 

who are ready to perish. 
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Miss Sophia M. Smith. Arrived in Africa, January, 1854, and died 
six weeks after. She always declared that she was most happy to 
have come, even though she should be spared for a very short time; 
so humbly did she think of herself, and so much honor did she 
account it to be permitted to exert even the feeblest influence in 
causing " Ethiopia to stretch out her hands unto God." 

Miss Mary Ball. Arrived in Africa, Jan., 1854. Married to Rev. Mr. 
Auer, December, 1860. Died, 10th Feb., 1863, "Peacefully and in 
the Lord." 

Dr. T. K. Steele. Arrived in Africa, January, 1854, and died in the 
peace and joy of the Gospel, July, 1854. His death, like his life, 
was full of holy resignation and perfect peace. 

Miss Anna M. Steele. Arrived in Africa, Jan., 1854. Afterwards 
Mrs. H. R. Scott. Returned, April, 1856. 

Rev. Robert Smith. Arrived in Africa, January, 1855, and after a few 
months of zealous labors, died of consumption, May 24, 1855. A 
most remarkable awakening of religious interest, among colonists 
and natives, followed upon the death of this devoted servant, and 
the event seemed to be remarkably overruled for good to the 
Mission. 

Miss Eliza Freeman. Arrived in Africa in the beginning of 1853. 
Withdrew from the Mission in 1854. 

Miss Martha Willipord. Arrived in Africa, February, 1850. Miss 
Williford labored for many years with much success as the teacher 
of the Girls' School at Cavalla. In 1858 she was married to Bishop 
Payne, and is now with her husband residing in Virginia. 

Rev. G. W. Gibson (colored). Mr. Gibson left Liberia and studied 
Divinity with Rev. H. V. D. Johns, in Baltimore, and returned to 
Africa, June, 1853. Was ordained Deacon, January, 1854. *,Sub- 
sequently advanced to the order of Presbyters. Now Rector of Trhh 
ity Church, Monrovia, Liberia. 

Rev. C. F. Jones, native convert (Ku Sia). Was admitted to the 
Order of Deacon, Easter Sunday, 1854, and still ministers. 

Rev. John Musu Minor, native (Musu). Was ordained Deacon, 
Easter, 1854. 

Rev. Hezekiah Green (colored). Appointed in 1853. Died, Dec. H 
1860. 

Rev. H. H. Holcomb. Arrived in Africa, June, 1856. Died, June 12, 
1857, one year after his arrival in the country, in the vigor of early 
manhood's strength. 

Miss C. M. Hogan (afterwards Mrs. C. O. Hoffman). Arrived in 
Africa, June, 1856. Continued there after the death of Rev. Mr. 
Hoffman, until 1867, when her return was made necessary by the 
state of her health. 
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Rev. and Mbs. Geo. Hubbard. Sailed Nov. 5, 1859, and after a resi- 
dence of some months in Africa, during which time they suffered 
severely from sickness, were compelled to retire from the field. 
They reached this country, March 2, 1860. Mrs. H. died on the 0th 
May following. 

Miss Habbiet 6. Bbittan. Sailed from this country in 18561 Re- 
signed March, 1859, on account of ill-health. 

Rev. and Mbs. H. EL Messenger. Sailed from Baltimore, November 5, 
1859. Left Africa, December 18, 1861, in consideration especially of 
Mr. M.'s health. Mrs. M. died on the 29th January, 1862, when the 
vessel was within a few miles of the port of New York. Mr. Mes- 
senger is now in charge of a Parish in California. 

Miss Maboabetta Scott. Arrived in Africa in March, 1865. Returned 
to this country in December, 1869, to recruit her health. Returned 
again to Africa June 3, 1871. 

Mb. and Mas. J. W. Nobwood. Arrived in Africa, January, 1870. Mrs. 
N. left Africa shortly after their arrival out, and Mr. N. resigned his 
position in August, 1870. 

Rev. B. Habtley. Embarked for Africa in 1864. On account of feeble 
health, found it necessary to return in 1867. 

Rev. Thos. Burrows. Sailed from New York, 13th June, 1864. Re- 
turned in 1865, on account of failing health. 

Miss Phebe Bart. Sailed, 14th November, 1864. Married to Rev. Mr. 
Burrows in Africa. Her connection with the Mission was, however, 
very brief. She was called away from the scene of her earthly 
labor on 25th May, 1865. 

Rev. J. W. C. Duebb. Sailed from New York, June 3, 1865. Re- 
turned to the United States in 1866, on account of ill-health. Mr. 
Duerr is now laboring with success among the Germans in the City 
of Cleveland. 

Miss M. B. Mebbiam. Arrived in Africa in the fall of 1860. Returned 
to the United States, November 3, 1861, on account of ill-health, 
and her connection with the Mission ceased. 

Miss Delia Hunt. Arrived in Africa, January, 1863. Died, 12th of 
the following month. " She fully believed herself called of God to 
the service." 

Rev. S. Suss. Arrived in Africa, June 15, 1864. His connection with 
the Mission ceased in 1865, and he returned to Germany. 

Miss Mabion Melville. Sailed from New York, September 27, 1859. 
Returned in 1860. 

Miss L. L. K. Spaulding. Sailed from New York, Sept. 27, 1859. She 
was spared for a few months, only, to engage in the work to which 
she gladly gave herself, and died on 7th April, 1860. She did "what 
she could." 
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Miss Hermtne C. Relf. Sailed from New York, September 27, 1859 ; 
died, Jan. 14, 1861. " Cheerful, laborious, earnest, conscientious, 
devoted to her work, she died, deeply mourned by all." 

Rev, J. G. Auer. Appointed, 1862. An earnest worker; still laboring 
with all diligence and faithfulness in Africa. He is at this time the 
only white ordained Missionary in_our Mission. 

Rev. Samuel D. Febguson. (Colored.) Appointed teacher in 1862; 
ordained Deacon, [Dec. 28, 1865; Priest, March 16, 1868. Still 
doing good service in the Mission. 

Miss Emily E. Griswold. Appointed, 1860. Sailed with Bishop and 
Mrs. Payne, in May of that year ; proved to be a most valuable 
teacher; married the Rev. Benjamin Huntley in 1866. Returned, 
with her husband, to the United States, in 1867, both in very bad 
health. 

Rev. J. K. Wiloox. (Colored.) Appointed,1861. Ordained, August 
12th of that year. His labors have been devoted of late yean 
to the Station at Bassa * Core. He has recently visited this 
country for the benefit of his health, and took steamer for home, via 
England, on the 27th September.* 

Rev. Thomas Toomey. Appointed teacher in 1861. Ordained on Easter 
Day, 1862. Died, July 11th, 1867. His history was a most 
eventful one. He was a native of Ireland, and when a boy, was pro- 
videntially rescued from a plundered ship. He was reared and 
educated in our African Mission, and became a very efficient and self- 
denying Missionary. The last year of his life, owing to the feeble 
force of laborers, was one of incessant and arduous toil in going from 
Station to Station, and in cheering the native teachers and oatechists 
in their work. Bishop Payne, who knew him from boyhood, thus 
speaks of him : " Mr. Toomey was earnest in his Christian character, 
a successful student and zealous Minister and Missionary, waxing 
stronger and stronger to his life's end." 

Rev. E. W. Stokes. (Colored.) Appointed, 1849. Reached Cape 
Palmas, February 18, 1850. Died, Feb. 26th, 1861 

Rev.' Thomas J. Thompson, (colored colonist.) Appointed, 1859. His 
connection with the Mission closed, 1864. 

Mr. J. T. Gibson. ) M , a x A . , 

Mrs. J. T: Gibson. \ ( Colored -) Appointed teachers, 1848. 

Mr. Gibson has for several years past been employed as the Treas- 
urer of the Mission. 

* Since the adjournment of the Board of Missions, intelligence of the death of 
Mr. Wilcox, in Liverpool, on the 12th Oct, has reached the Mission Rooms. He wis 
regarded as a faithful man, and many interesting accounts of his labors have appeared 
in the 8phut op Missions. 
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Rev. Thomas C. Brownell. (Native.) Appointed teacher in 1850. Sub- 
sequently ordained and placed in charge of the Station at Bohlen* 
His connection with the Mission has been closed. 

Rev. Alexander Crummrll. (Colored.) Appointed, 1858. Still em- 
ployed as a Missionary. 

Dr. S. B. De Lyon. (Colored.) Appointed Medical Missionary, 1858. 
Died some years ago. 
1 Rev. Samuel Seton. (Native.) Appointed teacher, 1862. Ordained 
Deacon, Dec. 28, 1865 ; Priest, at Easter, 1868. 

Rev. Richard Miles. Appointed, 1865. Died in BriBtol, England, 
whither he went in pursuit of health, Oct. 29th, 1865. 

Rev. Edward Neufville. (Native.) After being employed several 
years as a teacher, was ordained Deacon on Sunday after Easter, 
1868, and is now in charge of the Bohlen Station. 

Rev. N. Doldron. (Colored.) Ordained Deacon, March 15, 1868. Ap- 
poiitfbd to minister among the Congos. 

Rev. R. H. Gibson. (Colored.) Ordained Deacon at Christmas Convo- 
cation, 1868. Recently put in charge of the Station at Sinoe. 

Rev. W. J. Blacklidge. (Colored.) Ordained Deacon, March 22, 1868. 
Placed in charge of the Station at Crozierville. 

Miss Fanny J. Botts. Appointed, 1871. Sailed for Africa in company 
with Miss Scott, June 3, 1871.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Rev. Henry Lock wood, and ) 

Rev. Francis R. Hanson. J 

The first Missionaries of our Church to the 'Chinese. Arrived at 
Canton, October 29, 1885. On account of the difficulty of carrying 
on Missionary work at that time in China, they proceeded f| the large 
city of Batavia, in Java, to labor among the Chinese residing 
there. On February 17, 1886, Mr. Lockwood was married to a 
daughter of the Rev. W. H. Medhurst, an English Missionary, and on 
the 9th of August, Mrs. Lockwood was removed by death. The climate 
of Batavia also proved detrimental to the health of Mr. Lockwood and 
Mr. Hanson. The former, however, continued in the field until April 
6, 1839. The latter was compelled to leave at ihe close of 1887. 

Rev. William J. Boone and wife reached Batavia on the 22d of October, 
1837. In February, 1840, the Mission was removed to China proper, 
first to Macao, and then to Rulangsu, an island about half a mile from 
the city of Amoy. Here, on the 80th of August, 1842, Mrs. Boone de- 
parted this life, with the dying declaration, " If there is a mercy in fife 
for which I feel thankful, it is that God has condescended to call me to 
be a Missionary. v In consequence of her death, Mh Boone returned to 
this country with his children. In October, 1844, he was consecrated 
Missionary Bishop. During his stay in this country he was married to 
a sister of Bishop Elliott, of Georgia. His visit resulted in a larger/ 
increased interest in the Mission, and he took with him on his return a 
number of new Missionaries. The Missionary party reached Hong 
Kong on April 24, 1845, and the Mission was removed to Shanghai 
Mrs. Boone died at Suez, in Egypt, in January, 1864, and was buried 
there. She was a highly intellectual and very gifted Christian lady, 
and her influence was widely felt during the nineteen years she was 
connected with the Mission. Bishop Boone died at Shanghai on the 
17th of July, 1864, in the fifty-third year of his life, and the twenty-seventh 
of his Missionary labors. A scholar, well versed in the Chinese language 
and literature, he published a valuable treatise on the proper word to be 
used for rendering God into Chinese, and took an active part in the tranfr 
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lation of the Scriptures Into the general written or book language, and 
the rendering of the Book of Common Prayer into the language spoken 
at Shanghai An earnest preacher of the Gospel; a wise builder of 
foundations ; a noble Missionary Bishop. 

Rev. Henry W. Woods and wife, 

Rev. Richardson Graham and wife, 

Miss Gillbtt, 

Miss Emma G. Jones, 

Miss Morse. 

These were the Missionaries who accompanied Bishop Boone on his 
return to China in 1845. Mr. and Mrs. Woods left the Mission in the 
fell of that year, on account of the ill health of Mrs. Woods. Mr. and 
Mrs. Graham returned home in the early part of 1847, because of the 
impaired health of Mr. Graham. Miss Gillett, soon after her arrival at 
Canton, was married to the Rev. Dr. Bridgman, a Missionary of the 
American Board. She survived her husband, and is still engaged in 
Missionary work in China. Miss Emma Jones was a most faithful Mis- 
sionary at Shanghai until 1862, being for a great part of the time the 
Principal of the Girls' Boarding School Miss Morse, having means of 
support of her own, drew no salary from the Missionary Treasury, and 
labored for seven years, with great patience and energy, in connection 
with the Mission School, when failing health caused her return home. 

Rev. Edward W. Syle and wife. Reached Shanghai on the 19th of Novem- 
ber, 1845. Mrs. Syle died in that city on December 29, 1859. Mr. 
Syle returned to the United States in the early part of 1861, and soon 
afterwards resigned his connection with the Mission. For some years 
past he has been acting as Seamen's Chaplain at Shanghai. Mr. Syle 
was a very fluent speaker of the Shanghai dialect, and for many years 
he had charge of Christ Church in that city. 

Rev. PhineasD. SpAulding. Arrived at Shanghai, August 28, 1847. He 
was an indefatigable student of the language and a zealous Missionary. 
Over exertion, connected with a cold, brought on him a consumption. 
Urged by his physicians, he embarked, on the 30th of August, 1839, for 
his native land, on board the ship Coquette, which was never heard of 
afterwards ; and it is supposed that she foundered in the Chinese Sea, 
during a terrible gale, soon after his embarkation. 

Miss Caroline P. Tenney. Joined the Mission on the 2d of August, 1850. 
She was married to the Rev. Mr. Keith, April 27, 1854, and died in San 
Francisco on the 10th of July, 1862. She was exceedingly useful as a 
teacher, and as a translator into Chinese of school books and other 
works for the young. 

Miss Ltdia M. Fay. Became connected with the Mission in the early part of 
1851, and has rendered efficient service in connection with the Boys > 
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Boarding School and in superintending other schools. After nearly 
twenty years* absence, she is now on a visit to her native land, and will 
return to China in a few weeks. 

Rev. Cleveland Keith. 

Arrived at Shanghai on Christmas Day, 1851. Mr. Keith had a well- 
trained and scholarly mind, and a devout and gentle spirit Being 
for a great part of the time in somewhat delicate health, he gave 
himself to literary labors. He translated a great part of the New 
Testament, and some books of the Old Testament, into the dialect 
of Shanghai, and labored, in connection with Bishop Boone, in rendering 
the Prayer Book into the same dialect. He completed a dictionary of 
the same colloquial, which is spoken by thirty millions of people, but, by 
a mysterious Providence, the manuscript was lost at sea. Mr. Keith, 
while on his return to his native land, was lost in the steamer Golden 
Grate, burnt on the voyage from San Francisco to Panama, shortly after 
the death of Mrs. Keith. By his will, the bulk of his property 
was left for the benefit, after his death, of the Mission which he served 
in his life. It is expected that $13,000 will be received from his estate 
in the course of a few months. 

Rev. Robert Nelson and ) 

Ms. John T. Points. f 

. These Missionaries went out in the same ship that took the Rev. Mr. 
Keith, and arrived at Shanghai on Christmas Day, 1851. 

Mr. Nelson is still connected with the Mission, and is abundant in 
labors among both natives and foreigners. Mr. Points, after acting as 
teacher for a few years, returned home with health impaired. He sub- 
sequently took Orders and became Rector of a parish in Richmond, 
Va., where he died some years ago. 

Miss Catharine E. Jones. Joined the Mission in 1868, and died at Shanghai, 
November 24, 1868. She was a valuable teacher in the Girls' Boarding 
School. 

Miss E. J. What, 

Miss Jeannette R. Conoveb. 

They arrived in China on Good Friday, 1854. The former left in about 
a year with health prostrated. The latter has rendered efficient service 
as teacher in the Boarding Schools and translator of Children's books. 
She is now Mrs. Elliott H. Thomson, and is still connected with the

Dr. M. W. Fish. Went out as a Medical Missionary, and reached Shanghai, 
August 8, 1855, but a few months afterwards, the office of Vice-Consul 
of the United States at that city was accepted by Dr. Fish, who reim- 
bursed the Committee for the expenses to which they had been subjected 
for his passage and outfit. 
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Rev. Channing Moore Williams, \ 

Rev. John Liggins. ) 

Joined the Mission on June 28, 1856, and after spending the first year at 
Shanghai studying the language, commenced a Mission at the 
interior city of Dzang Zok. On the 14th of February, 1859, the 
Foreign Committee appointed these brethren as Missionaries to Japan. 
When the notice of this appointment reached Mr. Liggins, he was 
already in Japan, having gone there for the benefit of his health, and 
was engaged in teaching a class of Japanese interpreters. Mr. 
Williams followed soon after receiving the notice of his appoint- 
ment, and the Mission of our Church in Japan was the first Protestant 
Mission actually established in that Empire. Mr. liggins was compelled, 
by the state of his health, to leave the field at the conclusion of 
a year, but not before he had prepared a work which has been use- 
ful in aiding foreigners in the study of Japanese and the natives of 
Japan in learning English. He was enabled to do this by his knowledge 
of Chinese, which is a great aid in learning Japanese. Mr. Liggins 
continues in too delicate health to return to the field. To the study of 
Japanese and labors among the natives, Mr. Williams added efforts for 
the good of the foreigners resident or sojourning at Nagasaki, and with 
means obtained from the merchants and others, he erected the first 
Protestant Church in Japan. Mr. Williams was consecrated Missionary 
Bishop of China and Japan in October, 1866, and in the following year 
he returned to the East 

Db. H. Ernst Schmid, a Medical Missionary. Arrived in Japan in the sum- 
mer of 1860, and soon won the confidence of all classes of the natives* 
In the early part of 1862, he was compelled to leave the field through ill 
health.

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most important works was the establishment of the Mission Hospi- 
tal at that city. He is at present in this country, about to return, 
with Mrs. Thomson, to China. 

Mes. Smith, who was a daughter of the Rev. Dr. Sparrow, and a 
very superior woman, died, after being about three years in China, 
and Mr. Smith returned home with his child, and resigned his ap- 
pointment. 

Mb. Schebeschewsky has been stationed at Peking, and his princi- 
pal work has been to translate all the Old Testament, and a portion of 
the New, into the Mandarin dialect, which is the spoken language 
or mother tongue of about half the people of China — a greater num- 
ber than speak any other language in the world. 

Mb. and Mrs. Yocom retired from the Mission in 1861, in conse- 
quence of the impaired health of Mrs. Yocom.

Financial embarrassments, growing out of the war in the United 
States, and other causes, led to the resignation of these persons in 
1861. 

Rev. Augustus C. Hohing and wife. 

Reached China in June, 1866, and soon after proceeded to Peking, at 
which city Mrs. Hohing and a little son died early in the following 
year. But Mr. Hohing did not give up the work, and since 1868 he 
has been successfully laboring at the city of Hankow. 

Miss Susan M. Wabing. Arrived at Shanghai, November 13, 1867.

Schereschewsky, of Peking, where she is now active in Missionary 
labors.

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CONCLUSION. 



Happy as the Foreign Committee are to record the great improvement in 
the financial condition which this Report presents, they almost fear to exhibit 
it, lest the impression should go abroad that no special effort is called for in 
behalf of their treasury, and, thus, whatever interest and generosity has been 
awakened should be allowed to flag. The work, they beg to remind their 
brethren, is of necessity one of growing proportions and therefore of growing 
needs. One of the mortifications of the Committee for years past has been 
the knowledge that they were unwillingly, but not the less effectually, dis- 
couraging a spirit of enterprise in their missionaries and palsying their efforts 
by their inability to sustain them in any enlargement of their operations, 
however judicious and however essential to the vigorous life of their work. 
Another part of the Report has revealed how importunate and thrilHng are 
the demands which come to the Committee for immediate help. Hie 
Committee must invoke, therefore, not only the continued, but the increased 
liberality of those who have upheld the Foreign work in the past, and they beg 
especially for the comprehension of it in the interest and charity of all the 
parishes of the Church. Many of the eighteen hundred non-contributing 
parishes, it is 'not forgotten, have little strength either in numbers or in 
wealth, and have their own burdens to bear, and may seem entitled to claim 
exemption from contributing to the Foreign Treasury : but is it not worthy 
of consideration whether the few dollars they save by refraining from con- 
tributing to the Foreign work is worth to them as much as the mighty moral 
and spiritual strength which would come to them and all the Church if every 
Rector and Missionary in the Church made it his business to instruct his con- 
gregation in the all-embracing charity which Christ enjoins, in the world-wide 
mission of the Church, and in the active part our branch of the Church is 
trying to take in that Mission, carrying Christ's banners into distant lands, 
and organizing Churches to His praise in the strongholds of heathendom ; 
and if every Parish and Missionary Station in the land thus instructed 
would make an annual offering, large or small, for the Foreign work, as a 
token of its good will to the enterprise, a pledge of its conviction that 
the declaration of God's Word that "all the ends of the earth shall remember 
themselves and be turned unto the Lord," is not a dream but a consum- 
mation worth working for, and an expression of its joy that the Church 
which they love, much pressed as she is with work at home, has vigor from 
God to devise work in behalf of the heathen abroad, and to give birth to 
sons and daughters ready to leave kindred and home to carry God's Word 
to Greece, Haiti, Africa, China, and Japan T 

Blessed with such a spirit, would any parish enterprise suffer because of 
what it had expended on work outside 1 On the contrary, would not the 
work of the Church in every department, parochial, diocesan, domestic, and 
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foreign, move on with resistless might? Remarkable instances of this 
enlarged charity have occurred during the past year which the Foreign Com- 
mittee cannot omit to record. 

Offerings for the China Mission have been received from each of the Mis- 
sionaries and the Mission Cfynrch in Haiti ; for general Foreign work, from 
the parish in Salt Lake City, from several of the churches in Oregon, from 
the American Episcopal Chapel in Rome, Italy ; from Honolulu, in behalf of 
the Miss Baldwin's school for Arab boys, in Jaffa, Syria ; from the Arab 
boys of Miss Baldwin's school, in Jaffa, Syria, for the benefit of the African 
boys at Toto-korie Station, Condo tribe, West Africa, and lastly, for the gen- 
eral Foreign work from the Christian Indians at White Earth Reservation. 

Is any of these Missionary enterprises weaker for its gift t Nay, is not 
each of them more vigorous because of it ? Is not each one of them exercising 
through it3 gift a mighty power upon the whole Church here this day, taking 
up and speaking to its assembled representatives that stirring call to enter- 
prise spoken by her faithful son whose body now awaits the trump of God 
upon the shores of Africa, and with which ringing in their ears, the Com- 
mittee would end this Report and begin another year of work ? " Tell 
them, by the living, crucified One, hold not back their hands !"

REPORT FROM THE AFRICAN MISSION. 



To the Board op Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Assembled in Baltimore in October, 1871. 

After experiment of two years residence in this country, the Missionary 
Bishop for Cape Palmas and parts adjacent, is convinced that ,he is perma- 
nently disabled for further service in a tropical climate. 

During the past year, therefore, as in the previous one, he has been able 
only to look on his jurisdiction at a distance, to give such counsel as he 
might, and to " pray the Lord of the harvest that he would send forth labor- 
ers into his harvest/' 

How much need there has been, and is, for such prayer from him and 
all, will be apparent when it is stated that, in a field where a host was required, 
one ordained Foreign Missionary, assisted by four ladies, has been left to bear 
the unequal burden. Within the past four months, one lady, for some time 
connected with the Mission, has returned to it accompanied by another sister. 
But no minister offers for the work. 

Under such circumstances it was not to be expected that the Mission 
would make progress. Could it, in reason, be hoped that it could retain 
ground already occupied ? 

The Liberian Pastors of six churches have remained steadfastly at their 
posts, and so far as reports are made to me, they have performed regularly 
the duties of their respective charges. In two of these churches, namely, 
Trinity Church, Monrovia, and St. Mark's, Cape Palmas, — through the 
influence of the gracious Spirit, considerable accessions have been made to the 
Communion. At Crozierville, too, our most interior Liberian Station, a num- 
ber await Confirmation. But, in the small Colonial Settlements, composed 
chiefly of a population trained in other Christian bodies, the increase in our 
churches must be small and comparatively unimportant. 

The great field of Missionary labor now, as always, is the outlying heathen 
and Mahometan tribes, which crowd in every direction the Liberian Settle- 
ments, and extend indefinitely beyond them towards the interior. I wish to 
keep it constantly before the Church, the Liberian Ministers and Churches 
can be expected to do but little in this direction for many years to come. 
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The supply here, under God, must come from the Foreign Missionaries and 
the Native Agents trained by them. 

The Rev. J. G. Auer, in charge of the Hoffman Institute, Cavalla, has 
labored most earnestly during the past three years to raise up such an agency; 
as numerous Missionaries had done who preceded him. And the out-stations 
among the heathen have been occupied for many years by Catechists and 
Teachers of varying character and qualifications thus prepared. In former 
years, when the Mission had a better supply of Foreign Missionaries, they 
occupied several of the more prominent Stations among the heathen, having 
these Native agents immediately under their influence and direction. 
Under these circumstances they were generally efficient auxiliaries. Not 
so, however, when left to themselves. Recent converts from heathenism, 
familiar with its customs and vices, and with dispositions by nature and habit 
to fall into them, few of them have been able to stand alone amidst their 
manifold temptations. And fewer still have developed any aggressive power 
over heathenism. Such power, we hope, in God's good time may eome. 
But it is not yet come. Let the Church, therefore, be assured, that without 
thoroughly qualified leaders, our Missionary work in Africa (is it not so in 
any heathen land 1), falters, f aits. 

And never was there a more urgent need of such leaders in our African 
Mission than now. From the year 1851 to 1859, when the Missionary Bishop 
was aided by a band of earnest Missionaries, our operations were extended 
along 250 miles of coast, and about 100 miles interior. Eight Stations in the 
Colonies, and fourteen amongst the heathen were opened ; while the adjacent 
countries, in every direction, were examined, and found ripe for Missionary 
work. Recently new fields have opened. Fagan tribes far interior from 
Cape Falmas, and Mahometans lying north of Monrovia and Cape Mount, 
invite the immediate service of the Missionary of the Cross ! 

Is this a time when the Church should timidly withdraw from the work 
of Evangelization in Africa ? Is it a time when her Bishops and Presbyters 
should stand aloof^ and leave the work to be carried on by a solitary Foreign 
Missionary, and such feeble instruments as he may possibly raise up from the 
corrupt mass of heathenism T God forbid ! 

In my last Report to the Board I suggested measures, in my judgment 
absolutely necessary to the successful prosecution of our Mission in Africa. 
As these measures, through a Committee, have been referred to the present 
meeting of the Board, I need not repeat them here. I would only ask for 
them the earnest consideration and prompt action of this Body. 

In proceeding to give the statistics of the Mission, I regret to say that some 
of the Missionaries have failed to send me their reports. And this suggests a 
reference, to what did seem to me, to say the least, an inconsiderate discussion 
which was allowed to transpire in this Board at its last meeting. 

We have, of course, the difficulty above named in procuring accurate 
statistics common to the Church at home. But where Christian work is

prosecuted in remote heathen lands, reason would suggest that it must have 
peculiarities not to be appreciated by those not actually engaged in it, and 
concerning which they should be very careful in their judgments, and still 
more careful in the public expression of those judgments. 

The discussion referred to arose from the implied censures of the Com- 
mittee appointed to report on the Foreign Missions that infant baptism was 
neglected. 

Now, the statistics of the churches established in the Colonies, as well as 
the older ones among the heathen, abundantly prove that this has not been 
the case ; thus, I find in the Report from Crozierville this year with 48 com- 
municants ; infant baptisms, 22. From St. Mark's Church, Cape Palnias, 
with 94 communicants ; infant baptisms, 23. These numbers, however, are 
unusually large, because, as already stated, most of the people in these Colonial 
Settlements are Methodists or Baptists. 

Amongst the heathen there are obvious reasons why the number of infant 
baptisms is small. But few heathen families have been converted, and, 
therefore, rarely have the children of such families been received into the, 
Church. The candidates for baptism at the Native Stations have come chiefly 
from families educated in the Mission, and from the Boarding Schools. The 
whole number of Christian families thus educated, and living apart from the 
heathen at the Stations probably does not exceed sixty. The infants from 
this source cannot be many. 

It is natural, without experience, to conclude that all children received 
into Boarding Schools should be at once baptized. So, at first, thought the 
Missionaries. How their views were modified was well known to the early 
friends of the Mission. But, as the present generation seems to have for- 
gotten, I will inform them. It is familiar to those at all acquainted with the 
history of the Mission, that in the beginning, as now it was the custom for 
individuals, or Sunday Schools, or Churches, to contribute the means of sup- 
porting one or more scholarships in the Boarding Schools. The name of the 
Bishop of the Diocese, or of the Pastor of the Church, or the names of some lead- 
ing laymen or ladies, were usually sent out to be given to the proposed benefici- 
aries. Our first Missionary, Rev. Dr. Savage, being particularly desirous to honor 
the Bishops of the Church, baptized some of his earliest pupils with the 
names Henry W. Onderdonk, George W. Doane, Charles P. McHvaine, &c. 
Very soon the representatives of the Bishops disappeared in the jungle ! They 
were sought and brought back by force ; but they would not stay. Others 
were found and baptized, not for the dead but the runaways I But some of 
these would soon disappear in like manner. The Presbyters fared no better 
than the Bishops. The honored names of James Milnor, William Jackson, 
John A. Clark, Stephen H. T^ng, and others, were borne off to the Bush 
by their wild representatives. The historical and Christian names of Hannah 
Moore, Lydia Sigourney, with others of less note, were given to girls, to ani- 
mate them, if possible, to noble aspirations. But presently some man, young 
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or old, would appear to demand his wife. Wife ! Child six to ten years old, 
though she was, her betrothment dower had been partly paid, and her lather 
had exceeded his rights in allowing her to be placed in school. And, now, 
unless some arrangement could be made with her husband to allow her to 
remain, she must be borne rudely away. Was it wrong that the Missionaries 
should hesitate to baptize children with the prospect of their going back at 
once into heathenism T 

With such experience they felt impelled to baptize only those little ones, 
of whom there was reasonable assurance that they would remain in school 
long enough to be instructed in the Christian religion ; others they retained 
on trial If they seemed likely to remain, and were of suitable age to receive 
infant baptism, it was administered. If too old, they waited until they were 
prepared to answer for themselves. 

I have made this statement because, if correctly informed, this subject has 
been more than once before the Board. I will not here discuss the propriety 
of judgments and animadversions here on the conduct of Bishops and Mission- 
aries in distant jurisdictions. I will only express the hope that those whose 
duty it shall be hereafter to report on tliis subject, will be careful to inform 
themselves of the facts in the case, less they injure rather than benefit the 
sacred cause of Foreign Missions.

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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSION OF 
HOME MISSIONS TO COLORED PEOPLE. 



At the last meeting of the Board of Missions the work of this Com- 
mission received special attention, and it was determined not only not to 
contract the work of the Commission, but to enlarge it, and make it more 
efficient than before. 

The Board declared unanimously that it was the duty of the Church 
to contribute to this Mission the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars at 
the least, during the current year; and this resolution was passed after 
long and serious discussion, and could only be regarded as a deliberate 
judgment of the Board. 

Upon this the Commission commenced its labor for the year ear- 
nestly and hopefully ; but it was evident that additional instrumentali- 
ties would have to be employed if the work marked out by the Board 
was to be successfully prosecuted. The Committee did not feel them- 
selves warranted in appointing a Secretary and General Agent, not only 
on account of the very general feeling in the Church that such officers 
ought not to be multiplied (except under the pressure of absolute ne- 
cessity), but also, and mainly, on account of the heavy expenditure which 
the appointment of a thoroughly qualified person would necessarily entail 
To pay $4,500 or $5,000 per annum to a General Agent was and is, in 
the judgment of the Committee, for us, wholly inexpedient. 

They, therefore, turned to another mode of increasing the influence 
and resources of their Mission, and they determined to ask of a number 
of their Clerical Brethren in different portions of the country to share 
with them the burden and responsibility of carrying forward their im- 
portant work, by accepting an appointment as Honorary District -Scm- 
taries. By this plan the great Missionary Societies of our Mother 
Church have been wrought for many years past, reaching almost every 
parish, and bringing about at a very little cost, vast results for the 
Missions of the Church, and the glory of God. 

The duties which they asked of these Brethren were as follows : — 
First, By correspondence or personal intercourse, to bring distinctly 
before every Rector or Minister of a Parish in his District, the duty 
of contributing to the support of our work. 6econd, To embrace 
every proper opportunity at meetings of the Clergy, at Missionary 
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Associations, or Conventions, of addressing both the Clergy and Laity 
on the subject. And, 77iird, To circulate the papers and documents 
relating to their work, which might be prepared from time to time by the 
Commission. 

The Committee nominated Honorary District Secretaries for the 
Eastern, Middle, and Western States. 

The following Clergymen accepted the appointment and have in a 
greater or less degree attended to the required duties, and have, as they 
deserve, the thanks of the Committee.

As the year was somewhat advanced before these gentlemen could 
enter upon their work, and as it was a new and untried mode of opera- 
tion, it has not produced the results anticipated. Another year will 
probably show a change for the better. 

RESULTS. 

But the results of the efforts of the Committee have not been 
satisfactory. Our work has not been enlarged though we trust it has 
been made more efficient. Golden opportunities were offered in many 
parts of the South. The interest in our Mission has deepened greatly in 
the minds and hearts of many of our Clergy and Laity in that region. 
But, disappointed in the looked for additions to the receipts in our Trea- 
sury, we have had sorrowfully to say to new calls upon our sympathy and 
aid : "We cannot come over and help you." 

FINANCES. 

Our receipts during the Financial Year ending October 1st, have 
been $21,308.32. 

Of this sum, $6,395.75 were for special objects, leaving for the spe- 
cific work of the Committee the sum of $14,912.57. 

The deficit on the 1st inst. was $1,300. 
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The number of Parishes in the Northern and Western States which 
have sent in an offering to our Mission is 362. 

The number who have not contributed a single cent is 450. 

That is, out of about 800 churches — excluding Missionary stations 
and feeble parishes — more than one-half have totally neglected this Mis- 
sion of the Church. 

If there is any explanation, apology or excuse for such a neglect of 
duty, the Committee do not know it.

The Condition of the Schools is presented in the following Reports 
and in those which have appeared from time to time in The Spirit of 
Missions : 

NORMAL SCHOOL, RALEIGH, N. C. 
Rev. J. B. Smith, D.D., Principal. 

Since the last General Convention, we have erected three buildings 
near the Normal School House ; one as a study and dormitory for boys, 
another as a study and dormitory for girls, and the third as a dining- 
hall, kitchen, etc. These buildings cost $6,000. The farm and build- 
ings, including the Normal School, may be safely estimated at $18,000. 
The farm was and is very poor, and can scarcely be considered at 
present as a source of income ; indeed, it is not. Until it is brought 
up to a good condition, it will be an item of expense. 

The first part of last term, Miss H. Hutton was the Assistant. She 
resigned and returned home on account of sickness in her family. My 
daughter took her place until the end of the term. We have elected for 
the term on which we are entering a colored teacher, named Rhoda S. 
Ledger, who comes highly recommended. 

We have accommodations for fifty boarding pupils, and could have 
twice that number in attendance if we had the means of sustaining 
them. Very few of the pupils can pay anything. We put in our terms 
that they must pay or work for their board. This is done with a view 
of the future. We cannot insist upon the terms, as they have no money, 
and we cannot at present find work for them. For some years we shall 
need the fostering care of the Church, and the amount of its aid should 
be increased. In time, the School will become self-sustaining. There is 
no work in which the Church is engaged that offers a larger return. 
We are sowing precious seed, the harvest will come. Pupils, 73 ; males, 
39 ; females, 34. 

The following former pupils of the institution have been engaged in 
teaching :

Mrs. K. B. Savage, Principal. 
The number of pupils in attendance this session is two hundred and 
fifty-three (253). Boys, 121 ; girls, 132.

The majority of these children have been members for nearly three 
years ; while about thirty, of the number enrolled, have been attending 
ever since the opening of the School four years ago. 

The average daily attendance, during the year, has varied from a 
hundred and seventy-five to two hundred and thirty. Thus the Jive 
teachers employed have had a large field to work in, and the result of 
their labors has been satisfactory as regards the improvement and good 
order of the pupils, and the general prosperity of the institution. In 
this connection, it affords the Principal pleasure to speak of the interest 
aud fidelity manifested by the teachers. The object always kept in view 
has been the spiritual and moral elevation of those committed to their 
care. 

Nearly every Friday during the year, the School has been visited by 
the Rev. W. O. Prentiss, who freely gives his time and labor to the 
Religious instruction of the pupils. The elder and more advanced girls 
recite a Bible lesson to him ; the boys and primary department repeat 
the Church Catechism and " Lessons on Scripture Narrative," 

The receipts from pupils this year have amounted to two hundred and 
seventy-three dollars and forty-four cents ($273.44). Out of this, we 
have been able to assist in paying the salary of one teacher ; to put some 
necessary repairs to the school building, and to meet all the minor ex- 
penses of the SchooL 

ST. STEPHEN'S, PETERSBURG, VA. 
Rev. J. S. Atwbll, Principal. 

1. I am happy to be able to state, that through the efforts which have 
been made by our Church for the education and elevation of the Colored 
people in this section of the South, numbers of pupils have been prepared 
to value and enjoy the privileges of the Public Schools, which have been 
organized, and are now being established according to legal enactments 
In every Public School of this city, pupils may be found who owe their 
first training to this mission. Even in the High School Department there 
is a goodly proportion that went out from us, and I think it but just to 
mention, that one of the pupils who has been reared in our faith, and is 
a Communicant member, carried off a handsome prize at the recent Ex- 
aminations. In fact, I am bold to say, that I doubt whether a number 
sufficiently far advanced could have been found with which to start a 
High School, at so early a day, if this Mission had not been inaugurated 
and regularly sustained. 

2. But although the Public Schools are in operation, yet we have had 
to refuse pupils every month, and our school was closed during the last 
week of June, after a careful Examination, with one hundred and forty- 
six, (146) eu rolled. It was a pleasing feature to note the interest mani- 
fested by parents and friends at the Examinations. A local Editor, being 
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present on the first day, was so delighted, that he published an excellent 
account of the proceedings, and of the Mission generally. On the second 
day, the Rev. Mr. Gibson, jr., of this Diocese, and Rev. Dr. Murdough of 
Maryland, were with us, and made fine addresses, interspersed with meeds 
of praise on the proficiency of the pupils and the character of the work. 
It might be well to state, that my aim is to make this School all that a 
Parish, or Church School ought to be, to this end, therefore, religious in- 
structions, including Church Catechism, have been given, and a regular 
Church Service held for the children every week. How far they have 
advanced in this line may well be judged from the fact, that during the 
late sitting of the Diocesan Council, several distinguished members visit- 
ed the School, and in turn catechised the pupils, and the Rev. Dr. Wall, 
of Richmond, said, in course of an address, that he doubted whether 
white or black another such school could be found in the diocese, with 
children more ready in the Catechism, or more conversant with religious 
truths. 

3. With the progress of the School, the work of the Mission proper 
has advanced. The Church Services have been duly observed, and its 
teachings disseminated on the week day as well as on Sundays. During 
my ministry — nearly three years — the result may be summed up as fol- 
lows : Baptisms, 57; Communicants, 72, minus 12 removed by death and 
other changes, leaving 60 at present. Marriages, 22. Funerals, 18. Of 
the 146 pupils of the Day School may be counted 70 in the Sunday 
School (two sessions), with teachers of their own race. 

4. It might not be uninteresting to mention externals, or Church 
property. This consists of a lot, fenced around, 120x100 feet; cost, 
$1,200. A wooden edifice, church like, with tower, and equal to contain 
400 persons; cost $5,214. A small, but convenient rectory on same lot, 
built during past year at a cost of $1,300. The whole is appraised at $8,000, 
duly recorded, in the name of four trustees, three of whom are members 
(colored), and the other a clergyman of the diocese. Insurance, $5,000. 
The latter effected during the present year. 

It is admitted that the value of the property has enhanced by im- 
provements during the three years of my ministry at least $3,000. The 
actual amount raised at home and abroad during the three years, $2,144,- 
44. Of this, $1,490 have been raised during the year now to a close 
(Sept.), and the largest portion of this from friends in New York and 
Philadelphia, to whom I feel truly grateful, but cannot command words 
which would adequately convey my thanks. If this and other kindred 
Missions shall obtain the continued approval and support of the Church 
at large, its results will long outlive our own day ; if not, our success thus 
far will be futile, and our hopes for the future of this people completely 
blighted. 

In conclusion, I trust it will not be considered presumptuous to express 
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an opinion in connection with the work of " Home Missions to Colored 
People." It is as follows: I am fully persuaded that the time has 
arrived when there should be some change. Its operations should, beyond 
a doubt> be placed on such a basis as to support Missionaries proper — 
i.e., ordained Missionaries. The work should be confined to points 
where such Missionaries are stationed, and a salary given them with an 
extra allowance for a Church school. The necessity as well as the pecu- 
liarity of the work demand it. With such a change, a liberal salary 
included, a man will be enabled to give himself wholly to the work, and 
that with vigor ; without it, he must eke out an existence next to starva- 
tion, having, it may be, his heart in the work, but, from force of circum- 
stances, on the qui vive for the next best thing which presents itself. It 
is therefore my fervent prayer that the Allwise Disposer of events may 
open the eyes and direct the hearts of our leaders in spiritual affairs, 
that they may legislate to His honor and glory, and for the sake of Him 
Who died, that all, all may share the benefits of His death. 

ST. MARK'S SCHOOL, WILMINGTON, N. C. 

Rev. C. O. Brady, Principal. 

As I continue in the important work in which I am engaged, I feel 

more and more impressed with the fact that the Commission is doing a 

great and glorious work for my race in America — not merely for the 

present, but also for the future. 

Our Church does for them that which the numerous denomination! 
around us cannot do. The Church elevates them, while these drag them 
on in the same old channels unimproved. I am happy to say I find many 
of our young people coming into the Church, and becoming increasingly 
interested in the Church Services, who a short time 6ince were mere 
lookers-on at the worship of others. I am often stopped on the street by 
the young, and asked for a Prayer Book, and I am only too thankful 
when I have one at my disposal. Some of them, too, are really devout 
worshippers, and I have already on my list several for the rite of Con- 
firmation, soon to occur in our parish. I am thankful to say that God is 
adding to His Church daily of " such as shall be saved." Some bring their 
children to Holy Baptism who are not as yet regular in their attendance 
themselves, showing thereby where their sympathies really are. 

I trust, when our new St. Mark's is completed, that we shall have a 
steady increase of devout worshippers, and that many precious souls will 
be added to our number. 

Of the new church you would no doubt like to know how we are 
progressing. The walls are at present (July) ready for roofing. The 
chancel arch is constructed, and the gable-ends are going up. The tim- 
ber for the roof is being brought upon the ground, ready for the con- 
tractor in another week. And thus you see we are steadily going on. 
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The fact of building a church for themselves has inspired this people 
with energy. They are, many of them, making regular monthly pay- 
ments to the building fund, proportioned to their means, which adds 
materially to the receipts, so that I may say, take it altogether, the term 
now drawing to a close has been to me one of great interest and encour- 
agement, for I believe our labor has not been in vain in the Lord. That 
although in a corner of the Lord's vineyard, our efforts will be accept- 
able to Him. To Him be all the glory. 

Our Sunday-school still continues to be well attended. We are 
enabled to distribute tracts, cards and Sunday-school papers as so many 
silent messengers of good, penetrating where the Missionary often cannot 
go. For these we are indebted largely to the American Tract Society 
of Boston and to the Rev. E. H. Krans of that city ; also to E. P. Dutton 
& Co., of New York, together with contributions from private sources. 
The amount collected from various Services at a distance for the erection 
of St. Mark's Church, is, in all, to date, $2,059.66, with one or two 
pledges yet unpaid. The remaining $1,000 necessary to its completion 
I hope to obtain within the next few months. 

But the above sum does not include what the congregation have 
themselves contributed either collectively or as individuals. 

In concluding this report, I beg leave to state that in the departure 
from our midst of Miss Hesketh, we have not words to express our 
sympathy and sorrow. Her interest in our behalf, her long and devoted 
labors among our people as a teacher and counsellor, has given her a 
high place in our esteem and regard. 

CANFIELD ORPHAN ASYLUM, MEMPHIS, TENN. 
Thomas G. Thompson, Principal. 

A Committee of the Convention of the Diocese on the Colored 
School at Memphis having presented their Report, the Hon. Jacob 
Thompson spoke as follows : — 

u Mr. President : I was elected a trustee of the Canfield Orphan 
Asylum about a year ago, and at the time of my election knew nothing 
of the objects or purposes of the institution. I am happy, however, to- 
day, to be able to state to this Convention that after fully investigating 
the objects to be attained by this institution, I can most cordially and 
heartily recommend it as one calculated to do a vast amount of good to 
the unfortunate race, which, though amongst us, is not of us, but one 
whose moral training and elevation rests entirely upon the Anglo-Saxon 
element in this country. 

'* This institution is situated in the city of Memphis, and has attached 
to the building about one acre of land. The building was erected at a 
cost of about $18,000, and the entire value of the property at present is 
$30,000. During the year 1866, Mrs. Canfield conveyed to the Protestant 
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Episcopal Church, and placed under its charge this entire property, to be 
used as an Orphan Asylum for destitute and helpless colored orphans. 
At that time it was prosperous and successful, but the trustees soon 
found that the very ends for which the institution was established was 
defeated by reason of the growing demands from the best families in 
the country for the orphans. An orphan was scarcely received into the 
institution before offers from responsible persons were made, which 
promised more for the education and training of the child than the institu- 
tion could possibly do. Under these circumstances it would manifestly 
have been to the disadvantage of the children to have retained them in 
the Asylum. And so as a Colored Orphan Asylum it proved a failure. 
Hut, by the deed of conveyance it was provided that in the event it 
should prove a failure as an asylum for indigent colored orphans, it 
should then be devoted to school and Church purposes for the colored 
race. On account of some legal difficulties of a delicate nature, which to 
speak of would not further the interests of the institution the conveyance 
was changed from a deed to the Church to a deed to certain trustees for 
school purposes, still however retaining its Church privileges and usages. 
As it could no longer be used for its original purpose, efforts were made 
to secure an efficient teacher which was found in a man sent out by the 
Bishop of Florida. This man, Thomas G, Thompson, is a native of St. 
Thomas, well educated, fluent, discreet, polite, and brought up under the 
wing of the English Church. His aptness for teaching and his executive 
ability are remarkable. While attending an examination on arithmetic, 
geography, reading, sacred history and other things, I was forcibly 
struck with the proficiency of the scholars, and the gift for imparting 
-knowledge which characterized their teacher. The building on the 
grounds is admirably adapted for a graded school, and applications have 
been made to the Educational Board of Visitors for an appropriation 
sufficient to support the primary department and employ Thompson a* 
the teacher of a high school to prepare more colored youths for useful- 
ness in tike Church and in life. 

" Tt were needless, Mr. President, to say here that our Church is the 
Church Catholic — the universal Church — the Church that should extend 
its arms in every direction, and take in its folds all nations and tongue?, 
and principalities and powers — the Church that has preserved for nearly 
two thousand ye'ars the same prayers, the same usages, the same creed 
the same ordinances, and that amid the multifarious changes that have 
marked nations has remained unchangeable. This system so durable, 
is the one best adapted for the instruction of the colored race. When 
once they have been accustomed to the use of the Prayer Book they 
learn the elements of Christiau faith, and are brought to repeat the 
Creed which the Apostles and good men from the crucifixion of Christ 
to the present time have repeated and regulated their lives by. The 
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Prayer Book contains the prayers of the most devoted Christians since 
that time; it fixes religious principles; it anchors religious hopes; it 
gives in a condensed form what they must believe to become Christians, 
and however much men may preach on ordinary texts, the reader of the 
Prayer Book could receive or reject whatever did not conform to the 
established faith. This book gives them something to stand upon, and 
around which they can rally, and not be subject to be tossed about by 
every wind of doctrine or tossed upon every sea of doubt. When once 
they have become familiar with its forms, it serves as a beacon light to 
direct them through the world of darkness, and to reform them morally, 
socially and religiously. No other Protestant sect or community fur- 
nishes such advantages to the colored man." 

There has been an average during the past term of 65 pupils in the 
Day School, and 25 in the Sunday School. There is now preaching and 
a regular Church Service every Sunday, and things seem to argue well 
for the future. 

ST. CYPRIAN'S SCHOOL, NEWBERNE, N. C. 
Miss M. J. Hicks, Principal. 

Our fourth year of Mission labor among the colored people of New 
Berne, N. C, closed July 1st. The information concerning the labor 
of the past four years here, may be given you more satisfactorily by 
comparisons than by mere figures and bare statements. 

October 17, 1867, we recommenced school in St. Augustine's Chapel, 
with about thirty as uncouth specimens of humanity as one would believe 
could be possibly collected from one locality. Gradually the school 
assumed larger proportions, numbering in all one hundred and sixty 
scholars. 

My connection with this school was pleasing and satisfactory. 
When I opened the school, not a child knew anything of our Service or 
Catechism— not even the "Lord's Prayer"; before I closed, they were 
all familiar with it — responding, chanting, and singing admirably. 

St. Augustine's is located in the outskirts of the city, and is sur- 
rounded by a colored population. Then most of them were living in 
miserable little hovels — now one sees very many pretty little houses, 
which look really comfortable. 

October, 18(58, by the advice of the Rev. Mr. Forbes, I took charge 
of the Parish School of St. Cyprian's, which I have taught, assisted by 
Maggie Williams, for the past three years. This may justly be considered 
a Parish School. It changes very little from year to year, with regard 
to numbers or children. 

Many of the scholars are well advanced. Every child is familiar 
with the Church Service and Catechism, and the larger part of them have 
been baptized. There are two departments in this school. The one 
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taught by myself numbers about sixty. Studies attended to : reading, 
spelling, and defining, arithmetic, geography, and grammar ; in the 
other, merely the elementary principles are taught by the Colored Assist- 
ant. Whole number of scholars in both divisions, 140; average attend- 
ance, 120. St. Cyprian's is pleasantly located on Queen street, opposite 
Cedar Grove Cemetery. There are as many whites as blacks living in 
this part of the town. Every Sunday morning, for the past nine months, 
the Services have been read in St. Cyprian's Chapel, by Alexander Bass, 
the Colored Assistant of St. Augustine's School. 

Sunday, at three o'clock p.m., T have ever found a goodly number of 
children assembled, earnest to read the Testament, and be catechised. 
T cannot resist the conviction, that an educated and devoted clergyman, 
living among these people, and able to confine his duties to the parish, 
might confidently hope, with the Divine blessing, to gather around him 
an earnest congregation, and to build up a flourishing parish. 

Our teachers have wrought with a power whose wide-spread influence 
can never be known or appreciated, till that day when the Lord shall 
make up His jewels, and in His " book of remembrance " find the names 
of many who, through the blessed truths learned by them in the " colored 
schools," have " feared the Lord, and thought upon His name." 

Amount of Church property : Two houses, one of which — St. Cypri- 
ans — worth about $500.00 ; the other, St. Augustine's, about $2500.00. 

Both of these buildings have been transferred to the Church for the 
use of the colored people. Unfortunately, the land on which these houses 
are built belongs to other persons. Rent for one is demanded.' The lot 
for the other is loaned by the Rev. Mr. Forbes — no rent demanded. 

The condition of both houses is such that repairs are needed. It 
would be well to move St. Cyprian's to a lot which can be bought, and 
thus save the great rent which is demanded by the owner of the lot on 
which it now stands, and who will not be persuaded to take any less. 
The congregation who assemble in St. Cyprian's are making an effort to 
buy a lot. It would be well to assist them to accomplish so desirable an 
object. 

ST. AUGUSTINE'S SCHOOL, NEWBERNE, N. C. 
Miss S. G. Swetland, Principal. 

My fifth school year nears its close. Gloom and despondency rest 
upon myself, for " the Hand of God hath touched me ;" and from the 
midst of such chaotic feeling, I find it hard to write an orderly account 
of the labors of the past twelvemonth. 

Our work at this point has never been so satisfactory, showing such 
definite results, as has been the case during the year now about to close. 
St. Augustine's has numbered its one hundred and thirty scholars ; and 
these being most of them pupils of two years' standing, their improve* 
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ment has been marked and evident to all. To the Bible and Prayer 
Book we have given especial attention ; the Catechism has been fully 
mastered ; and we have but few children who cannot readily turn to any 
chapter and verse that may be required in either the Old or New Testa- 
ment. Their progress in the branches of an ordinary English education, I 
do not consider one whit behind what would have been the attainment of 
white pupils under similar circumstances. It should always be borne in 
mind that these children have no help save whilst in school. The usual 
case is reversed with them. Instead of being assisted by parents or 
others, they themselves are to shed the glimmerings of light upon the 
darkness of home. Fathers and mothers are frequently taught by their 
own children. 

; Would that the Church could realize the magnitude and import- 
ance of this work ! Prejudice against any race must melt away under 
the warmth of Gospel influence ; the common brotherhood of humanity 
will eventually be recognized. The mission of the Church is to instruct 
and elevate, irrespective of race or caste; nor is it for us to question as 
to " common or unclean." " Who maketh thee to differ from another ? 
and what hast thou that thou didst not receive ?" Still, I am somewhat 
hopeless whilst I write. Our people generally will not take an adequate 
interest in this department of Mission work. I have ceased to expect it. 
Thousands of human beings at our own door — waiting, famishing souls — 
whilst our brethren are contesting as to political aspects ; and refinement 
is shuddering with the fear of enforced equality. 

ST. BARNABAS' SCHOOL, WILMINGTON. 
Miss A. Hksketh, Principal 

When I left my work so unexpectedly, it was in a most excellent 
condition ; and from all that I have since heard, it remains the same, 
waiting for the re-opening of our school and the return of the clergyman 
in charge of the church. Very nearly six years I have speut among the 
colored people in Wilmington, laboring with untiring zeal and energy 
for their advancement and good ; and so far my efforts have been crowned 
with success. Discouragements and some " dark days " we have passed 
through, of course ; but the encouragements and brighter days have far 
outweighed them. I have found them also, as a people, kind and affec- 
tionate to each other, and ready to do good, very often, in return for evil. 
I shall always remember them with so much kindness ; and, if not per- 
mitted to labor any longer for them in their school and church, will com- 
mend them most highly to those who may take up my work. The secret 
of success is patience, " faith, hope, and charity." 

We have had much help in our work in the way of money — quite 
large sums, too — books in great numbers, clothing, and indeed everything 
to help us on. All these gifts have been appreciated; and the people in 
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return have thanked the " Giver of all good things " for supplying their 
wants, and approving their desire to do right. Their children are like 
others, ready to do wrong, and at times not inclined to study ; but on 
the whole, quite as tractable, and far more respectful to their parents, 
teachers, and employers, than white ones— that is, a great many. 

For the last three years, they have paid all incidental expenses con- 
nected with the school, which have amounted to nearly two hundred 
dollars. The school building has been kept in good order. We are now 
building a church. The people «re contributing largely, giving labor and 
money, and soon we hope to see it completed. It will be a very pretty 
edifice, and a credit to the whole city. The congregation has increased 
during the past year through the untiring efforts of their faithful minister, 
who is now away from them, but still working for them among his 
friends. 

Our school property is rated at $3,500, and the church, as it stands, 
about $2,000. By the time it is completed, it will be valued at nearly 
$4,000, 1 should suppose. 

ST. AUGUSTINE'S SCHOOL, RALEIGH, N. C. 

(Under the direction of Rev. R. S. Mason, D.D.) 

Miss A. L. Chapman, Teacher. 

The Teacher for the past year gives the following facts in reference 
to this school: "In order that your request may be complied with, I send 
you a brief account of the school-house in which we teach, and, as far an 
practicable, a history of the school : 

"The length of the building is fifty feet, and its width twenty-eight 
feet. It was built for Church purposes, as well as for the school. It has 
a recess chancel, which is carpeted, and a chancel window. Fourteen 
windows, each swinging on pivots. Two doors in the rear of the build- 
ing, and one large double-door in front. The seats are movable. 
Coarse matting covers the aisles. Two good-sized bookcases, painted; 
two very good stoves. The building is valued, at the least, at $2,000. 
The lot on which it stands is 192 feet long by 128 feet wide. The church 
is in the front of the lot, facing a street, so that there is a nice play- 
ground in the rear. The lot is fenced, with picket fence in front, painted 
white. It is in a very healthy locality, and in a respectable neighborhood. 

" The school was first taught, in a hired building, by Mr. Jas. Harris 
a colored man ; next by Miss S. G. Swetland, of New York, sent out by 
your Commission. The school increased rapidly under her care, and 
Miss Taney was added as an assistant. For a time after the departure 
of these teachers, the school was closed, but reopened last autumn. 
During the past eight months, one hundred pupils have been in attend- 
ance. There has also been a flourishing Sunday-school during this period, 
and regular ministrations have been, and still are, held on Sundays by 
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the Rev. W. T. Floyd, whose interesting Reports have already been 
published in The Spirit of Missions." 

CHAPEL SCHOOL, BOLIVAR, TENN. 
(Under the direction of Rev. W. C. Gray. J. B. McConnkll, Teacher.) 

The Rector of St. James* Church, Rev. W. C. Gray, under whose 
auspices this Mission and School were founded, reports as follows : 

" On Thursday, the 20th day of July, Mr. McC, our teacher, had an 
Examination of his scholars, and I took some of the prominent citizens 
over to attend it both morning and afternoon. There were also present 
a large number of colored people. 

44 1 can assure you we were all surprised at the Examination. Classes 
in spelling and reading acquitted themselves well. Copy-books of all 
the scholars were exhibited, every page of which showed improvement. 
Such questions as the following were asked in arithmetic and solved with 
such readiness as made me question the scholars closely to see if they 
really understood, 138£x56j, 256fx75j, <fcc.,<fcc In geography, English 
grammar and history, all answered remarkably well ; indeed, all things 
considered, very remarkably. All the school repeated in unison the Con- 
fession, the Creed, the Lord's Prayer and the Ten Commandments, with- 
out a falter; answered most of the questions in the little Calvary 
Catechism and in a question book upon the Church. The effect upon 
the colored people present was excellent, and 1 am confident the school 
will be much larger. With reference to the property, I would simply 
state, that since the war I have succeeded in securing a lot of about one 
acre on which we have built a Chapel 22 x 40, with recess chancel 12 x 12, 
which is used all the week for a school for the colored people, and on 
Sunday for the Sunday-school and Services of the Church for their 
benefit. 

HOFFMAN SCHOOL, FRANKFORT, KENTUCKY. 
A. B. Lind, Principal. 

Having been present at the Examination of the Hoffman School, 
under the charge of Alfred B. Lind, we would here record our gratifica- 
tion at the results of his training, which were manifest upon that occa- 
sion. To him and to his assistant, William Jennings, is due the present 
flourishing condition of the Institution. We have great reason to be 
thankful that, in the all-important work of educating the children of the 
Freedmen, we have secured the services of two of the same race, well 
qualified to impart what they themselves have acquired. 

One of the undersigned, the Rector of Ascension Church, Frankfort, 
would mention, with special commendation, a class of girls in English 
grammar. They were summoned before him on the first day of the Ex- 
amination, after the prescribed exercises had been completed, and with- 
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out any previous notice. The day after this had been fixed for the trial 
of the higher classes. The class to which I allude was called up sooner, 
because a previous engagement would prevent the Rector from being 
present on the second day. Several complicated sentences were written 
out by the Principal on the blackboard. The questions in parsing were 
answered with a readiness and intelligence which showed that these girls 
had not only stored their memories with the letter of the rules, but had 
grasped the principles which underlie them. 

Lucien C. Lance, Rector of Ascension Church. 

William Flynn, Deacon. 

The Bishop of Kentucky has kindly forwarded to us the testimony of 
another witness on this subject, Mr. Wm. Thurmond, of Virginia, who 
is, as the Bishop says, an experienced teacher and a friend of the race : 

Rt. Rev. and Dear Sir: According to your request, I attended one 
of the Examinations of your Hoffman School, and was most favorably 
impressed with everything I saw. A good many of the children were 
examined on English grammar and arithmetic, and answered remarkably 
well The general appearance of the school was decidedly good. All 
the children were clean and neatly dressed, and their deportment during 
the exercises was excellent. From everything that came under my ob- 
servation, your Teacher has discharged his duties with zeal, ability and 
fidelity. 

The property of this Mission consists of a lot 60x100 feet, costing 
$600, given by distant friends. It is deeded to Trustees. The school- 
house, 25x50, is frame, costing, with modern iron and hardwood seats, 
$2,500, made over by the Freedman's Bureau to Trustees who are con- 
nected with our Church. The conditions are, of both lot and school- 
house, that they are for school purposes during the week, and for our 
Church Services and Sunday-school on Sunday, so long as the school is 
kept up. Pupils, 175. 

MISSION SCHOOL AT LOUISVILLE, KY. 
(Under the care of Rev. J. Drummond.) 
Teachers, 2 ; pupils, 75. The lot, 60x200, costing $3,000, was the gift 
of the Rev. J. N. Norton, D.D. The school-room, about 20x40 feet, of 
brick, with slate roof, costing $1,200, also given by him. The salary of 
$40 per month for the work is also furnished by Dr. N. The condition 
of the Mission is most encouraging. 

REPORT OF MISSION SCHOOL, FAYETTEVILLE, N. C. 

Mrs. A. C. Hall, Teacher. 

(Under the direction of Rev. J. C. Huske.) 

Oub school-house was built for a Protestant Methodist Church, but 

the congregation went down, and the church was first rented to u», and 
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then sold by a Mr. Batchelor to the Freedman's Bureau, who gave it to 
the Commission, and three gentlemen were appointed trustees. 

With regard to the name of the school, I have always called it " The 
Mission School, Fayetteville, North Carolina." It was commenced by 
myself as principal, and Miss Walker assistant, March, 1867. Miss 
Walker resigned January, 1868, and my daughter, Mary W. Hall, was 
appointed. * 

The arrangements of the house are not very convenient for a school, 
as it is divided into pews. I have made some little alterations, but did 
not feel at liberty to do anything that could not easily be replaced. I 
have often wished for one or two hundred dollars, to make a partition to 
divide the house into two rooms, and to arrange writing-desks, both 
departments of the school being in one room, and the high vaulted roof 
making the least noise unpleasant. 

For the last three years the list of pupils has averaged between 80 
and 90. 

Five years ago, before I got my situation in the Fayetteville School, 
I formed a class of the colored people in Wadesboro', where I am now 
visiting, who worked on the farm among the scholars. From six to ten 
grown men and women attended. We were all at that time without any 
conveniences, almost without the necessaries of life. We had no lights, 
and every scholar was obliged to bring to the evening school a handful 
of finely split pine, which they held while they said their lessons. It 
was a very small beginning, but it resulted, I hope, in good ; at least it 
gave me a high position in the opinion of the colored people, and on my 
arrival the other- day some of them came to me with the request to teach 
their children. I have promised to devote two hours to them every 
morning during my vacation, as I always feel it my duty to teach those 
who wish to learn, and this neighborhood is out of the way of all schools. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., MISSION SCHOOL OP TRINITY CHURCH, 
(Under the direction of Rev. Jarvib Buxton, D.D.) 
Miss Amy L. Chapman, Teacher. 
In a late communication, the Rector reports that " I have pressed on 
the undertaking of a colored chapel and school-house till we have a fair 
prospect of completing the building by 1st October. The building has 
a substantial rock basement, surmounted by a Gothic wooden chapel, 
the frame of which is just being erected. The building is 41 feet in length 
and 24 in width. The basement is for the school. I had bought 5 acres 
for our purposes with $200. Another gentleman from Philadelphia sent 
me $200, others $50, $25 and $10. Our own people made up about $250, 
and about fifty colored men signed work or small sums. The total ex- 
penditure on the enterprise will have been about $1,200. 

" I understood you to promise us the support of a Teacher in case we 
• 
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erected the building, and I shall have occasion to call again upon you at 
October 1st for that purpose. Indeed, Miss Chapman is already here, 
and considers herself our Teacher, as she prefers living and laboring 
here, and it suits her health better, only I want the matter assured. I 
am perfectly satisfied with her, but her support must come from the 
Commission, as it will be impossible to raise one dollar for that purpose 
among the people, who think they have done all needful for them to do 
by their contributing to the building, and indeed I was surprised at their 
liberality in that matter. I put the matter in the hands of our colored 
sexton, with my endorsement, and he carried it through. But they will 
do no more at present. 

"I still keep up the Sunday-school of 100 colored children, giving up 
our own church in the afternoon of Sunday, but that cannot be done 
much longer. 

" One hundred and fifty dollars will see the whole enterprise out of 
debt. The building is substantially constructed, and likely to endure. 
The basement is of rock two feet thick, with buttresses. I trust your 
work will be continued. The schools cost but little, and interfere with 
no other work of the Church." 

8T. MARK'S SCHOOL, RICHMOND, VA. 
Isaac T. Coolet, Teacher. 
Our day-school closed on the 31st of July, with about forty pupils. 
I feel truly grateful to God for all the encouragement I have received in 
my work. Our Sunday-school is in a condition that affords every reason 
to be hopeful During the month of June, there were twenty-four 
teachers and ninety-eight scholars. For the month of July, notwith- 
standing the warm weather, there were thirty-three teachers and one 
hundred and fifty pupils. In all this, our expectations are more than 
realized. But we feel that with this prosperity we need also the blessing 
from above that must attend mere human effort, to give it success. We 
desire the prayers of our friends and brethren everywhere, that the 
Word may have free course and be glorified. 

MISSION SCHOOL AT BERNE, CAMDEN COUNTY, GEORGIA. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hilltbr, Teachers. 

It is pleasant to us, in our lonely home here, to know that we have 
friends who sympathize with us. We hope the Church will not discon- 
tinue a Commission so much needed, for the love of our common country, 
as well as for the love of souls. We feel, with our experience of what 
is needed, that we should work more faithfully than ever before for these 
poor people. To our former reports we have not much to add in tb« 
way of fresh information, save that to our great delight we have had n 
visit from our dear Bishop, and the Rev. Mr. Coley, of Brunswick. 

At the first visit of the Rev. Mr. C, whieh was with only a brief 
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notice, we met for the first time in our new School-house, on which occa- 
sion twenty-five were added to us by Baptism, of which two were 
adults. 

To me this was quite unexpected, and seemed a sort of consecration of 
the house to His work here, and an assurance to us that God had not 
forgotten us. We took fresh courage and went on our way rejoicing. 
Two weeks later the Bishop himself came, when two were Confirmed 
and five others were Baptized. During two weeks, by hard labor and 
considerable outlay on our part, the house was so far completed that we 
have been able to meet in it ever since. With the simple addition of h 
chimney and a stove we hope to use it all the winter. 

But we are satisfied that we never shall have full success or do very 
much good, till we have a home where we can care for the children all 
the time, the influence at their respective abodes being now almost 
always bad. Hence we are endeavoring to get up an Orphan Asylum, 
and shall keep doing as long as our Heavenly Father gives us the 
health and means to work with. We have no Church property to re- 
port. Our School-house is deeded to a Board of Colored Men, who, I 
am sorry to say, are being drawn more and more away from owr religious 
influence by colored preachers who come occasionally to teach them. 

We need a colored minister of our own Church very much. The County 
of Camden is large and the population is large, the colored people 
greatly predominating, and yet there is no school but ours. " The harvest 
truly is great, but the laborers are few." We have no other hope but 
in the love and power of the great Head of the Church. 

SOUTHERN PROPERTY. 

In our last Annual Report it was stated that the value of property 
at the South, held for the objects of our Mission, was estimated at $43,320. 
During the year valuable additions have been made, and the property is 
now computed to be worth fully $93,000. 

The title is vested in Trustees in the several localities, and held for 
the benefit of the colored race. 

CLOTHING AND BOOKS. 
Thirteen packages of clothing, and also donations of Bibles, Testa- 
ments and Prayer Books, and other books, have been received and for- 
warded to the various stations. For the Prayer Books we are indebted 
to the New York Bible and Prayer Book Society, through Mr. James 
Pott ; and for papers and instructive reading matter to the Evangelical 
Knowledge Society, through the Rev. Dr. Dyer. We are also largely 
indebted to the American Bible Society, through its Secretary, Rev. Dr. 
Holdich, for a donation of 2,000 Bibles and Testaments, and one Bible 
for the desk of the chapel at Raleigh, N. C. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The Commission submit the foregoing statements and account without 
comment. The main facts and arguments in the case remain in all their 
original importance and power. What is now needed is a deeper per- 
ception of their significancy on the part of Churchmen of all orders. Will 
they awake to such perception, and then act in accordance with it, and 
carry forward the Mission with energy and love ? God grant it And 
yet with what emphasis does our past experience, ever and anon re-echo 
the words of the Master : When the Son op Man cometh, shall He find 
faith on the earth ? 

In conclusion, the Commission must record their deep sense of the 
loss which they, in common with the Diocese of South Carolina, and 
indeed the whole Church, have sustained in the death of the Rev. 
Christopher P. Gadsden, one of the most intelligent and devoted friends 
of the cause in which we are engaged. A few men like him, with his 
keen perception of its importance — his freedom from prejudice — his lov- 
ing zeal — would completely change the aspect of this Mission. Upon 
whom will his mantle rest ! Alas ! upon whom ? May God in His mercy 
raise us up friends in the stead of those whom He takes away.

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REPORT OP THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OP COLORADO, 
NEW MEXICO, AND WYOMING. 



To the Board op Missions of the Protestant Episcopal 

Church: 

Five years ago, last May, I left the East for the West, having 
been elected and consecrated a Bishop in the. Church of God, with a 
commission to take the supervision of the work of Missions in the 
region of the Rocky Mountains. In God's good providence, I am 
here to-day, to make to the Board of Missions my Fifth Annual 
Report. 

During this half decade, something has been done in extending 
and establishing the Kingdom of our Lord on this frontier. Would 
that this something were a great deal more than it is. But thanks 
be to the Great Head of the Church, that we have been enabled to 
accomplish what we can now report. 

From the outset, my greatest trial has been to obtain ministers 
ready to go to this land, and stay there long enough to "possess it." 
On my first arrival I found the people willing, the field white, 
and all things ready, and we could have the infant empire if we 
would. But the army was wanting. Romanists and other Chris- 
tian bodies were on the ground in force. Appeals, for five months 
after my consecration, brought me one Deacon. With him, I 
marched to the front. Having spied the country, came back, spent 
six months in the recruiting service ; again turned my face toward 
the setting sun, and marched with a new force, consisting of another 
Deacon, and before we fairly got into action, met the first army com- 
ing East. By such marching and countermarching as this, it would 
have been wellnigh miraculous had we made much headway in the 
work of a great conquest. But, blessed be God, at the end of two 
years, our numbers began to increase, and they have been steadily 
multiplying ever since by the enlistment of soldiers, who have done 
good service, the fruits of whose labors are to be seen in forms 
which bless man and honor God. Why it is that young clergy- 
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men choose to remain in the larger towns and cities, with the hope 
of getting something to do, as assistant ministers, and so build, if 
they build at all, on another's foundation, rather than to take their 
young life in their hands, go forth into a new field where every- 
thing is fresh, — where towns and cities and states come into exist- 
ence as if by magic, where the tide of human enterprise is bearing 
multitudes of the most intelligent classes from the Eastern States to 
Western "homes, where the elements of society, let loose from old 
associations, are whirling into conditions wherein they will quickty 
take on their abiding form, and will not wait for the moulding hand 
that shall give them a right direction, and yet will accept and yield 
to its controlling influences, if it be timely offered, — a country 
where consequent is close upon the heel of antecedent, where the 
work of a common lifetime may be well done in a very few years, — 
why there should be such a reluctance, on the part of the flower of 
the Lord's Army, to go forth to such a country and to such a con- 
quest, is, indeed, passing strange. But such is the fact. It will 
probably remain a fact, for aught I can do to change it. Hence, it 
is more .evident than ever, that the ranks of the ministry must be 
supplied by those who are trained in the field. No one doubts that 
this is best ; but all must see that such a course consumes time and 
requires money, while our necessities are imminent. We must not, 
cannot wait. Our Church must be prepared to advance at such a 
period as this, or she will fall behind farther and more sadly than 
ever. We have done something in the way of securing 

CANDIDATES FOE HOLY ORDERS. 

Since my last report, four persons have become candidates for 
Holy Orders, making seven in all, of whom two have been admitted 
to the Diaconate. Five young men are studying for the ministry at 
Jarvis Hall. Two of this number are not yet candidates for Orders. 
It was one of the chief purposes in establishing this collegiate insti- 
tution, to provide a place where young men, desirous of entering 
the ministry, might pursue their studies. This is, and is to be, one 
of the most important features of our missionary work. I have no 
means of supporting theological students ; yet they must be main- 
tained, or we cannot have them, since very few young men of this 
class have means of their own. Hence 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

become a necessity. For two hundred and fifty dollars, I can sup- 
port a student of divinity. Sunday schools, parishes, and individuals, 
by the contribution of this sum, annually, can carry a young man 
through his preparatory studies, and thus fit him for good service 
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in the region where he has been trained. Such benefactions are a 
direct contribution to the missionary work. The above named sum 
barely covers the expense of board at the Hall. Four hundred dol- 
lars would provide for their support. Those who serve as mission- 
aries, must, in the nature of things, make some sacrifice. Let the 
great body of the laity make a tithe of such a sacrifice, and means 
will not be wanting to fill up the ranks of the ministry in every 
-quarter of the land. For this work I need funds, and to this point 
I call particular attention. 

The subject of education, in connection with our missions, early 
engaged my attention on reaching this jurisdiction, as one of the 
most promising measures of establishing the Church in a new do- 
minion. The Romanists, in this regard, have taught us a wise lesson, 
and it is at our cost if we do not improve it. Religion and learning 
must go hand in hand in the work of bringing the kingdoms of this 
world into loyal allegiance to the kingdom of Christ. I have, there- 
fore, recommended and encouraged 

PABOOHIAL SCHOOLS, 

wherever it was practicable to have them. In a country with a 
sparse population, it is difficult to secure sufficient patronage to sus- 
tain a parish school, especially where there is an active competition. 
% I have aimed to found at prominent points in the several territo- 
ties, Academies or Schools of a higher grade. Of this class is 

ST. mark's academy, 

Cheyenne, Wyoming, which has been conducted during the last 
year by the Rev. F. O. Barstow. The population of the town has 
considerably decreased of late, and there has been a corresponding 
falling off in the number of scholars. The school has maintained a 
good reputation, much to the credit of the Principal. 
At Pueblo is 

st. peteb's institute, 

under the instruction of the Rev. Samuel Edwards, whose learning, 
and many years of experience as an educator, fit him in a high 
degree for this office. The location is decidedly favorable for an 
educational institution. Pueblo is a county town, on the Arkansas 
River, the centre of an increasing agricultural population, and easy 
of access from the region round about. The Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad passes through it, bringing it into immediate communica- 
tion with northern and southern Colorado and New Mexico. The 
town has recently increased largely, and bids fair to be the most 
.important place south of Denver. At such a point we should have 
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a first-class school. But we have no school-house. Land has been 
promised for this purpose. I trust these facts will be read by some 
one, whose eye will be quickened to see in them our necessity and 
their own opportunity. Will not some disciple, to whom the Lord 
has entrusted earthly riches, consecrate a portion of them to the 
work of erecting a suitable building for this institution, and thus, 
while they confer an everlasting blessing upon coming generations, 
perpetuate their own name as Christian benefactors ? I shall not 
build until I have the money to finish and pay for the building. If 
the church will give me what I need for this purpose, I solemnly 
promise, God helping me, that in less than two years, I will ask for 
as much more to establish another school somewhere else. 

The Rev. Mr. Cornell has been appointed missionary at Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, and on entering upon his dnties, opened a school, 
which is to be under his own supervision. The American families 
in this place are anxious to have a good school, which they promise 
to patronize. 

The Rev. Mr. Barstow has gone as a missionary to Las Cruces and 
Messilla, in the same Territory. ' At a point midway between these 
two places, which are three miles apart, he is to establish a school, 
for the accommodation of the people in both towns. American 
residents of New Mexico suffer great inconvenience in the depriva- 
tion of the means of educating their children. There are but few 
schools in that territory, and these are, for the most part, of an infe- 
rior grade. Throughout the country, the children of the native 
population, with few exceptions, are growing up without instruc- 
tion. In regard to the Romish schools, taught in convents and 
monasteries, in some of the larger towns, such is the superficial 
character of the instruction, that some of the more intelligent Mexi- 
cans will not send their children to them. 

When all our educational enterprises are thoroughly inaugurated, 
and are in the full tide of successful experiment, we shall have 
cause for great gratitude to God, and have good reason to believe,, 
that we shall have in operation an instrumentality mighty in the 
work of extending the Kingdom of Christ. 

WOLFE HALL, 

our High School for girls, at Denver, during the last year, has had* 
an average attendance, larger than at any time since it was opened. 
By the aid of its liberal benefactor, John D. Wolfe, Esq., of New 
York, we have been enabled to add fifty feet to our lot, which now 
has a frontage of two hundred feet. A further addition of fifty feet 
is very desirable, and, in fact, absolutely necessary to the future 
well-being of the school. This Seminary is doing its work in 
a manner highly satisfactory. Its corps of teachers are making

for it a reputation, which, with God's blessing, will place it fore- 
most among the educational institutions of the far West. All who 
have contributed to establish this seminary, may draw the dividend 
of their investment, every day, in the conscious fact that the good 
they would do, is not postponed until after they are dead and buried, 
but may be seen and enjoyed now, in the abundance of its fruits* 
It does not owe a dollar ; and last year its income paid its expenses. 
Since my last report, 

JABVIS HALL, 

our collegiate school for boys, has been opened at Golden, under 
auspices which promise well for its future success. The edifice 
was finished and furnished in time for the commencement of the first 
term in October of last year. It is a substantial structure, conve- 
niently arranged for the purposes for which it has been set apart, 
and it is entirely free of debt. Within a few months the brick 
building erected at the expense of the Territory, for purposes con 
nected with a school of mines, has been completed, and when prop 
erly furnished, with a suitable and sufficient apparatus, will be a 
great accession to the facilities for the prosecution of scientific stud- 
ies at this college. The lower story is used for a laboratory. On 
the second floor is the lecture hall and the library room, with cabi- 
nets for specimens in mineralogy, geology, metallurgy, and natural 
history. Here, also, is an extensive herbarium, which already con- 
tains more than a thousand neatly and scientifically arranged speci- 
mens in botany, which have been collected and presented to the 
college, by the Rev. Ed. L. Greene. 

The library consists of about two thousand volumes, of which 
fifteen hundred were a gift from the Rev. Ethan Allen, d. d., of 
Baltimore. A large number of standard theological works have 
been received from the Jarvis family, contributed through the 
agency of Geo. A. Jarvis, Esq., of Brooklyn, N. Y. By the aid of 
a liberal contribution from Mr. Jarvis, the library room has been 
finished and the books placed in alcoves. 

Two acres have been added to the college grounds by the gener- 
ous gift of C. C. Welch, Esq., making twelve acres in all that have 
been given by him for the use of the school. The entire domain 
has been enclosed by a substantial fence, which adds much to the 
appearance of the buildings. The destruction of the first building 
by a hurricane involved me in an unexpected and heavy loss. I made 
an appeal for help, which was responded to by a few persons. Two 
thousand dollars received from Mr. Jarvis, and one thousand from 
Mr. Wolfe, and five hundred from a lady of Calvary Church, N. Y.> 
with less sums from other sources, enabled me to rise and build. 
Thank God, the building has been finished, furnished, and paid for* 
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This institution is destined to be a great blessing to this country, 
and I trust will grow with its growth, and have the capacity to meet 
the increasing educational wants of such a land. Its benefits are 
beginning to be felt, and it has already gained a reputation, of which 
both church and state may well be prtrad. While on the subject 
of education, I desire to say, that the climate of Colorado is such 
as to make this Territory a desirable residence for invalids, who are 
affected with asthmatic and pulmonary diseases. Consumptives 
who go thither in the incipient stages of their disease, are quite sure 
of improving their health. In cases of asthma, relief is immediately 
found in almost every instance, however severe or chronic. It is 
therefore a place for invalid youth ; and young persons, predisposed 
to pulmonary disease, may here find a permanent cure. A lad fifteen 
years of age, afflicted with the asthma, was brought from an East- 
ern city to Colorado, with the hope of obtaining relief and securing 
an ultimate cure. Hearing of Jarvis Hall, his parents entered him 
at the beginning of the first term. He continued his studies to the 
end of the Academic year, without losing a day from any attack of 
the asthma. There are many youths of both sexes at the East, who 
are suffering to a degree which deprives them partially, and in some 
instances entirely, of the benefits of educational opportunities. Such 
children, if sent to this locality, will not only find relief, but will be 
in the way of obtaining a final cure ; while they may enter school at 
once, and prosecute their studies, with nearly as much regularity 
and efficiency, as strong students can do at the East, thereby secur- 
ing a restoration to health, without sacrificing their educational 
period of life. 

This much I have deemed it proper to say, in relation to educa- 
tional matters. I now turn to a consideration of the more imme- 
diate missionary interests of the jurisdiction, beginning with 

NEW MEXICO. 

This Territory has a peculiar interest to all Christians, and a spe- 
cial claim upon all Churchmen. It has about a hundred thousand 
inhabitants, nearly all of whom speak the Spanish language, and are 
connected with the Roman Catholic Church. Up to the time of the 
annexation of this territory to the United States, this people were 
almost wholly shut out of communication with the Protestant world. 
They were under the exclusive influence of the Romish communion, 
and that Church had a grand opportunity, for two centuries and a 
Jialf, to show to the world what their byatem would do in training 
a nation from its infancy, without any interference from a Protestant 
source. The legitimate fruits of Romanism are to be seen there to- 
day, iu the condition of a people, where want of intelligence, want 
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of enterprise, and a fearful immorality, are characteristic of the 
masses. 

The New Mexicans are a mixture of the Spanish and Indian races. 
There is nothing in blood which has sealed them to this inferiority 
of mental, social, and spiritual condition. Had they enjoyed the day- 
light of truth as it has shone since the Reformation upon England 
and the United States, there is no good reason to doubt that they 
would have compared favorably with these nations in intelligence 
and business enterprise, and all that constitutes an ennobling civili- 
zation. 

Since New Mexico was made a part of the United States, a large 
number of English-speaking people have emigrated to the principal 
towns, and constitute the chief part of the business population. 
Moreover the officials, civil and military, appointed by the general 
government, are from the States. These with their families have be- 
come a very considerable element in the Commonwealth. The influ- 
ence of intelligent and enterprising Americans must necessarily be 
felt. But this portion of the community are compelled to sacri- 
fice very much by their removal to this country, in the loss of the 
privileges which have been a common heritage at home. In the 
entire land there was not a clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. To rear a family in a country without churches and 
schools, is fearful to think of. This class of Americans, who in 
point of religion are nominally Protestant, is continually increasing. 
Their influence upon the native population will naturally be more 
and more. Here, then, is a missionary field, extraordinary in eveiy 
point of view, alike inviting and promising. Our Church is pecu- 
liarly adapted to it. The majority of Americans there prefer our 
services to any other. Some have been attached to them at home. 
Others have been in the army, and are partial to a liturgy. Others, 
though unaccustomed to the prayer-book, prefer its forms to the 
extemporaneous efforts of denominational ministers. But there is 
another and striking feature of this field, which should not be over- 
looked. Here are multitudes who, though baptized in the Romish 
communion, have no strong attachment to it. They care nothing 
for its worship in an unknown tongue ; they do not respect its cere- 
monies, they will not comply with the demands of its authority, and 
they do not regard its dogmas. But they believe in a ministry, and 
will respect a godly priesthood ; they have ever been accustomed 
to a liturgical worship, and three orders of the ministry. They have 
always seen the ministers of God clad in clerical vestments when 
officiating in public worship. I need not here point out the advan- 
tages which our Church possesses over other religious bodies in these 
particulars ; with her bishops, priests, and deacons, with her time- 
honored liturgy, with the order and impressive solemnity of her 
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worship, presenting to such a people the pure Gospel of Christ, and 
the uncorrupted ordinances of the Church as He ordained them. 

I might write a volume on this point. But I am writing a report, 
and this is only one item in it. And here I must leave the argument 
and the illustration, with the reiteration of the remark already made, 
that New Mexico is one of the most important missionary fields on 
the entire continent of North America. 

But it may be asked, what have you done about it? I answer, I 
have done what I could, which has been very little. I appealed to 
the Church for missionaries. Two were nominated to the Domestic 
Committee, and I received a note from the Secretary, saying that the 
Committee did not appoint Missionaries where no provision had been 
made for their support. In other words, there were no funds in the 
treasury, and so we must be content to have no missionaries in New 
Mexico ; and here the matter rested. 

On Monday, the ninth of May, I left Denver for New Mexico, in 
a stage coach, and arrived at 

SANTA FE 

on Friday afternoon, having accomplished the journey of four hun- 
dred and twenty miles, by riding night and day. I was cordially 
received, and very kindly entertained at the residence of Col. Bridg- 
man. On Saturday I baptized several children. On Sunday I 
preached in the senate chamber, to large congregations, morning 
and evening. In the morning administered the holy communion, 
and in the evening baptized three children. 

At Santa Fe are the head-quarters of the general commanding 
this military district ; it is also the residence of the governor, and 
of those connected with the territorial government. Here is a 
very considerable population, more or less attached to the service 
of the Church. Soon after my first visitation to this place, three 
years ago, a parish was organized, under the name of St. Thomas' 
Church. The Rev. John Woart, then a post chaplain at Fort Union, 
upwards of a hundred miles away, frequently held service here, 
whose labors of love are still gratefully remembered. The Rev. 
Mr. La Tourette, post chaplain at Fort Garland, spent several weeks 
at Santa Fe within the last year ; and, during his visit, officiated with 
much acceptance to the people. These are the only clerical services 
which they have had. But such are the attachments of the people 
to our liturgy, and such their desire to enjoy its worship, that lay 
services have been held every Sunday morning in the parlor of Col. 
Bridgman's residence. 

The American portion of the people feel the great need of a school 
of a high order for the education of their children. Such a school 
would no doubt be patronized by some of the more liberal Mexicans. 
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An Episcopal Church and school at the capital will be the centre 
and source of a strong and wide-spreading influence, which, under 
the smile of God, will be a great blessing to the people. I appointed 
the Rev. John Cornell, Rector of St. Matthew's Church, Lara- 
mie, in Wyoming Territory, to be a missionary at Santa Fe. He 
commenced his duties there on the first of September, and has 
already opened a school, in connection with the mission. Mr. Cor- 
nell has been well tried as a soldier on the frontier ; he has done 
good service in Wyoming, and I have all confidence that his self- 
denying labors will be crowned with signal success in New Mexico. 

I left Santa Fe on Monday morning, May 15th, in the stage for the 
lower part of the territory. These mail coaches, like those between 
Denver and Santa Fe, go day and night, and the traveller must get 
his sleep as best he can catch it. On Thursday afternoon I reached 
Messilla, and was warmly welcomed by Col. Jones, at whose house 
I found a pleasant home. 

On Saturday, the Rev. Mr. Tays, from El Paso, Texas, arrived. 
He came fifty miles on horseback to meet me. On Saturday, I 
visited Las Cruces, which is only three miles from Messilla. Here I 
met with several persons, who are very anxious to have the services 
of the Church permanently established. On Sunday after Asceu- 
sion Day, I preached in the morning at Cruces. Prayers were read 
by the Rev. Mr. Tays. In the afternoon, services were held in the 
court room at Messilla. Evening prayer was read by the Rev. Mr. 
Tays, aud I preached and confirmed two persons. In the evening 
baptized two adults and three children. The congregations in both 
places were large and attentive. Several Mexicans were present at 
both services. Here, as at Santa Fe, there are many Americans who 
desire to have the Church permanently established among them. 
They are also exceedingly anxious to have a good school under the 
supervision of the missionary. The want of schools in all this 
region is truly fearful. The people are willing, according to their 
means, to contribute to the support of both minister and teacher. 

I appointed the Rev. F. O. Barstow, Rector of St. Mark's Church, 
Cheyenne, Wyoming Territory, as missionary at Messilla and Cruces. 
Mr. B., since his residence in thisjuridiction, has shown himself well 
qualified for this twofold office. Here is a grand field for any man 
who has the true missionary spirit, and I have no doubt that Mr. 
Barstow, who has done so well in Wyoming, will do still better in 
New Mexico. 

Mr. Barstow has opened a school in Messilla, and as soon as 
means can be obtained for that purpose, a suitable school building 
will be erected midway between Messilla and Cruces, for the 
accommodation of the people of the two towns, and which will be 
only a mile and a half from each. 
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I regard these missions in New Mexico as second to none in this 
jurisdiction, in point of promise and importance. On Monday 
morning, the 22d, I left on my return, having received from Col. 
Bennett (one of the proprietors of the stage line) a free pass to 
Santa Fe, a distance of three hundred miles. When it is consid- 
ered that the stage fare in this part of the country is 25 cents a mile, 
this act will be be seen to be one of a generous character. 

On my way I met at Socorro, by previous appointment, a judge 
of the United States Court, which was then in session at this place. 
He had been baptized and reared in our communion, but during the 
many years of his residence in New Mexico, had enjoyed very 
few opportunities of attending our service. He was now anxious to 
be confirmed. While the stage company were at dinner, I held a 
service in the parlor of the hotel, in the presence of the Judge's 
family, and administered to him the apostolic rite of confirmation. 
This was a most interesting and touching incident. I can never 
forget that scene. It is one of the green spots in a Bishop's life. 
The service concluded, the judge returned to the bench, and I 
,f went on my way rejoicing, towards " the north, w which is desert." 

Soon after midnight on Friday, I reached Santa Fe, and was again 
a guest in the hospitable family of Col. Bridgman. On Saturday, 
1 administered infant baptism, and on Whitsunday preached in 
the senate chamber, and administered the holy communion. 
Preached again in the evening, and baptized a. child. On Monday, 
left for Denver, where I arrived on Friday, having travelled upwards 
of fourteen hundred miles in a stage coach, and was not a little 
refreshed in body, by the exercise of the ride, and a good deal 
cheered in mind and faith, by the signs of promise developed dur- 
ing this visitation. 

In this jurisdiction, as everywhere on the frontier, there are 
many tribes of 

INDIANS, 

some of whom are friendly, but few have, as yet, given any very 
reliable signs of a disposition to quit their nomadic mode of life, 
and so far adopt civilized customs as to be willing to settle on reser- 
vations, and learn to till the soil. It is to be hoped that the 
inducements offered by the government may yet be effectual in 
accomplishing this end, both for the advancement of the red men 
and the peace and protection of the whites. 

In New Mexico there is a tribe of Indians called the Pueblo*, 
who, soon after the settlement of the country by Spaniards, were 
converted to Christianity by the Roman Catholic priests. With the 
faith of the Gospel thus received, they retained some of the forms and 
usages of their old religion as heathen, and their faith and worship 
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are somewhat of a mixture. They have churches, and, I believe, 
native priests. They live in communities, and have a government 
of their own ; hence their name, Pueblo, which means town. I have 
visited the ruins of one of their churches, which: is supposed to be 
two hundred years old. It is said that they are looking for the com- 
ing of Montezuma, whom they regard as their future deliverer, and 
to this end they maintain a constant fire on the altar of some shrine, 
never allowing it to go out, lest with it all hope of his coming 
should expire. Their villages present a comparatively comfortable 
and neat appearance. They are industrious and peaceable. 

The Navahoes have been in conflict with the government, but are 
now quiet. They cultivate the soil, raise cattle, and make blankets, 
and by these arts and acts of civilization are distinguished from 
other tribes. The agent of the government is making praisewor- 
thy efforts to establish schools among them, and to induce in them a 
taste for the further cultivation of the modes and manners of civil- 
ized life. 

In Colorado the Utes\ who chiefly inhabit the mountains, are a 
peaceable tribe. The government has assigned them a reservation, on 
which they seem very unwilling to remain. Their religious instruc- 
tion, by the arrangement of the Indian department at Washington, 
has been assigned to the Unitarian denomination. 

The instruction and oversight of the Indians in Wyoming has 
been given to the Episcopal Church. The most troublesome Indians 
on the plains are the Sioux, under the celebrated war chief Red 
Cloud. The government have dealt very liberally with them, but, 
as yet, they have not accepted their place on the assigned reserva- 
tion, and matters are in an uncertain condition. Until they are 
permanently at home in their new abode, little can be done by the 
church in the office committed to her by the general government. 

In the northern part of Wyoming, in what is called the sweet- wa- 
ter country, are the Shoshones and Bannocks. These Indians have 
been placed on a reservation. By my recommendation, Mr. James 
Irwin has been appointed agent. As yet I have not been able to 
find a clergyman suitably qualified for the twofold office of teacher 
and preacher, who is willing to go to that distant point to engage 
in such a work. Mr. J. I. Patten, a communicant in the Church, 
has been appointed teacher, whom I have licensed as a lay reader. 

WYOMING. 

I have made two visitations to this territory since my last report. 
The settlements lie almost entirely upon the Union Pacific Railroad, 
reaching from Cheyenne to Evanston, near the line of Utah. The 
only exceptions are 
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SOOTH PAS3 CITY AND ATLANTIC, 

two villages in the mining regions of the sweet-water country, 
which are an hundred miles north of the railroad. In July I visi- 
ted these two places, and held services at South Pass City, where we 
have a chapel, and at Atlantic. In these places the Rev. Mr. Fit- 
nam officiated for nearly a year. The mining interest declined, and 
the population decreased, — and the missionary left, and commenced 
services at Carbon. Atlantic is four miles from South Pass City; 
and two miles above Atlantic is Fort Stanbaugh, and thirty miles 
beyond is Fort Brown, where is the Indian reservation of Shoshones 
and Bannocks. In all this region there is not a minister of the Gos- 
pel of any name or denomination ; and no place of worship except 
our own chapel of " The Good Samaritan," which has been closed 
for several months. The Rev. Mr. Cornell, at my request, visited 
South Pass and Atlantic last winter. Here, are several hundred per- 
sons, and among them Church families. They have a comfortable 
chapel, but no one to break to them the Bread of Life. The place 
and the climate are pleasant, and the people are intelligent ; but, 
alas, what spiritual destitution ! The better class in these communi- 
ties are anxious for the regular services of the Church. This sim- 
ple statement shows how much a missionary is needed. I am 
anxious to obtain a man for the place, and must look to the Church 
for the means of his support. 

A clergyman is needed at the Indian agency. His salary as 9 
teacher would be guaranteed by the U. S. Government. 

On the same journey, I held services at 



EVAN8TON, 

which is the remotest town in Wyoming, on the line of the railroad. 
As yet the place is small, but the railroad company are erecting 
extensive workshops here, which will ensure for the place a popula- 
tion of several hundred. I found a few Churchmen, and the atten- 
dance at the service was good. The Presbyterians are building a 
place of worship. The Baptists are making a similar effort. I took 
measures for securing a Church lot. At 



RAWLINS 

is a Presbyterian chapel in which I preached. This village is not 
large, but should have the privileges of our service, which some ol 
the people desire. A few miles east of this place is 
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PORT STEELE, 

which, like almost all military posts on this frontier, has among the 
officers and their families several members of our Church. The 
present chaplain is a Methodist, who very courteously invited me to 
preach in the chapel. The room was crowded, and the congregation 
attentive. Rev. Mr. Fitnam has also officiated both here and at 
Rawlins. 

While on my last visitation in Wyoming, I preached at 

BRYAN. 

Tho population of this village is small, and the congregation was 
not large. It was at this point that I took the stage for South Pass. 
At 

MEDICINE BOW 

is stationed a company of United States soldiers, and here I held 
service. The Rev. Mr. Fitnam has for some time preached here 
every other Sunday, it being within easy reach of his residence at 
Carbon. 

WYOMING 

is the name of a small settlement a few miles west of Laramie. At 
this place I held service in a saloon, known as the "Progressive 
Saloon," which I have purchased and partially fitted up as a chapel. 
The Rev. Mr. Cornell has repeatedly officiated at this place. 

SHERMAN 

is the highest point on the Railroad, and the highest of any Rail- 
road in the world. Here are a few people, and here I held service 
in a private house. 

CHEYENNE 

has been supplied very acceptably by the Rev. Mr. Barstow, who in 
July removed to Messilla, in New Mexico. During the year he con- 
ducted the parish school, which under his instruction did remarkably 
well. The population of the town has much decreased the past three 
years, while church edifices have considerably multiplied. Our church 
was the first erected in the place. We have a good church building, 
a commodious parsonage and school, and our services should be 
maintained. The town will probably not be much smaller than it 
already is. The Rev. Geo. W. Mayer has succeeded the Rev. Mr. 
Barstow, as Rector. I have visited St. Matthew's Church, 
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LARAMIE, 



twice since my last report. Held confirmations on both occasions. 
The Rector, the Rev John Cornell, has accepted an appointment as 
Missionaqrat Santa Fe, New Mexico, and has already entered on his 
duties. Mr. Cornell went to Laramie less than three years ago, 
which was then only a small place, with all the characteristics of a 
terminus-town of the railroad. All manner of ungodliness pre- 
vailed. He entered manfully upon his work, gathered a congrega- 
tion, secured a lot of land, built one of the finest churches on the 
frontier, — the first place of worship in the town, — opened and 
taught a school, presented a class for confirmation at every Episco- 
cal visitation, which was generally twice a year, so that I have con- 
firmed forty-three in that parish. A large addition to the Church 
lot has been secured, and nearly fifteen hundred dollars have been 
obtained for a parsonage. Besides, the Rector has done much mis- 
sionary work up and down the road, visiting many places of his own 
accord, and always responding with promptness to any request froa 
me, to officiate at any point near or remote. This shows what can 
be done at the very front of the advancing line of civilization. It 
is a noble record, and augurs well for further success, with God's 
blessing, in the new field to which Mr. Cornell has gone. 
Since the last meeting of the Board, the Territory of 

COLORADO 

has received a fresh impulse in all its business relations and pros- 
pects, by the completion of railroad communication with the East and 
West. It was only a year ago in June last since the first railroad to 
Denver was completed. Now there are no less than five railroads 
haviug their termini in this town, and the rapid increase of popula- 
tion, the large amount of capital which has already found its way 
hither for investment, in modes of developing the miueral and agri- 
cultural resources of the country, have caused an activity and growth 
which are wellnigh magical ; and yet they are all real and increas- 
ingly so. Amid the rush of such torrents of men and means, it is 
neither the time nor the place for the Church to stand still. We 
must go forward, if we would lead, — as lead we must, if we would 
plant the Church here on immovable foundations, where she will 
abide, and exert that conserving, elevating, and saving influence which 
comes alone of evangelical truth and apostolic order. In regard 
to the destiny of this Territory, there is no longer any room for the 
speculations which pertain to experimental endeavors. As certain 
as any future thing can be is the growth and greatness of this Ter- 
ritory. Climate, soil, minerals, in connection with multiplied facili- 
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ties for promoting emigration, — all unite to further the increase 
of population and the development of wealth. One new feature 
but lately developed, which is assuming every day increased impor- 
tance, and attracting more and more attention, is the mode of set- 
tling this country by 

COLONIES, 

which, for obvious reasons, is the most rational and the most rapid 
way of peopling a new territory. This feature marks an epoch in 
our frontier history, and makes a new demand on our missionary 
resources and zeal. Where there is a colony, there should be a 
Church. The various denominations understand this, and are acting 
upon their convictions. On the first day of April, last year, on the 
prairie where the town of Greeley now is, there was not a tent nor a 
shed to be seen, where to-day is a town with streets, well arranged, 
having four hundred buildings, and more than twelve hundred inhabi- 
tants. I have repeatedly officiated here. A pariah has been organ- 
ized, lay reading has been sustained, and a Sunday school instructed. 
A lot has been obtained, and a lady in Philadelphia has sent me five 
hundred dollars toward the erection of a church. Services are now 
held every Sunday by the Rev. E. L. Greene, who is supported by a 
missionary fund which is raised in the jurisdiction. 

Two and a half miles from Greeley is the town of Evans, on the 
Platte River, which is the centre of another colony. The missionary 
at Greeley can easily hold one service at this place on every Sun- 
day. 

Twenty miles away is another settlement called Fort Collins, where 
there are several Episcopal families, and where occasional services 
may be held. 

About thirty miles from Denver, a colony has lately been estab- 
lished, known as the Chicago colony, the chief settlement of which 
is called Longmont. Our services have been held in this place with 
the most encouraging prospects. Here we should have a church at 
once. 

Down the Platte is still another settlement of a colonial character, 
while committees representing communities or associations at the 
East, are frequently visiting the Territory in search of suitable locali- 
ties for associated settlements. 

In the northern part of New Mexico, near the line of Colorado, is 
a colony lately from England, engaged in mining, many of whom, 
with some of the officers of the company, have been connected with 
the church of England. To this place I have sent a missionary. 

Two miles south of Colorado city, at a point on the Rio Grande 
Railroad, — is a locality beautiful for situation, where a colony is to 
be established, in the new town of Colorado Springs, which is to be 
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the centre of this settlement. Many buildings have already been 
erected. 

The population of the neighboring village of Colorado City and 
the surrounding country is already considerable, and is constantly 
increasing. At this point there should be at once a missionary and 
a church. The first on the ground will have the advantage of an 
advanced position. 

On a late visitation among the mountains, I preached in the Meth- 
odist place of worship, at 

PAIR PLAY. 

This, and the neighboring communities, are chiefly engaged in 
mining. One clergyman could easily sustain services here, and at 
other mining towns in that region, higher up in the mountains. Aid 
will be cheerfully rendered by the people towards the support of a 
missionary, so soon as one can be found willing to cast in his lot 
among this people. 

On my way to attend the convocation at Pueblo, in Auguat, I 
stopped at 

COLORADO CITY, 

and preached in a Methodist place of worship, which was very kindly 
loaned for the occasion. There were present two Methodist preach- 
ers, who assisted us in the responses and singing, and thus con- 
tributed very pleasantly to the interest of the services. About two 
miles from this village, the new town, to which I have already 
alluded in this report, is the point where I propose to erect a 
church, when means for that purpose can be secured. 

On the tenth Sunday after Trinity, Aug. 13, I preached in St 
Peter's Church, 

PUEBLO. 

Here we have a neat and comfortable church, and here the Rev. 
Mr. Edwards continues to labor in faith and with acceptance, in 
connection with his school, of which I have already spoken. I am 
anxious to make this point on the Arkansas the head-quarters of an 
associate mission, which shall operate in all the region round about, 
so soon as the ministers for it, and the means for their support, can 
be obtained. 

I had made an appointment at 

CANON CITY 

for the next Sunday, but was suddenly summoned to Denver, in 
consequence of the dangerous illness of my assistant minister, the 
Rev. Mr. De Garmo, and was obliged to defer the visit to this

place. At my request, the Rev. Mr. Turner officiated there at the 
time appointed. Some years ago, a lot for a church was secured at 
Caron. There are a number of Church people in that vicinity, to 
whom I should be glad to send a minister, if I had the means for 
his maintenance. 

On my return from Pueblo, I stopped at 

TYRILVDLLE, 

where there are a number of persons attached to our services, and 
where means could be secured for the erection of a church, in con- 
nection with the assistance I might be able to render them. This 
place could be supplied in connection with other stations in that 
region. 

Services have been held, with many interruptions, at 

GEOEGETOWN. 

The Rev. Mr. Mayer officiated for three months. He was fol- . 
lowed by the Rev. S. J. French, who remained only a few weeks, 
and resigned the rectorship to accept a call to the Diocese of Loui- 
siana. The Rev. Dr. McMurdy has been elected rector, by whose 
judicious and energetic labors, with God's blessing, I trust this 
parish may be soon relieved of all embarrassment and permanently 
established, and the church finished and paid for. On Friday eve- 
ning, Sept. 15th, I confirmed twenty-five, of whom twenty-two were 
heads of families. The rector at Georgetown has charge of the 
Church at 

EMPIRE, 

where we have a very tasteful edifice. The population of the place 
is less than it was a few years ago, but those who remain very 
gladly attend our services. 

By the labors of the rectors at Nevada and Central, services have 
been maintained a portion of the year in Calvary Church, 

IDAHO, 

-where, during the summer season, there are a large number of per- 
sons from the States, who visit this locality for the benefit derived 
from the springs. 

At Easter the Rev. F. Byrne resigned the rectorship of Christ 
Church at 

NEVADA, 

which he had held for about four years, to accept an appointment as 
chaplain of Jarvis Hall, and head of the college Household. Mr. 
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Byrne has labored faithfully and devotedly at his post, and with much 
acceptance. 

The Rev. Mr. Turner continues as rector of St. Paul's parish, 

CENTRAL, 

and is universally esteemed in the community. His efforts to estab- 
lish a Church hospital have not met with the general and liberal 
co-operation on the part of the people which they richly deserved. 

The Rev. Mr. Lynd has resigned the rectorship of Calvary 
Church, 

GOLDEN, 

and has been succeeded by the Rev. H. H. Van Deusen, the newly 
appointed Principal of Jarvis Hall, under whose administration I 
have good reason to hope that this parish, which has a beautiful 
brick church, will soon become one of the strongest on the frontier. 
For the last six months, lay reading has been maintained by the 
. teachers of Jarvis Hall at 

BERGEN PARK, 

a beautiful spot in the mountains about fifteen miles from the school. 
I have officiated at the school-house in this place, and found the peo- 
ple desirous of our services. A subscription has been made for the 
erection of a church, and with the aid of friends in New York, con- 
nected with St. Mark's Church, a sufficient sum has been secured for 
its completion. I hope to be able to supply this missionary station 
with the services of a clergyman two Sundays in the month, dur- 
ing the winter. 

I have preached in a school-house in a village on the Golden City 
Railroad, called 

arvada; 

a lot of land has been given for Church purposes. The teachers at 
Jarvis Hall have maintained lay reading here for several months. I 
hope to obtain the means for the erection of a church at this place. 
On the second Sunday after Trinity, July 26th of last year, I 
commenced holding services in the afternoon of every other Sunday 
at 

LITTLETON, 

ten miles from Denver, up the Platte River. There were in the vil- 
lage, one church family, and another resided eight miles away. 
The services were held in a school-house. In less than ten months, 
a church was erected, finished, furnished, and paid for, and was 
consecrated by the name of St. Paul's, on the Sunday next before 
Easter, of this year, April the 2d. Much credit is due R. S. Little, 
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Esq., by whose efforts, in connection with what pecuniary aid I 
could render, we were enabled to complete a House of God, which 
for good taste and churchly appearance will compare well with any 
church of its size and cost, either East or West. Services are still 
held here once in two weeks. I should be glad to have them every 
Sunday, if I had a minister who could attend to this duty. 
On my way from New Mexico, I officiated at 

TBDUDAD. 

This town, though chiefly inhabited by Mexicans, is in the Terri- 
tory of Colorado. Here are many Americans, who are anxious for 
our services. A parish has been organized. The Rev. Jno. C. 
Fitnam has been appointed missionary, who, in connection with the 
mission, has established a school. 

I have repeatedly officiated in a school-house in 

BALDWINSVTLLB, 

ten miles from Denver, down the Platte. This is a farming com- 
munity, and the population is somewhat scattered, yet I have 
always had large congregations. The interest in this enterprise 
continued to increase in the neighborhood, in which are several 
Church families, until it culminated in a subscription sufficient, with 
the aid which was rendered by a lady in Philadelphia, to erect a 
church, — the corner-stone of which I laid on the fourth of Septem- 
ber, 1871, with the usual ceremony, in the presence of a deeply 
interested congregation. 

The parish of St. John's Church, 

DENVER, 

is steadily increasing. Land has been lately purchased, on which, 
at some future day, when the congregation have the ability, it is 
proposed to erect a new and substantial church edifice. The Rev. 
Samuel J. French, my assistant, having resigned, the Rev. H. H. 
De Garmo, from the diocese of Wisconsin, was appointed in his 
place. He had been with us only a month when he was attacked 
with a severe hemorrhage of the lungs, and died almost immediately. 
In his death we have suffered a severe loss. In grace, manners, 
learning, and ability, he was well suited to this country, and already 
had the people begun to appreciate his excellences and feel his 
influence. The Rev. W. H. Moore, who was a candidate in this 
Jurisdiction, — a graduate of the General Theological Seminary, — 
faas become the assistant at St. John's. 
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CHURCHES. 

It is plain enough, that if these new territories are to become the 
kingdoms of Christ, we must have Christian temples in every neigh* 
borhood. There is no substitute for them. My plan is to dot this 
jurisdiction all over with consecrated places of worship. In order 
to do this, they must necessarily be small and inexpensive ; cheap > 
only in cost, not, in appearance. Proper proportions cost nothing. 
To lay a brick, or saw and nail a board, in a way that produces a 
legitimate and pleasing effect, costs no more than to do these things 
in a way which is only ugly and misshapen. The building of cheap 
churches, in such a manner that the House of God shall never* be 
mistaken for any other house, is something of an art. I have made 
this matter a study, until I am prepared to say, that in this country, 
where material and labor are at high prices, a church, — in Gothic 
style, twenty feet by forty, — with an open timber roof, pointed 
windows of stained glass, a triplet window in the chancel, bell tur- 
ret, porch, a decent chancel and comfortable pews, — can be built 
for fifteen hundred dollars ! Of this description is the church at 
Littleton, which has been admired by everybody that has seen it ; a 
picture of which accompanies this report. A church, 20 x 30, in 
the same style, can be erected for a thousand dollars. Of this class 
are the churches to be built at Baldwinsville and Bergen Park ; and, 
seeing that this can be done, I renew the offer already made, — that 
for every five hundred dollars given me for that purpose, I will 
pledge myself to build, finish, and pay for a church. The people are 
ready and willing to contribute, in addition to this, all that may be 
required to complete and furnish the edifice. 

How many hundred persons in our own church could, every year 
while they live, build a church, with no detriment to their interests 
or happiness. What satisfaction there must be to those who have 
had the ability and the grace in their day to erect at least one 
Christian temple ! I hope my proposition may be put to a severe 
test, by the multiplicity of offers which shall come in answer to this 
evangelical challenge. 

But we must have ministers to preach the everlasting Gospel in 
these churches. Experience has taught me that we cannot rely 
upon the East for a full supply. These soldiers of Christ must be 
trained here in the field where they are to fight. Hence we need 
facilities for education. 

CANDIDATES FOB HOLT ORDERS. 

In establishing Jarvis Hall, I had in view a school of the Prophets,. 
yjh" » young men, desirous of entering the ministry, could be prop- 
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erly trained. But this class of young men rarely possess the means 
for their support. Somebody must aid them during their stay at 
the school. I will agree to maintain a candidate for Holy Orders at 
the rate of two hundred and fifty dollars a year, though much more 
than that is needed for his comfortable support. What individual, 
what parish, what Sunday school will send a soldier to the front for 
two hundred and fifty dollars a year? Are, there not many who 
cannot be ministers, yet would gladly place a substitute in the 
ranks? 

A FINANCIAL VIEW. 

This is my fifth annual report, and it may be well to look at our 
missionary expenditure in a light which accords somewhat with 
the mercantile habit, in which not a few givers are wont to look 
at missionary matters where money is involved. This is, of course, 
the lowest aspect in which the results of Church charities are to be 
considered. Much that is given to a missionary Bishop is expended 
in the support of missionaries, and in a thousand other ways which 
leave no material, tangible result. The good is moral, spiritual, 
eternal, and cannot be estimated by any standard of earth. This 
use I have endeavored to make of the funds entrusted to my hands, 
and this n record is on high." But it will be seen by the following 
statement that the Church property here has been increased to an 
amount equal to the sum which I have received. I therefore 
charge myself with the amount received from all sources and for 
all purposes, since my. consecration, viz., $106,000, and credit my- 
self with the following : —

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me with $106,000 ; and I now show, over and above all that has 
been expended in supporting missionaries, maintaining schools, and 
defraying other expenses, church property worth $114,600, over 
and above what existed, in this jurisdiction, when I entered upon 
my office. And it is to be observed that no part of this sum of 
$114,600, has accrued from the increase of value in property. It 
has all been creatod. 

In the above account, I have left out the increase in the value of 
church property in St. John's parish, Denver, amounting to several 
thousand dollars. In the light of such a financial exhibit, will the 
church East give me another hundred thousand dollars, with a 
promise that I will make a similar investment in the next five years, 
should my life be spared? I wish they might have faith enough to 
dare to make that experiment. 

I am glad to be able to say, that we have inaugurated measures for 
raising funds in aid of diocesan missions. By a vote of the clerical 
convocation, collections are made in the churches and at missionary 
stations, three times a year, for the support of missionaries in this 
jurisdiction. We already have one such missionary, and hope to 
sustain two. Thus, in our feebleness, we have already begun to 
help ourselves. 

There is only one more topic to which I desire to call the attention 
of the Board, and that is, the future policy of the church in the mat- 
ter of the conduct of her missions, in the newer and more rapidly 
growing portions of the country. I was not present at the last meet- 
ing of the Board, but I read a report of the discussions at that 
meeting. The evident drift of the debate was in the line of argu- 
ment, designed to show that the church was doing too much, rela- 
tively, for western missions ; in other words, that more should be 
done for the East, and for the oldest States in the East. This idea, 
as near as I could judge, seemed to be the prevailing sentiment of 
the Board. It was very natural and very proper, that the Domestic 
Committee should carry out, practically, what was so evidently the 
disposition of the Board. With their action I find no fault. Nor 
am I opposed to the increase of appropriations to the East, provided 
there be an increase of funds. I wish that the old dioceses might 
receive tenfold more than they have ever received. But it is evi- 
dent, that if the appropriates are increased in this direction, while 
there is no increase in the income of the Board, then such increase of 
appropriations to the East is made at the expense of those to the 
West. And now for the facts. The church called me away from 
the East, consecrated me a bishop, and sent me to the West, and 
told me to establish the Church in three immense territories : Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, and Wyoming. 

The territory of Colorado is 16,000 square miles larger than the 
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whole of England, Scotland, and Wales ; as large as the whole six of 
the Eastern or New England States, — Maine, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Rhode Island, with 
Ohio added ; and 2,300 square miles larger than the whole of the 
four States of New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Delaware, 
— a territory which is now traversed by five railroads, centring in 
its chief town ; whose mines of gold and silver extend through almost 
its entire length ; with millions of acres of land, as productive as any 
on which the sun shines ; all inviting an immigration which is in- 
creasing rapidly its population at points remote from each other, by 
which colonies are multiplying, towns springing up in all direc- 
tions, and the future growth is likely to exceed anything in its 
history. Now it is to such a territory (and this, only one out of 
three) that I have been sent to plant the church. 

In Colorado we have, besides self-supporting parishes, sixteen 
missionary stations. My duty is to find and establish such stations, 
organize parishes, obtain ministers, pay their expenses to the frontier, 
support them after their arrival. To such a territory, — all alive 
with business enterprise, and where missionaries of the Soman 
Catholic church, Methodists, Presbyterians, Congregationalists, and 
Baptists are all hard at work in the interest of their respective 
bodies, — am I sent. To do all this, which the church expects and 
requires me to do, how much money do you think this Board allows 
me ? I will tell you : a little less than the sum of twelve hundred 
dollars a year. And how much money do you think this Board 
appropriates to the easternmost State? just double that sum, viz., 
$1,200 to Colorado, and $2,400 to this easternmost diocese. 

Now I ask, in the light of these extraordinary facts, is this to be 
the policy of this Board and of this church ? Is this the scale by 
which our missionary operations are to be graduated? If so, then 
it should be known. Let me not be misunderstood. I find no 
fault, I make no complaint. But I state facts, which have naturally 
enough 'sprung out of the opinion which prevailed at the last meet- 
ing of the Board, which was, that more money must be given to the 
East ; and accordingly more money has been given to the East, and 
the appropriation to the diocese named was raised from $1,800 to 
$2,400, while the stipends to this missionary jurisdiction were not 
increased at all. To make this matter perfectly plain, I will state 
that the appropriation to this entire jurisdiction is $3,500, which 
divided among the three territories is less than $1,200 to each. I 
was compelled to use what belonged to New Mexico in Colorado, and 
so when the missionaries were sent to that Territory, I was obliged' 
to guarantee their salaries out of my own scanty means. In Wyoming, 
the Presbyterians pay one of their missionaries $1,500 a year, i. e., 
they give $300 more to one man, than I am allowed by this Board 
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for supporting all the missionaries in the entire territory of Colo- 
rado. 

It may have appeared to the brethren at the meeting of the Board 
in New York last year, that the national and continental tide had 
turned, and was now setting eastward ; but to all the rest of the 
world it was evidently enough running westward yet, with a cur- 
rent broader, deeper, mightier, than ever before. I am anxious to 
know what is to be the policy of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-one, as to the mode and measure of mis- 
sionary work on that part of this great continent, which is startling 
the civilized world by the marvellous strides of a progress, that 
bids fair to be unprecedented in the history of modern times, or of 
any times. 

Our church may stand still if she chooses to do so, but I can tell 
this Board and the church, that this world does not stand still, and 
does not intend to. Business enterprise, the march of mind, the 
army of emigrants, the hosts which are hurrying on to people moun- 
tains and plains, are not going to wait on the road for a lagging 
church to come up, under the plausible pretence of converting the old 
States, before she ventures much among the new. I tell you there is 
no arresting this mighty tide. It will go on, and its impulsive, im- 
patient spirit will wait for nobody. While we are haltiug and talk- 
ing and having a good time in pleasant places at the East, this teem- 
ing current is going on, and Romanism, and all sorts of error, and all 
shades of infidelity, are going on with it, and sowing broadcast their 
principles, at a time and in a place where " a nation is born in a day." 
And can it be, that the Protestant Episcopal Church shall show to 
the world that she learns nothing by her own sad experience, and is 
determined and is destined to act over again her folly, and to be in 
the West what she was proverbially at the East, — the church of the 
eleventh hour? God forbid. She must be first. Her place as an 
apostolic church is in the front rank. Be the policy and be the prac- 
tice of this Board what it may, where my commission runs, — God 
being my helper, — she. shall lead the van, in that great army which 
follows the " star of Christian empire that westward takes its 
course," and whose conquests are yet to be signalized from ocean to 
ocean, by the banner of the cross, floating in glorious triumph upon 
every mountain-top in the land.

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP 
OF MONTANA, IDAHO, AND UTAH. 



To the Board of Missions : 

I beo herewith to present my fifth Annual Report of the condition of 
the field in the Missionary District of Montana, Idaho, and Utah. 

MONTANA. 

In a business point of view the year has been one of depression rather 
than prosperity for Montana. The population has hardly held its own, 
perhaps has decreased. Stampedes to other mining regions have taken 
many inhabitants away. And on these stampedes what boldness and 
endurance do these miners show ! I have known scores of instances 
where a man mounts one mule, and packs his blankets and food on 
another, and, bidding a hasty but hearty good-by, starts out to travel, 
sometimes alone, most often with oniy one or two companions, sixteen 
hundred miles through a wilderness and an Indian country, to reach new 
mines in British America. I am impressed with the undaunted bravery, 
I am made ashamed for myself by the plucky self-reliance of these men. 
O that we, in obedience to the Saviour, in work for the Church, in 
love of souls, might have the fixity of purpose and the intense earnest- 
ness of these seekers after gold ! 

Business in Montana, as more or less also throughout all the Far West 
since the completion of the Pacific Railroad, is in a transition state, 
while adjusting its new relations to the changed condition of things. 
Of old, large purchases and sales, and enormous profits, were the rule, as 
goods could be brought in from the East only once a year. Then, too, 
were large expenditures and profuse extravagance in everything. Now 
come smaller purchases, and sales with a reduced margin of profits, and 
a steady retrenching of expenses. 

The outworking change is most healthy. The coming end will be 
destruction to the baneful credit system, and diminution of the ruinously 
high rates of interest, and the gradual laying of a safe and s«und per- 
manent financial basis on which to upbuild the industrial activities of the 
Territory ; a basis which in no way whatever, save perhaps in some 
measure in Utah, has yet been laid in the Territories of my field. But 
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during the transition state there is painful commercial disturbance. 
Business men get anxious. Hopeful citizens grow discouraged. The 
whole land echoes and reechoes with the lugubrious cry of "Hard 
times." 

You will be prepared, therefore, to hear that I have not been able to 
push Missionary matters in Montana throughout the year. If this work 
is to be efficiently done, a certain amount of local co-operation must be 
evoked. Some of this failing me, I have deemed it not wise to press on 
unduly without it. So, for a few months, I have had no Clergyman at 
all at work in the Territory. 

But now, I am glad to say, with the help of the citizens themselves, 
and the cheerful proffer of the local co-operation that is asked, I change 
from quiescence into activity. The Rev. W. H. Stoy, late Rector of 
Trinity Church, Portland, Oregon, goes as Pastor to Deer Lodge, and I 
am securing another Clergyman for St. Paul's, Virginia City. Both of 
these will be Missionaries of your Board, while yet their support will be 
largely supplied by the people among whom they will serve. Mr. Stoy 
will be the only Protestant Minister in Deer Lodge ; and the Rector of 
St. Paul's will be the only Minister of any kind whatever in Virginia 
City. 

Your former Missionary at Virginia City, the Rev. E. N. Goddard, 
after long and faithful service has resigned. He came with me at the 
very first to the field. He has taken away with him much of my heart 
that is full of cordial love and profound esteem for him as a most earnest, 
unselfish, devoted brother in the Christian Ministry. 

With Virginia City and Deer Lodge supplied, I shall turn my atten- 
tion next to the large town of Helena, and the slowly but steadily grow- 
ing towns of Bozeman and Missoula. The late lamented Rev. Morelle 
Fowler had last charge of Helena, and when there was greatly beloved 
by all the people. Ill-health compelled him to leave, and God took him 
unto himself a few months ago, through the mysterious path of a ter- 
rible death by accident. 

In Montana thirty-one have been baptized, and one confirmed. There 
are forty-two communicants, three Sunday-school teachers and seventy 
scholars. 

IDAHO. 

In regard to the non-increase of population and the depression of busi- 
ness, the same remarks apply to this Territory as to Montana. Hence, 
for the two Missionaries that we had here last year, we have only one 
now. The Rev. Mr. Miller, a model of steadiness and fidelity, remains 
at his post in Boise City, the Rector of St. Michael's Church and St 
Michael's School. The Rev. H. L. Foote, in June last, went to California, 
after two years of zealous and efficient work in St. Michael's School and 
in Missionary services at Silver City and Idaho City. In Boise City, 
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Church work and School work go quietly, steadily, and improvingly on. 
In the parish school are seventy scholars. 

Daring the year generous givers in the East have provided Mr. 
Miller with more than two thousand dollars to be used in enlarging the 
church and the rectory. Both are now in good and well-appointed con- 
dition ; and the title to both, at my request, and by unanimous consent 
of the Vestry, is vested in me. Mr. Miller's parish is all of Idaho Ter- 
ritory. No other Protestant Minister of any kind is at work in the Ter- 
ritory. He will hold occasional Services at Idaho City and at Silver 
City, forty miles and sixty miles distant respectively from Boise, and 
will keep a pastoral watch over these places. 

At my request Bishop Morris has very kindly, and with much self- 
sacrifice, visited Northern Idaho for me. This is a region accessible to 
me only at expenditure of much time and money. In and around the 
town of Lewiston he held several Services, baptized nine children, 
confirmed one person, and administered the Holy Communion. 

In Idaho thirty-five have been baptized and twenty-two confirmed. 
There are forty-two communicants, twenty-three Sunday-school teachers, 
and two hundred and forty-five scholars. 

UTAH. 

In Utah business life is active, and business prospects bright — more 
so than ever before. The discovery and development of rich silver 
mines in the Territory have brought in great numbers of " Gentiles," and 
they are gradually bringing their families to live here, and we are ceas- 
ing to be what once we were — isolated dwellers in Mormondom. The 
Salt Lake City Mission Station has been changed into St. Mark's Parish by 
the election of a Vestry, and I have been chosen Rector. The Vestry pay 
me a salary of two thousand dollars, which I use in providing assistance. 

The Rev. Geo. W. Foote, the wise organizer of our work among the 
Mormons, and that, too, in peculiarly perplexing times, has resigned and 
gone to California. I must be allowed to make record of my conviction 
that the most of the success it has pleased God to bestow upon us in 
Salt Lake, that is due to any one man, is due to Mr. Foote. Placed from 
the first where I would know all of his plans and acts, I avouch that his 
was a rare and wonderful ability in planning and organizing, a most 
prompt and earnest activity in doing. 

He has borne away with him from Salt Lake the grateful remembrances 
of us all who know and appreciate the great good work for the Church 
in laying foundations which he did here. The Rev. Mr. Pidsley has also 
resigned, and returned East. 

The Rev. Mr. Kirby now has charge of St. Mark's Parish, and proves 
himself a most efficient and valuable helper. 

And the lady who was with us last year remains. Call her " Sister " 
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if you like, or call her " Deaconess," or name her as yon wish, the fact b 
that her help in our pastoral work, and especially among the sick, and 
the poor, and the children, and the ignorant, and the strangers, is simply 
invaluable. She penetrates homes that we cannot so well enter. She 
reaches hearts that would close up against us. She hears confessions 
that would not be made to us. My decision is that she must remain 
with us to do her true and good " Woman's work " in our parish ; and I 
hope year by year to secure part of her support from the parish, and part 
from givers in the East who appreciate how the efficiency of the pastoral 
work of a Clergyman can be more than doubled by the aid of a trained 
and devoted Christian woman of intelligence and refinement. The bar- 
rels and boxes of useful clothing kindly forwarded to us from the East 
are, you may be sure, judiciously distributed by us among those who 
need. We know all about our poor, and their homes, and where to be 
full of help to them in their poverty, and where to be sparing of our 
help. I hope that givers will continue to send us these articles. 
Through us their gifts are blessings indeed to many destitute families 
and children. 

The Rev. T. W. Haskins, Chaplain at Camp Douglas, the organizer 
and indefatigable manager of our school work in Salt Lake, remains at 
his post. Not content with his " St. Mark's Grammar School," with two 
hundred and twenty-five scholars, he opens this year a new school for 
girls only. Now, therefore, there are four schools in vigorous operation 
in this Missionary District. The school for girls will be held in the 
basement of our new St. Mark's Church. From the Grammar School, 
Mr. Haskins sends this year to college a boy, once a Mormon, who hopes 
to enter the sacred ministry. 

I take occasion to renew my most cordial thanks for the abiding 
kindness of congregations, Sunday-schools, and individuals in the East, 
in continuing to the help of St. Mark's School their scholarships of $40 
per year. Without these scholarships the school could not go on in its 
present excellent condition of freedom from debt, since so many are the 
poor children of Mormon parentage who cannot pay bills for tuition. 

Our St. Mark's Church is at last completed, and at a cost of $46,000. 
We are in debt to the amount of $20,000. I am sorry for this; bat I 
must be allowed to say that I am glad to have the church solid, substan- 
tial, beautiful, with no sham about it, and no ostentation either, costly 
because of its excellence and beauty, and of the vast amount of honest 
labor demanded for laying its massive walls and perfecting its finishings 
of cut stone. In this home of a defiling heresy, that our Church struc- 
ture is markedly beautiful and eminently strong is certainly a help to us 
in our moral and spiritual work. 

At Ogden, our School of the Good Shepherd, with thirty-five schol- 
ars, goes steadily on under the most efficient care of Mr. Gilbert, my 
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first and only candidate for Holy Orders. And the Rev. Mr. Gillogly, 
in a town more thoroughly Mormon than Salt Lake, and under advene 
circumstances that would have driven a less determined man from the 
field, has held his own, and made his way out from his former " saloon " 
quarters into his neat " Church of the Good Shepherd," made out of an 
old tannery. The generous kindness of a giver, of constant beneficence, 
at the East, who forwarded to me $3,000, provided for us this church 
structure and the large corner lot on which it stands in the heart of the 
Mormon town. 

Foundations in Ogden, under God, are being laid deep and strong. 
But little local help is there. For a time yet, and perhaps a long time, 
our work there is almost purely Missionary, and must be sustained from 
without. But this is the very work in Utah, I take it, that we are sent 
to do among the Mormons, and especially among the children. Knowing 
as I do the bigotry, the fanaticism, the wilfulness, the ignorance of adult 
Mormons, I would smile at the enthusiasm of any one who would pro- 
pose to establish a self-supporting parish speedily among them. 

In Corinne, the only Gentile town in the Territory, we have a neat 
little adobe church, free from debt. But our work there, I am sorry to 
say, languishes and has its discouragements. The Rev. Ballard S. Dunn 
has been in charge. 

In Utah seventy have been baptized and eighteen confirmed. There 
are one hundred and seven communicants, twenty-nine Sunday-school 
teachers, and three hundred and three scholars. 

With grateful acknowledgments to my loving and loved fellow-Mis- 
sionaries of the field, and to the generous givers whose steady help keeps 
my heart hopeful and cheery, and to the members of the Domestic Com- 
mittee for their unfailing fraternal kindness, I thankfully feel that God 
hath indeed been merciful unto us, and hath blessed us, and shown us 
the light of His countenance, and been merciful unto us.

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THIRD, ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP 
OF OREGON AND WASHINGTON. 



To the Board of Missions : 

In coming to you- for the first time in person, with an account of the 
work to which the Church appointed me three years ago, my grateful 
acknowledgments are due to the God of all goodness for His care and 
protection in all my journeyings by land and sea, and for preserving me 
and mine in health and strength to this day. That we have been fol- 
lowed to our distant field by the loving sympathy and devout prayers 
of brethren and friends at home, we know full well, and these prayers 
have been answered in blessings and consolations beyond all price. You 
have on record the results of the work in my Mission up to September, 
1870, and the present Report will bring down the history to the same 
date this year, covering a period of twenty-seven months, from the 
time of my arrival in Oregon, in the summer of 1869. 

This year closed with a very encouraging addition to our clerical force, 
and we now number, beside the Bishop, eleven Presbyters and one Deacon. 
The additions since my last Report are : The Rev. John Rosenberg, in 
charge of St. Stephen's Chapel, Portland; the Rev. George Burton, 
assistant teacher in the Bishop Scott Grammar School, and in temporary 
charge of Trinity Church, Portland ; the Rev. R. W. Summers, at Seattle, 
W. T. ; and the Rev. Lemuel H. Wells, at Walla Walla, W. T. Mr. 
Summers is the only one of these who is a Missionary of this Board. We 
have lost one clergyman by deposition, Mr. Has F. Roberts ; and one by 
removal, the Rev. W. H. Stoy, who for six years had been Rector of 
Trinity Church, Portland. The only other change is the removal of the 
Rev. P. E. Hyland, from Olympia to Port Townsend in Washington 
Territory. He will officiate also at Steilacoom, Port Discovey, Port 
Ludlow, and Whidby Island. 

Since I came to the East arrangements have been made with the Rev. 
John H. Babcock, of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, to go to Oregon. Tne 
Domestic Committee have made an appropriation toward his expenses, 
and he, with his family, and a young man preparing for the Ministry, 
expect to sail from New York on the 14th of this month. 

My time for the past year has been given to the Missionary work of 
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the Diooeee, and to the care of the two school* in Portland, much the 
same as daring the year before. 

The enlargement of St Helen's Hall, and the completing of the 
Grammar School building, with the numberless duties connected with 
the oversight of both these institutions, prevented any lengthy visitations 
to other parts of the field during the fall and winter months. Beside offi- 
ciating in the churches in Portland during this season, I made brief visits, 
however, to Milwaukie, Oregon City, Vancouver, Astoria, Salem, Corval- 
lis, and Eugene City. 

On the first Sunday in Advent I held the opening Services in St. 
David's Church, East Portland. This church, begun by the liberality 
of a member of St. David's, Manayunk, Pennsylvania, and opened in 
an unfurnished condition, has since been provided with chancel fur- 
niture of very proper design and finish, a stone font, substantial and 
handsome benches, and the lot enclosed with a good fence. A bell has 
also been ordered from Troy, N. Y., which is now on the way. These 
improvements have been made by the small congregation worshipping 
there, with a liberality and love of God's house worthy of imitation 
by all. It is hoped that the congregation will soon be able to discharge 
a few hundred dollars of debt, that the church may be duly consecrated 
to its sacred purposes. 

In the month of February I reoeived from the proprietors of the new 
town of Kalama, on the N. Pacific Railroad, the gift of four town lots, and 
proceeded immediately to make arrangements for Services there, and for 
the building of a small chapel. I held the first Sunday Service of any 
kind there, on the 5th of February, in a restaurant, and preached morning 
and evening to a large and attentive congregation. 

On the 18th of February I laid the corner-stone of St. Andrew's 
Chapel, at Kalama, in a heavy rain storm, but in the presence of a large 
assembly of men and women. 

On account of the continued rains and scarcity of lumber, the building 
was not ready to occupy till the 14th of May, when I held the first Ser- 
vice in it, having some simple chancel arrangements, and plain and cheap 
benches. The building has since been painted on the outside, and with 
its porch, bell gable, and cross, is considered a very pretty and church- 
like edifice. 

Through the kind influence of Mr. T. H. Can field, of the Diocese 
of Vermont, a lady in Pennsylvania has promised to send us a bell, and 
some friends in Germantown have promised a font and a communion 
service. 

Further interior finishing and furnishing remain for the future growth 
of the town and congregation. Services have been held here twice a 
month since the opening of the chapel. 

Kalama is in Washington Territory, on the Columbia River, about 
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forty miles below Portland; and from its connection with Puget Sound, 
by the branch of the Northern Pacific Railroad, now building, will in 
future be a place of importance, and we are grateful for the opportunity 
and ability of thus early occupying this ground. 

For the opening work on this and the Oregon and California Rail- 
road, we need one or two itinerant Missionaries, who should follow up 
the progress of these improvements, keeping pace in their ministrations 
with the development of the country and increase of population. I 
earnestly hope that during my present stay in the East I shall be 
enabled to secure one clergyman, at least, for this department of our 
work, and that the Domestic Committee will have it in their power to 
become responsible for his support. 

On the 5th of April I left home for a visit to Walla Walla, in Wash- 
ington Territory, and to Lewiston and Fort Lapwai in the Territory of 
Idaho. I held three public Services at Walla Walla, baptized two 
adults and eight infants, and confirmed five persons. 

This, my second visit to Walla Walla, has confirmed me in the opinion 
that we have no more inviting opening for our Services in all this Mission- 
ary field. I look confidently for the gathering of a good congregation, 
and the early erection of a church building there, under the ministrations 
of the Rev. Mr. Wells, without any material assistance from abroad. 

Mr. Wells has voluntarily offered himself for this work, for five years, 
without any solicitation from me, and without making any conditions as 
to salary or place of labor, except to request that he should not be put 
into any established parish, but into real Missionary work, and sent at 
far to the front as a good field could be found. I take this occasion to 
say that there are other such high and honorable places — still vacant— 
for men of this same spirit. At Fort Lapwai, the Indian Agency, and 
Lewiston, distant from Portland about three hundred and fifty miles, 
I held five public Services, baptized nine children, confirmed one person, 
and administered the Holy Communion. Dr. Greenleaf, son of the late 
Rev. Dr. Greenleaf of the Diocese of Long Island, the Post Surgeon, 
has been conducting a very successful lay Service and Sunday-school, at 
the Indian Agency, in the absence of any other ministrations, clearly 
showing what good may be done by a layman, with the Bible and Prayer- 
book, where the Church is unable to send her ordained Ministers. 

I had present at this Service some fifty Indians, among whom were 
many old men. All paid the most devout attention to the Services, 
though certainly in a language not " understanded of the people." I ad- 
dressed a few words to them after the sermon, through an interpreter, 
which they received with the manifestation of much interest. 

In the month of June I visited the churches and Missionary stations 
on Puget Sound, officiating at Olympia, Steilacor m, Seattle, and Port 
Townsend. The church building at Olympia has been much improved in 
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the past year, and with its yard enclosed with a neat fence, and all the 
surroundings in good order, shows a commendable care for the House of 
God. 

The congregation of St. John's [Church, Olympia, have assured me 
that they are now able to provide the entire support of a Clergyman, 
and I have made an arrangement by which I expect to transfer one of 
the most capable laborers in Oregon to this place. 

Steilacoom is a point on the eastern side of Puget Sound, about 
twenty-five miles below Olympia, where our Services were first intro- 
duced by the Rev. Dr. McCarty, and subsequently occasionally held by 
the Rev. Daniel Kendig, Chaplains of the United States Army I 
officiated here on the evening of the 7th of June, assisted by the Rev. 
P. E. Hyland, who has been holding monthly Services in this place 
for some time. 

There are a few persons here who are much attached to our Church, 
and who will gladly aid in sustaining regular Services. We have a lot 
of ground, given by the original owner of the town, and hope soon to 
undertake to build a small church. Two public institutions are estab- 
lished here — the Penitentiary and the Insane Asylum — that will furnish 
a peculiar, but not a hopeless field, for the wise and tender ministrations 
of a physician of souls. 

Seattle, the largest town on Puget Sound, is twenty-five miles further 
down the Sound, and on the same side with Steilacoom. On the first 
Sunday after Trinity I consecrated Trinity Church, in this place, and on 
the evening of the same day confirmed five persons, three having pre- 
viously been confirmed in private. 

The completion and consecration of this neat and well-appointed 
church — of course without any indebtedness — was an occasion of much 
gratification to us all. The quiet zeal and earnestness of the Mission- 
ary and his little band of people here, in the midst of many discourage- 
ments and much opposition, have already met no small reward. That 
we have now this good foundation in Seattle, is largely due to the wise 
foresight of the Rev. P. E. Hyland in securing the town lot some years 
ago, before the days of railroads and high prices. 

On the 12th of June I held Service in St. Paul's Church, Port 
Townsend, and confirmed one person. 

The lay Services and Sunday-school are still kept up in this church, 
and the earnest ladies who have so long labored for its interests have 
raised sufficient money to complete the interior of their church according 
to the beautiful design of the architect. They are greatly in need of a 
bell, and I have promised, if possible, to aid them in procuring one. 

It is hoped that the more frequent Services and pastoral care of the 
Rev. Mr. Hyland will give a new impulse to the work in this interesting 
parish, so long without any resident Minister. 
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In the month of July I made a visit to Astoria and several other 
points, both in Oregon and Washington Territory, about the mouth of 
the Columbia River, I found in these places, as indeed in almost every 
place I go to, a few children of the Church, who greatly relished the old 
Service, and rejoiced in the opportunity of once more turning to the 
Lord ^fith the familiar words of home and childhood. 

The Rev. Thomas A. Hyland is your Missionary in this field. Astoria, 
with the outlying places, Clatsop Plains, Cape Disappointment, Fort 
Stevens, Cathlamet, Cementville, and Shoalwater Bay, is a good centre 
for Missionary work, and would give promising employment for the 
labors of another clergyman if it were possible to obtain one. Mr. 
Hyland's engagements in his School (a most important branoh of his 
work) prevent very frequent Services outside of his own parish, except 
during the months of his summer vacations. While at Astoria I re- 
ceived the gift from Gen. John Adair of four blocks of ground, containing 
about eight acres of land, which is beautifully situated on Astoria Bay, 
looking out over the Columbia Bar to the Pacific Ocean. In a few 
years this may be the location of some important Church institution, or 
may make a summer residence for our growing corps of school teachers. 

On the 31st of August — the day of the Meeting of our Annual Con- 
vocation — I laid the corner-stone of the new church to be built in Van- 
couver, W. T. Although this town has as yet shared but little in the 
recent material improvement of many other parts of our country, the 
progress of the Church has been entirely encouraging. Two additional 
town lots have been added to the church property, the Parish-school 
building enlarged and improved, and a good beginning made toward the 
erection of a new church. 

A large portion of the field in the Southern and Central parts of 
Oregon is still vacant, much to my regret. I have been as far south as 
Jacksonville, a distance of about 300 miles from Portland, and one of 
our Clergy, the Rev. John W. Sellwood, at my request, made a Mis- 
sionary excursion of several weeks through these parts, developing a 
growing and promising field for our operations. 

At Roseburg and Eugene City, each we have a vacant church. At 
the latter place (I25jniles south of Portland) in addition to the ohurch 
building and lot, we have four acres of ground, with a good-sized dwell- 
ing-house and school-house. This property was purchased by the con- 
tributions of the Church people of that place, aided by the Missionary 
funds of the Bishop, andjwould now furnish a very suitable place for a 
school and associate Mission. At Corvallis, forty miles still nearer to 
Portland, and thirty miles south of Salem, we have built a chapel, with 
a series of school-rooms, oalled the " Chapel of the Good Samaritan." 
The chief cost of this building was furnished by a member of the Church 
of the Holy Communion, New York. 
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It is intended as a memorial to her husband, and we hope yet, by 
God's blessing on our efforts, to make it the centre-point of a work that 
will benefit and bless the most distant generations. 

The citizens of Corvallis have given us the half block of ground 
upon which this building stands, and have promised the other half block as 
soon as we open the proposed girls' school, which they have also promised 
to sustain liberally. I am now in correspondence with a Clergyman of 
the Diocese of California, with a view to his undertaking Missionary and 
educational work at this place. The part of Oregon in which we have 
these foundations for future operations is the richest and most thickly 
settled portion of the State, and is receiving a large increase to its 
population, and a visible quickening of every material interest by the 
construction of the Oregon and California Railroad, now rapidly push- 
ing its way to our Southern border, starting new towns into being all 
along its line. By the time that another Annual Report shall be due to 
this Board we shall not probably have more than two hundred miles of 
stage travelling to break the four thousand miles of iron rails between 
Portland and the Atlantic coast. 

It is a great trial to me to allow this fair field to remain so long un- 
occupied by the regular ministrations of the Church, and to foresee the 
sad results of our unwise delay. 

The great want in this department is [ that of more men, and more 
means for their support, and I indulge the hope that I shall not be al- 
lowed to go from this great company of preachers, and from these great 
centres of Church life and power, without a reinforcement of three or four 
faithful men, who, for the love of Chbist and immortal souls, are willing 
to take part in this distant ministry. And for this work, I will venture 
to say that we need men rather short of than passed the meridian of life, 
men whose quivers are not ow^rfull of the " arrows of the giant," men who 
can cheerfully bear separation from friends and home, and who, while 
sound and firm in every principle, have still some good degree of adapta- 
tion to surrounding circumstances, some enthusiasm for the Church, 
and a willingness to spend and be spent in the cause for which their 
Master died. And while laying our needs of more laborers before the 
Church, we will |not forget whose the harvest is, in whose hands are the 
hearts of men, and who alone can give us the true increase. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

During the past year Missionary Convocations have been held at 
Astoria, Oregon City, and at Salem. 

These occasional gatherings of the Clergy for a day or two, for a 
series of public Services, and for mutual counsel and encouragement, 
have proved an important agency in our work, and with the increase of 
Clergy and extension of our labors will become more and more inter- 
esting and valuable. 
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SCHOOLS. 

St. Helen's Hall completed its second year on the last day of June, 
with a catalogue of 179 pupils and eleven teachers for the whole year. 
Since my last Report to the Board, the buildings have been twice en- 
larged, at a cost, with the necessary additional furniture, of about $9,000. 
The school opens this term with 110 day pupils and 40 boarders, making, 
with their teachers and the Bishop's family, a household of sixty-five 
persons. This is a larger number than we have had at the beginning 
of any previous term. A letter received within two days, from the 
Matron of St. Helen's Hall, says : " I must first tell yon of our wants — 
your new dormitory is full, and we want more room ; we must have 
more recitation rooms, more school room, more chapel room, more sleep- 
ing room. We now have classes in the gymnasium, in the dining-room, 
and in the parlor. We meet them everywhere. Only the kitchen is 
exempt." 

" The present chapel is full every morning, almost crowded. The school 
is splendid. The girls are all good, and in good working spirits ; the 
new teachers just what we wanted, and we are all very happy in our 
home and in our work. Now please to make your first effort to enlarge 
our buildings as soon as you return." Perhaps the best way to do this 
is by constructing a wing which would accommodate the Bishop's fam- 
ily without removing him too far from the school, and which would 
also furnish room for an increased number of pupils. The daily exercises 
of the school are opened by a Service in the chapel, of fifteen or twenty 
minutes in length, conducted by a clergyman ; and all the boarders, 
with their teachers, attend the Lord's Day Services in the same chapel 
Systematic religious instruction is also given to the boarding pupils, in 
Bible and catechetical classes, on Sundays, which has already brought 
forth most encouraging fruits. 

A large number of our pupils of this school have come to us directly 
from the Romish schools, or have been diverted from them ; and it will 
be a sore trial to us to turn away those who still would come, and compel 
them to enter these schools. We have reason, I am sure, to be grateful 
for the success that has attended our efforts in establishing this import- 
ant agency for the Church in this-youn? country, though we are well per- 
suaded that this success is by no means to be estimated by numbers. 
"Our aim is not to swell the list of names on our catalogue, but to make 
ff^Hiristian school of sound, thorough, honest education for the daugh- 
ters V that land, who are to exercise so large an influence on the charac- 
ter anc^ destiny of the next generation. For this work we feel that no 
pains, no* prayers, can be too earnest and constant for that divine wisdom 
*nd strength, without which all our plans and toil will accomplish no real 
or abiding ^ood, 

s t. HelenVs Hall has cost, so far, for buildings, furniture, and the 
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amount paid on the purchase of the property, $32,000. We still owe 
$3,000 of the purchase-money to the widow of Bishop Scott, which is to 
be paid in three annual payments, from the first of August of this year. 
Toward the expenditure upon St. Helen's Hall, the citizens of Portland 
contributed $5,000. 

The Bishop Scott Grammar and Divinity School, which was opened 
on the 6th of September last, received, during the year, eighty-three 
pupils, of whom twenty were boarders for the whole or a portion of the 
term. At the date of my last report, the building was only so far com- 
pleted as to allow us to occupy the schoolrooms. It has since been fin- 
ished, and furnished throughout ; the whole four blocks have been 
fenced and cleared, aid about one-fourth of the ground has been put 
under cultivation. A good deal of grading has been done, furnishing a 
large, level playground, and a gymnasium erected for use in wet weather. 
A cabinet of minerals hasbeen purchased at a cost much less than its value, 
and a beginning of a library made, consisting as yet, however, of only a 
few hundred volumes. The present efficient Head-master, Prof. Laing, 
is aided in the classics and mathematics by the Rev. George Burton, 
who, with his wife, resides in the school, and has charge of the religious 
instruction of the boys. Mrs. Burton is the music teacher. We have 
spent upon this enterprise, in all ways, $17,000, $5,000 of which were 
contributed by the citizens of Portland and other portions of Oregon, 
making $10,000 in gold given there to these two schools. This school 
may thus be considered to have as good a beginning as we could reason- 
ably expect in one year. But this is only a beginning. An immediate 
enlargement is required for additional dormitories, for a reading and sit- 
ting room for the boys, and for a proper chapel for the purposes of the 
school, and in which may be gathered the nucleus of a future congrega- 
tion. The same letter from which I have just quoted in reference to the 
wants of St. Helen's Hall, says : " The Grammar School, too, is full. I 
believe the whole number of rooms has been promised. Prof. Laing is 
going to make some division somewhere to take in a few more. He says 
that they have so many advanced scholars this term that they will need 
another teacher. Can you send them one ? Better prepare to build at 
the Grammar School, too, as soon as you come home." In addition to 
this, a large outlay should immediately be made to furnish the school 
with a good library and with suitable philosophical and chemical appa- 
ratus. For these purposes we shall need from five to ten thousand dol- 
lars. This, of course, cannot come from the receipts of a school of so 
recent establishment. If it will pay its ordinary current expenses, it will 
be all that we ought to expect, and these extraordinary outlays must be 
provided for in some other way. In a Pastoral recently addressed to 
the Clergy and congregations of Oregon and Washington, I laid before 
them the plan of obtaining a permanent w '.^wment for this school, and 
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proposed that we should undertake to raise the sum of twenty or twenty- 
five thousand dollars for that purpose. Collections for this fund are to 
be made every year in each congregation, and annual pledges solicited 
from individuals. This fund, together with the money remaining from 
the sale of Trinity School property (which was put into the hands of the 
Bishop on the disincorporation of that institution) now amounts to nearly 
$6,000. This sum is invested in real estate in the business part of the 
city of Portland, at the lawful rate of interest of twelve per cent, per 
annum. I have also asked of our people donations of improved or wild 
lands, to be held for the future benefit of this fund. I have received, as 
a beginning'of this kind of contributions, the gift of eighty acres of land 
in Washington Territory. The offer of the gift of a quarter of section 
of land in Oregon to me personally, was declined in favor of this fund, 
which I hope will receive the benefit of the owner's generous intention 
in the other direction. I earnestly hope that the friends of the important 
work of Christian education in that country will come to our aid in the 
effort to place this institution, thus auspiciously begun, humanly speak- 
ing, on a safe foundation for those who are to come after us in all distant 
generations. We had in the past year over two hundred and sixty of 
the children of Oregon and Washington in these two Christian schools ; 
and we believe the opportunity is before us of extending their influences 
far wider if the Church will give us the means. I need in hand, imme- 
diately, for the enlargement of these buildings, $15,000, beside the other 
$40,000 which I want in order to carry the work on for the next three 
years. I ought to leave here immediately on the close of [this Conven- 
tion, to begin this work, so that these buildings shall be ready for the 
opening of the next term ; and I promise to do so if ten gentlemen 
will give me a thousand dollars apiece for this purpose, leaving the other 
interests in the hands of my brethren and friends who have hitherto so 
kindly and generously aided our work. The promise is, " Ask, and ye 
shall receive," and I ask God to open the hearts and the hands of Has 
people to carry on this work according to His will and for His glory. 

An interesting school of Chinese boys and young men has been con- 
ducted at St. Helen's Hall since Whitsunday of last year, and gives pro- 
mise of usefulness to this growing class of our citizens and " neighbors." 
They have first been taught to read and write and spell, and then have 
been instructed in some of the principles of the Christian religion by 
Scriptural lessons, repeating the Lord's Prayer, the ten commandments, 
sacred hymns, <fcc. We have paid a teacher for four nights in the week, 
and on Sunday night have had the voluntary services of several ladies 
and gentlemen who are much interested in this work. Since the school 
began we have had over fifty pupils, with an average attendance of 
about twenty. If we could have the school every night, it would grow 
almost indefinitely, and open a promising door for reaching these benight- 
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ed minds with the light of the Gospel That much has as jet been done 
in this way, I am not prepared to say. They are greatly interested in 
everything that is taught them, easily learn the facts of sacred history, 
and the statements of Christian doctrine and duty ; but that they yet 
comprehend the spiritual nature of our religion, or see anything beyond 
some material good in it, I am not so sure. I trust, however, that we 
are in the way of imparting this higher knowledge too, well knowing 
that He who at first to the Gentiles granted repentance unto life, can 
and will, in His own good time, give the like gift unto these their chil- 
dren. 

Though we have made a beginning in the matter of the Christian 
education of the children and youth of our county in the two schools in 
Portland, we still need a further instrumentality for another class, the 
orphans, — the deserted and neglected little ones who in a multitude of 
oases have no one to care for their souls or bodies, except the wise, fore- 
casting, and untiring members of the societies and sisterhoods of the 
Church of Rome. Time and again have we been compelled to refuse the ad- 
mission of such into our own institutions, and most reluctantly see them 
handed over to these societies, which are so well prepared and so glad 
to receive them. These are the instrumentalities that are building up 
the Church that employs them in such strength in that country ; while 
we are compelled to sit still in this work, and see large numbers of 
the children passing under these influences and into the fold of that 
Church. 

In Spencer Hall, at Milwaukie, six miles from Portland, we have a large 
building, with sufficient grounds belonging to the Church in which to 
begin such a home or asylum. And whenever I can obtain the services 
of a competent head for such a home — a capable, faithful, Christian 
woman, who will come to us for the love of Christ and His little ones — I 
believe I shall venture to undertake this work. Will the Church at 
home aid and encourage me in this enterprise ?

Toward all departments of the work, I have received from the mem- 
bers of the Church in the East, the sum of $45,246. In addition to this 
property, we have made a small beginning for the future needs of the 
Church, in establishing an Episcopal Fund, and a fund for Indigent 
Clergymen, amounting now to some seven or eight hundred dollars. By 
recommendation of the Convocation, annual collections are hereafter to 
be made in all the parishes and Missionary Stations in behalf of these 
funds. 

While we have shared so generously in the benefactions of our East- 
ern brethren, we have not been entirely unmindful of our own duty to 
the Missionary work of the Church ; and offerings for Domestic and 
Foreign Missions have been made in every congregation but two (and 
these omissions were accidental), amounting in the past year to $523,33, 
which amount we hope, by God's blessing, to increase year by year. 

In prosecuting the work of the Church in this wide field, and with 
the feeble force allowed us, we are ever conscious of the great truth that 
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ours is u the kingdom and patience of Jesus Chris^" We remember the 
high authority that says, " He that belie veth shall not make haste" — 
make haste to change Divine modes, or to demand results according to 
our own wisdom ; and therefore we are content to labor on, while God 
gives us grace and strength, leaving the issues to Him who sees not as 
man seeth. 

Begging your pardon, Brethren, for occupying so much of your time, 
I conclude with the expression of my deep gratitude to God for the 
measure of success vouchsafed to our poor labors ; to my brethren and 
the members of the Church in the East, who have so generously sustained 
this our common work, and to the Domestic Committee and their Secre- 
tary, for their constant readiness, even beyond their power, to assist in 
planting the institutions of the Church in these distant lands, the full 
and abundant fruits whereof are to be gathered in after years and by 
other hands. •

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF ARKANSAS 
AND INDIAN TERRITORY. 



To the Board of Missions : 

During the past year I have spent my whole time, with the exception 
of a few weeks, in the work of the Church within my Jurisdiction, and I 
am thankful to Almighty God that I am able to report encouraging 
growth in the field committed to my charge. The eight Clergy resident 
in Arkanas at the date of my Consecration have increased to twelve — 
eleven Presbyters and one Deacon. At the last meeting of the General 
Convention, there was, I believe, but one self-supporting parish in the 
State. There are now four, of which two have become independent of 
Missionary aid during the past twelve months.- Four churches have 
been consecrated. Of these, one — Trinity Church, Pine Bluff — has been 
completed this year ; the three others — Grace Church, Washington, St 
John's, Helena, and St. John's, Fort Smith — have been freed from debt, 
with which they had long been encumbered ; and thus they have been 
enabled to be formally dedicated to the worship of Almighty God. Two 
other churches, in progress at the date of my last annual Report, are now 
so nearly completed as to be available for use. These are at Hot Springs 
and at Lake Village. I may be allowed here to make renewed mention of 
the noteworthy fact, that both of these churches were erected by laymen 
without the guidance of a resident Clergyman. St. Luke's, Hot Springs, 
however, has been supplied with regular ministerial services, the Rev. P. 
S. Ruth, late of the Diocese of Minnesota, having taken charge of the 
same nearly a year ago. The Parish at Lake Village, Chicot County, is 
still vacant. Could I have the means of supporting, in part, a Clergy- 
man at this point for one year only, I am confident it would become self- 
supporting at the end of tfiat time. The congregation does not expect 
or desire continued Missionary aid. Grace Church, Jacksonport, as yet 
remains without Consecration, simply because of the difficulty of securing 
the attendance of such a number of the Clergy, as it seems desirable to 
assemble on such an occasion. There is no debt upon it, and no obstacle 
to its Consecration. Steps have been taken towards the erection of 
churches at Camden and at Fayetteville. 

By subscription and otherwise, considerable sums of money have been

secured for this object at each of these points, and I trust more active 
measures will be adopted shortly. At Batesville the foundation has 
been laid and the lumber is on the ground for building ° a neat 
church capable of seating about three hundred persons. A few hundred 
dollars contributed beyond the limits of the congregation would enable 
this struggling parish to complete at once a decent house of worship. 

The Rev. John Sandels, long a Missionary of the Board at Fort 
Smith, has been transferred to Camden, where there has been no Minis- 
ter resident for the past six years. The Rev. John Gordon is laboring at 
Arkadelphia. There was once quite a vigorous young parish at the for- 
mer of these points ; much was swept away in the Civil War, but there 
is good evidence that the things that remain will soon be so strengthened 
as to make the Church there independent of external aid. The latter 
point also enjoyed the benefit of ministerial services for a brief period 
some years since. I have preferred to renew our efforts at these places, 
rather than break new ground, because it is important to maintain the 
reputation, which the Church has to no little extent already gained, of 
being disposed to take no step backward. A belief in the permanency 
of the positions assumed is very necessary to our success. 

The Rev. C. M. Hoge has been admitted to the Priesthood, also the 
Rev. John Gordon. Mr. David L. Trimble, son of your late Missionary 
at Pine Bluff, has been admitted to the Holy Order of Deacons, and is to 
work under the direction of the Rev. C. A. Bruce, at various points on 
White River. I shall make the experiment of sustaining him without 
Missionary aid, and I trust it may prove a successful one, but I am not 
over sanguine. 

In closing this portion of my Report, I cannot but reiterate what 1 
said a year ago, and I would give additional force to my words. Arkan- 
sas is developing rapidly. The railroads, begun a year or more since, are 
being pushed forward with speed, and along their track new life is 
springing up. The State is now manifesting the characteristics of a new 
one. The difficulty under which the Church has labored these many 
years, during which Arkansas has been the field of Missionary efforts, is 
now passing away. Heretofore there have been no towns to constitute 
centres of operation and influence. Those so-called were nothing but 
villages, and often no more than mere hamlets. Now the towns are 
rapidly increasing in population. If we can seize upon these points at 
once, we may, by God's blessing, soon show as brilliant a record as the 
Missionary work of the West and Northwest has presented. We are 
now being placed where they of those regions have long been, amid 
quickly-growing cities and a State developing with great speed. I begged 
for more means last year ; now in God's name and for Christ's sake, I 
respectfully demand the same at the hands of the Church and of this 
Board. 
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There are many things of interest which might be added to this 
Report, such as the application from many places for our Services, and the 
fact that I have very recently received requests to visit several points, 
accompanied by the announcement that there are candidates for Con- 
firmation awaiting my coming. And it is worthy of record here, that I 
should find no difficulty in securing Clergymen, had I the money to sus- 
tain them for awhile. I have quite a list of good working men who have 
offered themselves, but 1 have not the means to warrant my accept- 
ance of their offers. 

In closing, I beg leave to add the following statistics relative to my 
official acts. Additional statistics, indicating the condition of the Church 
in Arkansas, will be found in my Report to the General Convention :

As to the Indian Territory, I am forced at present to make my report 
in the very words of my Rt. Rev. predecessor, now Diocesan of Easton, 
to the General Convention of 1868. 

" The Indian Territory, being part of my Jurisdiction, needs to be 
mentioned. Had I the time and the means, I would gladly found Mis- 
sions among them. But I have had neither." These were Aw words 
three years ago ; I can change them but little now, in making them my 
own. Having only about eighteen months, in which I was almost com- 
pelled to do the work of two years, I should have been sorely pressed 
had I attempted to do much in the Indian Territory. But I would have 
made time ; means I could not make nor secure, without leaving my work 
in the field where the Church had placed me. I was at my post, and felt 
forced by my duties to stay there. I would recall to your mind the fact 
that, a year ago last August, I wrote to the Domestic Committee, telling 
them that certain proposals had been made to me to take in charge and 
direct several schools in the Chickasaw Nation. I proposed to go to Tishi- 
mingo at the time of the assembling of their Council, and perfect there the 
arrangements, provided the Board was ready to make any appropriation 
to carry on the work. The response was, that nothing could be spared 
for that purpose then. Under these circumstances I did not deem it to 
be my duty to leave work which I could do, and which required to be 
done, and to incur the heavy expense of so long a trip. There was every 
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prospect of its being labor and expenditure in vain. I trust the Board 
will now move in this matter. Surely the civilized Indians of the Terri- 
tory have souls not less precious than those of the wild hordes roaming 
over the wide plains of the West. There may be less general interest felt 
in the undertaking ; but I honestly believe one dollar here will accomplish 
more than three dollars there. I rejoice in what has been done for those, 
and wish it were a hundredfold what it has been ; but these should not 
be wholly neglected. I do not shrink from toil. Give me the means to 
work with, and by God's blessing I trust to be able to make a good return. 
May God guide you in this and in all things.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP 
OF NEVADA AND ARIZONA. 



To the Board of Missions : 

In reviewing the work of the past year within this Jurisdiction, there 
is to be found much which should call forth our gratitude to the Giver of 
every good and perfect gift. There have been, it is true, discouragements 
and losses ; there has not been the advancement which we should be glad 
to witness. Still there has been a decided progress. The extent of our 
work is greater than it was a year ago, and I feel sure that our Church 
has a stronger hold upon the esteem and affection of the people. The 
number of Clergy remains the same as last reported : two have gone from 
us ; two others have come. A year ago we were maintaining Services at 
six places; now at eleven. One new parish has been organized; two 
new Sunday-schools have been put into successful operation ; one par- 
sonage has been built, and two churches are now building. The number 
of Sunday-school scholars and teachers, and of communicants, is greater 
than last year, and the amount of contributions has been considerably 
increased. If we could be sure that the spiritual growth in the knowl- 
edge and love of God k^pt pace with the material progress, we should he 
glad indeed. For this do we labor and pray, with earnest longing that 
we may see the power of the Holy Spirit manifested in renewed hearts 
and consecrated lives. 

Services are now maintained at the following places : 

1. Virginia City. 

This continues to be the largest town in Nevada, and an important 
centre of Church work. I still retain the Rectorship of the church, bat 
have had most of the time a Clergyman associated with ma The parish 
has been as prosperous as during the preceding year. The Rev. Geo. C. 
Lane, though not canonically resident, is now in charge. The church 
has been open every Sunday, and a week-day Service has been held dar- 
ing the year. 

2. Gold Hill. 

Until July 1st, St. John's Church was in charge of the Rev. J. 
McCormac. At that time he felt it his duty to resign and go East, and 
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there has since been no Rector. Daring Mr. McCormac's stay the 
parish was prosperous, and the Sunday-school continued as interesting 
and profitable as ever. In many respects I consider this the best Sunday- 
school I have ever seen. It is very desirable that this parish should not 
be left long unsupplied. I have done what I could to maintain Services, 
but there should be a Minister living amongst the people in order to keep 
alive their interest in the work. 

8. Carson. 
The Rev. 6. B. Allen continues to be the Rector of St. Peter's, and 
the work of the parish has gone encouragingly on during the year. The 
church has been made complete by the addition of a fine bell, the gift of 
Hon. J. W. Nye. 

4. Empibe. 

This is a town of five or six hundred inhabitants, distant from Carson 
about three miles. There is no church edifice in the town, but the Rev. 
Mr. Allen has held Service on Sunday afternoons in the school-house. 
There is some hope that a small chapel may be erected during the com- 
ing year. 

5. Silver City. 

This place has a population of five or six hundred, and is situated 
three miles from Virginia City. It has been found impracticable to supply 
it with a Service on Sundays, but one has been held on Friday evenings 
by me, or in my absence by the Minister in charge of St. Paul's, and the 
attendance has been, on the whole, encouraging. Empire and Silver 
City are only six miles apart, and would together make a good field of 
labor for an active man. There is no Minister of any kind living in 
either place, and ours is the only Protestant Service. 

6. Hamilton. 
This is the business centre of the White Pine mining district. The 
Rev. S. P. Kelly has been hard at work during the year, and has accom- 
plished a great deal. As the fruit of his labor, a neat church is now in 
process of erection. Assisted by the Rector of the parish, I laid the 
corner-stone on the 15th August, and it is expected that the edifice will 
be ready for occupancy before Advent. It will cost nearly three thousand 
dollars, and of this sum over two thousand has already been pledged 
within the parish. Enough has been done to render it certain that when 
the church is finished it will be free from debt. The work in Hamil- 
ton has been carried on with great energy ; and it is hoped that with 
the completion of the church building, it will become nearly, or quite, 
self-supporting. 

1. Treasure City. 

This is a mining town in the White Pine district, two miles from 
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Hamilton, with a population of twelve or fifteen hundred. Mr. Kelly 
holds Service here on alternate Sunday afternoons, with a fair attendance. 

8. Ebebhabdt. 
This is a place of three or four hundred inhabitants, three miles from 
Hamilton. Mr. Kelly holds Service here on the Sundays on which he does 
not go to Treasure City. 

9. Shermantown. 
This is another of Mr. Kelly's Stations, three miles from Hamilton, 
where he holds a Service every other Wednesday night. It is a small 
town, not having more than two or three hundred inhabitants ; but there 
is some probability of its becoming considerably larger. 

10. Eureka. 

This is a very flourishing mining town, ninety miles south of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, and about forty from Hamilton. I first visited 
the place a year ago, and held the first public religious Service in the town. 
There were then about a thousand inhabitants. In the winter the Rev. 
Mr. Kelly began holding a monthly Service here, and soon considerable in- 
terest was manifested. A Sunday-school was organized, and an effort 
made to build a church. A lot was donated by Hon. W. W. McCoy, 
and on the 11th May I laid the corner-stone of St James' Church. The 
greater part of the three months following I spent in Eureka and vicinity, 
holding Service on Sundays, and doing what I could to deepen the interest 
in the work that had been begun. During this time a comfortable par- 
sonage was erected, and the building of the church went forward. In 
August the Rev. W. Henderson, late of Iowa, arrived and entered upon 
his duties as Rector of the parish, with every prospect of usefulness. 
The church is of stone, 25x50, with Gothic windows and open roo£ It 
will have cost, when completed, thirty-five hundred dollars, and will be 
ready for use in October. It is greatly needed, as the Services hitherto 
have been held in a wretched place, totally unfit for such a use. The 
town is growing rapidly, and has now over two thousand inhabitants, 
and is a very important field for Church work. 

11. Piochb. 

This place is in the S. E. part of Nevada, six hundred miles by rail- 
road and stage from Virginia City, nearly three hundred miles south of 
the railroad, and one hundred and forty from Hamilton. I have visited 
it twice within a year, and on my first visit became fully satisfied that 
it would be a place of sufficient importance to justify the effort to make 
it a regular Mission Station. On the occasion of my second visit, I 
organized a Sunday-school, which has since been carried on successfully. 
The Rev. J. W. Lee, after several months of faithful labor in Virginia 
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City, went to Pioche in October, and remained for a few weeks. In 
November he returned to Virginia City, to be ordained to the Priest- 
hood. His ordination took place on the 24th of November, and soon 
afterward, receiving a call to the parish in San Rafael, California, mnoh 
to my regret he decided to accept it. Since that time I have been seek- 
ing for a clergyman to go to Pioche, and only a few weeks ago had the 
pleasure of securing the Rev. Henry L. Badger, late of Ohio, as Mission- 
ary to that point He Jias already entered npon his labors, bat his intro- 
duction to Pioche was of the most painful character. A few hours 
before his arrival, a terrible fire swept through the town, destroying in 
a short time all the business portions and many private residences. 
Added to the loss of property and the comforts of homes, several persons 
were killed, and a large number seriously injured. I have never known 
a town so completely devastated, nor so much privation and hardship to 
follow upon a great fire; Many persons were left homeless and penniless. 
The remoteness of the place and the great scarcity of water had pre- 
vented securing much insurance, and the damage caused by the fire was 
almost a total loss. Mr. Badger has a very hard and painful work before 
him ; but both he and his excellent wife will, I feel sure, be found equal 
to the trying position in which they are placed. He can hope for no sup- 
port from the people for many months ; and it will be a long time before 
they can do much in the way of church-building or anything of that kind. 
But that the town will recover from the blow is* morally certain, and 
there is no place in the State which has greater promise of permanence 
and substantial growth than Pioche. I heartily commend Mr. Badger 
and his work to the generous sympathy of the liberal-minded in our 
Church. His isolation, too, gives peculiar interest to his Mission. He is 
one hundred and forty miles from any Protestant minister. He and Mr. 
Kelly and Mr. Henderson have the whole field in their respective towns, 
there being no other Protestant Clergyman in either. 

These are all the places in which we are holding regular Services in 
Nevada. But there are other points at which I should be glad to begin 
work, had we the men and the means. Four more men could be profit- 
ably employed in Nevada immediately, in places where their work would 
be permanent, and with a good prospect of soon becoming self-supporting. 
We need these men, and we need also special contributions to aid the 
beginning of their work. Investments of this character, made now, will 
yield a rich return in the future. 

During the year, I have visited nearly every place of importance in 
the State ; I have held Service in twenty towns, and in most of them 
several times ; and, as the result of much travel throughout the State and 
careful observation of the resources of Nevada, I feel more hopeful of its 
future growth in population and wealth than ever before. Its mineral 
wealth has but begun to be developed ; it is one of the finest grazing 
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countries in the world ; it has a climate unsurpassed in healthfulness ; 
and it will be found eventually to possess very considerable agricultural 
resources. Its people are intelligent, enterprising and generous. May 
God grant them a deeper sense of His authority and a truer appreciation 
of His love ! I have not yet visited Arizona, although at the time of 
making my last Report I expected to do so within the year. I have sev- 
eral correspondents in the Territory, by whom I have been advised to 
defer my visit still longer. I am in possession of such information con- 
cerning the condition of the country as leads me to conclude that the 
time has hardly yet come to undertake extended work there. The number 
of people desiring the Services of our Church, or whom we could in any 
way hope to reach, is as yet very small I propose making the tour of 
the Territory as soon as the wants of the people shall seem to call for me, 
and hope that that time may not be very far distant. I am very desir- 
ous to have educational institutions of a high character established in 
this Jurisdiction, which shall be worthy the patronage of the people. But 
to do any such work will require a very large expenditure of money. This 
cannot be raised here ; and with the numerous demands that have lately 
been made, and are still making, upon the Church at the East to aid such 
works in other States and Territories, it has not as yet seemed wise to 
urge our claims. Besides, our want is not so great in this respect as that 
of some others. Nevada has an excellent public-school system, and in 
almost every town in the State there is a good free school. 

Since making my last Report, I have received from friends in Boston, 
for educational purposes, $250. 

For general purposes, from friends in Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, and San Francisco, $255. 

For my personal use, from a friend in Providence, R. L, $50. 

From the Ladies' Prayer-book Society in Pittsburg, fifty dollars' 
worth of Prayer-books. 

These sums have been sent to me direct ; and to the kind friends who 
have sent them, as well as to all others who have in any way contributed 
to the furtherance of our work, I express my sincere thanks. 

I am also under obligations to the President of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, the Superintendent of the Virginia and Truckee Railroad, and 
to Messrs. Woodruff & Ennor, Travis & Wilson, and Gilmore & Salis- 
bury, proprietors of stage lines. Through the kindness of these gentle- 
men my travelling expenses have been four hundred dollars less than 
they would have been had I been charged the usual fare. 

Statistics concerning population and details of Churoh work will be 
found in the appended tabular statement.

REPORT ON THE CHINA MISSION, 

For the Tear ending June 30, 1871. 



In reviewing the China Mission during the past year, though there 
are some things which sadden, still we have much cause for thankful- 
ness. A large measure of health has been granted, and the work, 
though slowly, has steadily advanced, so that we may say, with thank- 
fulness — God's presence has been with us of a truth. 

THE SHANGHAI STATION. 

The amount and kind of work — preaching, teaching, instruction oi 
candidates for Orders, the Hospital, and ministrations to the poor both 
within and without our Communion — have not differed very materially 
from what was given in the full report of Mr. Nelson last year, and there- 
fore it will be unnecessary for me to do more than state that all have been 
well sustained. The statistics for the year show 42 Baptisms, and 29 
Confirmations. The Contributions of the Chinese— as some proof of in- 
terest in the cause — are worthy of notice. Of the $1,134.67 received 
from the Chinese, $635.57 were given by those connected with us, which 
for the 147 Communicants gives an average of $4.32 for each — by no 
means a small average. 

We are still, I am sorry to say, without a Chapel at Kong Wan, and 
are also unable to increase the number of boys in our Boarding-School, 
as our School-house is already too smalL We need badly a suitable 
building, that we may take a larger number, and have them under better 
supervision. As an evidence of the benefit of having them constantly 
under Christian influence and instruction in a Boarding-School, it may 
be mentioned that eight of the boys are Communicants, three are at pre- 
sent candidates for Baptism, and two of the larger ones have expressed 
a wish to enter the Ministry. This is very encouraging and makes us all 
the more earnestly desire to see our Boarding-Schools fully restored and 
put on an enlarged basis. With the labor and time expended on the 
fifteen boys we could train thirty or forty, and from them we might 
reasonably expect that a larger number of native Clergy and Catechists 
would be raised up. 

THE PEKING STATION. 

Our only Missionary in Peking has so entirely given his time and 
energies to the work of translation, that, with the exception of the facts 
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that three persons have been baptized in the city, that two others 
living in the village where he baptized ten last year are ready for 
Baptism, and that Mrs. Schereschewsky has charge of a Day School for 
boys, there is little to which it is necessary to call attention. Mr. 
Schereschewsky reports that two-thirds of the Old Testament have been 
translated, and that, in connection with Mr. Burdon of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, he has completed the entire Prayer Book and prepared a 
number of Hymns. He has also, for several months past, been engaged 
with the Translation Committee in revising portions of the New Testa- 
ment. 

THE WUCHANG AND HANKOW 8TATION. 

The number of Missionaries and the work of the Station are the 
same as reported last year. The Chapel in Hankow, under Mr. Hdhing, 
is the only place where the opportunity has been afforded of preaching to 
the heathen, and, as a natural consequence, there most of the converts 
have been added to the Church, seventeen of the twenty Baptisms being 
reported from his ChapeL Two very nourishing Day Schools, number- 
ing eighty pupils, are here supported by funds given by some members 
of the Foreign Community. 

In Wuchang much more might be accomplished if we had the funds to 
purchase a chapel. 4 ' Mr. Ngan, though anxious to preach daily, has had 
no opportunity except at Mr. Hohing's Chapel on the other side of the 
river ; and Mr. Hoyt and Mr. Boone, now nearly ready to preach, have 
no place where they can meet with the people and exercise their gifts. 
It is not sufficient simply to send out Missionaries ; a certain amount of 
money is absolutely necessary to enable them to do efficient work. At 
first, visiting from house to house is an impossibility, and the chapel is 
the only place where we can come into close contact with the people. 

It is a pleasure to be able to report that the house built in Wuchang 
has been paid for, and a chapel — " The Nativity " — capable of seating 80 
persons, has been erected on the same lot for regular Services on Sunday 
with the converts, and prospectively for the scholars whom we hope soon 
to have in our Boarding-Schools. The chapel has been entirely paid for 
by contributions received in Wuchang, and from some of our converts in 
Shanghai. A Boarding-School, which will accommodate 15 boys, is 
nearly finished, and money for the support of that number till the first of 
next year has been provided, without drawing on the Mission Treasury. 
This is but a beginning, and we confidently hope that we shall have it in 

* The small chapel, " The Nativity," built recently at Wuchang, referred to 
below, is not intended for preaching to the heathen, but only for Services with the 
converts, families, servants and schoolboys connected with the Mission. It is not in 
the city, but in the suburbs, and the heathen will not come to the Services there. 
What is now wanted is a larger chapel in the heart of the city, on a street where the 
heathen natives are continually passing and repassing, and where an audience may be 
readily gathered at almost any time.— Sec and Gen. Agent. 
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our power to add to the building, and get support for 40 or 50 boys. A 
day school, supported by our Missionaries, was commenced during the 
past year. 

SUCHOW. 

In the report three years ago the hope was expressed that we might 
be able to commence work at the important city of Suchow. This has 
not been realized ; and though " hope deferred maketh the heart sick," 
the desire and the desirableness of having a station there have not at all 
diminished; and if some kind friend or friends will help us only just a 
little, we shall see a beginning made before the end of the year. Three 
thousand taels will be required to commence the station. Of this sum, 
two thousand will be given here by one interested in the proposed plan, 
provided one thousand can be raised at home, and two, or better three, 
single men, at very moderate salaries, can be sent out to occupy the place. 

It is natural that each one should magnify his own work, or think his 
own pet scheme the most important ; but the paramount importance ot 
that place, and the urgent necessity that we should have a station there, 
will not be considered at all exaggerated when it is known that the city 
contains over a million of people, and that there are four other walled 
cities within a radius of twenty miles, and that in all that section of coun- 
try there is not a single Clergyman of our Church, nor indeed a minister of 
any denomination. Only let any one fancy himself living 80 miles from 
the city of New York, and knowing that there was not a single minister 
of the Gospel to preach Christ and Him crucified to its perishing thou- 
sands, and he will be able in some measure to realize my position. Who, 
under such circumstances, would not be forced to cry out, " Men and breth- 
ren, help 1" Seeing the teeming millions by whom we are surrounded 
(there are nearly as many people in this one province as in the whole 
United States), and knowing that a solemn commission — "feed my 
sheep " — has been given, a sense of responsibility comes over me which is 
perfectly overwhelming, and I am sure that my brethren at home, when 
they remember these things, will pardon us if we may seem too often to 
make known our pressing wants, and ask their aid and sympathy. 

We have to acknowledge again our indebtedness to Messrs. Olyphant 
& Co. for repeated advances of money to pay our Missionaries when 
there was none in the Treasury ; and our thanks are also due to John F. 
Seaman, Jr., Esq., for his kindness in acting as our Treasurer during the 
pastjear.

Shanghai, Aug. 8JA, 1871. 
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REPORT ON THE JAPAN MISSION. 

For the Tear ending June 30, 1871. 



The appeals so often made for a Clergyman and physician for Japan, 
have in part been answered by the arrival in May last of the Rev. A. R. 
Morris ; and it is a great satisfaction to be able to state that he is now 
quietly settled in Oosaka, diligently engaged in preparing himself, by 
the study of the language, for future usefulness. 

But when this has been said, almost everything has been said, which, 
for the present, is encouraging. Sad evidences are not wanting to show 
that the Government is determined that, if persecution will prevent it, 
Christianity shall not gain a foothold in Japan. A Protestant Mission- 
ary, during a visit last winter to one of the central Provinces, found a 
number of the Roman Catholic converts, sent away from Nagasaki in 
1870, cooped up in a wretched, filthy place, without sufficient shelter or 
comfort, in mid-winter, dying off rapidly with small-pox. During my 
last visit, a convert teacher of one of the English Missionaries suddenly 
disappeared, having been arrested, his friends think, and sent away by 
the authorities. Another case has just occurred in Kob6. The house of 
a teacher of one of the Missionaries of the American Board was entered 
at night, the man arrested, and, with all the Christian books in his pos- 
session, carried off no one knows whither. 

No crime is charged upon these poor, unhappy people, except that 
they profess to believe in and worship " The only True God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom He hath sent," that they may attain eternal life. It is 
not possible that Christians, knowing that such persecutions are con- 
stantly occurring, will sit down quietly without doing something to put 
a stop to them. Unless Christian people at home shall use their in- 
fluence to obtain the free toleration of Christianity, it is impossible to 
foresee how long this heart-sickening state of things may continue. 

The favorable opinion of the speedy toIBration of Christianity ex- 
pressed by General Van Valkenberg, the former Minister of the United 
States, is not, I am sorry to say, shared by our present representative at 
the court of the Mikado— the Hon. Chas. E. De Long. In reply to 
a recent letter of mine, asking the result of the letter of the Secretary of 
State sent in response to the request of the Foreign Committee, and 
requesting his opinion with regard to the prospects of toleration of 
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Christianity, after saying that he is not permitted to make known the 
nature and character of the communications received from the Hon. 
Secretary of State, and expressing the opinion that " all that I have 
done or am permitted to do will not advance the cause of Christianity 
one iota," he adds, there is a way " by which I imagine the veil that 
shrouds this people may be raised without violence or ap act of war, 
and Christianity triumphantly advocated. 9 ' Again, (after saying that the 
Government is confessedly based on a heathen idea, that its officers fear 
Christianity, and leave nothing undone to prevent its propagation, sub- 
jecting their people to all manner of persecutions to compel tbem to 
recant if converted, and to shun the associations of teachers if uncon- 
verted, that affairs with regard to the propagation of Christianity could 
not well be worse,) he concludes : u Next year the Treaties are all to be 
revised, and then, in my judgment, will be the golden hour for success- 
ful labor in this field, provided the cabinets of the Great Powers will 
authorize, nay more, instruct us to demand an article permitting religious- 
toleration. It does seem to me that united action on the part of the 
Christian sentiment of the world would effect this end. Anything less 
will postpone indefinitely any hope of redemption, whereas such action 
will without bloodshed open the field to labor, and admit the light to 
thirty odd millions oi people who are not permitted to know the truth." 

Now, this is the freely expressed opinion, not of a Missionary — who 
may be supposed by some to have more of ardent zeal than of sound 
judgment — but of the highest Representative of the United States in 
Japan, who certainly is unbiassed, and who should have opportunities 
of forming a correct opinion as to the proper method of obtaining the 
toleration of Christianity. He gives us to understand plainly, that the 
Japanese will not of their own free will tolerate it, but, on the contrary, 
that the G overmen t officers use all manner of persecutions to prevent 
the spread of the Gospel, and that, though he feels deeply on the sub- 
ject, all that he is permitted to do will be of no avail. It is not to be 
expected that a heathen Government will, of its own voluntary act, 
propose to abolish the edicts against Christianity. Why should it? 
They do not appreciate its benefits. If Christian people do not show an 
interest in this course, and do something to obtain for the people the 
right of freely worshipping the Christian's God, why should a Heathen 
Government take the initiative ? 

There is a natural jealousy of any course which has even the appear- 
ance of the use of force in the propagation of Christianity, but Mr. De 
Long thinks there is a perfectly feasible plan, by which, without 
violence or any act of war, permission may be gained for the free intro- 
duction of the light of the blessed Gospel. He does not explain fully 
the proposed plan, but it is sufficiently clearly indicated in the latter 
part of his letter, where he says, next year the treaties are to be revised 
10 
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and then, if the great Christian powers will instruct their several Repre- 
sentatives to demand the insertion of an article granting fall toleration 
of Christianity, there can be little doubt of the result. The Japanese 
Government would not hesitate to grant it, when it saw the Christian 
Powers interested and in earnest in making the demand. 

The United States Minister tells us further that the end can be 
effected, if Christians at home will use their influence to induce their 
several Governments to take the matter up, and send proper instructions 
to their Representatives in Japan. The solemn responsibility rests with 
the Christian people of America and Europe to say whether thirty mil- 
lions of their fellow-beings in Japan shall have the light of the Gospel 
next year when the Treaties are to be revised, or whether the hope of 
their redemption from the bondage of heathenism shall be postponed 
indefinitely. 

I trust our Church will not be slow to meet her responsibility, and 
will do her full part in urging the United States Government to send 
instructions to the Minister in Japan to demand the insertion of an 
article in the revised treaty granting full toleration of Christianity. It 
is earnestly hoped that the Board of Missions will memorialize the 
Government on the subject

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During my last visitation I attended at the Church of the Merciful 
Saviour, at the Santee agency, a Convocation of all the Clergy, white and 
native, connected with the Indian work. A large number of Indian lay- 
men were also present, and participated in the work and the deliberations 
of the Convocation. It was one of the most interesting events of my 
whole life. It would be utterly impossible for me to convey to this Board, 
or to the Church, an adequate idea of the great solemnity and the deep sig- 
nificance of this gathering together of the Christian representatives of these 
but lately pagan tribes. The absorbing thought of these regenerate people 
wan, " What shall we do to carry the Gospel to the brethren of our own 
blood beyond us ? How shall we teach others what we now know?" 
One conld almost fancy himself back among the assemblies of Apostolic 
times, when every heart glowed with Missionary fire. The whole scene 
was indeed a most impressive and inspiring exhibition of the necessity 
and power of true religion to communicate itself. 

The opportunity of the Church here is indeed wellnigh unrivalled. 
Here is a whole people kneeling at our feet, and, with upturned and hope- 
fa] gaze, imploring us to lift them from the mire and filth of paganism up 
to the light and joy and purity of Christianity. 

I sincerely trust that this General Convention will not adjourn with- 
out sending to this race a Bishop of their own. There is. more work now 
in this Jurisdiction than a single Bishop can do ; and yet we have been 
tilling only the outside fringes of this wonderful field, lingering only 
around the borders of our vast opportunity. Commencing with eight 
Clergy, six churches, three Mission houses, several candidates for the 
Ministry, a practically operative Sisterhood, a score of catechists and 
evangelists, several hundreds of communicants, and forty thousand will- 
ing and waiting souls, a Bishop in that Jurisdiction, with no other claims 
upon his time and brain and heart, can, with God's blessing, do such a 
work among that people as would shed lustre upon the annals of Mission- 
ary achievement. It would be (as I have elsewhere said) within the bounds 
of probability to look for scores of native Indian Clergy, scores of churches, 
and thousands of communicants in that Jurisdiction during the present 
generation, if there could be a Bishop altogether devoted to its interests. 

I do not desire to shirk any duty that the Church assigns to me, and 
will do all that I can to promote her interests in this Jurisdiction as long 
a* it is under my charge. But I am very confident that it would be far 
better to separate this work entirely from all other Missionary enterprises, 
and put it upon a basis of its own. There is territory enough, there are 
souls enough,' there is duty enough, in this Indian Jurisdiction, to tax all 
the energies and employ all the time of a single Bishop. Besides all 
this, the work is, so to speak, mi generis, and should be as much discon- 
nected from all other relations as the China Mission of the African Mis- 
sion. Almost all of the Indians residing within the borders of this Juris- 
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diction speak the same language, or at least different dialects of the same 
language. They are nearly all different tribes of the one great Sioux Na- 
tion; so that a Bishop and Clergy who would make themselves familiar 
with the language spoken by one tribe, could preach the Word and ad- 
minister the Church to them all. This would give him and them great 
advantage over any mere English-speaking Bishop, who could only come 
and go once a year. 

It would be impossible, I think, to find anywhere on the globe a hea- 
then people more anxious to receive the Gospel, or one more rapidly ele- 
vated by the influence of Christian teaching. The unselfish and the untir- 
ing labors of Mr. Hinman and his co-workers, in the last twelve years, 
have moulded the civilization of a race to such a degree as to make the 
work of the future comparatively easy. The seed that they have dili- 
gently sown on the batiks of the Missouri, has been scattered over the 
almost limitless plains of the great Northwest, bringing forth fruit 
even among very far-distant tribes. 

I have heretofore alluded to the location of the Santee Mission, with 
its fine group of church buildings, so well adapted as a base of ope- 
rations for the Indian Episcopate. This Mission is within the boun- 
daries of the State of Nebraska, contiguous to the Indian Jurisdiction as 
set apart by the House of Bishops three years ago. It is separated from 
that Jurisdiction by the river Niobrara. I should consider it of the first 
importance that this Mission, and the whole reservation of the Santee 
tribe, about twenty miles square, should be transferred from the Diocese 
of Nebraska and appended to the Jurisdiction of the Bishop of the Indi- 
ans, in case one should be chosen by the General Convention now in ses- 
sion. Although such a transfer would weaken the Diocese of Nebraska 
by the loss of several Clergy, and over three hundred communicants, I 
have good hope that it would cheerfully be acceded to by the Council of 
that Diocese. 

The Santee Mission has been the heart and centre of our Missionary 
work among these people for years past. Indeed, until the recent estab- 
lishment of the Yankton Mission and the Ponca Mission, it was the only 
work we had there on that land. All the rest have been its fruits and 
outgrowth. Here is an imposing and handsome edifice, thoroughly fitted 
for Diocesan, Educational, and Missionary operations, with a church that 
is a model of grace and beauty. The whole Indian population of all that 
region have been accustomed to consider this as especially the sacred 
ground of the Great Spiritual Father; to this jioint they have been accus- 
tomed to come from long distances to hear of the Saviour, and of the 
True Light for their darkness. No Indian Jurisdiction there would be 
whole that did not include this interesting and successful Mission. 

From this point'as a centre, all the different stations, chaj>els, and agen- 
cies on the Upper Missouri would be easily accessible, either by boat or 
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overland. A constant and vigilant oversight of the whole Indian country 
from this position would be possible ; whereas the journey from Omaha 
to the borders of the Indian Jurisdiction is a long one, and when once the 
Bishop has reached it, he must depend entirely upon interpreters for his 
communication with the people. Nor do we think that the support of an 
Indian Episcopate will in any way affect the funds of the Domestic Com- 
mittee. There are hundreds of people throughout the Church who are 
specially interested in this branch of our Missionary work, and who will 
sustain such a Mission in all its reasonable demands, without diminishing 
the contributions to the general cause. 

All these reasons, and others that we could give, combine to induce 
ub to ask from the Church a Bishop for this most important portion of 
my charge. 

It is now just six years since the two then territories of Nebraska and 
Dakota were committed to my oversight. In all that region there were 
then nine Clergy of our Church ; that number has increased now to 
thirty-seven. In this time twenty-five new churches and chapels have 
been erected; fifteen Ministers have been ordained, all from our own can- 
didateship, thirteen of whom are now working within the original Juris- 
diction. Six young men are now in preparation for the Ministry, in dif- 
ferent stages of advancement. The white population of the two territories 
has increased from 50,000 to 140,000. The Indian population has re- 
mained about the same. 

In conformity with the Resolution passed at the meeting of the Board 
of Missions one year ago, I submit a full statement of the- moneys that 
have passed through my hands from all sources for the work of the 
Church under my charge, and of the use that has been made of the same. 
This statement will be found appended to this Report. Not an incon- 
siderable portion of this money came from Chicago, being the loving gift 
of my former dear parishioners, now, alas ! themselves homeless, penni- 
less, and (in one sense) churchless. May the God of all comfort reward 
them now, in the day of their desolation, richly, with all spiritual and 
temporal comforts, for the generous liberality that they were wont, in the 
day of their prosperity, to extend to the spiritually needy and destitute 
of the Lord's domain. 

In conclusion, I may once more thank this Board for their hearty aid 
of our Missions, and also express our gratitude to the churchmen and the 
church women of the East for all that they have done to hold up our 
hands and to cheer us in our vast work. God will bless and reward them ; 
and we ask their constant and fervent prayers in our behalf, that we may 
not be discouraged or disheartened by the apparently small results, in a 
region so rapidly developing, and amidst a population increasing with 
such marvellous rapidity.

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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 



An Act to incorporate the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of America. 
Passed May 13, 1846, by a two-third vote. Amended April 12, 1867. 

The people of the State of New York, represented in the Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become, 
members of the " Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in the United States of America," originally 
instituted in the year eighteen hundred and twenty, and fully organized 
by the General Convention of the said Church, in the year eighteen 
hundred and thirty-five, shall be and are hereby constituted a body cor- 
porate, for the purpose of conducting general Missionary operations in 
all lands, by the name aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. For the object designated in the first section of the Act 
generally, or for any purpose connected with said object, the said Cor- 
poration shall have power from time to time to purchase, take by gift, 
grant, devise or bequest, and hold real and personal estate, and to sell, 
lease, and otherwise dispose of the same, provided the aggregate clear 
annual income of such real estate at any one time held, shall not exceed 
the sum of thirty thousand dollars. The Corporation hereby created is 
declared subject to the provisions of chapter three hundred and sixty, 
of the laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty, entitled An Act 
relating to Wills. 

Sec. 3. The said Society shall, in its usual annual printed Report, 
state the amount of its real and personal estate, and the income arising 
therefrom; a copy of which Report shall be deposited in the State 
Library. 

Sec. 4. This Corporation shall possess the general powers and be 
subject to the provisions contained in title third of chapter eighteen of 
the first part of the Revised Statutes, so far as the same are applicable 
and have not been repealed. 

Sec. 5. This Act will take effect immediately, and the Legislature 
may, at any time, modify, or repeal the same. 
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n. 

CONSTITUTION 

Of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the United States of America, as established in 
1820, and amended in 1823, 1829, 1832, 1835, 1838, 1856, 1862, 1865, 
and 1868. 

ARTICLE I. 

This institution shall be denominated "The Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America." And the Board of Missions of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America hereinafter provided 
for, may exercise, subject to the General Convention and within the 
limitations contained in this constitution, and in any amendments here- 
after made in the same, all the corporate powers of the institution 
aforesaid. 

article u. 

This Society shall be considered as comprehending all persons who 
are members of this Church. 

ARTICLE III. 

At every Triennial Meeting of the General Convention, which is the 
constituted representative body of the whole Protestant Episcopal Church 
in these United States, there shall be appointed by a concurrent vote, on 
nomination by a joint Committee of the two Houses, a Board of clerical 
and lay members, at least equal in number to four times the number of 
Dioceses in union with the General Convention, who, together with the 
Bishops of this Church, and such persons as become patrons of this 
Society before the meeting of the General Convention in the year 1829, 
shall be called the " Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America." The said Committee of Nominations 
shall consist of three Bishops, to be elected by ballot in the House of 
Bishops, and three Presbyters and three laymen, to be elected by ballot 
in the House of Clerical and lay Deputies. 

ARTICLE IV. 

To the Board of Missions shall be intrusted the supervision of the 
General Missionary operations of the Church, with power to establish 
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Missionary stations, appoint Missionaries, make appropriations of money, 
regulate the conducting of Missions, fill any vacancies in their number 
which may occur, and also to enact all By-Laws which they may deem 
necessary for their own government and the government of their Com- 
mittees ; provided always, that in relation to organized Dioceses having 
Bishops, the Board shall regulate the number of Missionary stations 
and, with the consent of the Bishop, shall select the stations. The 
Bishop and Standing Committee of each Diocese may appoint substitutes 
from the same Diocese for such members of the Board as may be unable 
to attend its meetings. 

article v. 
There may be appointed, during the will of the Board of Missions, a 
Commission to be called the " Commission of Home Missions to Colored 
People," to whom shall be committed the religious and other instruction 
of the freedmen ; said Commission to meet quarterly ; a majority to be a 
quorum, with authority to appoint a Secretary and General Agent and 
Treasurer, and to constitute, as its general representative, with full power 
to act for it during its recesses, an Executive Committee, composed of 
such a number of its members as it may prescribe, not to exceed eight; 
the members of said Executive Committee to be ex~officio members of the 
Board of Missions ; and said Commission to be governed in its actions 
by the principles laid down in the article of the Constitution of this 
Society concerning the appointment of Missionaries. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The presiding Bishop of the Church shall be the President of the 
Board, and in his absence, the senior Bishop present shall preside ; in 
the absence of all the Bishops, the Board shall elect a President pro 
tempore. 

article vn. 

The Board of Missions shall hold its first meeting at the call of the 
presiding Bishop, and meet annually thereafter, at such time and place 
as may have been appointed at the previous annual meeting ; and also, 
on the second day of the meeting of the General Convention, at the 
place of its meeting. They shall publish an annual report of their pro- 
ceedings for the information of the Society, and present a triennial report 
of their proceedings for the information of the Society, and present a 
triennial report to each stated General Convention. 

At all meetings of the Board t ten members shall form a quorum. 
Special meetings of the Board may be called, as shall be provided in 
their own By-Laws. 

article vui. 
The Board, as soon as may be after it has been constituted, shall pro- 
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ceed to appoint eight persons, four of whom shall be Clergymen, and four 
of whom shall be laymen, who, together with the Bishop of the Diocese 
in which the Committee shall be located, shall be a Committee for Do- 
mestic Missions ; and eight other persons, four of whom shall be Clergy- 
men, and four of whom shall be laymen, who, together with the Bishop 
of the Diocese in which the Committee shall be located, shall be a Com- 
mittee for Foreign Missions ; and all of whom shall be exrofficio mem- 
bers of the Board of Missions. The Board of Missions shall determine the 
location of the Committees respectively. Any Bishop or Bishops present 
at the place of meetings, shall have a right, ea>officio> to attend, as mem- 
bers of the same, the meetings of the Committees. Vacancies occurring 
in either of the Committees, during the recess of the Board, may be filled 
by the Committees, respectively, subject to the approval of the Board, 
at its next meeting. 

ARTICLE IX. 

To the Committees of the Board, thus constituted, shall be referred, 
in their respective departments, during the recess of the Board, the whole 
administration of the General Missionary work of the Church, subject to 
the regulations of the Board. And the said Committees shall have 
authority to direct and control, by concurrent Resolution, the custody 
of the seal of the Society ; and the seal may be affixed and proved by 
any officer of the Board of Missions, or of either of the said Committees, 
to any document, the execution and authentication of which shall have 
been duly authorized by the said Society, or by a concurrent Resolution 
of the said Committees. Said Committees, at a meeting regularly warned 
and held, may exercise, by a Resolution in which a majority of the 
members of said Committees shall separately concur, any of the corporate 
powers of the Society which have not been otherwise provided for, or 
the exercise of which shall not be in contravention of any action or 
regulation of the General Convention or of the Board. Each Committee 
shall make a report of its proceedings to the Board of Missions at every 
meeting of the Board. 

article x. 
The 4 Board of Missions shall appoint for each Committee a Secretary 
and General Agent, with a suitable salary, who shall be the executive 
officer of the Committee, to collect information, to conduct its corres- 
pondence, to devise and recommend plans of operation, and in general to 
execute all the purposes of the Board in his proper sphere, submitting 
all his measures, before their adoption, to the Committee for whom he is 
appointed, for their appro veL Each Committee shall appoint a Treasurer, 
and the Board shall designate which of the Treasurers so appointed 
shall be authorized to receive all moneys not specifically appropriated, 
which money shall be at the disposal of the Board. The Secretaries and 
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Treasurers shall be ex-officio members of the respective Committees and 
of the Board. Local and subordinate agents and officers may, when 
necessary, be appointed by each Committee. 

ARTICLE XI. 

For the guidance of the Committees it is declared that the Mission- 
ary field is always to be regarded as one— the world — the terms Do- 
mestic and Foreign being understood as terms of locality, adopted for 
convenience. Domestic Missions are those which are established within, 
and Foreign Missions are those which are established without, the terri- 
tory of the United States. 

ARTICLE XEL 

No Clergyman shall be appointed a Missionary by the Board, or by 
either of the Committees, until after conference with the ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese or Missionary District to which he belongs, nor 
shall any Missionary be sent to officiate in any Diocese or Missionary 
Distridt without the consent of the ecclesiastical authority of the same, 
except when regularly called by an organized parish, in accordance with 
the canons, both diocesan and general, and no person shall be appointed a 
Missionary who is not at the time a Minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, of regular standing. 

article xm. 
Associations designated to act in connection with the Board, in the 
great Missionary work committed to the Church, may become auxiliary ; 
and all contributions specially appropriated for such purpose by such 
associations, or by any individuals, shall be received and paid in accord- 
ance with the expressed wish of the donors. 

article xrv. 

The Board of Missions, provided for in the third article of this Con- 
stitution, shall, in all cases, be continued in office until a new Board is 
elected. 

ARTICLE xv. 

It is recommended to every member of the Society to pray to 
Almighty God for His blessing upon its designs, under the full convic- 
tion that, unless He directs us in all our doings with His most gracious 
favor, and furthers us with His continual help, we cannot reasonably 
hope to procure suitable persons to act as Missionaries, or expect that 
their endeavors will be successful. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



ARTICLE I. 

The several articles and provisions of the Constitution of this So- 
oiety, as established in 1820, and subsequently amended, are hereby 
adopted as By-Laws of this Society. 

article n. 
The Board of Missions, at each of its Annual Meetings, shall appoint 
a Secretary, who shall continue in his office until another is appointed in 
his place, and whose travelling expenses shall be paid. 

article in. 
The Treasurers of the Committees for Domestic and 'Foreign Mis- 
sions, and of the Commission of Home Missions to - Colored People, 
respectively, shall keep an account with each Missionary and Stipendiary 
of their respective Departments. They shall deposit in some bank in the 
oity of New York, all moneys received by them respectively for mis- 
sionary or educational purposes, so often as the same shall amount to one 
hundred dollars ; and the amount thereof in such bank shall be kept in 
the name of the Committee for Domestic or Foreign Missions, or of the 
Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, as the case may be. 
The said moneys, so deposited, shall be drawn out of such bank for mis- 
sionary or educational purposes only, and on the check of the Treasurer, 
countersigned by either the General or Local Secretary of each of the 
said Committees, and the Commission of Home Missions to Colored 
People, respectively. The Treasurers shall pay no moneys except by 
order of their respective Committees. They shall present their accounts, 
duly audited by their respective Committees, on the first day of the 
session of each Annual Meeting of the Board of Missions, which ac- 
counts shall thereupon be referred to a Special Committee for the pur- 
pose of such examination, inquiries, and explanation, as may be deemed 
necessary and useful. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Vacancies occurring in either of the Missionary Committees, during 
the recess of the Board of Missions, shall not be filled at the same meet- 
ing of the Committee at which th*y are announced ; but information of 
all vacancies to be supplied shall be immediately given to each member 
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of the Committee, and 4 shall be inserted in the notices for the meeting at 
which such vacancies are to be supplied. 

Vacancies in the Commission of Home Missions to Colored People, 
and in the Executive Committee thereof, shall be filled by that Com- 
mission. 

reticle v. 

Five members shall constitute a quorum of each of the two Missionary 
Committees respectively. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Together with each Annual Report required by the Seventh Article of 
the original Constitution, now adopted as a By-Law of this Society, there 
shall be printed the Constitution, Act of Incorporation, and By-Laws of 
the Society, with a list of the members and officers of the Board of Mis- 
sions, of the two Missionary Committees, and of the Commission of Home 
Missions to Colored People. Of this Report thus printed, one hundred 
copies shall be retained by the Secretary of the Board of Missions for the 
use of the Board at its next meeting. 

article vn. 
There shall be an Annual and Triennial Sermon, before the Board of 
Missions, the preacher to be appointed by the two Missionary Commit- 
tees alternately. The sermon shall be preached on the evening of the first 
day of the sessions of the Board ; and that Committee whose right it is to 
appoint the preacher, shall make the necessary arrangements for that pur- 
pose. The sermon, with the consent of the preacher, shall be printed at 
the expense of the Board, without any special order for that purpose. 

article vm. 
At the Annual Meetings of the Board of Missions, on the first day of 
the session, the Holy Communion shall be administered by or under the 
direction of the presiding Bishop, or, in bis absence, of the senior Bishop 
present ; and if there be no Bishop present, then the senior Presbyter 
present, being a member of the Board of Missions ; and shall be preceded 
by Morning Prayer, at which the officiating Minister shall be appointed by 
the said presiding or senior Bishop, or senior Presbyter presiding. The 
collection at the offertory at such Communion shall be divided equally 
between the Committees for Domestic and Foreign Missions and the Com- 
mission of Home Missions to Colored People, unless any particular offer- 
ing be specially designated, as appropriated by the offerer to either de- 
partment, or to some particular Mission in either, in which case the 
appropriation shall be made accordingly. 

article IX. 
On the second evening of the session at the meetings of the Board of 
Missions, a public Missionary meeting shall be held under the direction of 
the presiding or senior Bishop present, or if no Bishop be present, then of 
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the senior Presbyter present, assisted by the Secretary of the Board, and 
the Secretaries of the two Missionary Committees and of the Commission 
of the Home Missions to Colored People. 

article x. 
The Protestant Episcopal Commission of Home Missions to Colored 
People shall make an annual report to the Board of Missions. 

ARTICLE XI. 

On all public occasions of the meetings of the JBoard of Missions, 
collections shall be made in aid of its funds. 

article xn. 

Special meetings of the Board of Missions may be called on the joint 
request of the three Executive Committees, or on the order of the pre- 
siding Bishop, or any two Bishops, reasonable notice thereof being given 
through the Post-office, and the specific object of such meeting inserted 
in the notice. 

article xni. 

If, from the existence of war, disease, or any other cause, the place of 
Meeting of the Board of Missions, appointed at its last meeting, shall be 
rendered a dangerous or improper place of meeting, the presiding Bishop 
shall have power to change it, and appoint such other place for the pur* 
pose as he may, under the circumstances, deem most suitable and proper. 

article xrv. 
At all meetings of the Board, the Missionaries of the Board ia active 
service who may be present, both of the Domestic and Foreign Commit- 
tees, shall be admitted to honorary seats in the Board, with a right to 
participate in the deliberations, but without the right to vote. 

article xv. 
The rules of order, customary in similar bodies, are adopted and shall 
be observed in this Society, its Board of Missions, and Committees. 

ARTICLE XVL 

All other than the foregoing By-Laws, heretofore in force, are hereby 
rescinded, and the foregoing are adopted and declared to be the B^-LawB 
of this Society ; but with the exception of the first, they may be rescinded, 
amended, or enlarged, at any stated meeting of the Board of Missions, by 
an affirmative vote of a majority of the members present ; the Motion for 
that purpose, together with the name of the mover, being duly entered on 
the Journal of the Board, and one day's previous notice given of the pro- 
posed alteration. The first By-Law shall not be rescinded, amended, or 
enlarged, except at a Triennial Meeting of the Board of Missions, on the 
Report of a Special Committee, recommending the same, and an affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of the members present adopting the report and 
recommendation of such Committee.
